We,  the  Lords  of  the  Conunittee  of  Your  Majesty's  Privy 
Coancil  on  Education  in  Scotland,  humbly  submit  to  Your 
Majesty  this  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  our  proceedings 
under  the  Education  (Scotland)  Act,  1872. 

Summary  of  Stahstics  relating  to  Inspected  Schools. 

In  the  year  ending  30th  September  1886  the  inspectors  visited  Day  sebools. 
3,092  day  schools  to  which  annual  grants  were  made,  containing 
3,388  departments  under  separate  bead  teachera,  and  fumishiag 
accommodation,  at  8*  square  feet  of  superficial  area  per  child, 
for  691,405  scholars,  or  rather  more  than  one  sixth  of  the  esti- 
mated population.  There  were  on  the  registefs  of  these  schools 
the  names  of  615,498  children,  of  whom — 

123,936  were  (infants)  under  7  years  of  age ; 
448,355  between  7  and  13 ; 
29,598  between  13  wd  14 ;  and 
13,609  above  14. 

Of  these  scholars,  542,902  were  present  on  the  day  of  the 
inspector's  visit  to  their  respective  schools,  while  476,890  were, 
on  an  average,  in  daily  attendance  throughout  the  year :  478,152 
having  made  the  requisite  number  of  attendances  were  qualified 
to  be  examined,  65,723  (under  7)  collectively,  and  412,429 
(above  7)  individually,  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  ; 
60,805  were  actually  presented  for  collective  and  378,838  for 
individual  examination.  Of  these  last,  298,054  passed  the  pre- 
scribed test  without  failure  in  any  one  of  the  three  subjects, 
94*05  scholars,  out  of  every  100  examined,  passed  in  reading, 
91-7  in  writing,  and  86*78  in  arithmetic ;  each  scholar  examin^ 
made  on  an  average  2*73  passes. 

These  statistics  show  the  actual  slate  of  attendance  and 
instruction  in  inspected  schools.  Before  the  year  1872,  when 
the  ESducation  Act  was  passed,  the  Department  had  no  statistics 
which  could  be  tested  from  year  to  year,  and  from  which  a  con-

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elusive  inference  could  be  drawn  as  to  the  state  of  education 
throughout  the  country.  Only  a  certain  number  of  schools  sought 
inspection ;  and  while  the  inquiries  of  the  Education  Commission 
led  them  to  the  conclusion  that  a  large  number  of  the  schools 
not  under  inspection  were  not  in  an  efficient  condition,  the  De- 
partment had  no  means  of  acquiring  an  exact  and  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  extent  to  which  the  educational  provision  of  the 
country  was  defective  or  unsuitable.  It  is  only  since  1872  that 
we  have  been  able  to  exhibit  the  results  iu  a  statistical  form, 
and  to  draw  reliable  inferences  as  to  the  progress  of  education. 

The  figures  given  fibove  show  that  the  improvement  whicli 
we  have  hitherto  been  able  to  record  from  year  to  year  is  still 
maintained  ;  and  in  some  particulars  the  rate  of  advance  during 
the  year  with  which  this  report  deals  has  been  unusually  large. 

The  system  under  which  these  improved  results  are  obtained, 
is  supported  from  resources  which  may  be  broadly  distinguished 
as  local  and  imperial.  The  local  contributions  are  of  three 
kinds:  voluntary  subscriptions,  rates,  and  school  pence.  Of 
these,  the  voluntary  subscriptions  (29,980i.)  continue  to  show- 
that  spontaneous  effort  has  not  ceased  with  the  imposition  of  a 
local  rate.  The  expenditure  from  rates  upon  the  annual  main- 
tenance of  schools,  apart  from  any  repayment  of,  or  interest 
upon,  loans  for  providing  them,  has  increased  during  the  past 
year  by  21,389i.,  and  now  amounts  to  227,530i.  The  third  item 
in  the  local  contributions,  viz.,  the  school  pence,  has  also  in- 
creased by  18,108?.,  and  now  amounts  to  308,229Z. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  amount  of  Parliamentary  grants  to  day 
inspected  schools  has  increased  from  410,995Z.  to  443,81 5Z. ;  while 
the  rate  of  grant  has  increased  from  18d.  0\d,  to  188.  7^^  for 
each  scholar  in  average  attendance.* 

But  the  day  schools  under  inspection,  to  which  the  above  statis- 
tics apply,  are  not  the  only  institutions  affected  by  the  Parliament 
ta^  grant,  and  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Department. 
Night  schools.  There  are  also  night  schools,  of  which  there  were  examined 
during  the  year  166  :  8,759  scholars  above  12  years  of  age  were, 
on  an  average,  in  attendance  each  night :  9,273  scholars  were 
qualified  for  examination  by  having  made  the  required  number  of 
attendances  during  the  night  school  session.  Of  these,  6,885  were 
actually  examined,  and  out  of  every  100  scholars  so  examined^ 
93*28  passed  in  reading,  85  98  in  writing,  and  70*91  in  arithmetic,

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We  regret  to  find  that  not  only  tbe  number  of  these  schools, 
out  also  the  attendance  at  them^  shows  a  tendency  to  Ml  oK 
We  believe  that  the  resalte  they  may  accomplish  in  developing  and 
rendering  more  permanent  the  work  that  has  been  begun  in  the 
day  sdiools  is  of  great  value )  and  we  would  look  to  these  schools 
as  a  means  of  giving  useful  instruction  to  children  who  attain 
at  an  early  age  the  standard  for  full  time  employment,  and 
whose  parents  are  compelled  by  their  circumstances  to  take 
advantage  of  the  exemption  and  to  withdraw  them  from  attend- 
anoe  at  day  schools.  Under  the  new  Code  we  have  given  a 
wider  range  to  the  instruction  in  the  evening  schools,  and  we  trust 
that  this  may  tend  to  popularise  them,  and  to  give  to  school 
boards  and  other  managers  further  opportunity  of  adapting 
them  to  the  requirements  of  the  classes  for  whom  they  are 
intended^  especially  in  the  large  cities. 

In  addition  to  the  day  and  night  schools  under  inspection,  we  Training 
have  also  under  our  supervision  seven  training  colleges,  from  colleges, 
which  the  supply  of  certificated  teachers  is  mmnly  drawn.  A 
detailed  report  upon  these  institutions,  by  the  inspector  of 
training  colleges,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix;  but  it  is 
sufficient  here  to  say  that^  while  6,704!  certificated  teachers  are 
employed  in  aided  schools,  the  number  of  students  in  the  training 
colleges  in  1886  was  859,  almost  all  of  whom^  along  with  278 
candidates  who  were  admitted  to  the  examination  as  acting 
teachers,  were  examined  for  certificates  in  December  last.

♦  In  18  schools,  1878  ;  in  8,  1880 ;  and  in  1, 1886 ;  in 
night  8clu)ob  were  held  in  tbe  premises  of  day  schools. 
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It  may  be  useful  to  deal  separately  and  in  greater  detail  with 
the  questions  to  which  these  statutes  relate.  We  may  first 
consider  the  extent  to  which,  and  the  manner  in  which,  adequate 
school  accommodation  has  been  provided,  partly  before  the  pass- 
ing of  the  Act  of  1872,  and  partly  under  the  system  instituted 
by  that  Act ;  next,  the  attendance  of  scholars  at  the  schools  so 
provided ;  thirdly,  the  standard  of  instruction  which  has  been 
maintained  and  the  points  in  which  it  is  still  to  some  extent 
deficient ;  and,  lastly,  the  teaching  power  now  available  and  the 
means  existing  or  suggested  for  recruiting  or  developing  that 
power. 

I. — Scliool  Supply. 

The  aided  schools,  which  in  1872  provided  for  281,688  scliolar^, 
or  for  8*3  per  cent,  of  the  population,  were  in  1886  sufficient  for 
701,5&8  scholars,  or  17*81  per  cent,  of  the  population.* 

Of  the  total  increase  of  419,910  seats,  some  90,497  have  been 
required  to  meet  the  growth  of  the  population  during  the  last 
14  years.  In  certain  cases  accommodation  may  have  been  pro- 
vided, somewhat  in  excess  of  present  requirements,  with  a  view 
to  future  needs.  But,  making  every  allowance  for  this,  we  must 
assume  that  a  very  large  part  of  the  rest  of  this  increase  (accord- 
ing to  ihe  calculation  which  we  made  in  1882^  upwards  of 
274,000)  is  the  measui'e  of  the  deficiency  in  inspected  schools  at 
the  passing  of  the  Elducation  Act. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  our  statistics  are  necessarily  confined 
to  schools  established,  before  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1872, 
with  the  aid  of  grants  from  the  Education  Department,  and  to 
those  subsequently  provided  by  school  boards  and  voluntary 
agencies,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department,  since  that  Act 
was  passed.  It  is  true  that  for  a  period  long  previous  a  national 
system  existed  in  Scotland :  but  for  the  extent  to  which  that 
met  the  requirements  of  the  country,  and  the  deficiencies  which

Educati(m  Oommission  to  which  we  have  already  referred. 

Confining  ourselves,  then,  within  these  limits,  we  find  that 
from  1839,  when  the  administration  of  the  parliamentary 
vote  was  entrusted  to  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education, 
to  31st  December  1886,  grants  to  the  amount  of  686,78(lZ.  have 
been  paid  in  aid  of  erecting  1,003  residences  for  teachers,  and  of 
building  1,401  new  schools  for  -  -  284,284  scholars,  and 
enlarging  or  improving  498  schools  for     53,615         „ 

or  for  337,899  scholars  in  all. 

For  72,081  of  these  scholars  accommodation  was  provided 
'  before  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1872  by  voluntary  effort,  aided 
by  school  building  grants,  in  422  new  and  128  improved  schools  ; 
at  a  cost  to  the  promoters  of  230,122^.  14.<?.  8Jc?.,  and  to  the 
State  of  109,41  li.  3«.  l^rf. ;  or  at  the  rate  of  about  U.  Us.  2d. 
per  scholar. 

But  the  greater  part  of  this  provision  has  been  made  since 
the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1872.  Since  that  date  building  grants 
have  been  made  only  to  school  boards,  in  respect  of  public  schools, 
and  during  that  period  grants  to  the  amount  of  577,955^  have 
been  paid  to  school  boards  for  the  erection  of  980  new,  and  the 
enlargement  or  improvement  of  370  old  schools,  and  for  766 
teachers'  residences.  With  the  aid  of  these  grants,  met  by  local 
expenditure  from  the  rates,  to  the  amount  of  2,097,883i.,  accom- 
modation has  been  provided  for  265,868  children,  at  a  cost  of 
7L  17«.  lOcL  pCT  scholar  from  the  rates,  and  of  21.  3«.  5d.  from 
the  Parliamentary  grant ;  or  at  a  total  rat«  of  102.  Is.  *6d.  per 
scholar. 

In.  order  to  meet  the  expenditure  upon  the  supply  of  school 
accommodation,  independent  of  that  which  was  met  by  the 
Parliamentary  grant,  school  boards  were  empowered  under 
section  45  of  the  Act  of  1872  to  borrow  money  upon  the  security 
of  the  rates.  Until  August  1878,  when  the  tenure  of  office  by 
the  Board  of  Blducation  expired,  applications  to  borrow  required 
the  sanction  of  that  Board ;  and  during  that  period  loans  raised 
with  such  sanction  amounted  to  2,398,802^  88.  9d  Since 
August  1878  the  duty  of  sanctioning  such  loans  devolved  upon 
the  Department,  and  we  have  accordingly  sanctioned  since  then* 
loans  to  the  amount  of  1,402,099^.  198.  6^^  The  total  sum, 
amounting  to  3,800,902/.  88.  3Jd.,  thus  rf^presents  the  expendi- 
ture chargeable  to  the  school  rates  from  1872  to  the  31st  March 
last,  in  providing  school  accommodation.  As  will  be  seen  by 
comparison  with  the  preceding  paragraph,  1, 703,01 9Z.  represents 
expenditure  upon  schools  which  the  school  boards  built  without 
any  aid  from  school  building  grants.

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Under  the  67th  section  of  the  Act  of  1872  school  boards  were 
enabled  to  seek  grants  from  the  Department  in  aid  of  the 
erection  of  new  soiools,  or  the  repair  and  enlargement  of  exist- 
ing schoola  The  work  arising  fix)m  this  section  of  the  Act  has 
now  been  finished.  Up  to  the  Slst  of  December  1873,  wheu  the 
time  for  applying  for  building  grants  expired,  1,685  applications 
had  been  made  for  aid  to  supply  schools,  1,083  of  the  applications 
including  residences  for  teachers.  Under  the  Oode  the  Department 
had  to  be  satisfied  before  making  a  building  grant  that  the  school 
for  which  aid  was  sought  was  required  in  the  locality;  and  it  rested 
with  the  Board  of  Education  in  Edinburgh  to  determine,  after  con- 
sidering tlie  report  of  each  school  board,  what  additional  accom- 
modation was  required  to  complete  the  school  provision  of  the 
district,  and  by  what  schools  that  accommodation  could  be  best 
supplied. 
Education  Act,  AU  the  applications  fo]*  building  grants  were,  therefore,  referred 
800.26-86.  ^  ^Yie  Edinburgh  Board,  and  in  determining  in  each  case 
whether  any  grant  was  required  by  the  circumstances  of  the 
district,  we  were  guided  not  only  by  the  proposals  of  the  school 
board  of  each  district  with  its  local  knowledge,  but  also  by 
the  advice  of  a  board  in  Edinburgh  which  was  specially 
charged  with  .the  duty  of  ascertaining  the  requirements  of  tiie 
country  generally,  and  the  extent  to  which  the  powers  given 
by  the  Education  Act  had  to  be  used.  We  felt  it  to  be  our 
duty  to  leave  considerable  discretion  to  these  authorities ;  but 
wherever  we  had  reason  to  suppose  that  any  extravagant 
proposal  was  submitted  to  us  we  endeavoured  to  restrict  the 
expenditure  to  that  which  was  absolutely  necessary.  In  some 
cases,  no  doubt,  accommodation  has  been  provided,  which,  by  a 
subsequent  shifting  of  population,  may  now  appear  redundant. 
In  other  cases  accommodation  has  been  provided  in  order  to 
meet  a  reasonable  expectation  of  increased  population  which  has 
not  yet  been  realised.  We  regret  the  heavy  burden  which  has 
necessarily  been  laid  upon  some  localities,  but  we  fear  that  this 
has  frequently  arisen  from  an  expenditure  for  which  we  cannot 
hold  ourselves  responsible.  That  burden  has  most  seriously 
affected  some  localities  in  the  Highlands  where  the  resources  were 
least  able  to  bear  it.  But  in  these  cases  building  grants  were 
paid  on  a  scale  of  special  liberality ;  and  that  there  must  have 
been  some  unnecessary  expenditure  in  the  building  of  the 
schools  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  in  some  districts  so  affected 
the  accommodation  was  provided  at  a  cost  beyond  the  Pariia- 
mentary  grant  of  only  21.  168.  per  head,  while  in  other  cases 
the  expenditure  rose  to  61.  108.  per  head. 

But  apart  from  particular  instances  in  which,  from  such  causes 
as  are  above  indicated,  the  accommodation  may  be  in  excess  of 
what  is  required  in  certain  districts,  it  is  important  to  consider 
how  far  the  supply  thus  provided  (701,598  seats),  showing  an 
increase  of  149*09  per  cent,  in  the  last  14  years,  may  be  con- 
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ddered  as  sufficient  to  ^meei  the  ];^qairem6nt8  of  the  oountry  ? 
The  only  assistance  which  can  now  be  given  to  localities  which 
have  to  provide  additional  accommodation  is  that  afforded  by 
loans,  which  render  it  possible  to  spread  the  expenditure  from 
rates  over  a  period  of  years.  It  is  important,  therefore,  to  know 
whether  (apart  from  certain  cases  in  large  towns,  where  the 
poptilatibn  is  rapidly  increasing,  and  where  additional  supply 
must  be  provided  in  order  to  meet  this  increase)  the  results  of 
local  effort,  assisted  by  Imperial  grants,  have  now  placed  us  on  a 
level  with  the  requirements,  so  that  future  effort  will  be  neces- 
sary, in  ordiniary  cases,  only  to  maintain  the  supply  of  schools 
already  provided,  and  to  meet  gradual  and  normal  increase. 

The  children  between  5  and  14  (which  is  the  school  age  under 
the  Scotch  Education  Acts)  constitute  20*7  per  cent,  of  the  total 
population,  and  amount  in  Scotland  to  815,644.  We  regret  to 
find  that  only  38  per  cent,  of  the  children  between  5  and  6 
years  of  age  are  entered  on  the  registers  of  any  school ;  but  we 
trust  that  the  advantages  of  infant  school  training  are  becoming 
gradually  more  appreciated,  and  that  the  deduction  in  our 
calculation  which  has  to  be  made  on  account  of  remissness  in 
enforcing  the  compulsory  clauses  at  this  age  wiU  speedily 
diminish. 

Allowance  must,  however^  always  be  made  on  account  of  sick- 
ness, weather,  distance  from  school,  and  other  reasonable  excuses 
for  irregular  attendance.     Taking  these  into  account,  we  con- 
sider that  the  requirements  may  be  fairly  reckoned  as  involving 
the  provision  of  school  seats  for  one  sixth  of  the  total  population, 
and  that  such  a  provision  would  be  fully  occupied  if  all  who 
ought  to  be  at  school  each  day  actually  were  there.     The  esti- 
miUied  population  in  1886  was  8,988,783,  and  the  provision  of 
adiool  places  to  meet  this  ought  to  be  666,464.      The  actual 
supply  is  in  excess  of  this ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
oalcoLation  followed  so  far  has  allowed  only  8  square  feet  of  area 
for  each  child,  instead  of  10  square  feet,  which  we  think  essential 
to  the  highest  efficiency  in  organization.      "We  have   already 
alluded  to  the  causes  which  make  a  certain  redundancy  of  accom- 
modation scarcely  avoidable ;  but  we  iear  that,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  wants  of  the  population,  in  the  case  of  one  or  two  large 
towns,  have  not  yet  been  fully  met  by  the  efforts  of  the  school 
boards.    A  custom,  which  is  based  upon  long  national  usage,  and 
in  favour  of  which  some  strong  arguments  can  be  adduced,  war- 
rants the  attendance  at  public  and  State-aided  schools  of  many 
diildren  of  a  higher  class ;  and  this  may  render  necessary  the 
provision  in  Scotland  of  school  seats  for  a  proportion  rather  in 
excess  of  one  sixtii  of  the  population.     On  the  whole,  however, 
we  are  inclined  to  think  that  the  supply  is  fidrly  distributed 
throughout  the  country,  and  that,  under  the  operation  of  the 
Eduction  Acts  of  recent  years,  it  may  be  held  to  be  virtually 
complete. 
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But  if  the  supply  of  seats  is  sufficient  tor  the  requirements  of 
the  population,  we  cannot  say  that  the  average  attendance  shows 
that  a  proper  use  is  made  of  this  supply. 

This  may  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  while,  with  our  present 
population,  there  might  be  787,757  (1  in  6)  on  the  registers, 
and  656,464  (1  in  6)  in  average  daily  attendance,  our  returns 
show  only  624,653  children  on  the  registers  of  schools  upon  the 
annual  grant  list,  and  483,996  in  average  attendance. 

In  other  words,  for  every  100  children  of  school  age,  for  whom 
some  89  school  seats  have  been  provided,  we  have  only  79  scholars 
on  the  registers,  and  61  in  daily  attendance. 

This  shows  a  slight  improvement  on  the  statistics  of  last  year, 
but  it  is  not  satisfactory.  Even  after  making  the  deductions  as 
above,  and  allowing  for  the  absence  from  school  of  children 
under  6,  of  half-timers,  and  of  those  who  have  passed  the  stan- 
dard exempting  them  altogether  from  school  attenaance,it  follows, 
if  we  assume  that  every  child  may  be  reasonably  expected  to 
go  to  school  for  seven  years,  that  there  might  be  about  a  hundred 
thousand  scholars  more  than  at  present  on  the  registers  of  aided 
schools,  and  a  further  increase  of  the  same  amount  in  the  average 
attendance,  which  has  risen  from  213,549  in  1872  to  483,996  in 
1886,  i.e.,  from  6-29  to  12-29  per  cent,  of  the  population. 

This  deficiency  is  a  matter  to  which  we  would  call  the  serious 
attention  of  school  boards.  If  we  examine  the  statistics  of  the 
years  since  1872,  it  is  no  doubt  possible  to  record  a  constant  and 
hopeful  rate  of  progress.  The  average  attendance  at  aided 
schools  has,  indeed,  greatly  increased  during  that  time.  But  by 
far  the  greatest  increase  in  that  period  has  been  during  the 
earlier  years  of  administration  under  the  Acts ;  and  it  must  not 
be  forgotten  that  the  increase  of  attendance  in  tlie  aided  schools 
during  these  yeare  was,  to  some  extent,  due  to  the  fact  that 
many  schools  previously  uninspected  were  then  brought  under 
inspection,  and  their  scholars  then  for  the  first  time  brought 
into  the  official  statistics.  The  previous  efficiency  of  sudi  schools 
was,  indeed,  subjected  to  no  test,  and  there  is  good  reason  to 
believe  that  many  of  them  were  in  a  state  far  from  satisfactory. 
But  it  is  certain  that  the  attendance  now  recorded  in  the  official 
returns  represents  more  fully  than  in  1872  the  total  actual  at- 
tendance at  school  of  all  the  children  in  the  country,  and  that 
the  deficiencies  which  it  shows  represent  in  most  cases  failure 
to  attend  schools  of  any  class.  Hoarded  in  this  light  it  cannot 
be  said  that  the  results  aflFord  proof  that  the  powers  of  compulsion, 
conferred  on  school  boards  by  the  Education  Acts>  have  been  suffi- 
ciently enforced.  By  recent  legislation  the  provisions  of  the  law 
in  this  respect  have  been  simplified,  and  there  is  the  less  excuse 
for  the  neglect.  We  are  aware  that  in  many  parts  of  Scotland  it 
is  not  usual  to  send  children  to  school  at  the  sUitutory  age  of  five. 
For  a  certain  class  of  children  this  delay  may  not  be  harmful, 
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while  Id  other  cases,  where  distances  are  long,  it  may  be  impos- 
sible to  secure  the  regular  attendance  of  infants  under  seven. 
Bat,  for  the  greater  proportion  of  children  for  whom  public 
schools  are  provided,  early  school  attendance  is  of  inestimable 
advantage,  and  its  use  is  seen  in  the  later  stages  of  the  child's 
education,  where  the  habits  of  discipline  and  attention,  thus 
early  acquired,  cannot  fail  to  have  an  influence.  We  hope  that 
the  feeling  in  favour  of  such  instruction  is  growing,  and  we  trust 
thai  school  managers  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  foster  it  by 
providing  special  infant  departments,  by  adapting  the  instruction 
therein  as  carefully  as  possible  to  the  requirements  of  infants, 
and  by  neglecting  no  means  likelv  to  stimulate  their  interest  in 
their  earliest  school  work,*  It  is  thus  that  the  infant  school 
may  become  an  effective  agency  in  the  work  of  education ;  and 
may,  especially  for  the  poorer  population  of  towns,  take  the 
place  of  the  early  home  education  open  to  others  more  favoured. 
It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  for  such  children  the  alternative 
to  attendance  at  school  is  neglect,  and  the  acquiring  of  habits 
which  it  is  difficult,  afterwards,  to  correct.  Besides  this  failure 
in  early  school  attendance,  we  fear  that  in  the  Highlands,  where 
the  provision  of  school  accommodation  has  imposed  the  heaviest 
burden,  there  is  a  very  lamentable  neglect  of  opportunities 
amongst  children  of  all  ages.  We  are  ready  to  make  every 
allowance  for  special  difficulties  of  climate  and  locality.  But 
it  is  to  be  feared  that  these  are  sometimes  unduly  exaggerated, 
and  that  the  failure  arises  from  apathy  and  neglect  rather 
than  from  the  presence  of  insurmountable  obstacles.  We  have 
endeavoured,  by  means  to  which  we  shall  refer  further,  to 
relieve,  to  some  extent,  the  burden  on  these  districts  by  a  special 
encouragement  to  regular  attendance,  and  we  trust  that  this 
may  have  the  effect  of  stimulating  school  boards  to  enforce, 
with  due  regard  to  special  difficulties,  aod  with  due  eai*e  in  the 
selection  of  cases  for  legal  procedure,  the  proper  use  of  oppor- 
tunities which  have  been  provided  at  so  serious  a  cost.t 

We  see  no  evidence  that  the  failure  in  attendance  is  caused  by 
the  pressure  of  school  fees.  In  the  districts  where  the  at- 
tendance is  most  defective,  school  fees  are  virtually  almost  in 
abeyance,  and  the  revenue  drawn  therefrom  is  very  small  But 
any  difficulty  that  might  thus  arise  is  lai-gely  met  by  the  aid 
given  by  the  parochial  authorities  to  pauper  and  poor  parents,  to

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enable  them  to  pay  the  fees  charged  for  their  x^dren  at  the  schools 
which  they  select.  The  sum  of  12,802{.  128.  lid  is  catered  in  the 
returns  nuuie  by  aicled  schools  visited  during  the  past  year  as 
having  been  paid  to  them  by  parochial  boards  on  bduJf  of 
23,499  scholars  * 

Tt  is  held,  however,  that  there  is  a  considerable  class  to  whom 
the  payment  of  school  fees  is  a  heavy  burden,  but  whom  it  is 
inexpedient  to  send  for  help  to  the  parochial  board.  For  this 
class  we  are  glad  to  notice  that  very  abundant  assistance  is  given 
by  means  of  the  endowments  dealt  with  in  recent  schemes.  Full 
particulars  as  to  the^ funds  so  available  will,  doubtless,  be  given 
by  the  Educational  Endowments  Commissioners  before  they 
conclude  their  labours. 

We  have  recently  called  for  full  statistics  from  school  boards 
with  respect  to  the  educational  condition  of  each  district  and 
the  administration  of  the  Education  Acts.  We  are  unwilling  to 
impose  upon  the  boards  the  burden  of  supplying  such  stati^ics 
further  than  is  absolutely  necessary ;  but  a  sufficient  time  has 
elapsed  since  the  last  Return  to  make  it  important  that  the 
statistics  should  be  brought  down  to  the  present  date. 

in. — Stcmdard  of  Instiruction. 

During  the  year  1886  the  number  c£  scholars  on  the  registers 
of  inspected  schools  was  615,498.  Of  these  478,162  were 
qualified  by  age  and  by  the  numb^  of  their  attendances  (not 
less  than  250  during  the  school  year)  for  presentation  to  the 
inspectors  in  order  to  earn  a  grant  for  examination.  But  only 
873,838  were  so  presented  for  individual  examination^  in  addi-i 
tion  to  60,805,  being  between  four  and  seven  years  of  age,  who 
were  presented  for  collective  examination.  It  is  matter  of 
regret  to  find  that  of  those  qualified  for  individual  examination^ 
38,591  were  not  presented.  This  proportion  of  children  with- 
held from  examination  is  larger  than  it  ought  to  be,  even 
allowing  for  cases  in  which  they  were  withheld  from  unavoid- 
able causes.  It  is  unnecessary  to  point  out  the  loss  of  grant 
which  is  thus  caused,  besides  the  injury  to  the  children  who  are 
deprived  of  the  test  of  efficient  education  which  examination  may 
supply. 

Another  feature  in  which  the  statistics  afford  matter  of  regret 
is  the  insufficient  presentation  of  children  in  the  higher 
standards.  Of  248,204  children  on  the  registers  of  schools 
whose  age  qualified  them  for  examination  in  the  upper  standards 
only  142,850  were  presented  in  those  standards ;  while  the 
Table  No.  2,  printed  on  p.  xxxii,  shows  that  amcoigst  the  scholars 
actually  examined  only  75*57  per  cent,  of  those  who  were  over 

*  An  ire  pointed  out  last  year,  a  wide  discrapaney  continnefi  between  this  amount 
and  that  which  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superrision  shows  to  have  been  the 
actual  expenditure  on  education  by  parochial  boards,  viz.,  26,782/.  It  is  difflenlt  to 
say  how  mnch  of  this  discrepancy  is  due  to  defective  returns,  and  to  a  separate 
aecoiint  of  the  fees  so  paid  not  hayint?  becti  kept  by  school  managers. 
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10  years  of  age  were  presented  in  standards  suitable  to  that  age. 
In  this  respect  we  can  indeed  record  a  gradual  and  not  unsatis- 
factory imj.rovement.  The  proportion  of  scholars  examined  in 
the  three  higher  standards  has  risen  from  18*77  in  1875  to 
39'28  per  cent,  in  the  past  year  ;  while  the  per-centage  of  those 
above  10  years  of  age  who  were  so  presented  has  risen  during 
the  same  period  from  34*23  to  75*57  per  cent. 

The  latter  proportion  is  not  unsatisfactory ;  but  we  fear  that, 
if  we  compare  the  number,  not  with  those  only  who  are  pre- 
sented for  examination,  bub  with  all  those  of  the  specified  age 
upon  the  school  registers,  there  is  still  room  for  very  considerable 
improvement.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  per-centage 
now  reached  leaves  46,190  children,  over  10  years  of  age,  who 
are  presented  in  standards  suitable  for  children  of  seven,  eight, 
or  nine  years.* 

We  regret  to  find  that  the  education  of  many  children  appears 
to  be  discontinued  as  soon  as  the  standard  for  exemption  is 
reached.  We  find  proof  of  this  in  the  fact  that  of  49,705 
scholars  in  Standard  V.  in  1885,  only  23,671  appear  in  the 
higher  standard  to  which  they  would  naturally  rise  in  1886. 
We  are  convinced  tliat  this  must  often  deprive  promising 
children  of  instruction  which  would  be  of  even  gieater  permanent 
benefit  than  that  which  they  have  previously  received.  But  we 
hope  that  the  provision  which  has  been  made  in  several  of  the 
sctemes  by  the  Educational  Endowments  Commissioners,  for  the 
payment  of  school  bursaries  to  children  in  the  upper  standards, 
may  have  the  effect  of  encouraging  prolonged  attendance  in 
cases  where,  without  such  assistance,  the  difficulties  may  be 
insuperable. 

The  following  statement  gives  in  a  summarised  form,  which  may 
be  found  useful,  some  results  of  the  statistics  of  the  past  year : —

attendance — 
i.  53  were  boys ; 
47  were  girls ; 
ii.  1 8  were  infants,  i.e.,  below  7  years  of  age ; 
41  were  between  7  and  10  ; 
41  were  above  10 ; 
iiL  14  infants  (below  7)  had  made  the  requisite  number  of 
attendances ;  of  whom 
13  were  presented  to  H.M.  Inspectors ; 
iv.  86  scholars,   above  7,  had  made  the  requisite   number  of 
attendances  ;  and 
78  were  presented  to  the  inspectors  ;  of  whom 
40  were  above  10  years  of  age  ;  while  of  these  only 
30  were  presented  in  Standards  IV.-VI.

vi.  14  were  presented  for  examination  under  Article  21  (spe- 
cific subjects). 

Class  subjects.  The  last  two  entries  in  this  statement  (v.  and  vi.)  call  for  some 
further  remark.  The  grant  under  Article  19  C.  is  for  the  en- 
couragement of  class  subjects,  which  represent  something  beyond 
the  bare  requirements  of  the  standard  examination,  and  which 
are  tested  by  the  eflSciency  of  the  classes  as  a  whole,  instead  of 
the  knowledge  attained  by  individual  scholars.  We  look  with 
much  interest  to  the  results  of  this  part  of  the  school  curriculum, 
in  regard  to  which  the  conditions  of  the  Code  allow  considerable 
elasticity  in  organisation,  and  the  effect  of  which  ought,  in  our 
opinion,  to  be  the  promotion  of  general  intelligence  amongst  the 
pupils.  The  Code  now  in  force  has  considerably  increased  the 
range  of  these  subjects,  and  given  to  them  a  more  important 
place  in  the  work  of  the  schools.  In  connection  with  this  we 
may  refer  to  another  change  which  has  been  introduced  into  the 
Collective  ex-  Code,  the  effect  of  which  is  no  less  important.  Tliis  is  the 
towoTsten-^^  arrangement  by  which  the  large  part  of  every  school  which 
dards.  consists  of  scholars  below  the  3rd  Standard  may  be  relieved  of 

individual  examination,  its  efficiency  being  judged  by  a 
collective  test.  Combined  with  the  class  subjects,  this  should 
give  a  wide  range  of  freedom,  both  in  organisation  and  instruction, 
to  the  managers  and  teachers  of  schools.  Until  the  general 
principle  of  payment  in  proportion  to  the  results  achieved  has 
been  reversed  by  the  Legislature,  it  would  be  beyond  our  pro- 
vince to  set  aside  this  principle,  which  presents  a  guarantee  of 
the  highest  value  to  the  parent  of  every  child  in  the  country, 
by  laying  down  any  contrary  principle  in  the  Code.  But  -^'e 
'  trust  that  in  the  change  to  which  wo  have  alluded,  it  will  be 

recognised  that  the  pressure  which  that  system  may  be  held  to 
impose,  is  very  considerably  lightened,  and  that  the  rules  as  to 
organisation  which  have  been  thought  to  restrict  unduly  the 
discretion  of  school  managers  and  teachers,  have  been  sensibly- 
relaxed.  It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that  such  relaxation 
places  an  increased  responsibility  upon  managers  and  teachers, 
and  its  expediency  must  necessarily  be  judged  according  to  the 
ultimate  results,  not  only  in  the  general  efficiency  of  schools, 
but  in  the  attainments,  and  the  facility  in  applying  these  attain- 
ments, shown  by  individual  scholars  in  the  later  stages  of  their 
school  course. 

Specific  sul:-         Besides  the  class  subjects,  another  extension  is  given  to  the 
jects.  scheme  of  instruction  under  the  Code,  by  the  specific  subjects, 

for  which  a  grant  is  made,  under  Article  21,  upon  each  individual 
pass.  Such  subjects  represent  the  amount  of  individual  higher 
instruction  which  it  may  be  found  possible  to  give,  consistently 
with  due  attention  to  the  more  essential  subjects  taught  to  every 
scholar  in  the  school.  They  may  be  begun  as  soon  as  a  scholar 
has  reached  the  5th  Standard,  and  may  be  continued  through 
three  stafije?.     Some  statistics  as  to  the  results  under  this  article 
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will  be  found  in  the  note  below,*  and  from  these  it  will  be  seen 
that  advantage  of  this  article  is  taken  by  a  large  and  annually 
increasing  number  of  pupils — in  1,072  out  of  a  total  of  3,088 
departments — and  we  cannot  doubt  that  this  indicates  general 
satisfaction  with  the  arrangement,  and  a  conviction  that  this 
part  of  the  instruction  has,  as  a  rule,  a  stimulative  effect  upon 
the  whole  school  This  part  of  the  Code  has  been  the  subject  of 
jnuch  discussion,  and  we  have  considered  carefully  criticisms 
which  have  reached  u<3  from  various  quarters.  It  is  said,  on  the 
one  hand,  that  these  subjects  cannot  pi^perly  be  taught  in  combi- 
nation with  the  elementary  subjects,  and  that  the  attempt  to  do  so 
gives  rise  to  a  low  standard  of  secondary  education.  It  is 
further  said  that  the  table  of  specific  subjects  is  imduly  large, 
and  that  the  subjects  more  difficult  of  acquirement  are  placed,  as 
regards  payment,  on  a  level  with  those  in  which  a  fair  appearance 
may  be  made  after  comparatively  superficial  work.  Others 
assert  that  the  subjects,  as  they  are  frequently  taught,  do  not 
prove  to  be  of  practical  advantage,  and  that  the  encouragement 
given  is  insufficient  to  induce  school  managers  to  devote  to  them 
a  satisfactory  staff  and  apparatus.  And,  lastly,  it  is  said  that 
the  schools  in  which  instruction  in  these  subjects  is  largely 
developed,  do  not  properly  belong  to  the  class  of  schools  entitled 
to  share  in  the  Parliamentary  gi-ant,  while  they  are  interfering 
unfiurly  and  seriously  with  the  prosperity  and  resources  of 
secondary  schools  proper. 

There  are  certain  considerations  which  must  not  be  forgotten 
in  dealing  with  these  criticisms.     We  believe  that  these  subjects

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represent  a  long-valued  tradition  of  Scottish  education,  as  sup- 
plied in  the  old  parish  schools,  by  which  promising  boys  had 
opportunities  of  higher  instruction,  whatever  the  position  in 
which  they  were  bom,  and  to  which  they  owed  the  success  with 
which,  in  so  many  cases,  they  achieved  position  and  distinction 
in  spite  of  adverse  circumstances.  In  country  districts,  this 
must  almost  of  necessity  be  the  only  means  open  to  such  scholars 
of  acquiring  such  instruction,  and  we  have  endeavoured  to  meet 
the  diflSiculties  which  may  there  be  found  in  supplying  it,  by 
oflTering  special  terms  of  payment  for  higher  subjects  to  central 
schools  in  certain  Highland  counties.  We  do  not  believe  that 
such  instruction  supplies  the  place  of  secondary  schools ;  but  so 
long  as  such  schools  are  not  available  for  every  boy  or  girl  of 
promise  throughout  Scotland — and  we  fear  that  with  every 
eflFort  this  may  be  the  case  for  a  considerable  time  to  come — we 
think  that  the  specific  subject  grant  will  be  the  means  of  much 
good,  and  we  should  deem  its  disappearance  from  the  Code  to  be 
matter  of  deep  regret.  With  regard  to  the  subjects  embraced  in 
the  schedule  of  specific  subjects,  it  must  be  noticed  that  while 
the  schedule  gives  a  wide  choice  to  school  authorities,  it  imposes 
no  necessity  upon  them  of  adopting  subjects  which  they  think 
unprofitable.  But,  in  view  of  the  extending  scope  of  higher 
education,  we  do  not  feel  ourselves  justified  in  restricting  that 
schedule  so  as  to  exclude  subjects  which  may  be  preparatory  to 
a  study  of  physical  science.  It  is  true  that  what  are  called  the 
"  university  subjects  "  have  long  been,  and  will,  we  trust, 
continue  to  be,  a  valuable  factor  in  Scottish  education.  But^ 
under  any  modification  of  the  university  curriculum  which 
impending  legislation  may  bring  about,  the  range  of  such  sub- 
jects may  be  widely  increased,  and  we  think  it  right  that  the 
schedule  •should  leave  to  school  managers  full  opportunity  of 
meeting  new  requirements.  The  duty  of  selection  amongst  the 
various  subjects  now  open  for  choice,  is  one  which  must  be  left 
to  local  authorities,  and  we  are  not  prepared  to  relieve  them  of 
the  responsibility  for  it  by  imposing  an  arbiti  ary  limit. 

To  the  objection  that  the  encouragement  given  is  insufficient 
to  induce  school  managers  to  make  adequate  provision  for  higher 
instruction  we  fear  tliat  the  only  answer  to  be  made  i^,  that,  in 
face  of  the  paramount  duty  imposed  upon  us,  of  securing  ele- 
mentary instruction  for  every  child  in  the  country,  the  assist- 
ance to  higher  education  from  the  grant  at  our  disposal  must  be 
strictly  limited.  It  must  be  for  each  locality  to  say  how  far 
such  education  may  be  supported  from  the  public  funds  which 
they  administer :  and  we  fear  that  if  such  education  is  to  be  de- 
veloped so  as  to  embrace  any  sort  of  technical  education,  this  will 
necessarily  involve  some  organization  apart  from  the  ordinary 
elementary  schools.  The  duty  of  the  community  in  that  re- 
spect, and  the  limits  within  which  it  must  1>e  exercised,  cannot, 
meanwhile,  too  seriously  engage  the  attention  of  those  interested 
in  education. 
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Various  representationa  have  been  made  with  regard  to  the 
interference  of  the  achools  in  which  such  instruction  is  specially 
developed  with  secondary  schools  proper.  Cases  in  which  such 
interference  is  possible  occur  chiefly  in  large  towns;  but  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  such  schools  frequently  co-exist 
with  the  most  successful  secondary  schools. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  instruction  given  under  the  Schedule  is 
of  a  limited  character,  and  that  its  aim  is  directed  to  the  minimum 
standard  for  a  pass  without  seeking  any  higher  educative  in- 
fluence. But  it  is  difficult  to  see  why,  even  in  subjects  which 
come  under  this  category,  a  certain  definite  standard  of  acquire- 
ment, capable  of  test,  ought  not  to  be  reached  :  and  the  achieve- 
ments in  the  universities  of  the  pupils  who  come  from  these 
schools,  seem  to  prove  that  the  instruction  is  not  altogether 
inefficient,  and  that  the  secondaiy  schools  proper  can  only  main- 
tain their  place,  by  proving  that  any  higher  aim  is  superadded 
to,  and  not  independent  of,  the  definite  knowledge  which  can 
be  tested  by  examination. 

Another,  and  a  very  important,  question  arises,  as  to  the 
extent  to  which  such  schools  are  properly  eligible  to  share  in  the 
Parlianientiry  grant.  This  is  a  question  intimately  connected 
with  that  of  the  rate  of  fee  :  and  as  to  this  we  are  advised  that 
certain  legal  difficulties  intervene  where  the  limit  of  ninepence 
a  week  is  exceeded.  Our  action  in  view  of  these  dfficulties  will 
necessarily  be  matter  of  the  most  careful  consideration. 

Before  leaving  the  subjects  of  instruction  there  are  some  other  DriU. 
points*  to  which  we  think  it  well  to  direct  attention.  We  find 
that  mUifary  dHU  (as  distinguished  from  the  ordinaiy  school 
drill  which  is  a  part  of  the  organization  of  every  good  school) 
is  systematically  taiTght  in  302  schools ;  and  the  effect  of  this 
is  no  doubt  beneficial  in  aiding  both  the  discipline  of  the  school, 
and  the  physical  development  of  the  scholars. 

We  have  printed  in  the  Appendix  a  report  by  the  Hon.  Needlewoik, 
Mrs.  Colbome  on  needlework.  This  is  a  subject  to  which  we 
have  given  much  consideration :  and  we  are  glad  to  find  evi- 
dence that  in  many  parts  of  the  country  it  is  treated  with  a  care 
proportionate  to  its  inaportance,  and  that  it  is  now  reckoned  a 
part  of  the  regular  instruction  of  the  school,  for  which  express 
provision  is  to  be  made  in  the  general  organization,  instead  of 
being  left  to  such  casual  opportunities  as  are  left  by  other  work, 
and  entrusted,  as  was  too  often  the  case,  to  a  teacher  who  did 
not  form  part  of  the  regular  staff,  and  had  but  little  special 
training  for  her  work.  It  is  as  yet  too  early  to  say  anything  as 
to  the  results  of  the  changes  in  the  Code  by  which  graduated 
payments  are  offered  for  needlework  :  but  we  trust  they  may 
have  the  effect  of  stimulating  the  efforts  made  for  improving  the 
industrial  work.  Meanwhile  we  have  issued  certain  instructions 
on  the  subject  to  H.M.  Inspectors,  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix. 

We  ako  attach  great  importance  to  instruction  in  cooking.  Cookery. 
which  is  now  recognised  by  the  Code,  and  formed  part  of  the 
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curriculum  last  year  in  91  schools.  We  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  number .  of  schools  in  which  this  subject  is  taught  is 
increasing :  and  we  shall  cai^efuUy  watch  its  development  with 
the  view  of  deciding  what  conditions  may  be  most  fitted  to 
secure  thoroughness  in  practical  training,  and  the  employment, 
as  instructors,  of  persons  qualified  not  only  by  practical  expe- 
rience, but  also  by  some  training  in  the  art  of  imparting 
knowledge. 

We  would  drivw  the  attention  of  school  managers  to  the  pay- 
ments now  offered  for  drawing  (as  one  of  the  class  subjects 
alluded  to  above).  This  deserves  special  mention  as  approaching 
the  sphere  of  technical  training :  and  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  its  results  have  been  found  very  useful,  not  only  to  bojrs, 
but  also  to  girls,  in  view  of  new  spheres  of  industrial  employ- 
ment now  opened  up  to  them.  As  a  basis  for  any  such  technical 
instruction  as  may  be  available  for  the  pupils  leaving  the 
ordinary  schools,  there  can  le  little  doubt  of  the  value  of  the 
subject. 

As  regards  singing,  we  find  that  instruction  was  given  by  ear 
(in  1886)  in  1,169  (or  37-15  per  cent)  out  of  3,147  depart- 
ments, in  which  singing  was  taught  The  Code  as  modified 
off*ers  special  encouragement  for  teaching  by  note,  and  with  this 
incentive  we  hope  that  the  latter  method  will  come  to  be  all  but 
universally  usecL 

Saving  banks  have  been  established  in  100,  and  school 
libraries  in  192  school?. 

IV. — TeachxTtg  Power. 

The  day  schools  inspected  in  1886  contained  3,38?  depart- 
ments, with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  476,890.  For  these 
0,704  certificated  teachers  (as  against  2,406  employed  in  1869) 
were  employed,  or  a  proportion  of  one  certificated  teacher  for 
every  71  children.  But,  if  the  average  attendance  reached  its 
proper  level,  the  number  of  children  under  instruction  in  aided 
schools  daily  ought  to  be  over  600,000,  and  for  this  number  about 
8,000  certificated  teachers  would,  at  the  same  rate,  be  required. 
But  there  are  certain  circumstances  that  might  render  it  neces- 
sary to  employ  even  a  larger  number.  Where  the  population  is 
scattered,  the  educational  provision  must  take  the  form  of  many 
small  schools,  necessitating  the  employment  of  teachers  for  each 
group  of  children.  The  employment  of  pupil-teachers  will  not 
probably  increase  to  any  considerable  extent,  if  it  does  not 
actually  decrease  under  the  influence  of  a  natural  preference  for 
adult  teachers,  and  a  wish  to  restrict  the  time  devoted  to  teach- 
ing by  such  pupil-teachers  as  may  be  engaged.  We  would 
welcome  also  a  further  development  of  separate  infant  depart- 
ments, under  independent  female  teachei's,  and  we  trust  that 
this  may  be  the  result  of  increased  attention  to,  and  appreciation 
of,  the  advantages  of  infant  training.  All  these  causes  may  lead 
to  the  employment  of  a  number  of  certificated  teachers  even  in 
excess  of  our  estimate. 
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Bat  the  aomber  actually  employed  shows  a  very  large  increase 
since  the  i>assing  of  the  Education  Act  of  1872,  and  it  is  import- 
ant to  know  the  souixjes  from  wbioli  the  supply  has  been  drawn, 
and  is  now  annually  recruited. 

In  the  earliest  years  of  administration  under  the  Act,  it  was 
necessary  to  muke  special  arrangements  for  the  recognition  of 
those  actually  engaged  in  teaching,  and  the  Code  accordingly  so 
provided.  Certificates  were  granted  (under  Article  66)  to  teachers 
who  were  in  charge  of  parish  schools,  and  who  gave  proof  of 
fair  professional  skill.  The  Education  Act  actually  gmnted  to 
such  teachers  the  status  of  certificated  teachers,  and  to  this  we 
added  the  grant  of  a  parchment  certificate  upon  a  favourable 
report  from  an  inspector.  Further,  by  Article  59,  which  became 
a  lapsed  article  in  1879,  certificates  were  granted  to  teachers 
who,  in  other  than  parochial  schools,  had  served  with  success  for 
several  years,  and  satisfied  the  Inspector  as  to  their  professional 
skill.  The  total  number  of  certificates  thus  granted  was  553  to 
male  and  138  to  female  teachers.  The  supply  of  new  teachers 
from  these  sources  has,  of  course,  now  come  to  an  end,  and  the 
number  must  constantly  diminish  whose  certificates  have  been 
thus  obtained. 

Another  class  of  teaoliers  are  those  who  hold  provisional 
certificates  (which  are  valid  until  the  teacher  completes  his  or 
her  25th  year)  granted  upon  the  completion  of  an  entirely  satis- 
fectory  course  as  pupil-teachers.  These  qualify  the  holder  to 
take  charge  of  a  small  school  with  less  than  60  children  in 
average  attendance,  and  we  consider  that  such  teachers  may,  for 
a  few  years,  serve  in  small  schools  witli  advantage  to  them- 
selves, and  without  the  burden  on  the  rates  that  the  salaiy  of  a 
fully-trained  teacher  would  involve.  During  the  year,  63  such 
certificates  were  granted  to  males,  and  94f  to  females,  but  we 
find  from  our  returns  that  only  37  teachers  of  this  class  were 
actually  in  charge  of  such  schools.  When  the  circumstances  of 
the  scattered  population  of  certain  districts  of  Scotland  are  con- 
sidered, we  think  that  good  reason  will  be  found  for  their 
employment  in  larger  numbers,  so  as  to  overtake  the  school  supply 
in  such  districts  with  as  much  efficiency,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
with  as  much  economy,  as  possible. 

Setting  aside  these  necessarily  limited  sources  of  supply,  we 
find  that  the  general  source  from  which  the  body  of  certificated 
teachers  may  be  recruited,  is  to  be  found  in  the  successful  candi- 
dates at  the  annual  examination  for  certificates,  conducted  under 
the  directions  of  the  Department.  As  the  result  of  L\st  examina- 
tion, 662  teachers  were  thus  added  to  the  body,  and  of  these  412 
had  been  students  in  training  colleges  (142  male  and  270  female), 
while  250  had  been  admitted  to  the  examination  as  acting 
teachers  (54  male  and  196  female).  Turning  again  to  the  whole 
existing  supply  of  teachei's,  we  find  that  of  3,500  male  teachers, 
75  -37  per  cent,  had  been  students  in  a  training  college,  while  of 
3,204  female  teachers,  68  •  41  per  cent,  had  received  a  similar 
training.     It  must   not   l)e   forgotten,  however,   that    of   the 
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minority,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  male  teachers,  the  whole 
are  not  without  training  of  a  very  valuable  sort.  Many  of  botK 
sexes,  wl)0  enter  the  examination  as  acting  teachers,  have  re- 
ceived a  practical  training  of  the  best  kind  in  the  duties  of  their 
profession,  by  serving  a,s  pupil-teachers,  and  afterwards  as 
assistants,  under  teachers  of  large  experience  and  skill.  Of  the 
male  teachers  again,  many  have  been  educated  at  the  univer- 
sities, and  have  also  acquired  experience  by  service  in  schools. 

It  is  clear,  however,  that  at  present  the  training  colleges 
constitute  the  chief  source  of  the  teaching  supply.  These  col- 
leges, which  are  seven  in  number,  are  recognised  for  86(X 
students,  857  being  actually  under  instruction.*  They  can 
therefore  furnish  each  year  rather  more  than  400  teachers  who 
have  been  trained  for  two  yeai*s,  a  number  sufficient  to  fill  up 
the  waste  (calculated  at  6  per  cent.)  in  the  staff  of  teachers 
now  employed.  To  this  source  of  supply,  we  find  that  school 
boards  chiefly  look  in  making  appomtments  to  schools  under 
their  charge  ;  but  prdposaJs  have  frequently  been  made 
whereby  new  methods  of  preparation  for  the  profession  may 
be  opened  up.  These  are  chiefly  brought  forward  by  the 
universities,  and  their  proposals,  which  vaiy  in  character,  have 
recently  been  under  the  consideration  of  a  Committee  of  In- 
quiry, appointed  last  autumn,  whose  report  on  the  subject  we 
await.  We  shall  examine  with  care  and  interest  any  proposal 
for  developing  the  plan  of  adding  some  attendance  at  university 
classes  to  the  ordinary  curriculum  of  the  training  colleges.  This 
plan  was  first  proposed  by  the  Code  of  1878,  under  which  the 
fees  of  students,  who  after  giving  proof  of  their  qualifications 
attended  university  classes,  were  admitted  as  part  of  the  legiti- 
mate expenditure  of  tiaining  colleges.  Advantage  has  been 
taken  of  the  opportunity  to  a  very  large  extent.  The  number  of 
students  who  attended  the  university  classes  in  the  past  winter 
is  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

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The  above  statistics  are  satisfactory,  as  showing  that  not  a 
few  of  the  future  Scotch  teachers  are  acquiring  some  higher 
culture  in  a  sphere  larger  than  that  of  any  institution  devoted 
to  purely  professional  training.  We  value  highly  the  element  of 
higher  training  which  this  will  introduce  into  the  elementary 
schools  of  Scotland,  and  we  recognise  in  it  the  determination  to 
maintain  what  has  always  been  a  traditional  characterisfcic  of 
Scottish  education.  Complaints,  however,  have  been  made  that 
ihe  strain  upon  the  students  in  the  training  colleges  is  so  great 
as  to  prevent  their  giving  due  time  and  attention  to  the  subjects 
taught  in  the  university  classes.  This  is  a  matter  which  must 
occupy  the  attention  of  the  authorities  of  the  training  colleges, 
and  which  has  also,  we  understand,  been  under  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  referred  to  above.  It  is  most 
desirable  that  the  students  may  be  enabled  to  devote  the  full 
time  required  in  order  to  profit  by  these  opportunities  for  higher 
instruction.  But  we  fear  that  practically  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  dispense  with  or  diminish  the  professional  training  which,  so 
far  as  we  can  judge,  has  been  given  with  very  great  success  at 
the  existing  training  colleges. 

Seeing  that  the  training  colleges  are  the  source  from  which 
ihe  great  bulk  of  our  teachers  are  drawn,  it  is  interesting  to 
inquire  whence  the  candidates  for  admission  to  the  training 
colleges  chiefly  come.*  Last  year  there  were  3,782  pupil-teachers 
of  all  years,  966  of  whom  were  in  the  last  year  of  their  engage- 
ment. Of  these,  727  were  examined  for  admission  to  the 
training  colleges,  while  the  other  candidates  for  admission  were 
only  127.  It  thus  appears  that  it  is  the  pupil-teacher  class  from 
which  the  great  majority  of  our  students  come,  and  the  training 
and  qualifications  of  the  pupil-teachers  must  thus  exercise  a 
determining  influence  upon  the  future  teachers  who  come  from 
training  colleges.  We  have  endeavoured  in  the  last  Code,  as 
will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Schedule  11.,  to  raise  considerably 
the  standard  of  attainments  required  from  pupil-teachers.  This 
will,  we  hope,  have  the  effect  of  making  them  better  qualified  to 
profit,  at  a  future  stage  of  their  career,  by  any  opportunities  of 
xraiversity  training,  whether  on  its  present  lines  or  on  any  wider 
range  which  may,  as  the  result  of  legislation,  be  given  to  the 
university  curriculum. 

In  the  subjects  which  are  of  weight  in  the  certificate  exami- 
nation, science  has  been  allowed  a  considerable  place,  as  we  are 
of  opinion  that  competence  to  give  some  instruction  in  scientific 
subjects  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  qualifications  of  a  teacher. 
A  table  showing  the  results  of  the  examination  of  students  in 
the  examinations  held  by  the  Science  and  Art  Department  will 
be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report.f  ^',^-',,  -^ 

The  study  of  languages  alfeo  forms  an  important  part^bf  the 
instruction  at  the  training  colleges.    333  papers  (in  Greek,  Latin,

and  French)  having  been  worked  by  male  students,  and  528  (in 
French)  by  female  students. 

In  dramng,  744  students  were  examined,  and  567  passed  in 
one  or  more  branches.  Looking  to  the  important  place  which, 
under  the  new  Code,  this  subject  nf)w  holds  in  the  elementary 
schools,  we  tiTist  that  even  increasing  attention  will  be  paid  to 
it  by  the  students. 

While  the  numbers  entering  the  teaching  profession  are  con- 
stantly increasing,  we  note  also  that  the  scale  of  salaries  shows 
that  the  appreciation  of  their  work  is  rising.  The  average  salaiy 
of  a  schoolmaster  (whether  principal  or  assistant)  is  now 
185i.  Ss.  3d,  whereas  in  1870  it  was  lOli.  168.  7d  ;  that  of 
a  schoolmistress  has  risen  in  the  same  period  from  5oL  14^.  2d. 
to  64i.  ISs.  9d.  Besides  this,  1,760  masters  and  499  mistresses 
are  provided  with  residences  free  of  rent. 

A  table  at  the  end  of  this  report  gives  some  further  details  as 
to  salaries.* 

We  publish  in  the  Appendix : — 

1.  A  list  of  schools  erected  or  established  since  the  passing  of 
the  Act  of  1872,  not  being  public  schools,  which,  in  the  course 
of  the  year,  we  have  recognised  as  entitled  to  receive  annual 
grants. 

2.  A  list  of  cases  in  which  penalties  have  been  inflicted  for 
grossly  inaccurate,  or  fraudulent,  registration. 

Returns  are  also  given  of  the  loans  sanctioned  tot  the  erec- 
tion or  enlargement  of  schools,  of  the  sale  of  public  schools 
sanctioned  by  the  Department,  as  well  as  of  the  grants  made 
to  supplement  the  rates  of  poor  and  populous  districts  (sec.  67  of 
the  Act  of  1872). 


Feiieioiis. 

We  have  received,  during  the  year  ending  at  Michaelmas 
1886,51  applications  on  behalf  of  teachers  in  Scotland,  satisfying 
the  conditions  of  the  Minutes  of  26th  June  and  16th  July  1875, 
.and  have  awarded  5  pensions  of  251.,  and  17  of  20^ 

Since  the  practice  of  granting  pensions  was  resumed  in  1875, 
we  have  desdt  with  225  Scotch  applications.  We  have  awarded 
12  pensions  of  30i.,  42  of  251,,  and, 53  of  20Z.,  and  22  gratuities  to 
the  amount  of  770^. 

The  full  number  of  pensions  allowed  to  be  borne  on  the  esti- 
mates has  been  filled  up. 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  following  pensions  have  been  awarded 
under  the  Minute  of  16th  June  1884,  disregarding  or  extending 
the  original  limits  of  Ai'ticle  118  (6)  in  favour  of  teachers 
employed  before  August  1551;  viz.,  7  of  SOL,  19  of  25^.,  and 
24  of  20Z.

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General. 

We  have  reserved  for  our  concluding  remarks  some  subjects 
of  special  interest  or  importance  which  have  arisen  in  connection 
with  the  recent  admiDistration  of  the  Education  Acts. 

The  condition  of  education  in  the  Highlands  and  Islands  con- 
tinues to  engage  our  attention ;  and  we  have  watched  with  care 
the  result  of  the  Minute  (already  referred  to)  which  was  passed 
in  1885  and  is  now  embodied  in  the  Code,  by  which  specially 
liberal  grants  were  offered  to  the  schools  in  these  districts,  on 
such  terms  as  seemed  likely  to  increase  the  attendance.  From 
the  reports  of  our  Inspectors  we  feel  confident  that  the  change 
thus  introduced  has  produced  good  results  by  stimulating  the 
efforts  of  school  boards  and  teachers,  and  by  directing  their 
attention  more  closely  to  the  means  whereby  improved  attend- 
ance may  be  secured.  The  conditions  required  for  an  increased 
grant  were  -  fulfilled  by  374  out  of  647  schools  inspected  during 
the  past  year  in  the  specified  counties :  and  extra  grants, 
amounting  to  about  3,136i.,  were  accordingly  paid  on  the  average 
attendance  at  these  schools.  This  shows  tiiat  the  average  attend- 
ance bears  a  fair  proportion  to  the  number  of  children  whose 
names  are  on  the  school  registers.  But  it  would  not  be  satis- 
factory if  this  result  were  obtained  by  cutting  down  the  number 
on  the  registers,  and  removing  the  names  of  those  whose  attend- 
ance was  thought  likely  to  be  irregular.  We  tinist  that  school 
boards  will  do  nil  in  their  power  to  prevent  a  resort  to  such 
means  of  obtaining  the  grant,  which  would  effectually  defeat  the 
object  it  is  intended  to  fiilfil. 

In  connection  with  this  we  may  draw  further  attention  to 
another  encouragement  already  alluded  to,  which  is  given  to 
these  counties  in  an  increased  grant  to  certain  schools  for  higher  * 
or  specific  subjects.  It  has  been  felt  that  in  such  districts  it  was 
difficult  to  give  opportunities  for  higher  instruction,  and  it  was 
in  order  to  help  school  boards  to  give  such  opportunities  that, 
by  aiiother  clause  in  the  Minute  of  1885,  we  offered  grants  of  10^. 
instead  of  4^.  for  each  pass  in  a  higher  subject  in  certain  central 
schools.  Under  this  clause  an  amount  of  114/.  has  been  paid  for 
379  passes  in  schools  taught  by  university  graduates. 

The  Code  now  recognises  Gaelic  as  one  of  these  specific  sub- 
jects ;  but  advantage  Las  been  taken  of  this  opportimity  only  to 
a  very  limited  extent.  We  consider  it  a  paramoimt  duty  to 
secure  for  aU  children  in  these  districts  a  familiar  knowledge  of 
English ;  but  we  should  be  glad  to  do  anything  which  can  be 
held  to  facilitate  this  by  using  the  Gaelic  language  as  a  subsidiary 
means  of  instruction,  and  especially  by  encouraging  a  supply  of 
teachers,  fully  qualified  in  other  respects,  who  can  give  such  in- 
struction. The  Code  for  this  year  recognises  Gaelic  as  one  of 
the  subjects  for  the  entrance  examination  in  training  colleges, 
and  we  should  be  glad  if  tMs  increases  to  any  considerable  extent 
the  nimiber  of  Gaelic-speaking  students  in  these  colleges.

XXviil  HEPORT. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  fears  to  which,  in  consequence 
of  what  we  heard  from  the  local  authorities,  we  referred  in  our 
last  report,  as  to  the  discontinuance  of  existing  schools  in  these 
heavily  burdened  districts,  have  not  been  realised,  and  we  trust  that 
the  authorities  there  recogniise  the  serious  and  almost  irreparable 
evil  that  would  be  inflicted  upon  the  inhabitants  if  any  relaxa- 
tion of  previous  efforts  were  permitted.  Fully  recognising  their 
difficulties,  we  would  venture  to  urge  upon  them  the  necessity 
of  careful  attention  to  every  means  consistent  with  proper  effi- 
ciency, of  pui-suing  an  economical  financial  policy ;  and  we  would 
remind  them  that  a  vigilant  exercise  of  their  compulsory  powers 
will  not  only  result  in  lasting  benefit  to  the  children  themselves, 
but  also  lead  to  a  diminution  in  the  burden  of  maintaining  schools 
which  falls  upon  the  locality. 

The  subject  of  secondary  education  has  occupied  our  serioxis 
attention  during  the  year.  As  we  stated  in  our  last  Report,  we 
have  now  been  able  to  undertake  the  inspection  of  higher  schools, 
and  during  this,  the  second  year  in  which  we  have  been  able  to 
carrj'  out  this  work  we  have  given  special  consideration  to  the 
means  by  which  this  inspection  might  give  satisfactory  evidence 
as  to  the  state  of  the  schools,  and  might  at  the  same  time  without 
unduly  limiting  the  independence  of  local  manar  ement  raise  the 
standard  of  secondary  education  throughout  the  country.  Witli 
this  end  we  have  carefully  considered  the  extent  to  which  a 
leaving  examination  might  be  established  in  connection  with  the 
inspection,  and  how  it  might  best  be  arranged.  We  have  iu\dted 
the  opinions  on  this  subject  of  those  who  have  taken  part  in  the 
inspection,  as  well  as  of  others,  and  we  print  in  the  Appendix  a 
valuable  report  by  Professor  Ohrystal,  who  has  given  us  much 
assistance  in  the  work.  We  attach  great  importance  to  the 
*  scheme  for  establishing  such  an  examination,  5  but  we  feel  it 
necessary  to  proceed  with  caution,  so  as  not  unduly  to  interfere 
with  local  independence,  nor  to  take  such  action  as  might  lead 
to  confusion  by  anticipating  the  character  of  the  changes  which 
may  be  made  in  the  cuiTiculum  of  the  universities.  We  shall 
hope,  however,  to  proceed  with  the  consideration  of  the  scheme, 
and  to  put  it  into  operation  at  an  early  date  so  far  as  may  appear 
possible  under  these  conditions. 

The  schools  inspected  this  year  under  the  directions  of  this 
Department  are  38  in  number,  22  being  higher  class  public 
schools,  10  endowed  schools  and  6  schools  under  voluntary 
managers,  who  have  invited  the  inspection  of  the  Department. 
In  view  of  the  fears  which  have  been  expressed  as  to  the  de- 
cadence of  secondary  education  in  Scotland,  we  have  naturally 
looked  with  great  interest  to  the  reports  which  have  as  yet 
reached  us.  We  regret  to  find  that  these  do,  to  a  considerable 
extent,  confirm  the  fears  to  which  we  allude.  Some  of  the 
schools — notably,  the  High  School  of  Glasgow,  and  the  Glasgow 
Academy — ^have  reached  a  very  high  standard  of  efficiency ;  and 
this  is  the  more  interesting  as  they  represent  types  of  different 
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kinds  of  schools,-  that  under  the  luanagement  of  school 
boards,  and  that  conducted  by  private  proprietors, — and  co-exist 
-with  the  most  fully  developed  higher  grade  schools  of  the  aided 
dass.  In  none  of  the  schools  are  there  i^anting  some  sigus  of 
good  work  in  one  or  more  directions.  Others  again  owe  their 
faalure  to  make  the  appearance  which  would  ordinarily  be  ex- 
pected from  them,  solely  to  some  adverse  circumstances  (such  as 
an  epidemic)  which  are  accidental  and  unavoidable.  The  signs 
of  failure,  on  the  other  hand,  are  numerous;  but  we  would 
ascribe  the  failure,  as  a  rule>  not  to  any  want  of  earnestness  and 
capacity  in  the  teachers,  but  generally  to  the  conditions  under 
which  they  work.  In  the  midst  of  increasing  eflSciency  in  the 
elementary  schools,  there  is  too  much  evidence  that  the  secondary 
schools  have  to  struggle  dgainst  adverse  circumstances.  From  a 
study  of  the  reports  we  are  *  inclined  to  assign  these  to  several 
causes.  The  inclination  amount  parents  to  give  their  sons  the 
benefit  of  education  in  a  secondary  school  appears  to  be  declining, 
and  even  when  a  boy  is  sent  to  such  a  school,  his  time  there  is 
too  short  to  permit  of  his  deriving  real  benefit  from  the  curri- 
culum. A  boy  may  be  sent  after  a  previous  course  in  an 
elementary  school  for  one  or  two  years  to  a  secondary  school. 
He  comes  to  that  school  under  new  conditions,  to  which  he  may 
not  readily  accommodate  himself,  and  the  result  is  that  while 
the  presence  of  such  boys  lowers  the  standard  of  the  school,  the 
progress  they  make  at  first  is  too  slow  to  encourage  the 
parents  to  make  a  strong  effort  to  continue  their  education.  But 
further,  the  staif  in  such  schools  is  frequently  quite  inadequate, 
and  a  single  teacher  has  often  to  give  his  own  attention  to  the 
various  subjects  which  the  cun'iculum  may  embrace.  This 
necessarily  prevents  that  range  of  subjects  and  the  special  at- 
tention to  each  which  are  essential  if  the  schools  of  Scotland  are 
to  maintain  their  traditions  in  view  of  rapid  advance  elsewhere. 
In  many  schools  the  subjects  studied  appear  almost  exactly  to 
follow  the  choice  of  fifty  years  ago  or  more ;  and  this  naturally 
produces  in  the  minds  of  parents  a  doubt  as  to  the  utility  of  the 
education  offered^  in  its  application  to  the  practical  necessities  of 
life.  Not  only  so,  but  our  attention  has  been  specially  directed, 
by  some  of  the  reports,  to  the  fact  that  antiquated  methods  of 
instruction  are  still  pursued — the  result,  no  doubt,  of  the  neces- 
sarily limited  attention  that  an  insuflicient  staff*  can  give  to  each 
subject  and  to  the  study  of  the  most  approved  methods  of 
imparting  instruction  therein. 

We  are  convinced  that  we  do  notex^gerate  the  defects  which 
are  to  be  found  in  many  quarters.  The  blame  does  not  rest 
with  the  staff*  of  these  schools,  who  frequently  are  performing 
excellent  work  under  discouraging  conditions.  But  we  cannot 
too  earnestly  urge  upon  the  people  of  Scotland  the  necessity  of 
making  a  vigorous  effort  to  improve  matters.  The  real  impulse 
to  improvement  must  come  from  voluntary  effort  and  from  such 
action  as  each  local  school  board  may  feel  that  it  would  be  held 
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by  its  constituents  to  be  justified  in  taking.  Whatever  view 
may  be  adopted  as  to  the  specific  subjects  in  State-aided  schools, 
we  would  strongly  remind  those  responsible  for  them  that  no 
development  of  these  can  take  the  place  of  a  real  secondary 
education  resting  on  foundations  of  its  own.  The  increased 
resources,  the  well-tested  efficiency  within  certain  limits,  and  the 
smaller  fees  of  those  graded  schools,  may  attract  to  them  an  ever- 
increasing  number  of  those  who  would  otherwise  attend  secondary 
schools  proper.  The  latter  can  only  attract  pupils  when  they 
are  placed  in  such  a  position  as  to  meet  competition  on  fair  terms, 
by  having  adequate  staffs,  and  an  enlarged  range  of  instruction, 
and  by  adopting  the  most  approved  methods.  The  efforts  which 
could  enable  them  to  do  this  would,  we  are  convinced,  secure 
for  them  support,  by  proving  to  parents  that  the  years  spent  at 
such  schools  were  by  no  means  lost,  and  that  they  gave  a  training 
which  could  not  elsewhere  be  so  well  obtained. 

In  connection  with  this,  the  subject  of  technical  education 
has  recently  had  our  close  attention.

SCOTCH  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT. 


PRELIMINARY  CHAPTER, 

1.  A  8tm  of  money  is  annually  granted  by  Parliament  ^*  For  public 
^  Education  in  Scotland." 

2.  This  grant  is  administered  by  the  Scotch  Education  Department,* 
berein-afler  called  the  Department. 

3.  The  object  of  the  grant  is  to  aid  local  exertion,  under  certain 
conditions,  to  maintain-— 

.  (a.)  Schools  for  children  (Article  6)  ;  and 
{b.)  Training  colleges  for  teachers  (Article  88). 

4.  Aid  to  maintain  schools  is  given  by  annual  grants  conditional  upon 
the  attendance  and  proficiency  of  the  scholars,  the  qnaliAcations  of  the 
teachers,  and  the  state  of  the  schools. 

5.  These  grants  are  made, — 

(a.)  ^  To  any  school  board  for  and  in  respect  of  the  public  schools 

under  their  management.'* 
(&)  '^  To  the  managers  of  any  school  which  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 

Department,  e£5ciently  contributing  to  the  secular  education  of 

the  parish  or  burgh  in  which  it  is  situated."    (Education  Act 

(Scotland),  1872,  sec.  67  (2.).) 

6.  in  every  school,  or  department  of  a  school,  in  respect  of  which 
grants  are  made,  the  following  regulations  must  be  strilstly  observed  : — 

(a.)  ^  The  school  shall  be  open  to  children  of  all  denominations,  and 
any  child  may  be  withdrawn  by  his  parents  fVom  any  instruc- 
tion in  religious  subjects  and  from  any  religious  observance  in 
any  such  school  ;  and  no  child  shall  in  any  such  school  be 
placed  at  any  disadvantage  with  respect  to  the  secular  instruc- 
tion given  therein  by  reason  of  the  denomination  to  which 
such  child  or  his  parents  belong,  or  by  reason  of  his  being 
withdrawn  from  any  instruction  in  religious  subjects." 

(b.)  **  The  time  or  times  during  which  spy  religious  observance  is 
practised  or  instruction  in  religious  subjects  is  given  at  any 
meeting  of  the  school  for  elementary  instruction  shall  be 
either  at  the  beginning  or  at  the  end,  or  at  the  beginning  and 
at  the  end,  of  such  meeting,  and  shall  be  specified  in  a  table 


*  "  The  tenn  <  Scotch  Education  Department'  shall  mean  The  Lordd  of  any 
«  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  appointed  by  Her  Mi^esty  on  Education  in 
"  Scotland"  (Education,  Scotland,  Act,  1872,  s.  1). 
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approved  of  bj  the  Scotch  Education  Department."  (Education 
Act,  1872,  sec  68.)  This  time  table  is  to  be  submitted  to  the 
inspector  for  approval,  on  behalf  of  the  Department,  at  the  time 
of  his  annual  visit  (Article  11). 

(c.)  The  education  given  must  consist  chiefly  of  elementary  instmc- 
tion  (Article  28). 

(d.)  The  ordinary  payments  in  respect  of  the  instruction,  from  each 
child,  must  not  exceed  ninepence  a  week  on  the  average 
number  on  the  books,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Depart- 
ment. ** Payments"  for  instruction  means  the  weekly  fee 
payable  by  the  parent,  and  does  not  include  any  payment  for 
books  or  other  such  articles. 

7.  No  grant  is  made  for  or  in  respect  of— 

(a.)  Instruction  in  religious  subjects  (Education  Act,  1872,  sec.  67 

(«.)). 

{b.)  A  school  established  after  the  passing  of  the  Education  (Scot- 
land) Act  (6  August  1872),  unless  the  Department  shall  after 
due  inquiry  be  satisfied  that  no  sufficient  provision  exists  for 
the  children  for  whom  the  school  is  intended,  regard  being 
had  to  the  religious  belief  of  their  parents,  or  that  it  is  other- 
wise specially  required  in  the  locality  where  it  is  situated  {ibidf 
sec.  67  {b.)). 

(c.)  Higher  class  public  schools  (ibidy  sec  62-64), 

8.  Officers  are  employed  to  collect  information,  to  examine  whether 
the  conditions  required  to  be  fulfilled  by  a  school  in  order  to  obtain  an 
annual  parliamentary  grant  have  been  fulfilled,  and  to  report  the  results 
to  the  Department,  with  whom  it  rests  finally  to  determine  whether 
these  conditions  have  been  fulfilled. 

9.  These  officers  are  inspectors  appointed  by  Her  Majesty,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Department,  sub-inspectors,  and  persons  employed 
by  the  D^artment,  as  occasion  requires,  in  the  edacity  of  acting 
inspectors,  inspector's  assistants,  or  audftors  of  accounts. 

10.  No  grant  is  paid  except  on  a  report  from  one  of  such  officers, 
unless  some  unforeseen  cause  (such  as  a  continued  epidemic)  makes  it 
impossible  for  the  inspector  to  visit  and  report  upon  the  school. 

(a.)  The  inspector  may  delegate  to  an  assistant  the  duty  of  exa- 
mining into  the  attendance  and  proficiency  of  the  scholars. 

11.  The  Department,  at  the  time  of  agreeing  to  place  a  school  on 
the  list  of  those  to  which  grants  may  be  made,  informs  the  managers  in 
what  month  to  look  for  the  inspector's  annual  visit.  This  month  remains 
the  same  from  year  to  year,  unless  the  Department  informs  the  managers 
of  a  change.  Notice  of  the  day  of  the  inspector's  annual  visit  is  given 
beforehand  to  the  managers. 

12.  An  inspector,  sub-inspector,  or  inspector's  assistant  may  visit  any 
public  school,  or  other  school  subject  to  inspection,  at  any  other  time 
without  notice. 

13.  Grants  are  Issued  to  each  school  only  once  per  annum.  The 
year  for  this  purpose  is  reckoned  as  ending  with  the  last  day  (inclusive) 
of  the  month  preceding  that  fixed  for  the  inspector's  annual  visit. 

Exceptions : — 

An  instalment  of  the  grant  conditionally  due  may  be  paid,^- 

(a.)  When  the  inspector's  visit  is  postponed,  owing  to  a  change 
in  the  month  of  inspection  (Article  11),  for  three  months 
or  upwards. 
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(d.)  When  from  an  epidemic,  or  other  unavoidable  cause,  the 
inspection  cannot  be  held  within  tliree  months  after  the 
date  at  which  the  grant  is  dne. 

14.  No  school  is  placed  on  the  list  for  inspection  (Article  11)  till 
an  application  has  been  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  Scotch  Education 
Department,  Dover  House,  Whitehall,  London,  S,W. 

Full  instructions  are  thereupon  issued  according  to  the  particulars  of 
the  case. 

15.  The  managers  of  a  school  must  appoint  a  conespondent  with  the 
D^Muisnent,  and  must  give  notice  to  the  Department  of  any  change  of 
correspondent. 

(a.)  Teachers  cannot  act  as  managers  of,  or  correspondents  for,  the 
schools  in  which  they  are  employed,  nor  can  they  be  recognised 
by  the  Department  as  clerks,  or  treasurers,  of  school  boards, 
unless  very  special  grounds  can  be  shown  for  their  holding  such 
appointments. 

{b,)  The  term  managers  includes, — 

1.  The  School  Board  of  any  burgh  or  parish. 

2.  The  managers  of  a  public  school  appointed  by  a  School 

Board  under  section  22  of  the  Education  Act. 

3.  The  managers  of  any  school  to  which  grants  are  made 

pursuant  to  Article  5  (b), 

16.  Lapsed  Article. 


CHAPTER  I. 

ANNUAL  GRANTS. 

Pabt  !• 

SCHOOLS  FOB  CHILDBEN. 

Section  I. 

Preliminary  Condiiions. 

17.  Before  any  grant  is  made  to  a  school  (Article  4)  the  Department 
must  be  satisfied  that — 

(a.)  The  school  is    conducted  in   accordance  with   the    terms    of 

Article  6 ;  and  no  child  is  refused   admission  on  other  than 

reasonable  grounds. 
{b.)  The  school  is  not  carried  on  with  a  view  to  private  emolument 

(Article  5  (*)). 
(<?.)  The  premises  are  healthy,  well  lighted,  cleaned,  warmed,  dmined, 

and  ventilated,   properly  furnished,   supplied  with   suitable 

offices,  and  contain  sufficient  accommodation  for  tho  children 

attendiing  the  school.* 


♦  In  adminiflteriog  this  Article  the  Department  will  endeavour  to  secure  at  least 
80  cubical  feet  of  internal  space,  and  8  square  feet  of  area,  for  each  child  in  average 
attendance  in  each  room;  but  in  schools  erected,  since  the  l8t  January  1874,  if^ith 
the  aid  of  a  building  grant  or  loan,  the  average  attendance  Rbould  not  exceed  the 
number  of  children  for  whom  the  plans  were  approved  by  the  Department,  being 
generally  on  the  scale  of  10  square  feet  of  area  for  each  child  ;  which  is  to  be  con- 
sidered as  the  normal  «ca1e  in  an  efficient  school. 
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{(L)  The  principal  teacher  is  certificated  (Article  43),  and  is  not  allowed 
to  undertake  duties,  not  connected  with  the  school,  which 
occupy  any  part  whatever  of  the  school  hours,  or  of  the 
time  i^pointed  for  the  special  instruction  of  pupil-teachers 
(Schedule  11.  5). 

ExcepHon  ;— 
llie  teachers  of  evening  schools  need  not  be  certificated 
if  they  are, — 

(1.)  Pupil-teachers  who    satisfy  the    conditions  of 
Article  60 ;  or, 

(2.)  Upwards  of  18  years  of  age  (Article  42),  and 
approved  by  the  inspector. 

(e.)  Due  notice  is  given  to  the  Department  of  any  changes  in 
the  school  staff  (Article  39)  which  occur  in  the  course  of 
the  year.  The  ^rsi  grant  to  a  school  is,  as  a  rule,  computed 
from  the  date  at  which  (1)  the  appointment  of  a  certificated 
teacher  is  notified  to,  and  approved  by,  the  Department ;  or 
(2)  the  acting  teacher  passes  the  examination  for  a  certificate 
(Article  44), 

(/*.)  The  girls  are,  as  a  rule,  taught  plain  needlework  *  and  cutting 
out  as  part  of  the  ordinary  course  of  instruction. 

(^•)  All  returns  called  for  by  the  Departmenti  or  by  Parliament, 
are  duly  made ;  the  admission  and  daily  attendance  of  the 
scholars  carefully  registered  by,  or  under  the  supervision  of, 
the  teacher  (Article  67)  ;  accounts  of  income  and  expenditure 
accurately  kept  by  the  managers,  and  duly  audited ;  and  all 
statistical  returns  and  certificates  of  character  (Articles  67, 77^ 
and  80)  may  be  accepted  as  trustworthy. 

(A.)  Three  persons  have  designated  one  of  their  number  to  sign  the 
receipt  for  the  grant. 

Exception  :— 

The  treasurer  of  a  school  board  signs  the  receipt  for 
grants  to  schools  under  the  management  of  the  board. 

(t.)  The  income  of  the  school  is  applied  only  for  the  purpose  off 
public  or  State-aided  schools. 

18.  The  grant  may  be  withheld,  if,  on  the  inspector's  report, 
there  appears  to  be  any  serious  prima  facte  objection.  A  second 
inspection,  by  another  inspector,  is  made  in  every  such  instance,  and  if 
the  grant  be  finally  withheld,  a  special  minute  of  the  case  is  made  and 
recorded.

19.  The  managers  of  a  school  which  has  met  not  less  than  400*  times,

A.  The  following  sums  per  scholar,  according  to  the  average  number 
in  attendance  throughout  the  year  (Article  26). 

(1.)  4*;  or  in  any  parish  (not  burgh)  in  the  counties  of  Inver- 
ness, Argyll,  Boss,  Sutherland,  Caithness,  and  Orkney 
and  Shetland,  where  the  average  attendance  exceeds 
66  per  cent,  but  does  not  exceed  70  per  cent,  of  the 
average  number^  of  children  whose  names  are  entered  on 
the  school  regbter,  5«. :  where  the  average  attendance 
exceeds  70  per  cent,  but  does  not  exceed  75  per  cent, 
of  such  number,  6^. ;  where  the  average  attendance 
exceeds  75  per  cent,  but  does  not  exceed  80  per  cent,  of 
such  number,  *7s, ;  where  the  average  attendance  exceeds 
80  per  cent,  of  such  number,  S^.f 
(2.)  1  s.  if  the  scholars  are  satisfactorily  taught  to  sing  by 
note,  ue.f  by  the  standard  or  any  recognised  notation ; 
or  6d,  if  they  are  satisfactorily  taught  to  sing  by  ear. 
(3.)  U.  6</.,  if  the  inspector  reports  that  the  organization  and 
discipline  are  excellent;  or,  1^.  if  he  reports  that  they 
are  good. 
(4.)  \s.  if  the  girls  are  satisfactorily  taught  needlework  accord- 
iug  to  £e  Third  Schedule. 

N.B. — ^This  grant  is  calculated  on  the  average 
attendance  of  girls  only. 
The  inspector  will  bear  in  mind,  in  reporting  on  the  organization 
and  discipline,  the  results  of  any  visits  without  notice  (.^^icle  12) 
made  in  the  course  of  the  school  year ;  and  will  not  interfere  with 
any  method  of  organization  adopted  in  a  training  college  under  inspec- 
tion if  it  is  satisfactorily  carried  out  in  the  school.  To  meet  the  require- 
ments respecting  discipline,  the  managers  and  teachers  will  be  expected 
to  satisfy  the  inspector  that  all  reasonable  care  is  taken,  in  the  ordinaiy 
management  of  tiie  school,  to  bring  up  the  children  in  habits  of  punc- 
tuality, of  good  manners  and  language,  of  cleanliness  and  neatness,  and 
also  to  impress  upon  the  children  the  importance  of  cheerftil  obedience 
to  duty,  of  consideration  and  respeibt  for  others,  and  of  honour  and 
truthfulness  in  word  and  act

i  If  a  sehool  is  employed  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  poll  at  a  ParUametitar^ 
eUetion,  ander  sectioxi  6  of  the  Ballot  Act,  1S78,  the  xminber  of  meetiiigB  during

4.  No  scholar  who  has  made  the  prescribed  number  of  at- 

tendances may  (without  a  reasonable  excuse)  be  with- 
held from  examination. 
G.  A  grant  on  the  examination  in  class  subjects  of  the  children 
presented  in    Standards  III.-VL  or  under  Article  21  {b.) 
amounting  to   1^.  or  2s,  for  each  subject  if  the  inspector 
report  that  the  teaching  is  fair  (Is.)  or  good  (2^.). 

This  grant  is  paid  on  the  average  attenoance  throughout 
the  year  of  children  above  seven  years  of  age. 

1.  The  recognised  class  subjects  (Schedule  V.)  are : — 
(a.)  English. 

(b.)  Geography  and  History. 

(c.)  Needlework  for  girls  (according  to  the  Third  Sche- 
dule). 
(d.)  Elementary  Science, 
(e.)  Drawing.

average  attendance  of  boys  and  girls  separately. 

No  payment  for  the  girls'  needlework  will  be  made 
in  this  case  unless  the  boys  take  a  corresponding 
class  subject, 

8.  If  drawing  is  taught  to  the  boys  only,  the  girls  must 

take  a  corresponding  class  subject,  otherwise  no  pay- 
ment will  be  made  for  drawing  on  the  average  attendance 
of  the  boys. 

9.  Drawing  can  only  be  taken  as  a  class  subject  where  it 

is  taught  by  a  teacher — 
(a)  holding  an  art  certificate  of  the  2nd  or  3rd  grade

Grants  to  Evening  Schools  {Articles  106-112). 

22.  The  managers  of  an  evening  school  maj  claim  (Articles  108  and 
109),— 
(a.)  A  grant  per  scholar,  according  to  the  average  number  in  atten- 
dance throughout  the  year  (Article  26)f  amounting  to  4«. 
if  the  school  has  met  not  kwss  than  45  times  in  the  evening 
in   the  course  of    a  year  as  defined    by  Article    107,  or 
6s.  if  the  school  has  met  not  less  than  60  times  in  the 
course  of  the  year  so  defined. 
{b.)  A  grant  on  the  inspector's  report  of  the  examination  of  indi- 
vidual scholars  in  any  of  the  standard,  class,  or  specific 
subjects  amounting  to  2s.  for  each  scholar  passing  in  each 
subject 

(i.)  No  scholar  may  be  presented  for  examination  who  has 
not  made  at  least  24  attendances,  since  the  last  examina- 
tion, 
(ii.)  No  scholar  may  be  presented  for  examination  in  a 

standard  lower  than  the  third, 
(iii.)  No  scholar  may  be  presented  for  examination  in  more 
than  two  class  or  specific  subjects,  nor  in  any  subject  for 
the  teaching  of  which  provision  is  not  made  in  the  time 
table  of  the  school. 

No  grant  for  cookery  can  be  claimed  for  any  girl  who

All  exceptions  should  be  specially 
notified  and  explained  in  writing  to  the  inspector,  who 
may  recommend  a  reduction  of  the  grant  if  he  considers 
such  exceptions  to  be  unwarranted. 

Calculation  of  Attendance* 

28.  Attendance  at  a  morning  or  afternoon  meeting  may  not  be 

reckoned  for  any  scholar  who  has  been  under  instruction  in  secular 

subjects  less  than  two  hours,*  if  above,  or  one  hour  and  a  half  f  if  under, 

seven  years  of  age ;  nor  attendance  at  an  evening  meeting  for  any 

scholar  who  has  been  under  similar  instruction  less  than  one  hour. 

(a.)  Between  the  1st  of  November  and  1st  of  March,  two  attendances 

may  be  registered  for  any  scholar  who  has  been  under  secular 

instruction  for  four  hours,  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  taken 

together,  of  any  day  on  which  the  school  is  open  for  five  hours. 

*  This  may  include  an  interval  of  15  minutes  for  recreation  daring  a  meeting  of 
3  bouTs,  or  5  to  10  minutes  in  a  shorter  meeting, 
t  Not  including  any  time  allowed  for  recreation. 
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24.  Attendance  of  boys  at  military  drill,  ander  a  competent  instructor^ 
or  of  girls  at  lessons  in  practical  cookerT»  approved  by  the  inspector, 
may,  in  a  day  school,  be  counted  as  school  attendance  for  not  more  than 
40  boors  In  the  year,  and  (tn  ike  ease  of  drill)  two  hours  a  week. 

25.  Attendances  may  not  be  reckoned  for  any  scholar  in  a  day  school 
under  3  or  above  18,  or,  in  an  evening  school,  under  12  or  above  21 , 
years  of  age. 

26.  The  average  number  in  attendance  for  any  period  is  found  by 
adding  together  die  attendances  of  all  the  scholars  for  that  same  period, 
and  dividing  the  sum  by  the  number  of  times  the  school  has  met  within 
the  same  period ;  the  quotient  is  the  average  number  in  attendance, 

27.  In  cakulating  the  average  number  in  attendance^  the  attendances 
of  half-time  scholars  reckon  for  no  more  than  those  of  other  scholars.

2.  A  certificated  (Article  43)  assistant  teacher,  is  sufficient  for  a 

further  average  attendance  of  80  scholars ;  an  assistant  teacher 
fulfilling  the  conditions  of  Article  79  (a)  or  (d)y  for  60 
scholars ;  and  an  assistant  teacher  fulfilling  the  conditions  of 
Article  79  (c),  for  50  scholars.:^ 

3.  In  mixed,  girls',  and  infant  schools  a  woman  (not  less  than  18 
years  of  age)  if  employed  throughout  the  day  in  the  general 
instruction  of  the  scholars,  and  in  teaching  needlework,  is,  if 
approved  by  the  inspector,  accepted  as  equivalent  to  a  pupil- 
teacher. 


*  See  Elementary  Edacation  Act,  1876,  sections  19  CI)  and  53.  This  may  inclade 
part  of  the  salary  of  an  organizing  teacher,  or  of  a  teacher  of  Gaelic,  drill,  cooking,

School  Diary  or  Log-Book. 

34.  In  every  scliool  receiving  annual  grants,  the  managers  must  pro- 
vide cot  of  the  school  funds,  b^des  the  Code  for  the  year,  and  registers 
of  attendance  (Article  17  (^.))> — 

(a.)  A  diary  or  log-book. 

{b,)  A  portfolio  to  contain  official  letters,  which  should  be 
numbered  in  the  order  of  their  receipt. 

35.  The  diary  or  log-book  must  be  stoutly  bound  and  contain  not  less 
Uian  3O0  ruled  pages. 

36.  The  princi^  teacher  must  make  at  least  once  a  week  in  the  log- 
book an  entry  which  will  specify  ordinary  progrera,  visits  of  managers, 
and  other  &cts  concerning  the  school  or  its  teachers,  such  as  the  dates 
of  withdrawals,  commencements  of  duty,  cautions,  illness,  &c.,  which 
may  require  to  be  referred  to  at  a  future  time,  or  may  otherwise  deserve 
to  be  recorded. 

37.  No  refiections  or  opinions  of  a  general  character  are  to  be  entered 
in  the  log-book. 

38.  No  entry  once  made  in  the  log-book  may  be  removed  or  altered 
otherwise  than  by  a  subsequent  entry. 

39.  The  summary  of  the  inspector's  report,  after  his  annual  visit, 
or  any  visit  made  without  notice,  and  any  remarks  made  upon  it  by 
the  Department,  when  communicated  to  the  managers,  must  be 
immediately  copied  verbatim  into  the  log-book,  with  the  names  and 

standing  {certificated  teacher  of  the class^  or  pupil-teacher  of  the 

year^  or  assistant  teacher)  of  all  teachers  to  be  continued  on, 

or  added  to,  or  withdrawn  from  the  school  staff  according  to  the 
decision  of  the  Department  upon  the  inspector's  report.  The  corre- 
spondent of  the  maoagers  must  sign  this  entry,  which  settles  the  school 
staff  for  the  year. 

40.  The  inspector  will  call  for  the  log-book  and  portfolio  at  every 
visit  and  will  report  whether  they  appear  to  have  been  properly  kept. 
He  will  specially  refer  to  the  entry  made  pursuant  to  Article  39,  and  he 
will  require  to  see  entries  accounting  for  any  subsequent  change  in  the 
school  staff.  He  will  also  note  in  the  log-book  every  visit  paid  without 
notice  (Article  12),  making  an  entry  of  such  particulars  as  require  the 
attention  of  the  managers. 


Section  U. 
Teachers  referred  to  in  the  preceding  Section. 

41.  The  recognised  classes  of  teachers  are, — (a.)  Certificated  teachers. 
(6.)  Pupil-teachers,    (c.)  Assistant  teachers. 

42.  Lay  persons  alone  can  be  recognised  as  teachers ;  but  this  con- 
dition will  not  apply  to  any  person  to  whom  a  oertificate  is  granted 
under  Article  ^. 
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Certi/icated  Teachers. 

43.  Teachers  m  oi'der  to  obtain  certificates,  muBt  be  examined 
(Article  44),  and  must  undergo  probation  by  actual  service  in  school 
(Article  51). 

Examincttion  for  Certificates. 

44.  Examinations  are  held  in  December  of  each  year  at  the  seT^*al 
training  colleges  under  inspection  (Article  100),  and  at  such  other 
centres  as  may  be  necessary. 

45.  A  syllabus  of  the  subjects  of  examination  for  male  and  female 
candidates  respectively  may  be  had  on  application  to  the  Department 
(Article  14). 

46.  The  names  of  candidates  who  desire  to  be  examined  must  be 
notified  to  the  Department  (Article  14)  before  the  first  day  of  October 
preceding  the  examination. 

47.*  The  examination  for  certificates  is  open  to, — 

(a.)  Students  who  have  resided  for    at  least  one  year  in 
training  colleges  under  inspection  ;  or, 

{b.)  Candidates  who  are  upwards  of  21  years  of  age,  and  have 
either — 

1.  been  employed  for  not  less  than  two  years  as  provi- 

sionally certificated  teachers  (Article  60)  ;  or, 

2.  served  as  assistant  teachers  (Article  79),  for  at  least  12 

months,  in  aided  day  schools  under  certificated  teachers, 
and  obtained  a  favourable  report  firom  an  inspector  on 
their  skill  in  teaching  and  reading.    Application  for 
this  report  is  to  be  made  to  the  inspector  at  his  annual 
visit  next  before  the  examination, 
(c.)  Graduates  in  Arts  or  Science  of  any  University  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  who,  after  a  course  of  training,f  for  not  less 
than  three  months,  in  an  aided  day  school,  approved  by  an  in- 
spector, satisfy  such  inspector  of  their  practical  skill  as  teachers. 
Candidates,  under  sections  ^a.)  and  (^.),  who  at  the  time  of  the  ex- 
amination are  not  teachers  of  schools  to  which  annual  grants  are  or  may 
be  made,  must  be  recommended  by  the  authorities  of  their  college,  or 
by  the  managers  of  the  school  in  which  tiiey  last  served. 

48.  Teachei*s  attending  the  examination  may  at  their  option  take  the 
papers  of  the  first  or  second  year's  students  (Article  102). 

(a.)  Graduates  (Article  47  (c)  )  are  not  required  to  take  any  papers 
save  ^ose  on  School  Management,  which  will  include  questions  to 
test  their  knowledge  of  elementary  subjects  %  and  the  methods  of 
teaching  them. 

49.  A  list  is  published  showing  the  successful  candidates,  arranged  in 
four  divisions  in  the  first  year,  and  three  divisions  in  the  second  year. 

50.  The  relative  proficiency  of  the  candidates  according  to  examina- 
tion, and  the  nature  of  the  professional  training  (Article  47)  which 
they  have  received,'  are  recorded  upon  their  certificates. 

*  This  Article  (read  with  Article  79)  shows  how  peraons  who  have  not  been  pupil- 
teachers  may  qualify  themselves  for  employment  as  teachers  of  public  or  State- 
aided  schools. 

t  This  course  may  be  taken  (1)  after  graduation  ;  (2)  in  the  interval  between  two 
University  sessions ;  or  (3)  during  one  of  these  sessions,  in  which  ease  the  student 
must  attend  the  school  selected  for  the  purpose,  for  at  least  eight  hours  a  week,  for 
IS  weeks. 

S€€  Article  2S,  and  First  Schedule  (Columns  4-7). 
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Probaticn. 

61.  Candidates  for  certificates,  after  successfully  passing  their  exami- 
naiion,  musty  as  teachers  ^continaouslj  engaged  in  the  same  schools, 
obtam  two  favourable  reports  from  an  inspector,  with  an  intei-val  of  one 
year  (Article  13)  between  them;  and,  if  the  first  of  these  reports  be 
not  preceded  by  serrice  of  three  months  (at  the  least)  since  the  ex- 
amination, a  third  report,  at  an  interval  of  one  year  ttfter  the  second 
report,  is  required.  If  the  second  (or  third)  report  is  favourable  a 
ccotificate  is  issued. 

52.  Teachers  under  probation  satisfy  the  conditions  which  require 
that  schools  be  kept  by  certificated  teachers. 

Certificates. 

53.  Certificates  are  of  four  classes.  No  certificate  is  originally  issued 
above  the  second  class.  The  fourth  (lowest)  class  includes  special  certifi- 
cates for  teachers  of  infimts  and  of  small  schools. 

Certificates  rf  the  first  and  Second  Class, 

64.  Candidates  who  are  placed  by  examination  in  the  first  division  of  the 
second  year  (Article  49),  and  graduates  examined  under  Article  47  (c), 
receive  certificates  of  the  second  class,  which  can  be  raised  to  the  first 
class  by  giDod  service  only. 

(a.)  Certificates  remain  in  force  for  10  years  from  the  date  of 
their  issue,  after  which  interval  they  are  open  to  revision  according 
to  the  intermediate  reports. 

Certificates  of  the  Third  Class. 

55.  Candidates  who  are  placed  by  examination  in  the  second  or  third 
division  of  the  second  year,  or  in  one  of  the  first  three  divisions  of  the 
first  year  (Article  49),  receive  certificates  of  the  third  class,  which  can 
be  raised  by  good  service  only. 

Certificates  of  the  Fourth  Class. 

56.  Candidates  who  are  placed  by  examination  in  the  fourth  division 
(Article  49)  receive  certificates  of  the  fourth  chiss. 

57.  Certificates  of  the  fourth  class  do  not  entitle  the  teachers  to  have 
the  charge  of  pupil-teachers« 

58.  Certificates  of  the  fourth  class  can  be  raised  only  by  examination. 

59.  Lapsed  Article. 

60.  Pupil-teachers  who  have  completed  their  engagement  with  credit, 
and  who  have  passed  satisfactorilv  either  the  examination  for  the  close 
of  their  engagement  (Schedule  I.)  or  (Article  94)  that  referred  to  in 
Article  91,  may,  if  specially  recommended  by  the  inspector,*  on  the 
ground  of  their  practical  skill  as  teachers,  be  provisionally  certificated  in 
the  fourth  class  for  immediate  service  in  charge  of  schools  which  have 
an  annual  average  attendance  of  not  more  than  60  f  scholars. 


*  The  managers  aie  informed  (Article  39)  at  the  close  of  a  pupil-teacher's  engage  • 
ment,  "whether  the  pupU-teacher  can  be  proTiBionally  certificated  under  this  Article.

arisen  from  an  increased  attendance  of  cluldren  sincH  the  last  settlement  of  the 
school  staff  CArtiole  89). 
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61.  After  their  25th  year  of  age  (completed)  their  provisional  certifi- 
cates must  have  been  exchanged  for  permanent  certificates  (Article  43) 
or  are  ipso  facto  cancelled. 

(a.)  The  provisional  certificate  is  confined  to  an  entry  of  the 
pupil*  teacher's  name  in  a  register  kept  by  the  Department,  and 
does  not  involve  the  issue  of  any  certificate  to  the  pupil-teacher. 

62.  The  managers  of  several  schools  may  combine  to  employ  an 
organizing  teacher  to  superintend  the  certificated  teachers  of  these 
schools  {see  footnote  to  Article  32  (a)  ). 

Future  Rating,  of  existing  Certificates. 

63.  Existing  certificates  of  the  first  or  second  class  are  rated  as  ot 
the  first  or  second  class. 

(a.)  Existing  certificates  of  the  third  class,  and  infant  school 
certificates  of  the  first  class,  are  rated  as  of  the  third  class. 

(b,)  Existing  infant  school  certificates  of  the  second  class  are 
rated  as  of  the  fourth  class. 

64.  Certificates  of  the  second  or  third  class  will  be  open  to  revision  at 
the  end  of  10  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue,  or  of  their  last  revision. 

65.  The  class  of  any  certificate  not  yet  issued  will  be  fixed  by  Articles 
54,  55,  and  56. 

Certificates  for  acting  Teachers  of  PuSlic  Schools.     {Education  Actf 

1872,  Sec.  56.) 

66.  A  certificate  will  be  granted  on  the  following  conditions,  to  every 
person  not  already  certificated,  who  at  the  date  {6th  August  1872)  of 
the  passing  of  the  Scotch  Education  Act,  was — 

llie  principal  teacher  of  a  public  school,  as  defined  by  that  Act ;  or 
Teacher  in  a  burgh  school  and  a  member  of  the  council  of  a  Scotch 
University  (Education  Act,  s.  56.)  : — 

(1.)  Such  persons  being  graduates,  or  members  of  council,  of  a 
Scotch  University,  wiU,  if  they  are  above  30  years  of  age, 
and  have  been  employed  as  teachers  for  10  years,  receive 
certificates  of  ihej^rst  class. 

(2.)  If,  being  graduates,  or  members  of  council,  they  are  under 
30  years  of  age,  or  have  served  as  teachers  for  less  than 
10  years,  they  will  receive  certificates  of  the  second  class, 
which  will  be  subject  to  Article  54. 

(3.)  In  all  other  cases  the  certificates  will  be  of  the  third  class 
(Article  55)  for  nude,  and  of  the  fourth  class  (Article  56) 
for  female  teachers,  and  will  be  subject  to  Articles  57 
and  58. 

(4.)  The  certificates  will  be  issued  on  a  favourable  report  from 
an  inspector,  on  any  public  school,  to  which  grants  are  or 
may  be  made,  under  the  charge  of  such  teacher. 

Reports  of  Managers  and  Inspector. 

67.  The  managers  must  annually  state  whether  the  teacher's  character, 
conduct,  and  attention  to  duly  have  been  satisfactory. 

68.  The  inspector  reports  of  each  school  visited  by  him  whether  it  is 
efficient  in  organization,  discipline^  and  instruction. 

69.  A.  certificate  may,  at  any  time,  be  recalled,  suspended,  or  reduced 
if  the  cei-tificate  or  report  under  Articles  67  and  68  is  not  satisfactory ; 
but  not  until  the  Department  has  informed  the  teacher  of  the  chargef 
against  him,  and  given  hipi  an  opportunity  of  explanation. 
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Pupil-teachers, 

70.  Pupil-teachers  are  boys  or  girls  employed  to  serve  in  a  day*  school 
OD  the  following  conditions,  namely  : — 

(a.)  Thai  the  school  is  reported  by  the  inspector  to-be — 

1.  Under  a  daly  certificated  teacher  (Articles  43  and  57). 

2.  Held  in  suitable  premises  (Article  17  (c)  ). 

3.  Well  furnished  and  well  supplied  with  books  and  apparatus. 

4.  Properly  organized  and  skilfully  instructed. 

5.  Under  good  discipline. 

6.  Likely  to  be  maintained  during  the  period  of  engagement. 
(b.)  Thai  the  pupil- teachers  be  not  less  than  14  years  (com- 
pleted) of  age  at  tne  date  of  their  engagement. 

{c.)  Be  of  the  same  sex  as  the  certificated  teacher  under  whom 
they  serve ;  but  in  a  mixed  school  female  pupil-teachers  may  serve 
under  a  master,  and  may  receive  instruction  from  him  out  of  school 
hours  (Schedule  II.  6),  on  condition  that  some  respectable  woman, 
approved  by  the  managers,  be  invariably  present  during  the  whole 
time  that  such  instruction  is  being  given. 

{d.)  Be  presented  to  the  inspector  for  examination  at  the  time 
and  place  fixed  by  his  notice  (Article  1 1 ). 

{e,)  Pass  the  examinations  and  produce  the  certificates  specified 
in  Schedule  Lf 

if,)  Thai  the  managers  enter  into  an  agreement  in  the  terms 
of  &e  memorandum  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Code.  A  copy 
of  this  memorandum  is  sent  to  the  managers  for  every  candidate 
approved  by  the  Department,  and  unless  duly  completed  does  not 
satisfy  Article  32  (c). 

{g,)  That  not  more  than  two  pupil-teachers  are  engaged  in  the 
school  for  every  certificated  teacher  serving  in  it. 

(A.)  When  the  average  attendance  exceeds  180,  a  second  adult 
certificated  or  assistant  (Article  79)  teacher  will  be  required. 

{u)  Two  stipendiary  monitors  will  be  allowed — 

1.  In  place  of  a  third  pupil-teacher  required  by  Article 

82  (c) ;  or 

2.  If  less  than  three  pupil-teachers  are  required  by  Article 

32  (o),  to  fill,  for  two  years,  the  place  of  one  of  them. 
(A.)  Sdvendiarf/  monitors  must — 

1.  Be  not  less  than  12  years  of  a^  at  the  date  of  their 

appointment ; 

2.  Be  recommended  by  the  Inspector,  at  his  annual  visit, 

(Article  11),  after  then  passing  the  examination  in 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  for  Standard  IV.,  V., 
or  VI.; 

8.  Pass  the  examination  for  the  next  higher  Standard,  or  (if 
admitted  after  passing  Standard  Vl.)  in  the  Standards 
generally,  and  in  one  or  more  class  or  specific  subjects 
(Article  21)  at  the  end  of  their  first  year ; 

4.  Be  paid  a  stipend  fixed  by  the  managers ; 


*  Papil-teachers  may  not  be  employed  io  an  evening  school. 

t  A  pupil-teacher  whose  saccess  (Article  94)  at  the  examination  for  admission  to 
a  training  college  is  annonnced  before  the  date  of  the  examination  for  the  close  of 
the  last  year  of  his  (or  her)  engagement,  need  not  attend  the  latter  examination 
for  the  purposes  of  Article  19  K,  60,  or  79. 
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5.  Assist  for  not  more  than  three  hours  each  day  in  the 
school,  receiving  during  the  rest  of  the  school  hours 
special  instruction  either  by  themselves  or  in  one  of  the 
higher  classes  of  the  school. 

71.  The  Department  is  not  a  party  to  the  engagement,  and  confines 
itself  to  ascertaining,  on  ihe  admission  of  the  pupU-teacher  and  at  the 
end  of  each  year  of  we  service — 

(a.)  Whether  the  prescribed  examination  is  passed  before  the 
inspector. 

(b.)  Whether  the  prescribed  certificates  are  produced  from  the 
managers  and  teachers. 

72.  Whatever  other  questions  arise  upon  the  engagement  may  be 
referred  to  the  Department  (provided  that  all  the  parties  agree  in  writing 
to  be  bound  by  the  decision  of  the  Department  as  final),  but,  otherwise, 
must  be  settled  as  in  any  other  hiring  or  contract. 

73.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  pupil-teacher,  or  stipendiary  monitor, 
which  occur  in  the  course  of  any  year  (Article  13)  must  not  be  filled 
up  until  aft^r  the  next  examination  by  the  inspector. 

74.  The  candidate  or  candidates  for  such  vacancies  must  be  engaged 
in  the  meantime  by  the  week  only  as  temporary  monitor Sj  and  the  memo- 
randum of  agreement  (Article  70(y*))  will  not  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment to  the  managers  until  the  inspector's  report  has  been  examined. 

75.  Temporary  monitors  engaged  by  the  week,  pursuant  to  Article  74, 
for  the  supply  of  vacant  pupil-teacherships  during  a  current  year  (Article 
13),  satisfy  Article  32  (c),  provided — 

(a.)  That  a  sufficient  number  of  candidates  to  complete  the  re- 
quisite proportion  of  teachers  to  scholars  pass  the  next  examination 
for  admission  (Article  77)  to  permanent  engagements ;  and 

{h,)  That  the  vacancies  are  duly  reported  to  the  Dep^utment 
(Article  17  (^)), .  uid  have  been  occasioned  by  causes  which  are 
accepted  by  the  Department  as  satisfisictory. 

76.  Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  by  Article  75,  each  vacancy  in  a 
pupil-teachership  during  a  current  year  (Artide  13)  works  a  forfeiture 
under  Article  32  (c). 

77.  The  qualifications  and  certificates  required  of  candidates  for  admis- 
sion, and  of  pupil-teachers  in  each  year  of  their  service,  are  regulated  by 
the  First  Schedule  annexed  to  this  Code. 

Pupil-teachers  who  have  successfully  completed  their  engagetnent. 

78.  At  the  close  of  their  engagement*  pupil-teachers  are  perfectly  free 
in  the  choice  of  employment.  If  they  wish  to  continue  in  the  work  of 
education,  they  may  become  assistants  in  schools  (Article  79),  or  may 
be  examined  for  admission  into  a  training  college  (Article  91),  or  may 
be  provisionally  certificated  for  immediate  service  in  charge  of  small 
schools  (Article  60). 

Assistant  Teachers. 

79.  (a.)  Pupil-teachers  who  have  completed  their  engagement  with 
credit,   (having  passed  satis&ctorily  either  of  the  examinations 

*  Pupil-teachers  wbo  leave  their  school  before  the  conqJetioii  of  the  foil  term  of 
their  engagement,  as  specified  in  the  Memorandnm  of  Agreement  (Article  70  (/)  ), 
will  notbe  recognised  onder  Article  60  or  79. 
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referred  to  in  Article  60)  and  candidatesy  not  having  been  pupil- 
teachers  (Article  98  {e)  ),  who  have  passed  in  the  first  or  second 
class  in  the  examination  referred  to  in  Article  91  ; 

(b,)  Graduates  of  any  university  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
women  over  18  years  of  age  who  have  passed  university  examina- 
tions recognised  by  the  Department  ;* 

(c.)  Candidates  not  having  been  pupil-teachers,  who  have  passed 
in  the  third  class  in  the  examination  refened  to  in  Article  91  ; 

may  serve  as  assistants  in  schools  in  place  of  pupU-teachers,  witiiout 

being  required  to  be  annually  examined. 

80.  Such  asfHstants  cease  to  fulfil  the  conditions  of  Article  32  (c),  if 
at  any  time  the  inspector  reports  them  to  be  inefficient  teachers,  or  if 
they  fidl  to  produce  from  the  managers,  and  from  the  principal  teacher, 
of  their  school,  the  same  certificates  of  conduct,  attention  to  duty,  and 
obedience,  as  are  required  from  pupil-teachers. 

81.  A  vacancy  caused  by  the  withdrawal  of  an  assistant  in  the  course 
of  any  school  year  (Article  13)  may  be  supplied  by  the  appointment  of 
temporary  monitors,  pursuant  to  Articles  74,  75,  or  of  another  assistant, 
qualified  according  to  Article  79. 

82.  Assistants  make  their  own  terms  with  the  managers,  both  as  to 
hours  and  wages. 

(a.)  Aiasistants  are  counted  as  part  of  the  school  staif  (Article  39) 
from  the  date  at  which  their  appointments  are  notified  to,  and  ap- 
proved by,  the  Department.

TRAININO  COLLEGES. 

Sbotion  L 

83.  A  training  collie  includes — 

(a.)  A  college  for  instructing  candidates  for  the  otfice  of  teacher ; 

(b.)  A  practising  school,  in  which  such  students  may  learn  the 
exercise  of  their  profession ;  and 

(c.)  In  some  cases,  a  hall  in  which  the  students  arc  boarded  and 
lodged. 

84.  No  grant  is  made  to  a  training  college  unless  the  Department  is 
satisfied  with  the  premiseS|  management,  and  staff.

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Section  II. 
Gbants  to  Training  Colleoes. 

85.  Aunual  grants  are  made  to  practising  schools  (Article  83  (d,))  on 
the  same  conditions  as  to  other  schools. 

86.  Grants  are  placed  to  the  credit  of  each  college  of  100/.  for  every 
master,  and  of  70/.  for  every  mistress,  who,  having  been  trained  in  such 
college  as  a  Queen's  scholar  (Article  96)  during  two  years — 

(a.)  completes  the  prescribed  period  of  probation  (Article  51), 
and  becomes  qualified  to  receive  a  certificate  as  a  teacher  in  a  school 
to  which  annual  grants  may  be  made,  or  in  a  training  college ; 

(b,)  is  reported  by  the  proper  department  in  each  case  to  have 
completed  a  like  period  of  good  service  as  an  elementary  teacher  in 
the  Army  or  Royal  Navy,  or  (within  Great  Britain)  in  Poor  Law 
Schools,  Certified  Industrial  and  Day  Industrial  Schools,  or  Certified 
Reformatories. 

87.  Teachers  who  have  been  trained  for  one  year  only  may  obtain 
•^              certificates  after  probation  (Article  5 1 ),  or  may  be  reported  by  the  proper 

department,  upon  the  same  terms  as  others ;  and  grants,  of  half  the 
amounts  specified  in  Article  86,  may  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
colleges  in  which  they  were  trained,  provided — 

(a.)  they  completed  their  training  before  1st  January  1864 ;  or 

(b,)*  are  teachers  of  infants,  having — 

1,  received  a  complete  and  special  course  of  training  for  that 

service  in  their  colleges,  which  must  have  been  pre- 
viously recognised  by  ^e  Department  as  providing  such 
a  course;  and 

2,  undergone  their  probation  in  in&nt  schools. 

88.  The  annual  grant  to  each  college  is  paid  out  of  the  sums  standing 
to  its  credit  (Articles  86,  87)  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  after  the 
adjustment  under  Article  90  (c). 

Exception : — 

This  Article  is  not  applied  to  a  college  for  the  first  five  years  during 
which  grants  are  made  to  it. 

89.  The  grant  must  not  exceed — 

(a.)  75  per  cent,  of  the  actual  expenditure  of  the  college  for  the 
year,  approved  by  the  Department  and  certified  in  such  manner  as 
the  Department  may  require,  plus  75  per  cent,  of  such  a  sum  as, 
when  added  to  the  bursaries  paid  to  the  Queen's  scholars  by  the 
managers  of  the  college,  will  make  up  th«*  sum  of  23/.  for  each 
non-resident  male,  and  17/.  for  each  non-resident  female,  Queen's 
scholar. 

{b.)  50/.  for  each  male,  and  35/.  for  each  female.  Queen's  scholar 
(Article  96),  attending  for  continuous  training  throughout  the 
year  for  which  it  is  being  paid. 

90.  The  aimual  grant  to  each  college  is  paid  as  follows : — 

(a.)  An  instalment  of  12/.  (males),  or  8/.  (females)  is  paid  on  1st 
March,  1st  June,  and  1st  September,  in  respect  of  every  Queen's 
scholar  (Article  96)  attending  for  continuous  training  throughout 
the  year. 


**  This  Article  is  cancelled  in  reupeot  of  teachers  trained  after  the  year  187  A. 
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(^•)  Part  of  the  instalment  of  the  1st  of  September  roaj  be  sos- 
pendedy  if  payment  of  the  full  amount  then  due  would  cause  the 
limit  under  Article  89  (a)  to  be  exceeded. 

{e.)  The  balance  is  acynsted  as  soon  »b  the  college  accounts  for 
the  year  have  been  dosed,  audited,  and  approved  by  the  Department. 


SsenoN  III. 

Admission  jmto  Trainimo  Collegss. 

91.  An  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  is  annually  held  at 
each  college  in  summer,  commencing  at  10  a.m.  on  the  first  Wednesday 
after  the  2nd  of  July  (7th  July  1886). 

92.  The  examination  extends  to  the  subjects  required  in  the  coui*se  of 
a  pupil-teacher's  engagement  (Schedule  I.). 

93.  The  candidates  are  selected,  and  admitted  to  the  examination,  by 
the  authorities  of  each  college  on  their  own  responsibility,  subject  to 
no  other  conditions,  on  the  part  of  the  Department,  than  that  the 
candidates —  ' 

(a.)  intend  bandjide  to  adopt  and  follow  the  profession  of  teacher 
in  schools  fulfilling  the  conditions  of  Article  86  (a)  or  (6). 

{b,)  if  pupil-teachers,  have  successfully  completed  their  engage- 
ment, or  will  do  so  before  the  next  following  examination,  under 
Article  91. 

{c.)  not  having  been  pupil-teachers,  will  be  more  than  18  years 
of  age  on  the  Ist  of  January  next  following  the  date  of  the  exami- 
nation. This  article  will  apply  to  pupil-teachers  whose  engagement 
may  have  been  determined  under  section  6  of  the  memorandum  of 
agreement  (Article  70  (J  )),  without  discredit  to  themselves,  and  for 
reasons  approved  by  the  Department. 

94.  The  successful  candidates  are  arranged  in  three  classes  in  order  of 
merit. 

(a.)  A  place  in  the  third  class  qualifies  for  employment  as  an 
assistant  teacher  (Article  79) ;  but  not  for  admission  to  a  training 
college,  or  for  a  provisional  certificate  (Article  60). 

95.  The  authorities  of  each  college  may  propose  to  the  Department 
for  admission  any  candidate  decliured  to  be  admissible  pursuant  to 
Article  94  (a). 

96.  Such  candidates  when  admitted  ai'e  termed  Q^en^s  scholars. 

97.  Before  candidates  are  admitted — 

(a.)  The  medical  officer  of  the  college  must  certify  the  state  of 
their  health  to  be  satisfactory,  and  that  they  are  free  from  serious 
bodily  defect,  or  deformity  ;  and, 

(6.)  They  must  sign  a  declaration  signifying  their  intention  con- 
formably to  Article  93  (a). 

98.  The  authorities  of  each  college  settle  their  own  terms  of  admission. 

99.  Upon  proof  by  the  authorities  of  any  college  that  candidiites  have 
not  fulfilled  the  conditioiis  signed  by  them  on  admission  into  the  college, 
the  Department  will  refuse  to  grant  teachers'  certificates  (Article  63)  to 
such  candidates,  or  to  admit  them  to  probation  for  certificates  (Article  51). 
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Skction  IV, 
Examination  of  Students  in  Traininq  Collbqss. 

100.  An  examination  of  the  students  is  held  in  December  at  the 
several  colleges.  This  examination  will  commence  in  1887,  on  Mondaj 
the  12th  of  December,  at  3  pjn. 

101.  No  stndent  may  be  presented  for  examination  except  such  as,  at 
the  date  of  their  admission,  satisfied  Article  93,  and  have  been  under  in- 
struction throughout  the  whole  year.    No  such  student  may  be  left  out. 

102.  The  students  have  a  different  examination  according  as  they 
re  males  or  females,  or  are  at  the  end  of  a  first  or  second  year  of 
aining. 

(a.)  Queen's  scholars  (Article  96)  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
authorities  of  their  training  college,  attend  during  the  winter 
session  of  each  year  of  their  instruction  in  such  college,  one  or 
more  of  the  classes  in  a  Scotch  University,  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment. K  they  attend  any  of  these  classes  the  authorities  of  the 
training  college  may,  during  the  university  sessioui  dispense  with 
their  attendance  at  college,  each  day,  for  such  time  as  they  may 
deem  necessary. 

(^.)  The  examination  for  certificates,  in  the  subjects  taught  in 
these  classes,  will  be  conducted  by  a  board  of  examiners  composed 
of  professors  in  the  Scotch  Universities  and  Her  Majesty's  Inspectors 
of  schools. 

(c.)  Those  candidates  who  at  the  examination  (Article  91)  for 
admission  are  placed  in  the  first  class,  and  pass  with  credit  in 
certain  subjects  (Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics,  and  School  Manage- 
ment) will  be  specially  indicated  in  the  dass  list  (Article  94) ;  and 
the  university  fees  (a)  of  such  of  them  as  become  Queen's  scholars 
may  be  treated  as  part  of  the  college  expenditure  under  Article  89. 

103.  The  first  year's  syllabus  for  females  includes  special  subjects  for 
the  teachers  of  infants.  Candidates  who  pass  in  these  subjects^  and 
complete  their  probation  (Article  61)  in  schools  for  infants,  receive 
special  mention  thereof  {stamp)  on  their  certificates. 

104.  Students  who  pass  successfully  through  two  years  of  training 
receive  special  mention  thereof  (stamp)  on  their  certificates. 

105.  Students  of  the  first  year  who  fall  into  the  fourth  division  (Ar- 
ticle 49)  are  required  to  taJce  up  the  first  year's  subjects  again  at  the 
end  of  their  second  year. 


Pabt  HL 

SPECIAL  PROVISIONS. 

Evening  Scholars. 


106.  The  managers  of  •  any  school  to  which  annual  inspection  has 
already  been  promised  (Article  11)  may  apply  in  writing,  before  the 
1  st  of  January,  to  the  Inspector  of  the  district  for  an  examination  of  their 
evening  scholars  (Article  22).  This  application  must  be  renewed  annually 
(before  the  same  date)  to  the  Inspector,  and  not  to  the  Department, 
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107.  Only  one  examination  is  held  per  annum  of  evening  scholars  in 
the  same  school,  and  it  may  be  held  on  anj  day,  between  the  1st  of 
Jannary  and  SOth  of  April,  that  may  be  arranged  with  the  Inspector, 
provided  that  the  school  has  met  the  required  number  of  times 
(Article  22)  since  the  date  of  the  last  examination. 

108.  If  the  evening  school  is  connected  with  a  day  school,  in  receipt 
rf  annual  grants,  and  the  accounts  of  the  two  schools  are  hept  as  one 
account,  the  grant  for  the  examination  of  the  evening  scholars  is  paid  as 
part  of  the  next  annual  grant  to  the  whole  school  (Ajrticle  18). 

109.  If  the  evening  school  is  not  connected  with  a  day  school,  in  receipt 
of  annual  grants,  or  being  so  connected  has  a  (Usenet  a$ui  separate 
account,  the  grant  is  paid  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  80th  of  April  ; 
at  which  date,  in  such  cases,  the  evening  school  year  is  considered  to  end. 

1 10.  The  Inspector  may  make  arrangements  for  the  examination,  at 
some  convenient  centre,  of  the  evening  scholars  of  several  schools. 

111.  A  separate  examination  will  not  be  held  for  any  school,  unless 
20  scholars  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Inspector.  If  less  than  20  scholars 
are  to  be  presented,  they  can  be  examined  only  at  a  collective  examina- 
tion (Article  110),  or  at  the  same  time  with  the  day  scholars.  The 
nnmber  to  be  presented  must  be  stated  in  the  managers'  annual  applica- 
tion (Article  106)  to  the  Inspector. 

112.  The  Inspector  may  either  hold  the  examination  himself,  or 
entrust  it  to  an  assistant  approved  by  the  Department. 

Certificates  of  Pn^ciencg  under  any  Labour  Act  and  of  ability  to 
read  and  write  and  of  a  hnowledge  of  elementary  arithmetic 
under  the  Education  Acts,  1872  to  1883. 

118.  Such  certificates  will  be  granted  after  an  examination  held  by  one 
of  Her  M^esty's  Inspectors  of  schools,  or  his  assistant.  No  separate 
examination  of  individual  children  will  be  held  for  the  purpose. 

(a.)  The  Inspector,  after  his  yearly  visit  (Article  11 )  to  a  school, 
will  grant  such  certificates  as  may  be  required  for  children  who 
have  reached  the  standards  prescribed  by,  or  pursuant  to*  the  pro- 
visions of,  the  Education  (Scotland)  Acts,  1872  to  1888,  the  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act,  1878,  or  any  other  Act  regulating  the  education 
of  children  employed  in  labour. 

(b.)  Certificates  will  be  issued  for  those  scholars  only  who  pass 
in  all  the  three  subjects  in  the  prescribed  standard,  or  in  a  higher 
standard. 

114.  For  the  purpose  of  these  certificates  the  Inspector  or  his  assistant 
win  examine — 

1.  Any  scholars  in  the  school : 

2.  Other  chOdren,  not  being  scholars  in  the  school,  allowed  by  the 

managers  to  attend  the  examination. 

115.  When  the  candidates  for  such  certificates  in  a  district,  not 
being  scholars  in  a  public  or  other  Stato-aided  school,  are  more  than 
15  in  number,  application  for  a  special  examination  may  be  made  by 
the  school  board,  subject  to  the  following  regulations  : — 

(a.)  The  application  shall  be  sent  to  the  Inspector  for  the  district  not 
less  than  20  days  before  the  date  at  which  it  is  desired  that 
the  examination  should  be  held.

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(6.)  The  school  board  muBt  specify  the  number  of  children  to  be  pre* 
sented  for  examination,  and  most  undertake — 

That  all  children  within  their  district  for  whom  certificates 
are  needed  will  be  allowed  to  attend  the  examination ; 
and 
That  a  convenient  room  will  be  provided  for  the  examina- 
tion on  such  day,  and  at  such  hour,  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  inspector. 

116.  The  special  examination  may  also  be  attended  by  any  child 
above  10  years  of  age  who,  having  failed  to  pass,  at  the  examination  of 
its  school,  in  one  or  more  of  the  three  subjects  in  either  of  the  standards 
(3rd  and  5th)  *  prescribed  for  partial  or  full  time  employment,  wishes 
to  be  examined  again  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  certificate. 

(a.)  A  child  cannot  be  examined  a  second  time  until  three  months 
have  elapsed  since  the  date  of  the  examination  at  which  it  fiuled, 
and  must  on  each  occasion  be  examined  in  all  the  three  subjects 
of  the  standard  in  which  it  is  presented. 

117.  The  inspector  will  not  grant  certificates  to  individual  children. 
He  will  forward  to  the  managers  of  each  school  at  which  he  has  held  an 
examination,  and  to  the  school  board  in  the  case  of  each  special  exami' 
nation,  a  schedule  showing  the  results  of  the  examination  of  each  child, 
and  deputing  the  teacher  of  the  school,  or  an  officer  of  the  school  board, 
to  grant  certificates  X/y  such  children  as  have  passed  successfully. 


ClIAPTBK  11. 


PENSIONS. 


118.  A  limited  number  of  pensions  will  be  granted  to  teachers  who 
were  employed  in  that  capacity  at  the  date  (9  May  1862)  when  the 
minutest  relating  to  pensions  were  cancelled  : — 
(1.)  The  proposed  pensioner  must — 
(a.)  Be  a  certiOcated  teacher  in  a  public,  or  State-aided  school,  or 

train iug  college,  at  the  time  when  the  pension  is  applied  for. 
(6.)  Have  become  incapable,  i^om  age  or  infirmity,  of  continuing  to 

teach  a  school  efficiently, 
(c.)  Have,  as  a  rule,  been  employed  continuously  since  the  9th  of 
May  1862,  as   principal  or  assistant  teacher   in   elementary 
schools,  or  in  training  colleges. 
(</.)  Be  recommended  by  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  and  the  managers 

of  the  schools  served  in. 
{€,)  Be  60  years  of  age  (if  a  man),  or  66  (if  a  woman),  unless  the 

pension  is  applied  for  on  the  ground  of  failure  of  health. 
(2.)  Pensions  will  be  granted  to  those  teachers  only  who  have  been, 
during  the   seven   years  preceding  the  application   on   their   behalf, 
employed  in  schools  or  colleges  under  inspection,  and  are  deserving  of 
such  assistance. 

(3.)  Applications  for  a  pension  will  be  received  only  from  the  managers 
of  the  school,  or  training  college,  in  which  the  teacher  is  serving  at  the 
date  of  retirement. 

(4.)  These  applications  will  be  collected  for  decision,  on  their  com- 
parative merits,  twice  a  year,  about  Lady  Day  and  Michaelmas.

CHAFTEB  IIL 

REVISION  OP  CODE. 

119.  The  Department,  as  occasion  requires,  may  cancel  or  modify 
articles  of  the  Code,  or  may  establish  new  articles,  but  may  not  take  any 
action  thereon  until  the  same  shall  have  been  submitted  to  Parliament,  and 
shall  have  lain  on  the  Table  of  both  Houses  for  at  least  one  calendar  month. 

120.  The  Code  shall  be  printed  each  year,  in  such  a  form  as  to  show 
separately  all  articles  cancelled  or  modified,  and  all  new  articles,  since 
the  last  edition,  and  shall  be  laid  on  the  Table  of  both  Houses  within 
<me  calendar  month  from  the  meeting  of  Parliament. 

121.  The  schedules  and  notes  annexed  to  the  Code  shall  have  the  same 
effect  as  the  Articles  of  the  Code,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Articles  119  and  120.

Okdrr  of  Sborbtart  of  Statb  rescindiog,  with  consent  of  Scotch  Education 
Department,  an  Ordsr  made  under  section  26  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act,  1878,  and  dated  15th  February  1879. 

Whereas  the  effect  of  the  Factoiy  and  Workshop  Act,  1878,  and  of  the  said  Order 
of  15th  February  1879,  made  under  section  26  thereof,  was  that  a  child  of  thirteen 
years  of  ago  could  not  be  lawfully  employed  as  a  young  person  in  a  factory  or  work- 
shop in  Scotland  unless  such  child  had  obtained  either  a  certificate  of  having  passed 
the  standard  of  proficiency  fixed  by  that  Order  or  a  certiticate  of  having  attained  the 
standard  of  previous  due  attendance  at  school,  likewise  fixed  by  the  same  Order. 

And  whereas  so  far  as  concerns  the  employment  of  children  of  thirteen  and  of  not 
more  than  fourteen  years  of  age  as  young  persons  in  any  factory  or  workshop  in 
Scotland,  the  effect  of  sections  6  and  7  of  the  Education  (Scotland)  Act,  1883,  is 
that,  notwithstanding  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1878,  a  certificate  of  previous 
doe  attendance  at  school  no  longer  operates  as  a  qualification  to  any  such  child  for 
such  employment,  and  that  such  child  may  not  be  so  employed  without  having 
obtained  a  certificate  of  having  passed  the  Fifth  Staudanl  prescribed  by  the  Minutes  of 
the  Scotch  Education  Department  regulating  the  administration  of  the  Parliamentary 
Grant  for  Education  in  Sicotland  for  the  year  1 883,  or  a  corresponding  standard  pre- 
scribed by  the  said  Minutes  for  any  subsequent  year.

SCHOOL  REGISTERS  AND  THE  METHOD  OF 
KEEPING  THEM. 


Circular  to  Managers  of  Schools. 

Circular  82. 

Scotch  Education  Department, 
Dover  House,  Whitehall,  London,  S.W., 
Sir,  28th  March  1887. 

Mt  Lords  i*egret  that  they  find  it  necessary  again  to  call  the 
attention  of  managers  of  schools  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  a  strict 
obAervance  of  the  enclosed  official  regulations  on  the  subject  of  regis- 
tration, which  have  been  carefully  revised  and,  in  some  important  points, 
modified. 

Her  Majesty's  Inspectors  have  been  instructed  to  give  increased 
attention  to  their  examination  of  registers,  both  at  visits  without  notice 
and  on  the  occasion  of  their  annual  inspections,  and  in  all  cases  of 
infringement  of  the  official  regulations  to  report  the  fact  to  the 
Department. 

I  am  to  inform  you,  therefore,  that  a  deduction  from  the  grant  may, 
in  fulure,  be  made  without  further  warning  in  all  cases  where  it  is 
found  either  at  a  visit  without  notice  or  at  the  annual  inspection  that 
any  of  the  enclosed  regulations  have  been  disregarded. 

Although  the  duty  of  marking  the  registers  devolves  upon  the 
teachers,  I  am  to  point  out  that  a  grave  responsibility  in  the  matter  is 
undertaken  by  managers  of  schools.  They  are  called  upon  to  sign  a 
certificate  on  the  first  page  of  Form  9  to  the  effect  that  the  school 
registers  have  been  so  kept  as  to  leave  no  doubt  respecting  the  accuracy 
of  the  entries  in  that  form  ;  they  are  further  called  upon  to  certify  on 
the  examination  schedules  that  they  have  carefully  verified  a  sufficient 
number  (taken  at  hazard)  of  the  entries  made  thei*ein  to  satisfy  them  of 
the  accuracy  of  the  return.  The  attention  of  the  managers  is  therefore 
particularly  requested  to  the  general  rules  on  page  4  of  the  enclosed 
r^ulations. 

My  Lords  would  take  this  opportunity  of  pointing  out  that  the 
provisions  of  Art.  17  (g)  of  the  Code  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfied  if 
the  various  entries  in  the  Annual  Returns  (Form  9)  do  not  faithfully 
represent  the  actual  facts  as  regards  the  r^istration  and  class- 
organisation  of  the  school,  or  the  particular  department,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

At  the  same  time,  I  am  to  request  that  teachers  may  bo  informed 
that,  whilst  all  irregularities  in  registration  may  entail  a  deduction  from 
the  grant,  very  gross  or  continued  carelessness  must,  like  any  practices 
which  imply  fraudulent  intentions,  involve  a  suspension  of  their 
certificates.

REGULATIONS. 

The  following  regulations,  which  have  been  drawn  up  for  use  in  all 
schools  claiming  annual  grants,  should  be  scrupulously  observed. 


(A.) — School  Registers. 

1 .  In  every  school  there  must  be — 
(a,^  A  register  of  admission,  progress,  and  withdrawal. 
(b.)  Registers  of  daily  attendance  for  all  scholars. 
(c)  A  register  of  summaries. 

2.  These  registers  must  (Ai*t.  34)  be  provided  by  the  managers  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  school,  so  as  to  be  the  property  of  the  school,  and  not 
in  any  sense  that  of  the  teacher.  Each  register  should  be  signed  on 
the  title  page  by  the  correspondent  for  the  school,  with  the  date  at 
which  it  was  supplied  to  the  teacher. 

3.  The  pages  of  these  registers  must  be  numbered  consecutively. 

•  ^B.) — Admission  Register. 

L  The  Admission  Register  must  be  kept  exclusively  by  the  head 
teacher,  and  made  up  at  least;  once  a  week.  Snccessive  numbers  must 
be  allotted  to  the  children  on  their  admission,  so  that  each  scholar  may 
have  his  own  number,  which  he  should  retain  throughout  his  school 
career.  This  number  must  always  be  used  to  identify  the  scholar  when 
there  are  two  or  more  children  of  the  same  name. 

2.  This  register  must  show  distinctly  for  each  scholar — 
(a.)  His  number  on  the  register, 

(i.)  The  date  of  his  admission  or  re-admission — day,  month,  and 

year, 
(f.)  His  name  in  full,  christian  and  surname. 
(d.)  The  name  and  address  of  his  parent,  or  guardian. 
(e.)  Whether  exemption  from  religious  instruction  is  claimed. 
(/.)  The  exact  date  of  the  scholar's  birth— -day,  month,  and  year. 

Note. — The  parent  isbould,  in  e^ery  ca$e  where  there  is  any  reason  whatever  for 
doubt,  be  asked  to  produce  the  registrar's  certificate  of  birth. 

(g.)  The  last  school  attended  before  entering  this  school. 

(A.)  The  highest  standard  in  which  he  was  there  presented,  and  the 

results  of  his  last  examination, 
(i.)  The  specific   subjects   in   which  he  was  presented  in  his  last 

school. 

Note. — These  particulars  should  be  ascertained  by  communication  with  the 
managers  of  his  last  school.  If  the  reply  be  fwne^  the  word  none  must  be  written  in 
the  proper  column. 

{k.)  The  precise  date  and  cause  of  leaving. 

3.  No  children  of  school  age,  5  to  H,  who  have  not  passed  Stan- 
dard V.  should  be  removed  from  the  admission  register  unless  their 
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parents  have  actu^Uy  led  the  district,  or  the  children  are  known  to  be 
attending  another  school. 

Nora. — In  every  cmse  of  prolonged  absence,  inquiry  should  be  made  as  to  the 
canse  of  the  absence ;  and  if  this  be  not  sads&ctprj,  the  case  should  be  immediately 
hrooght  under  the  notice  of  the  school  board. 

4.  When  a  scholar  returns  to  school  after  having  registei'ed  as  ^  leflt,'' 
he  mnst  be  re-entered  as  '*re-adnntted**  at  the  date  of  his  return,  but 
should  therei^r  resume  his  original  admissicm  number. 

5.  This  register  must  have  an  alphabetical  index,  the  entries  in  which 
should  be  made  at  the  same  time  as  the  principal  entries  in  the  body  of 
the  register. 

6.  There  must  be  no  blanks,  alterations,  or  erasures  ;  if  any  error 
has  been  made^  it  must  be  corrected  by  an  explanatory  note. 

KoTS. — The  note  should,  if  possible,  be  made  in  the  register.  When  this  is  not 
possible,  the  note  should  be  made  in  the  log-book,  and  a  reference  to  the  page  of 
the  log-book  entered  in  the  register. 

(C.) — Attendance  Rbgistbbs. 

1.  The  attendance  rasters  must  be  marked  every  time  that  the 
school  meets  (Art.  23  of  the  Code).  If  a  school  consists  of  more  than 
one  department,  separate  registers  must  be  kept  for  each  department. 

Nora If  on  a  wet  and  stormy  day  "very  few  children  attend,  the  managers  may 

at  their  discretion  not  open  or  commence  school ;  bat  if  the  school  is  opened  the 
registers  must  be  marked. 

2.  They  must  show  the  daily  and  weekly  attendances  of  every  scholar, 
b^inning  with  the  first  day  of  the  school  year  (Art.  13),  and  continuing 
to  the  end  of  the  same. 

3.  The  approved  time-table  must  provide  adequate  time  at  each 
meeting  of  the  school  for  marking  and  summing  the  registers.  This 
time  mnst  end  before  the  commencement  of  the  minimum  time  consti- 
tuting ^*  attendance,"  as  specified  in  Art.  23. 

4.  In  mixed  schools  the  boys  and  girls  should  be  entered  on  separate 
pages,  and  in  all  schools  it  will  be  found  convenient  to  register  sepa- 
rately : — 

(a.)  Scholars  under  3, 

{b,)  Scholars  between  3  and  7,  and 

{c.)  SchoLnrs  above  7. 

5.  On  the  outside  of  the  cover  of  each  register  should  be  legibly 
written  the  name  of  the  school  or  department  (if  the  school  consists  of 
more  than  one  department),  and  the  year,  also  the  class  to  which  it 
belongs. 

6.  There  must  be  columns  for  each  scholar's  name  in  full,  for  his 
admission  number  (see  note),  and  for  his  age. 

Note.— The  admission  number  must  be  repeated  whenever  the  scholar's  name  is 
entered  in  a  fresh  page  in  the  register. 

7.  There  must  be  columns  for  all  the  weeks  in  the  year,  each  of  which 
should  always  be  dated  at  the  head  with  the  day  and  the  month. 

8.  There  must  be  a  column  for  the  entry  at  the  close  of  each  week  of 
the  total  attendances  made  by  each  scholar  during  that  week,  and,  at  the 
end  of  the  register,  columns  to  sum  up  the  total  attendances  of  each 
scholar  during  the  year. 

9.  When  half-timers  are  numerous,  a  separate  page,  or,  if  necessary, 
a  sepacate  register,  must  be  provided  for  their  use. 

o    51936.  u 
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10.  The  register  for  each  class  may  be  marked  by  the  assistant 
teacher  or  pupil-teacher  (if  he  have  completed  his  second  year)  having 
charge  of  the  class,  but  the  head  teacher  of  the  school  or  department, 
as  the  case  may  be,  must  always  be  responsible  for  its  accuracy. 

11.  In  marking  the  attendance  registers,  the  following  rules  must  be 
observed  :— 

(a.)  At  each  meeting  of  the  school  the  registers  must  be  marked  for 
each  child,  and  the  attendances  summed  at  the  foot  of  each  page  at 
the  time  specified  for  this  purpose  on  the  approved  time-taUe. 

{b.)  All  markings  must  be  made  in  ink,  never  in  pencil  inked  over 
afterwards. 

(o.)  Presence  must  be  marked  with  a  cross,  thus  x  . 

(d.)  Absence  must  be  marked  with  an  "  O." 

(e.)  There  must  be  no  dots,  blanks,  alterations,  or  erasures  ;  if  any 
error  lias  been  made  it  must  be  corrected  by  an  explanatory  note. 

Note. — ^The  oote  should,  if  possible,  be  made  in  the  register.  When  this  is  not 
possible,  the  note  should  be  made  in  the  log-book  of  the  school  or  department,  and 
a  reference  to  the  page  of  the  log-book  entered  in  the  register. 

(/.)  When  the  first  attendance  made  by  a  scholar  does  not  coincide 

with  the  beginning  of  the  page,  the  blank  space  left  must  be 

cancelled  by  drawing  a  line  ficross  it.

(A.)  Registers  must  be  original,  and  not  copied  from  slates,  papers, 

&c,  on  pretence  of  keeping  them  clean,  or  any  other  plea, 
(t.)  The  number  of  attendances  made  by  each  scholar  during  the 

week  must  be  entered  at  the  end  of  each  week. 
(A.)  When  a  half  or  whole  holiday  occurs  a  line  should  be  drawn 

down  the  whole  length  of  the  column  or  columns. 

Note. — If  in  any  case  this  is  impossible  owing  to  the  construction  of  the  register, 
a  note  must  be  made  at  the  time  on  each  page  of  the  register  and  also  in  the  log- 
book. 

(/.)  For  longer  periods,  "holiday"  must  be  written  across  the 
columns,  and  the  precise  date  at  which  the  holiday  begins  and  ends 
must  be  noted  in  the  log-book. 

12.  At  the  foot  of  the  attendance  columns  for  each  week  must  be 
entered  : — 

(a.)  The  number  of  times  the  school  was  open,  rooming  and  after- 
noon. 

{b,)  The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  all  the  scholars  on  this 
page  of  the  register  during  the  week. 

'  (D.) — Register  op  Sdmmabies. 

1.  The  weekly  entries  of  the  attendance  of  each  class  ttiust  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  class  registers  at  the  end  of  each  week  into  appropriate 
pages  in  the  register  of  summaries,  and  the  average  attendance  of  the 
school  or  department  for  each  week  recorded  (Art.  26). 

2.  The  number  of  scholars  on  the  admission  register  must  be  recorded 
at  the  end  of  each  week. 

3.  At  the  completion  of  the  year,  the  annual  averages  for  the  whole 
school  (as  well  as  for  each  department,  if  the  school  consists  of  more

than  one  department,)  must  be  strnck  and  entered  for  bojB  and  girls 
separately : — 

(a.)  Under  3, 

(b,)  Between  3  and  7,

4.  The  register  of  summai'iefl  should  be  clear,  and  must  show  the 
results  asked  for  in  the  Managers'  Return,  Form  9. 

(E.) — General  Rules. 

1.  The  various  registers  must  be  kept  under  careful  supervision  by 
the  managers,  who  should  venfy  for  themselves  at  occasional  visits  to 
the  school  without  previous  notice  being  given  to  the  teacher,  as  a  rule 
at  leoit  once  in  each  quarter,  that  all  the  foregoing  rules  have  been  duly 
observed.  They  should  also  call  the  roll,  and  by  comparing  the  number 
of  attendances  as  summed  in  the  register  with  the  numbers  actually 
present,  see  whether  the  attendances  at  that  meeting  have  been  correctly 
entered.  On  each  of  these  occasions  a  dated  entry  should  be  made  by 
the  managers  in  the  log-book  and  on  the  registers  themselves. 

2.  All  registers,  when  filled,  should  be  put  away  and  preserved  for  at 
least  five  yewrs. 

3.  A  copy  of  these  regulations  must  be  kept  in  every  school  or 
department,  and  must  be  accessible  to  every  teacher  who  is  entrusted 
with  the  marking  of  registers  ;  and  my  Lords  recommend  that  it  be 
printed  in  extenso  in  every  register  drawn  up  for  use  in  inspected 
schools. 

The  above  rules  are  intended  for  day  schools,  but  must  be  applied  as 
&r  as  possible  to  evening  schools.

Scotch  Education  Department,

1.  Forty-five  minutes  should  generally  be  given  to  this  examination. 

2.  A  table  of  exercises,  suitable  to  be  worked  in  this  time,  is  annexed. 
The  material  require<l  for  each  is  shown.  The  exercises,  if  completed  so 
far  CLS  to  furnish  a  proper  test,  will  satisfy  the  requirements  oj  the 
examination. 

3.  It  is  desirable  that,  as  a  rule,  and  when  the  numbera  in  the  stan« 
darda  are  sufficiently  large,  the  whole  of  the  exercises  should  be  given. 
Ton  should  therefore  divide  the  scholars  in  each  standard  examined 
into  as  many  groups  (A.  B.  C,  &c.)  as  there  are  exercises  to  be  per^ 
formed,  and  assign  one  exercise  to  the  children  of  each  group.  Thus, 
for  example.  Standard  lY.  would  be  divided  into  five  groups,  and  each 
of  the  five  exercises  wfculd  be  worked  in  one  of  the  groups. 

4.  Suitable  needles,  cotton,  thimbles,  and  scissors,  if  not  given  out 
beforehand,  should  be  in  readiness  for  distribution  with  the  other  mate- 
rials, so  that  time  may  not  be  lost  at  the  examination.  Each  girl  should 
fasten  securely  together  the  different  specimens  if  the  exercise  include 
more  than  one. 

5.  If  the  specimens  are  taken  away  for  examination,  it  is  desirable  that 
at  the  close  of  the  time  allotted,  each  child's  work  should  be  folded 
separately,  the  exercises  in  each  group  tied  together,  and  the  whole 
made  up  in  standards,  and  fastened  up,  with  the  name  of  the  school 
outside. 

6.  Coloured  cottons  are  recommended  throughout.  The  object  of 
giving  two  colours  is  to  test  the  children's  knowledge  of  **  joinings  "  ; 
this  must  be  attended  to  in  all  cases. 

?•  Great  attention  should  be  paid  to  evidence  of  carefulness  in 
teaching  '^  joinings  "  and  '^  fastenings  "  on  and  off,  and  to  general  neat- 
ness of  finish. 

8.  In  cutting  out,  more  credit  should  be  given  to  correct  proportions 
and  useful  intelligent  work  than  to  elaborate  or  trimmed  paper  models. 
This  applies  more  particularly  to  the  cutting  out  that  may  be  shown  as 
part  of  the  work  of  the  year. 

9.  It  is  of  great  importance  that  teachers  of  all  grades  should  give 
evidence  of  their  power  of  teaching  needlework  by  demonstration  and 
by  the  simultaneous  method;  you  should  therefore,  whenever  practi- 
cable, call  upon  one  or  more  of  the  pupil-teachers  and  assistant  teachers 
in  each  school,  and  especially  the  certificated  assistants,  to  give  an  oral 
lesson  in  your  presence. 

10.  In  infants'  classes  the  children,  including  those  who  are  too  young 
to  work  exercises,  should  be  prepared  to  go  through  the  movements  of 
needle,  position,  and  knitting  pin  drill,  in  your  presence. 
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Pupil-teachers.

the  pupil-teachers'  knowledge  of  the  needlework  of  their  year,  in  accord-

Adverting  to  their  Lordships'  circular  letter  of  15th  January 
1886, 1  am  to  state  that  my  Lords  have  had  under  consideration  the 
arrangements  for  the  inspection  of  higher  class  schools  during  the 
present  year,  in  the  light  of  the  experience  gained  during  last  year, 
when  the  work  was  first  undertaken  by  the  Department. 

The  results  of  this  experience  will,  it  is  hoped,  enable  my  Lords  to 
adopt  certain  useful  modifications  in  the  arrangements ;  but,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  whole  subject  is  under  the  review  of  the  Committee  of 
Enquiry  now  sitting,  my  Lords  have  resolved  to  proceed  {generally  upon 
the  lines  indicated  in  their  letter  of  I5th  January  1886,  and  to  allow 
the  present  system  to  be  tested  by  the  further  experience  of  the  present 
year,  which,  as  they  anticipate  from  the  applications  before  them,  will  be 
on  an  extended  scale. 

My  Lords  are  anxious  that  the  examiners  appointed  should  not  only 
test  the  work  of  each  school  by  examination,  but  should  also,  where 
it  is  possible,  see  sometliinff  of  the  school  in  ordinary  working  order, 
and  learn  the  objects  at  miich  the  school  authorities  chiefly  aim  in  its 
organisation. 

With  this  view,  I  am  to  request  you  to  inform  my  Lords,  as  soon  as 
possible,  whethei'  inspection  is  this  year  desired  for  the  school  which 
you  represent,  and  to  furnish  the  Department  in  due  course  thereafter 
with  such  statistics  relating  to  the  school  as  were  asked  for  in  their 
Lordships'  circular  letter  of  15th  January  1886  (Circular  74). 

In  the  case  of  schools  which  were  examined  last  year  under  the 
direction  of  this  Department,  my  Lords  would  be  glad  to  consider  such 
suggestions  as  the  managers  have  to  offer  with  respect  to  any  modifica- 
tions in  the  arrangements  then  adopted.

Advbrtiko  to  the  circular  ismied  on  12th  June  last,  I  am  to  state  that 
my  Lords  have  now  had  the  opportunity  of  carefuUy  considering  the  answers 
which  that  circular  has  called  rorth,  and  are  {vepared  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  inspection  of  Higher  Class  Schools  during  the  current  year. 

As  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  arrangements  shoiild  be  completed  as  soon 
as  possible,  I  am  to  ask  you  to  give  notice,  not  latter  than  the  15th  c^  Feb- 
ruary,  whether  it  is  the  intention  of  vour  board,  or  of  the  managers  of  the 
school  which  you  represent,  to  apply  for  inspection. 

You  are  aware  that  by  sections  19  and  45  of  the  Educational  Endowments 
Act,  1882,  this  inspection  is  compulsoiy  in  the  case  of  schools  dealt  with  under 
that  Act,  the  Endowed  Institutions  (Scotland)  Act,  and  the  Endowed  Institu* 
tions  (Scotland)  Act,  1878 ;  and  that  in  such  cases  the  cost  of  the  inspection 
must  DC  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  endowment. 

In  the  case  of  higher  class  public  schools,  for  the  inspection  of  which  appli* 
cation  is  made  by  school  boards  under  section  20  of  the  Education  (Sootund) 
Act,  1878,  my  Lcmls  hope  to  be  able  to  defray  the  expense,  a  temporary  grant 
for  that  purpose  having  been  obtained. 

With  respect  to  higher  class  schools  which  do  not  fsll  within  either  of  these 
heads,  my  Lords  are  prepared  to  make  arrangements  for  their  inspection  on- 
receiving  applications  in  terms  of  section  19  of  the  Education  Act,  1878,  and 
on  learning  that  the  expenses  of  such  inspection  will  be  defrayed  by  the 
managers. 

It  is  difficult  for  my  Lords  to  give  any  exact  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such 
inspection,  as  it  must  depend  upon  many  circumstances,  such  as  the  niunber 
of  scholars,  the  extent  to  which  the  classes  are  divided,  the  variety  of  subjects 
taught,  and  the  degree  to  which  the  examination  is  to  be  individual  or  by 
olaues,  written  or  oraL  In  some  cases  the  mana^^  may  think  it  well  to 
make  other  arrangements  for  the  inspection  of  the  junior  cksses,  leaving  the 
higher  classes  alone  to  be  examined  by  the  examiners  named  by  the  Depart- 
ment. My  Lords  fear  that  the  limitea  sum  at  their  disposal  will  render  it 
necessary  to  restrict  the  inspection  of  higher  dass  public  schools  (for  which  no 
fte  is  to  be  exacted)  within  Uiese  limits. 

As  a  rule,  my  Lords  think  that  the  cost  of  the  inspection  of  a  school  with  an 
average  attendance  of  300  pupils,  with  the  usual  subjects  of  instruction,  will

'My  Lords  do,  not;  propose  at  present  to  make  permanent  appointments  to 
the  office  of  inspector  of  higher  class  schools.  Such  appointments  would  be  at 
present  premature ;  and  my  Lords  hope  to  find,  in  the  experience  of  school 
boards  and  other  managers  as  to  examiners  in  the  past,  some  guide  in  their 
own  choice  of  gentlemen  to  jB^ve  assistanoe  in  the  first  stages  of  the  new  system. 
What  arrangement  may  ultunately  be  adopted  it  is  impossible  to  say ;  but  mv 
Lords  are  unwilling  at  present  to  commit  themselves  to  any  course  which 
might  prevent  that  free  development  of  the  system  by  mature  experience  which 
they  desire.  It  will  be  their  Lordships'  object  to  secure  the  services,  as  occasion 
arises,  of  gentlemen  fully  qualified  for  the  work,  both  in  respect  of  attainment 
in  each  subject  and  experience  in  regard  to  secondary  and  higher  education. 

In  oonnexion  with  the  inspecfioiK'the  suggestion  has  been  made  that  their 
Lordships  should  issue  a  certificate,  oased  on  the  result  of  the  examination  of 
th6  highest  classes  in  these  schools,  which  wotild  serve  as  a  measure  of  the 
attainnient  fairly  to  be  expected  in  the  case  of  pupils  completing  a  course  of 
secondary  education. 

My  Lords  attach  much  importance  to  this  proposal,  which  they  find  to  be 
favourably  received  by  all  those  most  interested  in  the  state  of  higher  eduoa* 
tion  in  Scotland,  and  which,  if  adopted,  might  serve  to  mark  the  line  dividing 
the  sphere  of  such  higher  schools  from  that  of  the  universities.  It  would,  of 
course,  be  necessarjr  to  five  considerable  freedom  of  choice  as  to  subjects ;  but 
the  examination  might  be  so  arranged  as  to  cover  generally  the  subjects  of  the 
arts'  course  in  the  Scotch  universities,  with  modem  languages,  history,  and 
science  as  additional  subjects  of  choice. 

Before  the  standard  for  a  certi&cate  and  its  relation  to  the  curriculum  of 
each  school  can  be  definitely  fixed,  it  would  be  necessary  tibat  the  matter  be 
carefully  considered  by  the  Department  in  communication  with  those  who 
have  most  experience  in  regard  to  such  schools. 

Should  inspection  be  desired  for  the  school  which  you  represent,  I  am  to  ask 
you  to  state  the  average  number  of  pupils  at  the  school,  the  subjects  of  in- 
struction, and  the  division  of  the  classes  or  forms,  and  to  send  a  copy  of  the 
time-table  as  arranged  for  each  part  of  the  school,  with  the  names  of  the  text 
books  used.  I  am  also  to  inquire  whether  it  has  been  usual  to  have  a  report 
upon  the  whole  school  from  outside  examiners,  or  only  on  the  highest  ch^es ; 
whether  one  or  itiore  examiners  have  been  employed ;  Whether  any  prises  or 
certificates  are  awarded  on  the  result  of  individual  examination ;  and  to  what 
extent  the  inspection  (if  previously  customary)  h^s  been  carried  out  orally  or 
by  written  papers,  and  in  the  latter  case  whether  the  examination  has  been 
confined  to  certain  speoifiisd  books,  or  has  aimed  at  testing  the  general  know- 
ledge of  each  subject  possessed  by  the  pupils. 

It  would  be  well  to  state  generallv  what  arrangements  the  managers  have 
hitherto  made  for  the  infection,  and  if  the  previous  reports  have  been  printed, 
my  Lords  would  be  glad  to  have  copies,  and  also  to  know  whether  any  part  of 
the  school  is,  or  is  to  be>  examined  in  connection  with  the  Science  and  Art 
Department. 

I  am  to  request  you  also  to  state  the  period  of  the  year  within  which  it 
would  be  convenient  that  the  inspection  should  take  place.

My  Ix>nls  attach  much  importance  to  the  report  of  the  indiyidual 
results  of  the  written  examination  in  the  hi^er  classes ;  and  while  thej 
desu^e  to  have  your  view  as  to  the  general  effidencj  of  any  school  in  the 
examination  of  which  you  take  part,  they  would  also  ho  glad  to  have  a 
statement  of  marks  assigned  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  lugher  scholars,

My  Loedb, 

In  accorcUnce  with  the  pemiission  given  me,  I  have  made  this 
year  an  experiment  on  a  somewhat  hurge  scale  in  order  to  test  the 
possibility  of  institating  a  general  leaving  examination  for  secondary 
schods  in  Scotland.  The  result  of  this  experiment  has  proved  both 
interesting  and  important.  It  has  shown  clearly,  to  me  at  least,  that,  so 
far  as  mathematics  is  concerned,  the  institution  of  a  leaving  examination 
will  be  attended  with  no  great  difficulty,  uid  probably  with  much 
advantage  to  our  secondary  schools. 

In  order  to  make  clear  the  reasons  for  the  course  which  I  ultimately 
^followed,  it  will  be   necessary  that  I  should  state  briefly  my  ideas 
r^arding  the  object  and  advanta^  of  a  leaving  examination. 

Ferhaps  the  most  important  object  of  a  leaving  ezamioation  is  to  set 
a  minimum  standard  for  the  highest  work  of  the  secondary  schools,  and 
to  mark,  to  some  extent,  the  boundary  between  their  province  and  that 
of  the  universities.  This  standard  must  be  so  high  as  not  to  discourage 
progress  in  our  best  equipped  schools,  and  yet  not  so  high  as  to  snuff 
out  the  too  many  schools  in  Scotland  that  are  as  yet  inadequately 
equipped  to  meet  modem  requirements.  Some  have  thought  that  an 
entrance  examination  conducted  at  the  universities  would  better  answer 
the  above  object.  My  experience  has  taught  me  another  lesson.  I 
believe  that  the  force  of  circumstances  would  speedily  lower  the  standard 
in  any  university  entrance  examination,  not  merely  to  the  level  of  our 
poorest  secondary  schools,  but  lower  still,  viz.,  to  the  level  of  the  teaching 
of  special  subjects  in  the  primary  schools,  many  of  which  are  at  present 
actually  doing  the  work  of  secondary  sdiools  in  large  towns  where,  if 
our  educatio^  machinery  were  properly  co-ordinated,  there  is  no  need 
for  them  to  undertake  any  such  function.  To  stereotype  by  official 
sanction  any  such  standard  for  university  entrants  would  be  disastrous, 
not  only  for  secondary  schools  properly  so  caUed,  but,  in  the  end,  for 
ihe  universities  themselves. 

C>ne  of  the  chief  advantages  (I  cannot  without  unduly  swelling  this 
report  allude  to  all)  of  a  leaving  examination  would  be  that  it  would 
lighten  considerably  an  unnecessary  burden  which  at  present  oppresses 
the  secondary  school.  In  the  same  school  there  may  be  pupils  preparing 
for  the  university  entrance^  for  a  three  years'  course,  for  the  medical 
preliminary  examination,  for  the  actuarial  first  examination,  &c.  Each 
of  these  examinations  has  a  standard  of  its  own,  and  very  often  also  set 
subjects  peculiar  to  itself.  Hence  arises  a  great  waste  of  the  teacher's 
time  and  much  interference  with  the  proper  organisation  of  the  school. 
I  believe  that  if  a  leaving  examination  were  instituted  and  conducted 
under  State  auspices  with  proper  guarantees  of  impartiality,  all  the 
various  bodies  concerned  with  the  above  examinations  would  accepti 
pro  tantOy  certificates  of  passes  in  the  subjects  of  that  examination  ;  and 
thus  the  need  for  separate  preparation,  not  to  speak  of  separate  exami- 
nation, would  cease. 

There  is  universal  agreement  in  Scotland  that  pupils  from  the  highest 
class  of  a  well-conducted  secondary  school  ought  to  be  able  to  enter  on 
a  three  years'  course  at  the  university.  This  at  once  settles  the  highest 
standard  for  the  leaving  examination;  the  minimum  in  each  subjeet 
must  be  sufficient  to  justify  exemption  from  the  work  of  the  junior 
university  alasses  as  usually  arranged.    With  the  exception  of  the  arith 
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metic  paper,  which  was  supposed  to  be  taken  by  all  the  examinees,  the 
papers  pecoHar  to  this  standard  are  marked  I.  My  experi^ice  led  me 
to  think,  and  the  result  proved  that  I  igras  righti  that  some  of  the 
schools  in  my  group  could  present  very  few  pupils  fit  to  pass  the 
standard  just  mentioned.  Moreover,  the  standard  of  the  medical  pre- 
liminary examination  is,  I  regret  to  say,  very  far  behind  the  standard 
for  the  three  years*  course.  I  was,  therefore,  led  to  fix  i^  additional 
lower  standard,  the  papers  belonging  to  which  I  marked  II. 

The  next  point  was  to  settle  how  to  meet  the  varying  professions  of 
the  schools.  The  circumstances  this  year  were  the  most  unfavourable 
that  could  be  imagined ;  for  no  notice  whatever  had  been  given  to  the 
schools  that  any  common  examination  was  intended.  I  found,  how- 
ever, on  looking  over  the  professions,  that  most  of  the  schools  that  came 
near  Standard  I.  had  somewhat  exceeded  the  limits  it  supposes.  I^ 
therefore,  set  eight  questions  within  those  limits,  and,  to  give  scope  for* 
those  who  had  gone  beyond,  I  added  four  questions  to  be  taken  either 
alternatively  or  in  addition.  A  similar  arrangement  was  made  in  the 
papers  of  Standard  11.  to  meet  the  cases  where  Euclid,  Books  L  and  II. 
on  the  one  hand,  or  Euclid,  Books  I.  and  HI.  on  the  other  had  been  pro- 
fessed, and  other  diversities  of  the  like  description.  The  pupils  were 
thus  set  down  to  a  long  paper  with  plenty  of  questions  to  choose  from. 
Somewhere  about  seven  of  the  questions,  fully  answered,  would  have 
secured  100  per  cent. ;  so  that  a  well-trained  clever  pupU  might  have 
got — ^in  fact,  several  did  get — over  100  per  cent.  I  took  30  per  cent, 
as  the  pass  standard.  With  regard  to  the  difficulty  of  the  ques^ 
tions,  I  have  to  point  out  that  only  a  part  of  each  question  could  be 
strictly  called  bookwork,  i.^.,  was  such  as  could  be  answered  by  rote. 
A  pupil  who  knew  his  bookwork  exceedingly  well,  and  nothing  else, 
might  have  passed,  but  he  would  have  done  Uttle  more.  It  is  necessary 
to  point  this  out,  because  comparisons  have  been,  or  are  likely  to  be, 
made  between  the  number  of  passes  obtained  on  my  papers  and  the 
number  of  passes  obtained  in  Fpecial  subjects  at  the  primary  schoolsi 
and  in  kindred  examinations.  I  have  procured  specimens  of  the  que3»> 
tions  set  in  these'  examinations,  and  in  the  examinations  of  pupil- 
teachers  by  primary  school  inspectors'  and  others,  and  must  say,  once 
and  for  aU,  that  no  comparison  is  possible.  The  only  case  where  there 
is  any  approximation  to  a  sufficient  university  standard  in  any  of  ^the 
latter  class  of  examinations  is  in  arithmetic.  In  aritbmedc,  for  various 
reasons,  I  am  not  clear  how  the  matter  stands,  and  should  much  like  to 
have  the  opportunity  of  setting  to  a  primary  school  a  paper  such  as  I 
set  to  my  group  this  year,  to  see  how  they  would  stand  fire.  It  is  of 
course  no  business  of  mine  to  criticise  the  standards  in  specific  subjects. 
All  that  I  here  insist  upon  is  that  they  are  insufficient  for  university 
purposes ;  and  [of  this  I  have^  unhappily,  other  evidence  in  my  ex- 
perience of  junior  class  students  at  the  university  who  have  come  up 
with  no  better  qualification  than  the  passing  of  these  standards. 

A  number  of  papers  were  set  in  special  subjects  which  would  not  be 
compulsoiy  in  any  leaving  examination  under  present  education  circum- 
stances, such  as  geometrical  conies,  analytical  geometry,  and  differential 
calculus ;  these  were  taken  up  by  a  very  sm^  number  of  pupils,  and 
need  not  be  considered  here. 

Along  with  this  report  I  have  sent  separate  reports  in  detail  for  each  of 
the  12  schools  examined  by  me,  which  contain  the  results  obtained  in  the 
examination  above  described,  and  also  the  results  of  the  oral  e;camination 
where  there  was  one.  It  was  originally  my  intention  to  ask  my  Lords 
to  publish  and  circulate  the  per-centi^es  obtained  by  all  the  schools, 
together  with  a  specimen  list  of  pupus  who  might  be  held  to  have 
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pamed  mr  experimental  leaving  examination.  For  several  re  asons  I 
now  thinK  that  this  would  be  anadvisable.  As  I  have  said,  no  notice 
had  been  given'  of  the  common  examination,  and  no  opportunity  riven 
to  the  schools  to  adapt  themselves  to  its  conditions.  Some  of  the 
schools  were  examined  nearer  the  end  of  their  school  year  than  others. 
In  some  cases  the  pupils  took  all  the  papers  ci  a  particular  standard^  in 
others  they  did  not.  In  several  cases  the  roasters,  misled  probably  by 
the  low  standards  in  **  specific  subjects,**  and  in  Hke  examinations,  had 
sent  in  pupils  for  papers  above  their  capacity.  The  basb  for  an  adso- 
huely  strict  comparison  of  the  schools  does  not  therefore  exist.  The 
principal  end  which  I  had  in  view  will  be  gained  if  my  Lords  will 
consent  to  publish  and  circulate  the  two  tables  which  accompany  this 
general  report,  giving  the  per-centages  obtained  by  all  the  pupils  sent 
up  by  the  two  best  schools  in  my  group.  It  will  be  seen  that  both 
these  schools  have  had  no  difficulty  in  reaching  the  standard  whidi  I 
set  in  my  model  leaving  examination.  It  is  of  importance  to  remaiic 
that  these  schools  happen  to  be  types  of  two  very  diffsrent  kinds  of 
secondary  school.  The  Glasgow  Academy  is  managed  by  a  private 
company  ;  the  Glasgow  High  Sdiool  is  under  the  school  board.  The 
Academy  draws  its  pupils  mainly,  I  believe,  from  the  upper  middle 
ekkss,  and  the  number  of  pupils  in  each  class  is  not  large  ;  the  High  School 
draws  its  pupils  from  a  greater  variety  of  sources  ;  many  of  them  come 
from  country  schools,  and  stay  in  the  high  school  only  for  a  year  or  two. 
The  Academy  is  organised  throughout  on  a  literary  basis  ;  whereas  the 
High  School,  if  1  understand  its  very  complicated  organisation  right,  is 
organised  in  more  or  lees  independent  departments,  the  large  number  of 
pt^yfls  being  dealt  with  W  means  of  a  numerous  staff  and  much  sub- 
division of  class  work.  Seeing  that  two  schools,  so  diversely  consti- 
tuted, have  been  able  without  difficulty  to  reach,  and  in  some  respects 
surpass,  the  standards  which  I  fixed,  there  is  an  end  of  the  contention 
wit^  which  I  was  occasionidly  met,  that  I  had  set  my  papers  too  hard ; 
had,  in  short,  fixed  a  **  dream-standard  **  not  to  be  reached  by  waking 
mortals.  Several  of  my  12  schools  did  very  fairly,  although  none  so 
well  as  the  two  just  mentioned.  Some  fell  very  far  short  indeed.  All 
of  which  my  experience  of  9  or  10  years  back  had  led  me  to  foresee. 

It  remains  now  for  the  governing  bodies,  the  teachers,  and  the  parents 
of  pupils  in  those  schools,  who  have  learned,  by  comparing  their  own 
reports  with  those  appended  to  this  report,  that  they  have  fallen  more  or 
less  short  of  the  standard  reached  by  their  neighbours,  to  take  counsel 
together  how  their  shortcoming  is  to  be  rem^ed.  A  faUure  in  the 
general  efficiency  of  a  school,  whough  it  mav  be  discovered  by  a  com- 
parative inspection,  cannot  be  at  once  definitely  brought  home  to  its 
immediate  cause ;  it  may  arise  from  want  of  endowment  or  equipment, 
want  of  business  capacity  and  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the  governing 
body,  inefficiency  in  the  teachers,  antiquated -methods  of  instruction^ 
defect  of  organisation  in  the  school,  e,g.y  a  badly  arranged  time-table, 
hodty  of  dis^pline,  or  want  of  interest  in  the  higher  education  among 
the  parents  in  the  school  district.  Wherever  any  defect  in  a  schod 
was  made  ^apparent,  either  by  the  written  or  by  the  oral  examination, 
or  by  an  inspection  of  the  buildings  and  school  apparatus,  I  have  not 
hesitated  to  state  it  plainly ;  although  I  have  refrained  in  general  from 
trying  to  lay  the  blame  on  any  one  in  particular,  lest  I  should  rashly  do 
an  injustice.  I  trust  that  those  concerned,  whether  teachers,  governing 
bodies,  or  others,  will  listen  with  patience  to  my  criticisms,  believing 
that  I  have  given  them  my  most  careful  consideration,  and  that  I  have 
spoken  neither  lightly  nor  without  experience.  The  time  has  arrived 
for  plain  speaking  regarding  our  system  of  secondary  education.    Tear 
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by  year,  since  the  re-organisation  of  the  English  schools  under  the 
Charity  Commission^  my  experience  as  an  examiner  in  Scotland  has 
forced  more  and  more  upon  me  the  unwelcome  conclusion  that,  with  a 
few  exceptions  here  and  there,  we  have  been  falling  behind  in  higher 
education  properly  so*called.  One  of  the  results  I  expect  from  a  leaving 
examination  is  that  it  will,  if  judiciously  instituted,  so  as  to  combine  a 
proper  comparison  of  the  schools  with  due  individual  freedom,  prove  a 
lever  for  the  elevation  of  the  majority  to  the  standard  at  present  attained 
by  a  small  minority.  In  this  connection  I  may  quote  a  remark  made  to 
me  by  the  sagacious  and  enlightened  chairman  of  the  school  board  of 
Dunfermline  :  *^  We  have  been  doing,  as  we  think^  very  well  here ;  but 
"  it  would  be  good  for  us  to  see  what  our  neighbours  have  done.  Such 
<^  an  examination  as  you  speak  of  would  let  us  see  whom  we  have 
'*  surpassed  and  whom  we  have  still  to  overtake." 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  thank  the  officials  of  the  Scotch  Education 
Department,  the  various  school  board  officials  and  members  of  governing 
bodies,  and  the  teachers  of  the  various  schools,  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation, without  which  the  fSedlnre  of  my  experiment  would  have  been 
Assured.  The  work  was  new  to  all  of  us,  and  there  were  some  hitches 
which  would  not  occur  another  time  if  more  notice  of  the  manoeuvre 
were  given.  As  regards  my  own  share  of  the  work,  the  written  exami- 
nation involved  the  correcting  of  over  1,650  papers ;  part  of  this  work 
liad,  at  the  last  moment,  to  be  delegated  to  my  assistant,  Mr.  R.  E. 
Allardice,  in  whose  experience  and  judgment  I  could  perfectly  confide. 
I  shall  not  grudge  the  labour  that  this  experiment  has  cost  me,  if  it  help 
to  convince  your  Lordships  that  a  leaving  examination  for  our  Scottish 
.schools  is,  as  I  think  it,  a  possible  and  likely  to  be  a  profitable  thing.

My  Lords,  Edinburgh,  March  1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  present  to  your  Lordships  my  third  report  Introduction, 
on  the  Southern  Division  of  Scotland.  Since  the  date  of  my  last  report 
the  metropolitan  district  has  been  divided,  and  Mr.  Stewart  has  been 
transferred  from  Banffshire  to  the  new  district,  comprising  the  county  of 
Haddington,  the  landward  part  of  the  county  of  Edinburgh,  and  the 
town  of  Leith,  while  I  retain  the  city  of  Edinburgh  and  the  county  of 
Linlithgow.  By  this  arrangement  the  work  of  this  large  and  important 
district  is  more  thoroughly  and  efficiently  carried  on,  while  I  benefit 
by  the  cordial  co-operation  of  another  accomplished  and  experienced 
colleague. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  may  observe  that  it  is  unnecessary  to 
comment  upon  certain  defects  in  the  state  of  the  instruction  which  are 
likely  to  be  met  by  the  provisions  of  the  new  Code,  which  comes  into 
operation  in  April.  Effect  has  now  been  given  to  many  of  the  irugges- 
tions  which  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  made  in  previous  reports,  and 
it  is  superfluous  to  animadvert  upon  certain  features  of  the  school-work, 
which  will  doubtless  be  considerably  modified  by  the  operation  of  the 
new  regulations. 

I  propose,  however,  to  follow  the  order,  which  I  have  observed  in 
previous  reports,  and  to  make  such  observations  as  naturally  arise  from 
a  careful  consideration  of  the  existing  conditions  of  school-work — 
exhibited  in  the  valuablo  and  suggestive  reports  of  my  colleagues — as 
compared  with  the  conditions  which  will  be  established  by  the  various 
regulations  so  soon  to  take  effect. 

The  points  which,  in  accordance  with  my  instructions,  I  purpose  to  Poiuts  taken 
take  up  in  this  report  are  necessarily  those  which  I  have  already  treated  up  in  this 
in  detail  in  my  previous  divisional  reports.  report. 

Supply. 

Except  in  the  case  of  Edinburgh  and  Leith,  I  am  not  aware  of  any  Supply  suffi- 
serioos  deficiency  of  school  accommodation  in  the  Southern  Division,  cieni  except  in 
In  the  rural  districts  the  population  has,  as  a  rule,  diminished  of  recent  Edinburgh  and 
years,  and  the  supply  of  school  places  is,  therefore,  quite  sufficient  for 
the  scholars  in  ordinary  attendimce.     Here  and  there,  it  is  true,  the 
buildings  are  not  all  that  one  could  wish.     They  are  sometimes  old,  and 
have  been  added  to,  from  time  to  time,  to  meet  occasional  and  pressing 
needs,  the  furniture  and  apparatus  are  barely  up  to  the  requirements  of 
the  day,  and  many  little  conveniences  of  modern  school-life  are  wanting. 
But  still  they  are  sufficient  for  the  immediate  wants  of  the  localities,  and 
it  would  be  injudicious,  in  present  circumstances,   to   do  more   than 
merely  to  point  out  the  deficiencies  and  wait  for  a  more  convenient 
season  to  get  them  supplied. 

In  Edinburgh  the  supply  of  school  accommodation  does  not  so  much  School  ac- 
fall  short  of  the  demand  as  it  does  in  its  distribution,  &c.

districts  of  tb©  city  have  grown,  and  are  growing,  bo  rapidly,  that  the 
school  board  find  the  greatest  difficulty  in  making  the  school  supply  keep 
pace  with  the  population.  Again,  there  are  certain  classes  of  schools,  such 
as  the  Episcopal  and  the  Roman  Catholic,  which,  practically  speaking, 
are  only  available  for  the  children  of  these  denominations,  and  cannot, 
therefore,  be  reckoned  as  forming  part  of  the  statutory  school  supply  to 
be  provided  by  the  school  board.  There  are,  in  these  schools,  it  is  true, 
a  certain  number  of  vacant  places,  but  the  school  board  cannot  force 
neglected  children  to  be  sent  there.  The  districts  of  the  city  in  which 
the  school  board  find  the  greatest  pressure  from  want  of  adequate 
accommodation  are  Stockbridge,  Leith  Walk,  Bristo,  Causewayside, 
and  Dairy.     On  this  subject  the  clerk  of  the  board  remarks  : — 

"  Within  the  last  yeaar  or  two,  the  board  have  so  far  met  the  pressure  by  the  erec- 
tion of  South  Bridge  School,  and  the  enlargement  of  Leith  Walk  and  Causewayside 
Schools.  It  was  thought  that  by  enlarging  Leith  Walk  School  to  the  extent  of  about 
440  places,  calculated  at  9  and  1 0  square  feet  per  pupil,  that  no  more  accommodation 
would  be  required  for  a  few  years  to  come,  but  so  rapidly  has  the  population  in  the 
district  increased  that  the  school  is  already  filled  up.** 

The  Heriot  Schools,  recently  taken  over  by  the  school  board,  were 
12  in  number.  But  Heriot  Bridge  and  Victoria  Street  Schools  have 
been  closed,  and  the  board  have  only  agreed  to  purchase  three  of  the 
remainder,  viz.,  St.  Bernard's,  Eegent  Street,  and  Davie  Street.  These 
schools,  as  soon  as  circumstances  will  permit,  are  to"  be  enlarged  and 
otherwise  adapted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Scotch  Education 
Department ;  but  the  other  (seven)  Heriot  Schools  are  only  to  be  kept 
up  until  the  board  can  provide  other  and  better  accommodation  for  the 
children.  They  are  all  more  or  less  unsuitable  for  school  purposes,  and 
could  not,  under  any  circumstances,  be  made  to  meet  the  ordinary 
requirements  of  the  Education  Department  in  regard  to  offices,  play- 
grounds, &c. 

Still  further  to  meet  the  daily  growing  demand  for  accommodation,  the 
board  have  acquired  eligible  sites  in  East  London  Street,  Torphichen 
Street,  and  Castle  Hill.  These  schools  will  furnish  about  2,800  school 
places,  and  when  to  this  number  are  added  the  1,236  places  in  Milton 
House  School,  which  will  be  opened  in  September  next,  4,035  school 
places  will  have  been  added  to  the  school  supply  of  the  city.  But  t^is 
is  not  all.  The  board,  I  am  informed,  intend  to  erect  a  large  school  in 
the  populous  and  growing  suburb  of  Morningside  to  accommodate  about 
1,200  children.  It  is  further  proposed  that  this  school  should  be  of  the 
better  class, — ^higher  even  than  Warrender  Park, — while  the  schools  in 
Torphichen  Street  and  East  London  Bead  will  probably  be  of  the  same 
class,  as  regards  fees,  &c.,  as  Warrender  Park.  Many  people,  it  is  now 
found,  are  anxious  to  send  their  children  to  a  higher  grade  of  school, 
for  the  superior  advantages  of  which  they  are  quite  willing  to  pay  a 
higher  fee. 

With  these  large  and  important  additions  the  school  supply  of  Gdin* 
burgh  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  quite  sufficient  to  meet  the  present 
wants  of  the  population.  But  this  is  a  matter  that  reqiures  continual 
watching,  as  the  statement  of  gross  accommodation  is  misleading,  when 
it  refers  to  a  large  area,  or  to  the  ever-changing  population  of  a  large  city 
like  Edinburgh. 

As  regards  the  school  supply  of  his  district,  but  more  especially  of 
Leith,  I  will  allow  Mr.  Stewart  to  state  his  own  case. 

"  My  report  on  this  suhject  must  necessarily  he  imperfect,  as  I  have  only  visited 
about  one  half  of  my  schools.  Even  in  these  a  good  deal  remains  to  he  done.  Some 
of  the  buildings  are  objectionable.  They  have  been  added  to  from  time  to  time,  and, 
in  many  cases,  afford  anything  but  a  satisfactory  pennanent  provisfon.   As  regards 
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Leith,  I  visited  ail  the  schools,  collected  statistics,  met  ^e  school  board,  and  sent  a 
fall  report  to  my  Lords.  On  a  subsequent  occasion,  in  company  with  the  conren^r 
and  th^  board^s  architect,  I  visited  two  proposed  sites,  and  urged  strongly  that  they 
should  be  acquired  by  the  board.  I  recently  wrote  to  the  clerk,  asking  him  to  state 
to  me  how  matters  stood  at  present,  and  I  extract  the  following  from  his  reply  : — 

'"  I  beg  to  inform  you  (1)  that  when  Lochend  Boad  School  is  opened  in  the 
spring  of  next  year,  there  will  be  additional  accommodation  for  1,559  children ;  (S) 
that  plans  have  been  appit)vedby  the  Department  for  adding  915  places  to  Yard- 
heads  School ;  and  (3)  that  ground  is  now  being  acquired  at  Couper  Street  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  school  on  the  north  side  of  the  town.  Estimates  will  shortly  be 
obtained  for  the  extension  of  Tardheads  SchooL' 

"  A  farther  dtffieuUy  occurs  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Bell's  schools  in  Leith.  There  are  pr.  Bell's 
two  of  these.  In  No.  1  there  is  room  for  630  children,  and  the  average  attendance,  schools, 
for  the  week  before  I  visited  the  school,  was  925 1  In  No.  2  there  are  places  for  300, 
and  the  average  attendance  for  February  was  458,  and  for  March  468,  with  566  on 
the  roll.  These  schools  are  not  under  inspection,  and  there  is  no  guarantee  that 
they  are  efficiently  taught  I  do  not  mean  to  suggest  that  they  are  not,  as  I  have  no 
means  of  judging,  but  with  such  overcrowding,  want  of  proper  edoeational  appliances, 
and  absence  of  any  regalating  examinations,  it  would  be  strange  indeed  if  education 
did  not  suffer,  while  the  objectionable  premises  must  tend  to  impair  the  physical  and 
mental  health  both  of  children  and  teachers.  It  would  be  most  desirable  that  the 
schools  should  come  under  the  management  of  the  school  board  as  soon  as 
possible." 

Attendance. 

I  regret  that  1  cannot  report  the  further  improvement  that  was  needed  Further  im- 
in  the  matter  of-*  regularity  of  attendance.     Although  the  compulsory  provement 
officer,  generally  speaking,  continues  to  do  his  duty,  and  no  doubt  handiB  ^eqmred. 
in  statedly  a  list  of  defaulters  to  his  board,  the  statistics  of  the  average 
attendance,  as  compared  with  those  of  the  number  on  the  rolls,  and  the 
number  present  at  inspections,  indicate  that,  during  the  past  year,  a 
distinct  falling  off  has  taken  place  in  this  respect.    While  there  are  more 
children  nominally  at  school,  irregularity  of  attendance  is  moreprevalenti 
especially  in  the  rural  districts.     Making  every  allowance,  therefore, 
for  the  difficulty  of  securing  early  and  regular  attendance  in  pastoral 
and  other  outlying  districts,  it  is  evident  that  not  a  few  boards  must  Compolsorv 
have  allowed  their  compulsory  powers  to  fall  into  abeyance,  and  virtu-  clause  badly 
ally  to  become  a  dead  letter.     Again,  the  abnormally  small  number  of  ^^"®"- 
children  under  seven  found  in  our  schools  is  a  further  evidence  of  this  Attendance 
laxity  on  the  part  of  school  boards.     A  feeling  is  no  doubt  widely  of  children 
diffused  in  Scotland   that  young  children  are  better  at  home,  but  it  is  ^^^^fj!^^^ 
clearly  the  duty  of  the  school  board,  acting  through  its  executive  officer,  "'^***     *°   ^' 
to  use  every  endeavour  to  counteract,  if  they  cannot  eradicate,  such  an 
erroneous  and  mistaken  impression. 

On  this  subject  Mr.  Walker  reports : —  Mr.  Walker. 

"  There  is  still  much  to  be  desired  on  the  score  of  regularity  of  attendance  both  in 
town  and  country.  I  still  come  across  many  children,  who  up  to  the  age  of  eight, 
nine,  or  ten,  seem  to  have  been  able  to  evade  the  provisions  oi  the  Bdncation  Act" 

Mr.  Scougnl  reports : —  Mr.  Scougal. 

'*  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  in  not  a  few  of  the  country  parishes  no  real 
attempt  at  all  is  made  to  work  the  compulsory  clauses  of  the  Education  Acts ;  not, 
by  any  means,  because  there  is  no  need  for  working  them,  but  simply  because,  in  too 
many  cases,  members  of  rural  boards  either  take  no  care  about  the  matter,  or  else 
are  from  self-interest  desirous  that  these  clauses  should  not  be  worked.  In  the 
manufacturing  towns  of  my  district,  the  state  of  things  has  hitherto  been  distinctly 
better.  But  it  is  not  encouraging  to  find,  in  January  1887,  the  chairman  of  the 
school  board  of  the  largest  of  these  towns  saying  at  a  board  meeting,  in  defence  of 
the  policy  and  procedure  he  had  adopted  in  re^eurd  to  school  attendance,  that '  he 

*  would  never  be  a  consenting  party  to  the  prosecution  of  parents  whose  children  had 

*  passed  in  ttco  subjects  in  standard  V,*  and  the  leading  local  paper  m  its  comments 
on  the  discussion,  after  pointing  out  that  the  young  in  this  town  *  have  opportuni- 
'  ties  for  earning  a  wage  at  an  early  age  which  few  towns  possess/  arguing  thus:— 
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*  Looking  to  that,  it  would  be  downright  oppression,  it  would  be  a  crying  ^ame,  if 
'  members  of  a  school  board  stood  in  the  way  of  parents  seeking  to  supplement  their 

*  income — scanty  it  may  be — ^by  the  help  of  their  progeny.     .      .     On  the  whole, 

*  the  board  will  exercise  a  wise  discretion — and  that  discretion  ought  to  be  within 

*  its  power  if  it  insists  on  *  elementary  education  *  only  when  '  elementary  education ' 
'  has  not  been  secured.    To  say  that  parents  should  force  their  children  to  school, 

*  because  the  *  average  attendance '  is  bad,  is  simply  interfering  with  parental  liberty, 

*  and  will  serve  no  good  purpose/ 

**  Little  good  purpose  would  be  served  by  entering  hero  into  any  argument  to  show 
how  fiir  this  line  of  thought  is  from  true  insight  intot  he  highest  duties  of  the  parents, 
the  best  interests  of  the  children,  or  the  proper  aim  of  even  elementary  education 
work.  But  it  is,  I  fear,  only  too  true  a  si^  of  the  fact  that,  among  an  increasingly 
large  class  of  the  parentage  of,  at  least,  tms  part  of  Scotland,  the  seal  for  the  educa- 
tion of  their  children  is  not  what  it  once  was.  There  is  now  &?  too  much  eagerness 
and  hurry  to  turn  the  children  as  quickly  as  possible  into  mere  wage-earning 
machines. 

"The  provisions  of  our  new  Code  (1886)  will  be  of  service  in  bringing  more 
forcibly  home  to  school  boards  the  need  for  their  giving  greater  heed  to  the  securing 
of  regularity  of  attendance.  The  fbller  requirements  of  that  Code,  its  wider  use  of  the 

*  average  attendance '  as  a  basis  for  the  calculation  of  ^rant,  its  larger  recognition  of 
the  principle  of  payment  for  classes  instead  of  for  individuals,  will  all  tend  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of  regular  attendance.  For  although  an  individual  child 
may,  in  spite  of  much  irregularity,  manage  to  squeeze  through  for  a  bare  '  pass,'  it 
is  certain  that  no  class  can  attain  the  highest  results  under  examination,  unless  the 
attendance  ojf  its  members  has  been  so  steady  as  to  secure  its  having  been  taught  and 
worked,  from  the  beginning  of  the  session  to  the  end,  as  one  well-knit  whole.  A 
di£ference  in  grant  of  several  shillings  a  head  upon  a  considerable  average  attendance 
may,  in  all  probability,  under  the  new  Code,  depend,  in  a  great  measure,  on  the 
regularity  with  which  the  scholars  have    attended  throughout  the  year ;  and  the 

*  average  attendance '  itself,  upon  which  the  grant  is  calculated,  must,  as  a  matter 
of  coarse,  rise  in  proportion  to  regularity." 

I  agree  with  Mr.  Scougal  in  his  remarks  on  the  prospective  action  of 
the  new  Code.  School  boards  will,  therefore,  do  well  to  take  time  by 
'  the  forelock  and  use  every  means  in  their  power  to  secure  greater  regu- 
larity of  attendance  before  the  want  of  it  has  caused  any  serious  diminu- 
tion in  the  earnings  of  the  school.  Besides,  there  is  no  way  in  which 
they  can  more  effectively  aid  nnd  encourage  the  teacher  than  by  giving 
earnest  attention  to  this  most  important  matter  of  regularity  of  atten- 
dance. 
Mr.  Stewart,  Mr.  Stewart  reports  : — 

'*  The  sore  of  irregular  attendance  has  not  yet  been  healed.  The  hardships  are 
different  from  those  to  which  I  have  been  accustomed  in  the  north,  but  are  no  less 
serious.  Setting  aside  the  certainty  of  bad  weather,  the  probability  of  ordinary 
ailments,  and  toe  possibility  of  epidemics,  I  find  that  the  carrot,  strawberry,  and 
potato  crops  demand  the  aid  of  young  hands  to  ^ther  them.  One  or  two  school 
boards  have  allowed  parents  to  withdraw  their  children  for  such  occupations,  on  the 
understanding  that  the  children  will  be  sent  very  regularly  to  school  during  the  rest 
of  the  year.  But  this  is  just  the  time,  in  the  case  of  many  schools,  when  regular 
attendance  is  most  important,  in  view  of  the  coming  examination. 

**  Last  week  I  visited  two  schools  and  found  the  registers  not  marked,  because,  in 
consequence  of  a  heavy  rainfall,  not  half  of  the  children  were  present.  A  few  days 
before,  I  found  that  a  large  number  of  children  were  absent  from  two  other  schools, 
being  engaged  in  potato-lifting ;  and  to-day  (1st  November)  I  visited  a  school  where 
36  were  absent  owing  to  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever. 

**  One  scarcely  knows  what  to  advise  or  suggest  in  such  cases." 

Methods  and  Results  of  Instbuction. 

Beading.  On  the  subject  of  reading  I  have  to  repeat  complaints  frequently  made 

in  previous  reports.  So  iar  as  mere  pass-work  goes,  the  reading  in  the 
Southern  Division  is  not  unsatisfactory  ;  but  it  is  to  be  remembered  that 
a  puss  mark  does  not  indicate,  even  in  the  higher  standards,  that  the 
reading  is  spirited  and  expressive.    It  is  in  these  respects  that  I  have 
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to  complain  of  it.  And  I  fear  that  reading,  even  in  the  higher  classes 
of  our  schools,  will  continue  to  be  dull  and  lifeless,  until  teachers  can  be 
brought  to  realise  that  it  is  an  imitative  art,  and  to  be  learned  not 
merelj  by  practice,  but  by  example.  In  a  word,  no  instruction  can  be 
really  ofiective,  unless  the  children  have  continually  before  them  a  model 
of  good  reading  in  the  reading  of  the  teacher  himself.  He  should  often 
read  to  his  class,  encouraging  the  scholars  to  follow  him,  to  imitate  the 
modulation  of  his  voice,  and  to  observe  his  style  and  manner.  Agoin, 
children  should  be  taught  to  read  not  only  intelligibly  and  fluently,  but 
intelligently  and  agreeably,  and  there  is  a  great  difference  between  tiie 
two.  In  listening  to  the  reading  of  an  advanced  class,  I  have  sometimes 
heard  children  articulate  and  pronounce  words  of  "  learned  length  "  with 
accuracy  and  apparent  ease,  but  their  performance  gave  me  tlie  impression, 
so  disagreeable  to  the  hstener,  that  they  were  not  following,  or  even 
trying  to  follow,  the  meaning  of  the  passage.  It  is  unsatisfactory  to 
pass,  but,  I  presume,  impossible  to  reject,  reading  of  this  kind. 

It  is,  however,  pleasing  to  record  that  in  many  schools  there  is  a 
steadily  increasing  number  of  children  who  read  extremely  well  and 
with  remarkable  fluency,  intelligence,  and  distinctness. 

On  this  subject  Mr.  Dunn  reports : —  Mr.  Dunn. 

"  The  importance  of  reading  is  paramount ;  in  modem  society  it  is  a  habit  which 
is  to  intellectual  life  what  respiration  is  to  corporeal  life ;  the  utility  of  many  other 
subjects  taught  at  school  is  variable,  secondary,  or  even  problenuitical ;  many  attain- 
ments largely  evanesce  without  much  detriment  to  the  intelligence  or  to  social 
efficiency  ;  but  the  importance  of  an  ability  to  read  with  ease  is  subject  to  no  doubt, 
admits  of  no  qualification ;  the  possession  of  this  acquirement  is  in  perpetual  demand 
and  is  perpetually  desirable  ;  without  it  the  mind  is  dwarfed,  and  social  usefulness 
marred,  or  even,  in  many  cases,  practically  annihilated  ;  and  therefore  the  utmost 
care,  the  most  assiduous  effort,  must  be  employed  to  assure  to  every  child  of  average 
intelligence  the  use  and  the  command  of  this  mdispensablo  instrument  of  individual 
and  collective  progress. 

"  In  the  former  days,  now  so  much  derided,  this  was  thoroughly  understood,  and 
children  leil  school  after  reading  text-books  of  such  a  degree  of  difficulty  and  elabo- 
ration of  style  that,  it  may  be  confidently  affirmed,  their  subsequent  reading  could 
not  have  been  impeded  by  any  mechanical  disability.  The  tendency  to  confine  the 
reading  to  extracts  which  can  be  readily  explained,  and  to  admit  no  word  except '  on 
business,'  is  shortsighted  and  irrational ;  for  words  like  human  beings  are  known  by 
the  company  they  keep,  they  are  largely  interpreted  by  their  contexts ;  and  many  of 
them  must  wait  for  the  gradual  development  of  the  reader's  inteUigence  before  they 
can  find  a  home  in  his  mind.  As  we  do  not  limit  our  eating  to  things  that  can  be 
instantly  digested  and  assimilated,  so  we  should  not  confine  the  reading  of  children 
to  words  that  can  be  immediately  apprehended ;  mechanical  reading  must  precede - 
comprehension ;  and  this  mechanical  act  is  to  comprehension  what  mastication  is  to 
digestion. 

*'  The  principal  defects  in  the  reading,  such  as  it  obtains  in  our  schools,  are  as 
follows :  first,  not  unfrequent  indistinctness  and  inaudibility,  so  that  it  is  impossible 
to  follow  the  reading  except  with  the  assistance  of  the  reading  book.  This  is  always 
a  bad  sign,  for,  in  most  cases,  a  low  and  indistinct  tone  argues  want  of  confidence 
on  the  part  of  the  reader,  and  insufficient  fiimiliarity  with  the  passage  read.  Second, 
monotonous  delivery.  The  passage  is  read  uno  tenore  vocist  without  the  rh^-thmic 
rise  and  &I1,  and  the  varied  stress,  which  are  to  reading  what  chiar-oscuro  is  to 
painting.  This  defect  sometimes  indicates  that  the  reader  is  too  much  preoccupied 
with  the  mechanical  act  cf  reading,  too  little  at  his  ease,  to  be  able  to  add  the  proper 
graces  qf  reading ;  but  more  firequently  it  merely  shows  that  he  has  not  been  taught  to 
regard  rhythmic  cadence  and  expression  as  essential  to  good  reading.  His  reading  hag 
h^n,  in  fact,  confined  to  correct  articulation.  Third,  inattention  to  the  punctuation. 
This  is  an  almost  universal  defect.  Even  the  fUll  stop  is  neglected,  and  the  voice  is 
neither  suffered  to  fall,  nor  is  there  any  abatement  of  speed.  One  might  suppose, 
indeed,  that  the  book  was  printed  like  some  ancient  manuscript  without  any  points 
whatever,  and  the  voice  proceeds  like  some  traveller  along  a  moorlapd  path,  where 
neither  resting  place  nor  half-way  house  is  to  be  found.  It  follows  from  these 
de^ts  that  the  reading  can  present  not  only  neither  oratorical  nor  dramatic  expres- 
sion, but  not  even  the  natural  and  instinctive  expressiveness  which  is  found  in 
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nnsttidied  speech.  Now,  in  order  that  reading  may  be  expressive,  two  prerequisites 
must  be  acquired,  first,  ability  to  read  fluently  and  accurately ;  and,  secondly,  direct 
instruction  by  means  of  example.  The  first  prerequisite  may  reasonably  be  expected, 
and  is,  indeed,  largely  possessed ;  but  the  second  presents  many  difficulties.  In  the 
first  place,  out  of  school,  expressive  reading  is  rarely  heard.  Scotchmen,  from  what- 
ever cause, lack  the  dramatic  instinct  which  southern  nations  possess;  and  they 
shrink  from  oratorical  emphasis  as  affected  and  ostentatious.  And  there  can  be 
little  doubt  that  the  prejudice  against  the  drama,  which  has  existed  for  centuries,  has 
perpetuated  this  natural  austerity.  Secondly,  reading  is  regarded  rather  as  the  bare 
communication  of  ideas  than  as  speech,  that  is,  it  is  viewed  rather  as  matter  than  as 
manner. 

"What  then  are  the  remedies  for  these  defects?  We  shall  assume  that  the 
children  can  read  the  given  passage  fluently  and  accurately.  The  next  step  is  to 
ascertain  that  they  understand  the  general  sense  of  the  passage.  This  is  elementary, 
for  expression  simply  means  the  vivid  presentation  of  the  meaning  of  a  passage. 
Now  meaning  is  etymologically  thinking,  and  the  meaning  of  a  sentence  is  me 
thought  that  it  conveys.  Expressive  reading,  therefore,  implies  the  vivid  and 
graphic  exhibition  of  the  thought  as  portrayed  in  words.  And,  as  in  a  paintbg 
there  is  a  foreground  in  which  th^  thought  of  the  composition  is  prominently 
delineated,  and  a  background  to  which  the  secondary  accessories  are  consigned,  so, 
in  reading,  ^e  dominant  emphasis  must  rest  upon  the  central  and  important  principal 
idea,  whuhB  the  subsidiary,  or  subordinate,  or  modifying  ideas  must  be  expressed  in 
neutral  tones.  It  irt  evident,  therefore,  that  the  reader  must  be  able  to  discriminate 
between  the  essential  and  the  accidental  ideas  presented,  before  he  can  read  expres- 
sively. But  while  this  is  true,  the  converse  is  also  true,  that  the  effort,  assisted  by 
direct  instruction,  to  bring  into  relief  the  dominant  idea  largely  contributes  to  the 
comprehension  of  the  passage  read." 

Mr.  Barrie.  Mr.  Barrie  reports : — 

'<  I  fear  we  are  still  far  from  the  daj  when  we  shall  be  able  to  report,  as  Mr.  Arnold 
does  of  the  Oennan  style  of  reading,  that  not  one  but  all  of  the  class  seemed  to  have 
a  gift  of  such  style  of  reading  as  would  be  accounted  high  in  the  most  cultured  circles 
of  society.  In  only  a  small  per-centage  of  the  schools  of  this  district  is  reading 
marked  by  careful  articulation,  fairly  good  expression,  and  general  correctness  of 
pronunciation.  O  si  sic  omnesi  If  the  standard  attained  in  these  schools  were 
Attained  in  all,  it  would  be  hypercritidsm  to  carp  at  the  many  provincialisms  that 
obtain.  Provincialisms  are  ineradicable  in  one  generation,  and  I  am  free  to  confess 
that  to  me  the  gain  of  uprooting  them  is  inappreciable — ^if  indeed  it  should  not  be 
a  distinct  loss.  All  that  can  be  asked  is  that  the  child  should  be  trained  to  use 
his  natural  voice—tone  and  pitch  alike — with  cleamess,  deliberation,  and  expression. 
To  aim  at  more  in  the  elemental  school  is  to  waste  valuable  time.  Of  all  the 
fidults  of  reading,  slovenly  pronunciation  is,  perhaps,  the  conunonest,  and  deserves 
the  severest  strictures.  This  evil  might  be  cured  by  teachers  insisting  on  full 
and  clear  answers  to  every  question,  as  is  the  invariable  practice  in  German 
schools. 

**  The  double  set  of  reading  books  now  insisted  on  by  the  Code  will  be  a  great  boon 
to  the  pupil,  who  has  read  his  own  book  usque  ad  nauseam,  and  a  distinct  help  to 
the  ffeneral  intelligence  of  the  school. 

"I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  most  of  the  school  boards  in  my  district  have 
resolved  to  provide  the  second  set." 

Mr.  Stewart.  Mr.  Stewart  reports  : — 

<«  Reading  has  seldom  been  commented  on  unfavourably.  Not  that  the  results  are 
generally  of  high  excellence,  but,  under  the  present  regulations,  more  than  clear,  well 
pronounced  reading  can  scarcely  be  demanded.  The  new  Code  opens  a  vista, 
the  farther  end  of  which  is  dim.  Many  infiiut  mistresses  have,  by  well  directed 
efforts,  introduced  remarkably  successful  modulation,  which,  however,  cannot  be 
called  expressive.  The  children,  at  that  unconscious  age,  are  easily  trained  by 
pattern  and  simultaneous  reading  to  raise  their  voices  and  let  them  &11.  Unfortu- 
nately, however,  when  children  reach  the  age  of  self-consciousness  or  shyness,  they 
are  not  easily  induced  to  continue  the  effort,  and  are  apt  to  relapse  into  the  monotone 
00  much  to  be  deprecated. 

"  If  reading  ever  had  a  chance  of  improvement  it  has  got  it  now.  I  do  not  ex- 
pect lo  find,  at  first,  very  much  in  the  way  of  expression,  because  elocution  is,  at  all 
times,  difficult  and  not  essential,  as  I  have  said  before,  in  the  case  of  the  greaf  mass 
of  the  children,  who  will  read  silently,  not  aloud.  Still,  the  careful  grouping  of 
words,  with  proper  emphasis,  and  good  pronunciation,  and  a  fair  amount  of 
modulation,  will  lay  the  foundation  of  a  pleasant  and  useful  style  of  reading.'* 
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Mr.  Scougal  reports  i—  Mr.  Scougal. 

''  I  am  glad  to  report  that  in  a  considerable  number  of  the  schools  in  mj  district 
more  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  past  year  to  the  proper  teaching  of  reading. 
As  before,  however,  these  cases  onjy  serve  to  show  what  can  be  accomplished 
where  due  effort  is  made.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  still  in  far  too  many  of  the 
schools  there  is  little  sign  of  sueh  effort.  The  changes  introduced  into  the  new 
Code  should  do  much  to  promote  the  better  teaching  of  reading.  The  delinite  re- 
quirement of  at  least  two  sets  of  reading  books  for  each  of  the  first  three  standards 
is  of  itself  no  small  gain.  If  these  additional  sets  are  wisely  selected  and  properly 
used,  they  should  prove  a  means  of  enabling  the  younger  children  to  realise,  as  they 
have  too  seldom  done  hitherto,  the  true  purpose  of  reading,  and  the  benefits  and  the 
delights  of  this  acquirement. 

"  In  the  higher  standards,  now  that  the  requirement  for  a  pass  is  freed  from 
complication  with  comprehension,  grammar,  and  analysis,  we  may  fairly  look  for 
some  of  the  qualities  that  mark  really  respectable  reading.  The  hesitation,  the 
mumbling,  and  the  mechanical  monotone,  that  are  still  too  prevalent  even  in  these 
standards  will  certainly  involve  failure.  The  reading,  besjdes  being,  of  course, 
accurate,  fluent,  and  perfectly  intelligible  to  any  and  every  listener,  should,  by 
attention  to  natural  pausing  and  emphasis,  show  intelligence  and  intelligent  purpose 
on  the  part  of  the  reader.  Where  the  reading  is  thoroughly  well  taught  and  of 
high  merit,  it  will,  in  addition  to  possessing  the  above  characteristics,  give  evidence 
of  habitual^  attention  to  modulation  and  expression,  and  of  some  regard  to  purity  of 
pronunciation  and  accent." 

Mr.  Hugh  Wilson  reports  : —  Mr.  H.  Wilson, 

**  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  an  improvement  in  the  reading  of  the  lower 
standards,  and  to  express  the  hope  that,  with  grammar  and  explanation  removed, 
this  exercise  will  advance  in  the  higher  standards  as  well.*' 

I  agree  with  the  many  valaable  and  snggestive  remarks  of  my  col- 
leagaes.  We  want  good  intelligent  reading ;  and  here  the  aim  should 
be  "  to  open  up  the  mind  of  the  scholars  and  the  treasures  of  our 
**  literature  together,  to  create  a  taste  for  reading,  and  to  transform  the 
<'  art  of  reading  into  an  instrument  of  knowledge  and  the  ei\jojment 
*'  which  knowledge  conveys." 

As  might  be  expected,  the  style  and  character  of  the  handwriting  Writing, 
differ  very  much  in  different  schools.  When  the  teacher  is  a  good  pen- 
man himself,  he  takes  a  pride  in  making  his  scholars  good  penmen ; 
from  the  outset  he  attaches  proper  importance  to  the  exercise,  and 
insists  upon  all  the  letters  being  well  and  neatly  formed,  and  of  uniform 
size  and  slope.  Accuracy  of  transcription  and  neatness  of  execution 
are  the  rule,  and  good  writing  soon  becomes  a  marked  feature  of  the 
school.  Indeed,  faults  in  handwriting  arise  not  so  much  from  the 
character  of  the  copybook,  the  style  of  the  exercises  set  on  the  black- 
board, 4&c.,  or  the  time  devoted  to  the  lesson,  as  from  defects  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher  himself.  Here  the  personal  equation  counts  for 
much. 

On  this  subject  Mr.  Barrie  remarks : —  ^^  Barrie. 

"  Handwriting  cannot  be  well  termed  an  intellectual  exercise,  and,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  a  dull  boy  is  often  a  superior  penman ;  bnt,  on  the  other  hand,  bad  writing 
does  not,  as  some  appear  to  think,  prove  the  possession  of  superior  intellect.  It  is 
a  case  where  the  converse  does  not  hold  true.  Qood  writing,  however,  presupposes, 
at  least,  training  of  hand  and  eye,  perception  of  form,  and  habits  of  neatness.  It 
may  be  made  also  to  subserve  the  ends  of  discipline  and  seemly  carriage  of  body. 
Such  a  result  is  worthy^  of  being  striven  for,  independently  of  the  good  to  be  ob- 
tained from  the  disciphne  of  the  process. 

**  It  seems  to  me  now,  as  at  the  date  of  my  last  report,  that  a  better  form  and 
greater  neatness  of  writing  gradoally  obtains  in  the  district ;  bat,  while  saying  so, 
I  by  no  means  imply  that  no  room  is  left  for  improvement  in  most  of  the  schools. 
In  few  can  it  be  classed  as  bad,  but  in  equally  few  as  excellent.  Writing  on  slates 
continues  to  improve ;  it  still  seems  to  me  a  most  useful  exercise,  but  unless  the 
slates  be  of  good  quality,  and  kept  thoroughly  clean — no  easy  matter — and  pencils 
of  proper  length  and  point  be  used,  a  very  considerable  subtraction  must  be  made 
from  the  value  of  the  exercise.'' 
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Mr.  Scougal.  Mr.  Scougal  i*eports  : — 

"  During  tlio  past  year  1  have  grown  well  nigh  tired  of  repeating  in  my  school 
reports  observations  as  to  want  of  method  in  the  teaching  of  writing  to  the  yonnger 
children,  and  lack  of  due  attention  to  carefulness  and  neatness  in  the  handwriting 
and  ciphering  of  the  higher  standards.  VVhatevcr  may  be  the  pressure  of  work  in 
other  subject**,  there  can  be  no  valid  excuse  for  such  widespread  neglect  of  careful 
and  systematic  instniction  in  this  important  branch." 

Mr.  Stewart.  Mr.  Stewart  reports  :— 

"  This  branch  (handwriting)  must  receive  serious  attention  in  the  line  of  careful 
and  systematic  teaching.  Slate-writing,  on  the  other  hand,  is,  in  most  cases,  well- 
formed  and,  in  some  of  the  larger  schools,  merits  very  high  praise." 

Mr.  Dunn.  Mr.  Dunn  reports  :— 

'*  The  defects  to  which  inferior  writing  is  usually  referable  may  be  thus  sum- 
marised :  unsuitable  desks,  insufficient  use  of  the  blackboard  for  analysing  the  form 
of  the  letters  and  illustrating  the  relative  size  of  parts,  and  the  proper  spacing  of 
the  letters  ;  inadequate  supervision,  so  that  awkward  and  ungainly  postures  of  the 
body  and  manual  positions  are  tolerated ;  the  use  of  double-ruled  lines  in  the  higher 
standards,  a  mechanical  corrective  which  leaves  the  eye  untrained  and  the  hand 
deficient  in  spontaneous  action ;  and  the  practical  restriction  of  Standards  I.  and  II. 
to  writing  on  slates,  which  forms  a  bad  preparation  for  writing  with  the  pen,  inas- 
much as  the  pencil  being  rigid  cannot  be  manipulated  like  a  pen,  and  the  stiff  holding 
of  the  pencil  continues  to  be  retained  in  practice  when  the  pen  comes  to  be  used." 

Composition.  Composition  is,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  still  very  poor  and  meagre.     The 

subject  prescribed  is  sometimes  a  letter  to  a  school  friend  describing  a 
holiday  trip,  or  a  country  walk,  and  sometimes  a  short  essay  on  some 
common  object,  or  topic,  with  which  children  in  the  6th  Standard 
ought  to  be  quite  familiar.  But  the  short,  badly  expressed,  feeble,  and 
fragmentary  productions  handed  in  show  too  clearly  how  little  the 
faculty  of  observation,  not  to  speak  of  the  reflective  faculty,  has  been 
developed  by  the  previous  school-life  of  the  child.  This  is  much  to  be 
regretted,  as  the  great  majority  of  children  leave  school  before  they  reach 
the  6th  Standard,  and  before  they  have  obtained  even  its  modicum  of 
descriptive  power.  More  attention  should,  therefore,  be  given  to  this 
important  subject,  and  at  a  much  earlier  period  of  the  school  course. 
How  it  should  From  the  time  a  child  can  write  small  words,  it  should  be'encouraged  to 
be  taught.  •  describe  something — a  cat,  a  dog,  or  some  other  familial*  object.  In  this 
way  the  faculty  of  observation  would  be  gradually  cultivated,  and  the 
power  of  giving  the  results  of  observation  in  words  would  be,  at  the 
same  time,  developed.  The  art  of  composition,  like  every  other  part  of 
education,  must  grow  with  the  child's  growth,  and  inci*eas&  with  its 
years. 

Mr.  Barrie.  On  this  subject  Mr.  Barrie  reports  : — 

**  Besults  seem  to  show  that  composition  does  not  receive  the  attention  necessary 
to  secure  full  and  clear  expression  in  appropriate,  however  simple,  langruage.  The 
difficulty  of  attaining  such  a  standard  is  admitted.  It  is  sufficiently  rare  even  among 
educated  men  and  women. 

**  Fawly  good  abstracts  arc  the  rule  in  Standard  V.,  and  still  better  in  Standard  VI., 
when  such  an  exercise  is  prescribed.  The  original  composition  of  Standard  VI.  is  a 
comparative  failure,  even  when,  as  is  usually  the  case,  the  heads  of  the  subject  are 
dictated  and  commented  on.  The  abstract  stage  is,  I  fear,  the  high  water  mark  of 
composition  in  an  ordinary  elementary  school — at  least  for  the  present.  To  write 
well  demands  a  more  extensive  vocabulary  than  is  usually  possessed  by  chUdren  of 
eleven  or  twelve  in  an  agricultural  district.  The  head  master  of  one  of  the  larger 
schools  in  my  district,  finding  his  efforts  thwarted  by  this  meagreness  of  vocabulary 
and  ideas,  set  himself,  some  years  ago,  to  build  up  a  good  school  library,  with  the 
•  most  beneficial  results.  Such  a  method  has  my  heartiest  sympathy,  and  it  is  surely 
not  being  over  sanguine  to  hope  to  see,  at  no  very  distant  date,  a  good  library 
established  in  every  school,  or  at  least  in  every  school  board  district." 
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Mr.  Stewart  reports : —  Mr.  Stewart. 

"  CompotiitioD,  always  a  difficult  branch,  especially  in  coautry  schools,  stands  much 
in  need  of  improvement.  The  practice,  not  uncommon  and  perfectly  le^timate,  of 
giving  dictation  instead  of  a  story  to  Standard  V.,  has  doubtless  improved  spelling, 
bnt  composition  has  apparently  suffered.  The  first  step  in  composition  is  to  teach 
the  chilcb'en  to  speak  and  to  answer  correctly  and  grammaucally.  The  art  appears  to 
have  fallen  into  disuse  since  the  days  of  the  old-fashioned  grammars,  which  might  be 
revived  and  re-introduced  with  advantage.  The  formation  of  logical  sentences,  the 
use  of  synonyms,  and  constant  practice  in  paraphrasing  are  essential  aids.  The 
letter  writing  of  Standard  VI.  is  probably  valueless.  An  essay  or  more  difficult 
story  for  reproduction  would  better  develop  this  important  snbjeet. 

"  Grammar  and  composition  fbrm  tho  essential  substructure  of  a  knowledge  of  any 
language  whether  ancient  or  modern." 

Mr.  Scougal  reports : —  Mr.  Scougal. 

**  Composition  continues  to  show  greater  variations  in  quality,  comparing  school 
with  school,  than  any  other  of  the  standard  subjects.  In  some  schools  this  subject 
reaches  a  high  general  level  of  excellence;  in  many  others  it  is  poor  in  the  extreme. 
The  reason  for  this  wide  difference  is  simply  this:  in  the  former  cases,  it  is  early 
begun,  and  is,  from  the  very  beginning,  systematically  taught ;  in  the  latter,  it  is  not 
begun  till  the  5th  Standard  is  reached,  and  is  then  and  thereafter  only  practiced, 

"  Under  the  present  arrangement  of  bracketing  this  fmbject  with  dictation  for  a 
pass  in  the  5th  and  6th  Standards,  there  seems,  I  find,  to  be  difficulty  in  securing 
sufficiently  early  and  systematic  attention  to  composition  without  some  danger  of 
neglect  of  spelling.  I  think  it  would  be  a  simpler  and  more  natural  arrangement, 
and  in  every  way  a  gain,  were  penmanship  and  spelling  left  by  themselves  as  the 
requirements  for  the  pass  in  the  5th  and  6th  Standards  in  '*  writing "  as  an  ele- 
mentary subject  under  Article  28,  and  were  composition  transferred  to  the  new  class 
subject,  English,  and  taken  under  Article  19  C.  It  is  in  this  latter  connection  that 
composition  seems  to  find  its  most  fitting  place  as  a '  result.'  " 

The  statistics,  given  in  the  Appendix,  show  clearly  that  of  the  three  Arithmetic 
E's  arithmetic  is  still  by  far  the  least  satisfactory.     There  is,  it  is  true,  ^^^  *^®  weak- 
a  slight  a<lvance  on  last  year,  but  there  is  still  a  considerable  leeway  ^f     ^^^       ® 
to  make  up  before  it  can  occupy  the  same  platform  with  reading  and 
writing.     In  many  schools  this  subject  is  well  taught,  but  it  is  still,  I 
fear,  taught  too  much  by  rule,  and  too  little  on  first  principles.     I  do  not 
for  a  moment  expect  children  to  be  able  to  master  principles  before  they 
have  acquired  a  fair  amount  of  practice.     But  in  the  hig]|ker  standards  it  is 
surely  not  too  much  to  expect  that,  when  once  the  pupil  is  familiar  with 
the  practical  application  of  a  rule,  the  principles  underlying  the  nile 
should  be  more  minutely  explained,  and  more  thoroughly  mastered  than 
would  seem  to  be  the  case  in  not  a  few  schools,  where  one  might  fairly 
have  expected  better  things. 

On  this  subject  Mr.  Barrie  reports  : —  Mr.  Barrie. 

'*  Arithmetic  is  in  a  fairly  healthy  condition,  if  one  may  judge  by  results.  It  may 
be  that  the  subject  is  not  made  so  much  a  matter  of  training  in  severe  thinking  and 
verbal  exposition  as  it  seems  to  be  in  (German  schools.  But  our  teachers,  even  if  they 
had  the  capacity,  have  not  the  time  to  devote  to  the  maturing  of  leisurely  processes. 
'  Art  is  long  and  time  is  fieeting  *  &c.,  and  I  for  one  am  satisfied  with  good  results. 
The  attempts  I  have  seen  at  working  arithmetical  problems  by  first  principles,  have 
not  been  happy  either  with  children  or  with  students.  The  rule  of  three  is  the  usual 
crucial  comparison  between  the  two  methods.  The  common  method  is  the  simpler, 
and,  in  my  experience,  the  results  obtained  by  it  are  the  more  accurate ;  in  the 
application  of  first  principles  the  pupil  is  too  often  *  in  wandering  mazes  lost.'  Next 
iu  importance  to  accuracy  comes  neatness  of  working.  The  progress  made  in  this 
respect  within  recent  years  is  most  marked,  and  is  daily  evidenc^  by  examination 
papers." 

Mr.  Stewai't  reports : —  Mr.  Stewart. 

"  The  work  T)i  the  lower  standards  is  generally  very  accurate,  and  the  use  of 
fingers  in  counting  ia  very  seldom  offensively  prominent  In  a  large  infant  school, 
where  there  was  not  a  trace  of  the  habit,  I  asked  the  teacher  how  she  had  succeeded 
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in  stamping  it  out.  She  replied  honestly  that  the  children  were  told  to  count  hy 
anuthing  rather  than  their  fingers.  The  *  anything '  meant  diagrams  visible  or 
imaffinary,  window  panes,  children's  heads,  fingers  looked  at,  but  not  touched  or 
visibly  moved.  'Phis  experience  tends  to  confirm  my  view  regarding  the  question 
of  fingering.  The  practice  I  dislike  as  much  as  any  of  my  colleagues  can  do.  No 
doubt  the  addition  and  subtraction  tables  should  be  learned,  and  all  the  smart 
children  will  have  no  difficulty  in  rememberiug  them.  But  the  backward  children,- 
and  even  some  of  the  average  children,  may  forget  how  much  8  and  7  make.  They 
may  be  taught  to  work  by  tens,  and  subtracting  2  from  the  7  make  the  8  mto  10, 
'  and  add  on  5,  but  their  wits  (if  «ny)  may  go  wool  gathering  even  here.    While  I 

vnah  to  say  nothing  to  encourage  or  perpetuate  an  unscientific  and  irrational  method 
so  difficult  to  shake  off  afterwards,  I  certainly  cannot  join  in  the  stern  denunciation 
of  a  practice,  that  crops  up  and  will  crop  up,  in  some  form  or  other,  more  or  less 
objectionable,  as  long  as  children  of  such  tender  years,  and  so  irregular  in  attendance, 
have  to  learn  arithmetic.  , 

"  The  country  schools  have  a  heavy  burden  to  bear  m  the  arithmetic  of  the 
hi<'her  standards.  Large  town  schools  with  fuUy  equipped  staffs,  excellent  ac- 
commodation, and  head  masters,  who  frequently  inspect  and  examine  the  vanous 
classes,  are  in  a  very  different  position  from  schools  in  the  country  where  the  results 
are  affected  by  so  many  disturbing  elements. 

*»The  difficulties  in  country  districts  are  undoubtedly  great,  and  if  I  might  venture 
to  make  the  suggestion,  I  would  be  inclined  to  favour  some  modification  of  the  Code 
for  purely  rural  districts.  I  have  no  doubt  that  all  reasonable  allowance  is  made 
in  subjects  where  the  estimation  of  success  is  more  or  less  a  vague  proceeding ;  but 
in  exact  subjects,  such  as  arithmetic,  it  would,  perhaps,  be  well  if  something  should  be 
demanded,  which  could  be  reached  without  despair.  I  mean  that  it  would  be  better 
that  the  children  should  attempt  wori:  in  which  they  will  probably  pass,  than 
struggle  to  reach  attainments  probably  beyond  them  in  the  circumstances  of  the 
case.' 

Mr.  Dunn.  Mr.  Duun  reports : — 

"  There  is  a  perceptible  falling  off  in  the  results  under  this  head,  the  inference 
being  that  the  uniform  cards,  now  in  use,  are  somewhat  more  difficult  than  those 
that  were  formeriy  used  in  this  district.  Still,  arithmetic  is  a  well-taught  stibject 
as  a  rule.  Now  that  the  knowledge  of  tables  required  is  more  limited  in  range  and 
detail,  we  may  expect  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  e^ential  processes  and  prin- 
ciples, and  less  of  a  blind  adherence  to  rule." 

Mr.  Scougal.  ^y  Scougal  remarks  :— 

**  In  regard  to  arithmetic,  I  have  nothing  to  add  to  what  has  been  said  in  former 
reports.  It  may  not  be  without  use,  however,  to  report  that,  in  this  branch, 
thoroughly  diffused  accuracy,  expertness,  clear  and  neat  setting  down  of  work,  and 
intelligence  in  dealing  with  simple,  practical  *  problems,'  are  the  points  of  merit 
that  distinguish  the  schools  that  attain  the  mark  excellent;  and  again  to  urge  the 
value  of  frequent  and  systematic  practice  in  mental  arithmetic." 

^y.  Walker.  Mr.  Walker  states : — 

«  A  comparison  of  results  with  those  of  last  year  shows  an  advance  in  all  subjects 
exo^t  the  arithmetic  of  Standards  HI.  to  VI.,  in  which  there  is  a  falling  off  to  the 
amount  of  5,  12,  8,  and  3  per  cent,  respectively.  The  explanation- is  that  the 
Arithmetic  cards,  now  worked  by  the  children,  are,  to  that  extent  at  least,  more 
difficult  than  those  I  was  in  the  habit  of  setting." 

Mr.  H.  Wilson.      Mr.  Hugh  Wilson  reports  :— 

"  With  regard  to  arithmetic,  when  the  new  cards  for  Scotland  were  introduced 
the  pass  fell  off  considerably,  but  this  short  coming  gradually  became  less  apparent, 
and  the  results  are  now  appreciably  better. 

"May  I  be  allowed  to  suggest  that  the  supply  of  cards  should  be  largely  increased, 
as,  for  obvious  reasons,  it  is  almost  unavoidable  that  they  should  gradually  become, 
more  or  less,  known." 

Results  iu  The  results  of  the  examinations  in  gi-ammar,  geography,  and  history 

jrrammar,  continue  to  be,  upon  the  whole,  satisfactory.     The  amount  prescribed 

^^dhtstorv  ^^^  ^^y  ^^  ^®  standards  is  not  large,  and  might  be  got  up  with  much 
upon  the^whole,  greater  care  and  accuracy  than,  as  a  rule,  is  found  to  be  the  case.  Still 
satisfactory. 
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the  fact  that  of  those  examined  a  very  fair  per-cenUge  was  successful, 
argues  that  these  subjects  have  received  considerable  attention  during 
the  past  year. 

On  these  subjects  Mr.  Scougal  reports : —  Mr.  Scougal. 

"  Steady  improyement  goes  on  in  this  district  In  both  the  lower  and  the  higher 
divisions  of  the  schools  the  cases,  in  which  grants  for  these  subjects  had  to  be 
refused,  have  this  year  been  considerably  fewer ;  and  there  has  been  a  gratifying 
diminution  in  the  nnmber  of  those  unsatislactoiy  cases  in  which  payment  of  the 
grants  could  be  recommended  '  only  with  considerable  hesitation  /  Improvement 
has  been  most  manifest  in  the  intelligence  of  the  lower  standards,  and  the  geography 
of  the  higher.** 

Mr.   Dunn  reports : —  Mr.  Dnnn. 

**  As  regards  geography,  the'results  are  seldom  very  satisfactory.  There  is  too  much 
bookwork.  Bkmk  maps  should  invariably  be  used ;  and,  if  possible,  embossed  maps  for 
the  physical  configuration.  These  are  hardly  ever  seen,  and  still  more  seldom  used. 
The  teaching  of  history,  moreover,  is  too  much  dissociated  from  that  of  geography, 
especially  in  Standard  V. ;  and  children  who  can  give  the  date  of  the  taking  of 
Gibraltar  may  not  know  where  Gibraltar  is.  In  this  philanthropic  age,  a  knowledge 
of  battles  in  history  is  generally  tabooed,  in  my  opinion  very  unjustly  and  nnphi- 
losophically,  for  they  represent  national  crises,  important  movements  towards  civil 
and  religious  liberty,  international  re-adjnstments  of  vast  importance  for  civilisation, 
and  the  foundation  of  colonies,  which  have  extended  empires,  widened  national 
resources,  and  multiplied  natural  products  on  an  enormous  scale.  Great  attention 
should,  therefore,  be  paid  to  them  in  teaching  history,  but  chiefly  by  exhibiting  their 
significance  and  their  results.** 

Mr.  Barrie  reports : —  Mr.  Barric. 

<<  Map  drawing  continues  to  be  fairly  well  done,  and,  within  limits,  I  consider  it 
an  excdlent  exercise.  To  insist  upon  fulness  of  detail  in  a  '  memory  *  map  I  regard 
as  a  useless  burdening  of  the  memory  ;  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  genenU  outlines, 
physical  features  and  principal  towns  of  a  country,  or  a  continent,  cannot  be  sketched 
with  some  degree  of  accuracy,  the  mere  study  of  names  is  comparatively  valueless, 
so  far  as  topography  b  concerned.  I  fear  it  is  still  necessary  to  insist  on  the  use  of 
a  map  in  every  lesson  in  which  topography  comes  into  play,  and  to  reiterate  that 
maps  should  be  hung  on  the  walls  of  the  school-room,  and  not  shut  up  in  a  case,  or 
stored  up  in  a  closet 

"  So  for  as  dates  and  salient  facts  are  concerned,  history  continues  to  be  faithfully 
and  painfully  taught.  Such  knowledge  may  not  be  high  nor  of  much  moment  to 
the  pupirs  intellect  and  character ;  but  experience  forces  on  me  the  conviction  that 
it  is  about  all  that  can  be  demanded  in  an  elementary  school.  One  cin  insist  on  the 
acquisition  of  facts,  and  hope  for  the  gradual  spread  Qf  wide  and  wise  principles. 

<*  Grammar  makes  headway  steadily.  Comparing  the  present  standard  with  that  of 
12  years  ago,  I  find  the  improvement  decided  and  unmistakable.  It  may  be 
thought  by  some  that  there  is  little  to  be  thankful  for  in  this,  that  the  future  plough- 
man or  the  village  tradesman  is  little  likely  to  be  benefited  by  a  knowledge  of  case, 
tense,  and  correlation.  I,  for  one,  believe  that  the  boy  who  is  trained  to  distinguish 
relations  of  words  and  senteuces  will  draw  his  furrows  all  the  straighter,  or  bang  his 
window  all  the  more  exactly  and  easily ;  and  it  is  for  such  boys,  not  for  the  few  and 
far  between  geniuses,  in  our  elementary  schools,  that  I  would  ur^  the  importanee  of 
grammar.  Without  it  there  cannot  be  clear  and  accurate  expression  of  such  thoughts 
as  every  human  being  is  endowed  with,  and  the  noblest  faculty  of  the  human  mind 
must  rust  unused.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  say  that  words  are  enough  for  training  the 
human  mind.  I  should  like  to  see  the  ploughman  and  the  mechanic  scientifically 
trained  workmen,  and  I  hope  that  consummation  is  not  far  distant.  But  meantime 
we  must  use  the  means  at  our  disposal,  not  sit  down  with  folded  hands  waiting  for 
the  advent  of  a  better  day.** 

Mr.  Stewart  reports : — 

"  Where  the  subjects  of  geography  and  history  have  been  seriously  taken  up  and 
thoroughly  dealt  with,  the  appearance  made  has  been  highly  gratifying ;  but  where 
mechanical  and  lifeless  routine  has  usurped  the  place  of  living  teaching,  the  thread- 
bare patchwork  of  knowledge  has  been  all  too  meagre  to  hide  their  wretchedness. 
As  a  rule,  history  is  better  taught  than  geography. 


Mr.  Stewart. 
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**  In  the  higher  standards  a  knowledge  of  grammar  as  grammar  appears  to  have 
been  regarded,  in  many  cases,  as  of  less  importance  than  intelh'gent  knowledge  of  the 
meaning  of  the  words  and  phrases  in  the  reading-lesson.  I  express  no  opinion  as  to 
the  relative  value  of  the  two  subjects  in  this  mesalliance,  but  1  welcome  the  coming 
divorce. 

**  Grammar  mast  henceforth  be  tanght  systematically.  Something  must  be  known  of 
inflection,  parsing,  and  word  formation,  and  such  knowledge,  in  addition  to  being  an 
important  mental  training,  ought  to  prove  of  great  value  to  children,  whose  ver- 
uacnlar  violates  all  the  rules  of  speech,  while  the  children  of  a  higher  class  will  be 
none  the  worse  of  having  some  rules  and  principles  to  refer  to,  however  well  they 
may  have  been  taught  to  use  and  speak  the  English  langnage.*' 

Mr.  n.  Wilson.      Mr.  Hugh  Wilson  remarks  : — 

"  History  and  geography  continue  to  be  taught  with  accuracy,  fulness,  and  interest 
in  not  a  few  schools  of  my  district,  though  the  contents  of  the  text-book  are  too  often 
relied  on  instead  of  living  teaching."

All  the  best  schools  in  the  Southern  Division  have  introduced  the 
specific  subjects  more  or  less  into  the  ordinary  curriculum  of  the  school ; 
the  absence,  therefore,  of  these  subjects  from  the  time-table  of  a  school, 
may  fau'ly  be  held  to  be  indicative  of  weakness  in  some  part  of  the 
economy  of  the  school.  I  have  never  admitted  the  learning  of  higher 
branches,  either  in  literature  or  science,  as  an  excuse  for  the  slovenly  or 
careless  teaching  of  the  elementary  branches.  If  these  are  not  well 
taught,  every  other  branch  should  be  postponed,  till  they  are  brought  up 
to  a  satisfactory  standard.  As  a  rule,  where  elementary  or  standard 
work  is  good,  speciBc  or  higher  work  is  good  also,  and  vice  versd.  But 
the  success  of  a  school,  as  regards  the  specific  or  higher  subjects,  depends 
mainly  on  the  amount  and  efficiency  of  the  teaching  staff.  Where  only 
the  minimum  prescribed  by  the  Code  is  allowed  by  a  school  board,  much 
beyond  the  mere  standard  work  can  scarcely  be  expected.  But  any 
addition  to  the  minimum  staff  sets  free,  to  the'extent  of  that  addition,  the 
head  master,  and  thus  enables  him  to  devote  more  time  and  attention  to 
such  subjects  as  lie  outside  the  ordinary  standard  work.  I  am  glad  to 
be  able  to  state  that  most  school  boards  now  employ  a  staff  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  prescribed  minimum.  Twenty -five  per  cent^  more  is,  in 
my  opinion,  not  too  much  in  any  school,  where  specific  subjects  are 
fairly  taken  up,  or  which  has  to  deal  with  the  rude  and  untutored 
children  brought  together  by  the  exertions  of  the  compulsory  officer. 

Omitting  domestic  economy,  which  is  a  special  and  not  altogether  a 
voluntary  subject,  and  having  regard  as  well  to  the  number  of  schools 
taking  specific  subjects  as  to  the  numbers  presented  in  each  subject,  the 
order  of  preference,  generally  speaking,  would  still  seem  to  be  English, 
physical  geography,  mathematics,  Latin,  and  French.  The  remaining 
subjects,  finding  a  place  in  only  a  few  schools,  have  not  been  taken  into 
account.  English  literature,  which  thus  occupies  the  first  place,  ought, 
if  skilfully  treated,  to  be  made  one  of  the  most  valuable  means  of  educa- 
tional training,  and  mental  discipline,  in  the  elementary  school.  The 
change  in  the  treatment  of  English  in  the  new  Code  is  also  a  great  im- 
provement, and  one  that  must  soon  have  a  beneficial  effect  both  upou 
the  reading  and  upon  the  general  intelligence  of  the  children. 

Mr.  Scougal.  Referring  to  this  pait  of  the  new  Code,  Mr.  Scougal  remarks : — 

**  I  am  glad  to  say  that  several  teachers  who  have  already,  during  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  past  year,  been  trying  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  Code,  have 
told  me  that  the  difficulties  they  expected  to  find  in  taking  up  some  of  these  sul^ects, 
for  the  first  time,  with  the  lower  standards,  have  disappeared,  owing  not  only  to  the 
interest  the  children  have  taken  in  these  fresh  subjects,  but  also  to  the  greater 
brightness  and  keenness  they  have  shown  in  all  the  rest  of  their  school  work."

Importance  of 
English  litera- 
ture as  a  means 
of  culture. 

The  new  Code 
a  great  im- 
provement. 
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On  this  subject  Mr.  Walker  reports : —  Mr.  Walker. 

"  The  pass  is  decidedly  better  than  last  year.  There  are  still,  however,  too  msuay 
cases  in  whicli  a  good  pass  is  earned  at  the  expense  of  the  elementary  work,  and  in 
which  the  grant  for  them  is  earned  by  the  ffood  quality  of  the  work  in  the  lower 
standards,  taught  not  by  the  master  himself,  but  by  his  assistant.  I,  therefore, 
welcome  the  provision  of  the  new  Code,  the  adoption  of  which  I  hiive  always 
advocated,  by  which  75  per  cent,  (in  the  Code  of  1887,  65  per  cent.)  of  passes  in 
standard  work  mu^  be  reached  by  the  master^s  own  classes,  before  he  can  earn  any 
grant  for  specific  subjects." 

Mr.  Barrie  reports  : —  Mr.  Barrie. 

*'  Compared  with  last  'year  there  is  a  slight  fiilling  off  in  the  number  of  schooU 
professing  English  literature,  but  an  increase  of  161  presentations.  The  per-centage 
of  pass  in  both  years  is  very  nearly  the  same. 

'*  Physical  geography  is  now  more  taught,  at  least  in  the  first  stage,  by  direct 
illustration  from  local  phenomena  and  by  experiment,  than  by  the  lK>ok  work  of 
former  times.  The  second  stage  can  be  sufficiently  illustrated  by  diagrams,  and  the 
tbiid— the  astronomical— has  its  sides  of  observation  and  arithmetical  proof.  In  a  few 
schools  the  teaching  is  wholly  oral,  and  the  method  has  been  justified  by  the  results. 
A  full  mind  will  present  the  subject  more  succinctly  and  clearly  than  a  text-book, 
and,  while  avoiding  unnecessary  details,  will,  at  the  same  time,  relieve  the  young 
stndent  from  literary  labour  and  possible  failure  to  grasp  the  meaning.  The  method 
is  excellent,  but  it  demands  a  capable  instructor,  and  imposes  a  considerable  amount 
of  additional  labour  upon  him.  The  subject  in  all  its  branches  is  calculated  to  train 
to  habits  of  observation  and  reflection.  To  know  something  of  the  '  why  *  and  the 
'  wherefore  *  of  common  aerial  phenomena,  of  the  effects  of  frost  and  erosion  on 
the  contour  of  hill  and  valley,  and  to  be  trained  to  habits  of  close  observation — this  I 
regard  as  of  much  greater  moment  to  the  future  farmer  and  ploughman  than  smatter- 
ings of  science,  or  the  merest  rudiments  of  languages,  ancient  or  modem. 

**  The  number  of  schools  presenting  pupils  in  languages,  as  well  as  the  amount 
and  quality  of  the  work  professed,  are  much  the  same  as  last  year.  Only  in  a 
few  quasi-secondary  schools  can  the  results  be  deemed  of  much  value.  In  the  ordi- 
nary rural  school  they  are  usually  far  from  encouraging.  In  a  large  proportion  of 
the  cases  the  pupil  does  not  get  beyond  the  first  stage  of  the  subject,  and  very 
sddom  indeed  does  he  reach  the  third  stage. 

*'  The  number  of  presentations  in  mathematics,  during  the  past  year,  is  small.  I 
very  much  regret  this,  as  many  teachers  are  capable  of  giving  instruction  in  mathe- 
matics, but  who,  year  after  year,  take  up  languages  with  very  little  visible  gain  to 
the  pupils.  When  this  subject  has  been  taken  up,  it  has  been  always  taught  with  a 
Tery  fiir  measure  of  success." 

Mr.  Dunn  reports : —  Mr.  Dunn. 

**  English  literature  is  usually  good  as  regards  correct  repetition,  but  there  is 
seldom  any  attempt  at  expression.  Knowledge  of  meanings  and  allusions  is  fiur  as  a 
rule.  The  science  subjects  arc  probably  as  well  taught  as  can  be  expected,  consider- 
ing the  age  of  the  children,  and  the  time  that  can  be  afforded  for  them.  The 
dominant  defect  is  the  -^ant  of  objectivity  in  the  teaching  of  these  subjects.  In 
giving  a  lesson  on  physical  geography,  for  example,  a  kettle,  abhidder,  a  table,  a  little 
clay  and  a  glass  of  water  might  be  used  in  illustrating  the  phenomena  much  more 
efficaciously  than  a  score  of  pages  in  a  manual.'' 

Mr.  Stewart  reports  :—    .  Mr.  Stewart* 

**  Special  subjects  are  largely  taught,  and  sometimes  too  much  so.  The  favourite 
branches  are  English,  domestic  economy,  physical  geography,  mathematics,  and 
Latin,  and  the  per-centages  of  pass  are,  respectively,  89,  87,  92,  70  and  88.  In 
English  the  passages  for  recitation  should  be  more  varied.  Latin  is  generally 
elementary  and  often  very  inaccurate.  In  a  few  schools,  however,  superior  work  is 
shown." 

Mr.  Hugh  Wilson  remarks :—  ^^^-  "'  ^^^o"^- 

"  Owing  to  the  early  age  at  which  scholars  are  now  reaching  the  higher  standards, 
the  teachers,  even  in  schools  where  the  conditions  are  favourable,  hesitate  about 
keeping  up  much  specific  instruction  below  Standard  VI.** 

The  tonic  sol-fa  notation  continues  to  maintain  its  place  in  the  public  Singing. 
estimation,  as  being  the  best  for  school  purposes,  and  for  use  in  popular 
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choral  societies,  but  it  is  desirable  that  the  more  perfect  staff  notation 
should  likewise  be  taught  to  the  more  advanced  classes.  While  good 
proficiency  has,  generallj  speaking,  been  attained  in  striking  the  various 
intervals  of  the  scale,  or  singing  the  notes  pointed  to  on  the  modulator, 
time-notation  would  seem  to  hare  received  but  little  attention.  It  never 
should  be  forgotten  that  time  and  rhythm  are  no  less  important  than 
pitch  in  sing\ng  at  sight.  But  to  point  out  the  common  faults  of  school 
singing  is  simply  to  criticise  the  ability  of  the  teachers,  for  children's 
voices  are  as  directly  responsive  to  the  aim  and  skill  of  the  teacher,  as  is 
the  tone  of  a  musical  instrument  to  the  touch  of  the  performer.  The 
teacher  must  know  both  how  to  tune  his  living  instrument,  and  how  to 
manipulate  and  inspire  it. 
The  new  Code.  The  regulations  in  the  new  Code  came  most  opportunely  to  give 
official  sanction  and  encouragement,  to  what  has  already  been  done  in 
this  division  by  the  individual  efforts  of  the  Inspectors  to  p-omote  syste- 
matic musical  training  in  the- elementary  school. 

Mr.  Scougal.         On  this  subject  Mr.  Scougal  reports  : — 

"  SiDging  continues  to  be  taught  in  nearly  all  the  schools  of  mj  district.  Longer 
practice  has,  in  most  cases,  resulted  in  distinct  improvement  as  to  quality  of  tone, 
tune,  and  time.  More  schools  novr  profess  to  teach  ^ging  *  by  note/  and,  except 
in  the  case  of  four,  all  have  adopted  the  tonic  sol-fa  notation/' 

Mr.  Walker.  Mr.  Walker  reports : — 

«  In  most  of  the  schools  of  my  district  the  singing  is  said  to  be  from  notes,  but  the- 
practice  does  not  always  come  up  to  the  profession.  The  more  stringent  tests  under 
the  neif  Code  irill  put  this  matter  in  a  clearer  light.'' 

Mr.  H.  Wilson.      Mr.  Hugh  Wilson  reports  :— 

'*  In  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  schools,  harmonies  in  two  or  three  parts  are 
skilfully  taught  and  rendered  with  such  taste  as  cannot  fail  to  give  pleasure  to  those 
capable  of  appreciatmg  music.     In  only  one  case  was  the  grant  refused." 

Mr.  Dunn.  Mr.  Dunn  reports : — 

"  The  teachers  of  ringing  should  rid  themselves  of  the  following  bad  habits,  which 
have  not  yet  been  eradicated ;  moving  up  and  down  the  room  during  the  singing, 
beating  time  audibly  on  the  floor,  or  on  a  desk ;  singing  in  unison  with  the  children, 
either  continuou&ly  or  in^^natches  ;  allowing  the  children  to  fix  their  eyes  upon  their 
books  instead  of  watching  his  hand  or  baton ;  permitting  them  to  fold  their  arms 
across  their  chest ;  and  suffering  those,  who  have  no  ear  for  singing,  to  take  part  in 
the  exercise,  and  so  spoil  the  general  effect.  The  singing  master  niould  also  make 
a  running  comment  upon  each  new  song,  and  indicate  me  reasons  for  the  kind  of 
expression  to  be  given  to  the  singing  of  the  whole  6ong  and  its  various  parts.  It 
should  also  be  quite  unnecessary  for  him  to  speak  to  the  children  while  singing,  to 
stamp  his  foot  for  a  forte  effect,  or  to  make  a  sibilant  noise  for  a  piano  effect 

"  Sol-faing  is  not,  as  a  rule,  satisfactory,  except  in  a  very  few  schools.  The  black- 
board should  be  much  more  used  as  complementary  of  the  modulator ;  and  time- 
measures  and  notation  should  be  more  sedulously  practised." 

Needlework  These  two  essential'  branches  of  female  training  have  been  so  oil;en 

and  cookery,  and  so  fully  discussed  in  my  previous  reports,  that  it  may  suffice,  on  the 
present  occasion,  to  give  the  following  extracts  from  the  reports  of  my 
colleagues,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  what  efforts  are  still  being  made, 
throughout  the  Southern  Division,  to  make  suitable  provision  for  their 
practical  development. 

Needlework.  Mr.  Scougal  states : — 

Mr.  Scougal.  «  There  has  been  improved  attention,  during  the  past  year,  to  darning  and  mending, 

and  also,  but  in  much  less  degree,  to  cutting  out.  A  good  many  of  the  fema^ 
teachers  have  been  doing  their  best  to  work  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  Third 
Schedule ;  and,  in  not  a  few  cases,  the  success  of  these  efforts  has,  in  all  the  circum- 
stances, been  very  gratifying.    These  teaohers  report  that  the  difficulty  lies  in  gatting 
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the  work  of  the  early  sta^^os  fiyst^Datised  and  secarely  founded  by  '  simultaneooB 
or  demonstrative  teaching/  They  are  vnanirooos  in  the  opinion,  so  often  urged  by 
Her  Majesty's  Inspectors  already,  that  the  sewing  cannot  be  methodically  taught,  and, 
therefore,  cannot  be  roude  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  Code  Schedule,  unless  suitable 
apparatos  and  materials  are  provided  by  the  managers. 

"  The  schools  under  the  Burgh  of  Hawick  Boml  are  as  yet  the  only  schools  in  Cookery, 
this  district  in  which'  practical  cookery  is  taught.    In  November  last  I  had  an  Mr.  Scougal. 
opportunity  of  being  present  during  the  giving  of  one  of  the  cookery  lessons,  and 
was  most  favourably  impressed  with    the  very  satisfactory  nature  of    all  the 
arrangements,  the  common  sense  and  the  thoroughness  of  &e  teaching,  and  the 
lively  and  intelligent  interest  the  girls  took  in  tbeir  work." 

Mr.  Walker  reports  : —  Mr.  Walker. 

"  Sewing  is  taught  in  all  the  schools,  but  the  teaching  cannot  be  called  systematie)  ^6^^°9' 
except  in  a  few  of  the  larger  schools,  and  in  one  or  two  others,  which  may  have  a 
mistress  endowed  with  special  skill  or  special  enthusiasm.  Id  most  cases  a  girl 
works  at  what  may  be  required  at  home,  and  if  there  be  nothing  special  required  at 
home,  there  is  great  difficulty  in  getting  work  of  any  kind.  There  is,  therefore, 
little  class  teaching,  the  tune  of  the  mistress  is  frittered  away  in  pUcin^  and  looking 
after  each  individual  girl's  work,  and  the  ultimate  result  is  not  satisractory.  Few 
girls,  I  am  afraid,  leave  school  able  to  cut  oat  the  simplest  garment 

'^  Schedule  III.  supplies  a  guide  for  systematic  teaching,  no  doubt,  but  in  a 
district  like  this  it  will  not  be  very  eas^  to  woi^  up  to  it.  There  are  so  many  small 
schools  in  out  of  the  way  places  for  which  it  is  difficult  to  get  a  sewing  mistress  of 
any  kind,  that  I  do  not  expect  any  great  amendment  for  some  time.  For  these 
small  schools  a  properly  qualified  mistress  is  generally  the  best  teacher  ;  but  it  is 
not  easy  to  get  the  people  to  believe  this.  They  insist  on  having  a  male  teacher, 
with  the  result  that,  if  tiiiey  get  a  good  one,  he  leaf  es  fbr  a  better  place  at  the  first 
opportunity. 

''There  are  in  this  district  48  schools  with  a  population  of  under  200  within  two 
miles,  and  25  with  a  population  of  under  800,  and  in  many  of  these  it  is  difficnlt  to 
get  a  teacher  to  stay  more  than  a  year  or  two." 

Mr.  Hugh  Wilson  reports  : —  Mr.  H.  Wilson. 

"Very  creditable  attempts  have  been  made  in  this  district  to  work  up  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Third  Schedule.  As  I  stated  in  my  report  for  last  year,  ladies' 
committees  are  becoming  more  numerous,  and  I  hope  soon  to  see  one  in  connection 
with  every  school,  to  superintend  and  direct  the  needlework,  that  important  branch 
of  female  training." 

School  boards  and  teachers  are  now  quite  alive  to  the  importance  of  Discipline, 
good  discipline,  and  ^se  ever}'  endeavour  to  secure  it.     More  enlightened 
views  are  also  entertained  on  the  subjecl,  and  it  may  be  fairly  assumed 
that  if  their  school  career  has  failed  to  make  children  more  obedient, 
mannerly,  and  truthful,  it  has  failed  in  one  of  its  chief  objects. 

On  this  subject  Mr.  Dunn  reports ; —  ^^  Dunn. 

"  In  one  respect  discipline  has  almost  nnivorsally  improved.  Cases  of  actual 
dishonesty  are  so  rare  as  to  be  almost  phenomenal,  and  even  the  disposition  to  resort 
to  extraneous  assistance  is  almost  entirely  absent.  Greater  tidiness  and  cleanliness 
may,  however,  still  be  expected.  The  general  tone  of  the  schools  is  very  good. 
Greater  attention  is  paid  to  politeoess,  while  earnestness  and  an  entire  absence  of 
frivolity  are  dominant  characteristics.'' 

Mr.  Stewart  reports :—  ^^  Stewart. 

"  Cases  of  disorder  and  dishonesty  are  extremely  rare.  The  children  are  generally 
well  in  hand,  active  and  eager,  and  in  many  schools  their  conduct  mmted  the 
warmest  commendation." 

Pupil-Teachees. 

I  have  so  often,  in  previous  reports  to  your  Lordships,  discussed  the 
question  of  the  pupil-teacher  system  in  all  its  bearings,  that  I  purpose, 
on  the  present  occasion,  to  leave  the  matter  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
sach  of  my  colleagues  (U  have  favoured  me  with  their  views  on  this 
important  subject.    Their  opinions  are  entitled  to  every  consideration. 
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Mr.  Barrie.  Mr.  Barrie  reports  : — 

**  The  number  of  pupil-teachers  seems  to  be  steadily  decreasinof  in  this  district, 
their  place  being  supplied,  in  most  cases,  by  certificated  assistants.  Durin/^  the 
past  year  only  75  pnpil-teachers  were  employed  in  the  186  departments  inspected. 
On  examination,  33  of  these  passed  welly  33  fairly,  and  9  failed  to  reach  the 
summary  mark  of  fair.  At  each  examination  the  first  paper,  comprising  such 
subjects  as  arithmetic,  grammar,  and  mathematics,  rarely  fell  below/btr,  while  the 
second,  mainly  owing  to  the  low  standard  of  acquirement  in  such  comparatively 
easy  subjects  as  geography  and  history,  as  rarely  rose  above /air.  The  weakness  in 
geography  must  be  ascribed  to  the  multiplicity  of  details  in  the  subject,  and  in 
history  to  the  meagreness  of  details  in  many  of  tlie  text-books.  The  same  book 
often  serves  both  pupil  and  pupil-teacher.  When  to  this  is  added  the  fact  that  the 
reading  of  the  teacher  himself  is  sometimes  not  much  wider,  it  is  scarcely  to  be 
wondered  at,  that  the  historical  knowledge  of  the  pupil-teacher  means  little  more 
than  dates  and  barest  outlines  of  events. 

**  This  unsatisfactory  condition  of  matters  might  very  easily  be  improved.  In 
geography,  fewer  geographical  details  might  be  demanded,  and  more  acquaintance 
with  physical  and  mathematical  geography.  The  mere  acquisition  of  information 
without  the  principles,  of  a  science  is  at  once  burdensome  and  comparativelyValueless. 
In  liistory,  it  is  to  be  remembered,  the  pupil-teacher  goes  on  travelling  for  four  years 
over  the  game  ground  ho  had  travelled  as  a  standard  pupil,  and  very  probably  uses  the 
same  text-book.  The  consequence  is — and  it  is  not  surprising — that  a  leading  question 
in  history  receives  but  a  meagre  answer,  if,  indeed,  it  is  even  attempted.  The  remedy 
here  lies  in  prescribing  definite  periods  of  study  for  each  year  of  the  course,  with  a 
brief  statement  of  the  salient  historical  events  and  forces  that  ought  to  form  matter 
for  special  study.  Suitable  text-books  will  not  be  long  wantmg.  The  pupil-teacher's 
curriculum  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  progress  of  elementary  education  since  the 
passing  of  the  Act  of  1872.    It  stands  in  much  need  of  being  re-organised.*' 

Mr.  Scougal.  Mr.  Scougal  reports  : — 

**  Although  during  this  year  a  slightly  smaller  porccnta^,  than  In  18f  4-85,  of  the 
total  number  of  the  pupil-teachers  examined  in  my  distnct,  have  gained  the  mark 
*  good,'  yet  decidedly  fewer  than  before  have  been  marked  as  *  unsatisfactorj'  *  or 
as  *  failures  * ;  and  generally  it  may  be  said  that  their  examination  work,  as  a  whole, 
does  not  show  any  falling  off.  There  are  several  points  of  detail,  however,  in 
regard  to  which  considerable  improvement  is  to  be  desired. 

"  FsLT  too  little  attention,  as  a  rule,  is  paid  to  the  very  important  matter  of  training 
the  pupil-teachers  to  acquire  a  good  style  of  reading  and  recitation. 

**  The  subjects  of  written  examination,  in  which,  taken  over  all,  they  do  worst,  are 
map  drawing,  composition,  and  grammar. 

'*  The  map  drawing  is,  as  a  rule,  of  such  poor  quality  that  it  is  impossible  to 
believe  that  the  pupil-teachers  generally  receive  any  systematic  instruction  in  this 
exercise. 

"  Much  of  the  composition  given  in  by  the  pupil-teachers  would  barely  '  pass  *  as 
the  work  of  a  6th  Standard  child.  While  the  matter  of  it  seldom,  even  in  the  fourth 
year,  gives  evidence  of  general  information ,  or  cultured  intelligence ;  the  style  is 
usntdly  of  the  baldest,  grammatical  errors  are  frequent,  and  punctuation  is  too  often 
absurd  or  altogether  wanting. 

**  Bearing  in  mind,  however,  the  positions  assigned  in  the  pupil-teachers*  examina- 
tion papers  to  grammar  and  composition,  and  also  the  fact  that  good  map  drawing 
cannot  be  done  hurriedly,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  want  of  time  has  not  a  little  to 
do  with  the  unsatisfactory  quality  of  the  results  in  these  three  subjects,  especially  in 
the  case  of  the  males  in  the  third  and  fourth  years. 

'*  There  is  a  decided  falling  off  in  the  average  mark  gained  for  Latin.   7n  the  1st 
Stage  (second  year)  this  mark  averages  fully  F.G, ;  in  the  2nd  Stage  (third  year)  it 
falk  to  barely  F. ;  and  in  the  3rd  Stage  (fourth  year)  to  barely  F.Sf,    Tho  point,  of  - 
special  weakness  in  both  the  third  and  fourth  years  is  the  turning  of  English  into  Latin. 

**  I  most  heartily  concur  in  the  recommendations  made  in  last  year's  Blue  Book  by 
yourself  and  Mr.  Barrie  as  to  the  lessening  of  the  amount  of  school  work  demanded 
of  pupil-teachers,  and  the  remodelling  and  liberalising  of  their  curriculum  of  study ; 
and  I  adhere  strongly  to  the  opinion,  that  means  should  be  taken  to  ensure  more 
attention  to  their  instruction  in  both  the  practice  and  the  theory  of  teaching." 

Mr.  Stewart.  ^r.  Stewart  reports  :— 

"  In  large  schools,  where  the  instruction  aud'trainiug  are  systematic,  very  good 
results  are  attained  both  as  regards  paper  work  and  teaching.  In  small  schools, 
pupil-teachers  are  con  panitively  of  little  use.    It  is  to  be  regretted  that  school 
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management  should  not  be  seriously  studied,  and  perhaps  French  and  music  might  be 
«Bade  oompalsory.  At  the  admission  examination  the  pupil-teachen  are  confronted 
Twith  papers  on  Uie  two  last^nientioned  subjects,  and  make  generally  a  poor  appear- 
ance. 

*'  I  do  not  propose  to  increase  their  work,  already  heavy  enough,  but  to  substitute 
-these  subjects  for  some  others  of  less  importance,  such  as  geography  and  history, 
which  can  be  easily  got  up  for  any  examination." 

Mr.  Walker  repoi-ts :—  Mr.  Walker. 

"  It  has  been  feh  in  this  district  that  the  requirements  of  the  pupil-teachers* 
achedule  are  too  low.  The  entrance  examination  takes  them  back  to  the  subjects  of 
their  school  course,  and  the  additional  requirements  of  subsequent  years  are  not  such 
as  to  send  them  forth  at  the  end  of  their  apprenticeship  with  the  equipment  of  know- 
ledge that  one  would  expect  after  four  years*  systematic  work.  Having  this  in 
view,  the  teachers  of  this  district  have  this  year  formed  an  association  for  the  higher 
education  of  pupil-teachers.  The  subjects  of  study  are  mainly  those  of  the  present 
curriculum,  and  the  object  aimed  at  is  to  induce  the  young  people  to  study  them 
more  accurately  and  systematically,  and  by  a  course  of  reading,  more  or  less 
prescribed,  to  increase  their  stock  of  general  knowledge.  The  association  has  been 
well  supported ;  and  an  examination  was  held  in  the  summer,  and  a  considerable 
sum  disbursed  in  prizes.  If  it  succeed,  as  it  seems  likely  to  do,  in  enlisting  the 
support  of  those  interested  in  education,  there  is  every  probability  of  its  effecting,  in 
a  great  measure,  the  object  aimed  at.** 

Mr.  Hugh  Wilson  reports : —  Mr.  H.  Wilson. 

**  At  the  annual  collective  examinations  only  9  pupil*teachers  fiuled,  64  did  fairly, 
and  1 72  well.  The  inconsistency  between  the  results  of  these  and  the  Midsummer 
examination  is  undeniable,  and  would  lead  to  the  inference  that  the  standard  if 
different.  Instead  of  the  present  mode  of  marking  the  pupil-teacher  papers,  a 
definite  number  might  be  assigned  to  each  answer,  and  a  per-centage  fixed  upon  to 
regulate  the  recommendation  of  the  premium  under  Art.  19  E.  Should  the  present 
mode  be  retained,  I  would  venture  to  suggest  that  40s.  be  represented  by  *  very 
fair,'  and  60«.  by  'very  good*  attainments.  Another  suggestion  I  may  be 
allowed  to  repeat,  namely,  in  the  direction  of  teaching  pupil-teachers  to  teach  by 
giving  them  as  great  a  variety  of  school  work  as  possible,  and  bjr  introducing 
echool  management  questions  for  the  last  two  years  of  apprenticesmp ;  also  that 
French  should,  in  some  way,  be  made  optional  for  female  pupil-teachers." 

In  reference  to  the  Latin  papers  worked  by  the  male  pupil-teachers  in  State  of  Latin 
my  own  district,  I  have  been  ^voured  with  the  following  statement  ^  *^®  ^^ 
by  my  colleague,  Mr.  Dunn,  to  whom  I  intrusted  the  revision  of  the  Po^^"i  district. 
papers  worked  at  the  monthly  examinations. 

*'  Taking  the  average  of  all  the  papers  for  the  entire  year,  I  find  that  they  reach 
the  mark  of  P. G.,  which,  In  the  circumstances,  must  be  regarded  as  very  satis- 
liu^ry.  But  this  is  not  all.  Four  attained  the  mark  of  -fi.,  four  that  of  JB,0,,  ten 
that  of  G.,  and  six  that  of  F,G.,  while  only  very  few  could  be  fairly  classed  as 
failures. 

**  As  a  rule,  the  accidence  is  well  done,  but  the  composition  is  still  weak,  and  * 

should  get  more  attention." 

Thb  Eteiono  School. 

By  the  adoption  of  a  wider  cmricnlam  and  more  elastic  conditions,  An  improved 
the  usefulness  of  the  evening  school  has  been  much  enlarged,  and  its  cumculum. 
fitness  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  adult  population  greatly  increased.    As 
formerly  constituted,  it  was  merely  a  substitute  for  the  day  school, 
affording  a  second  opportunity  of  acquiring  the  bare  elements  to  those 
whom  circumstances  had  prevented  from  gaining  such  knowledge  at 
the  day  school.     While  stiU  retaining  its  usefulness  in  this  respect,  it  A  consequence 
will  now  be  able  to  continue  and  even  supplement  the  work  of  the  day  of  this, 
school.    It  has  thus,  so  to  speak,  entered  on  a  ''  new  lease  of  life,"  and 
a  consequent  increase  in  the  number  of  such  schools,  and  greater  regu- 
larity in  the  attendance  of  the  pupils,  may  be  confidently  expected, 
o    51936.  Jtf 
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Mr.  Scongal.  On  this  subject  Mr.  Scougal  reports  : — 

"For  some  yean  back  evening  schools  have  in  this  district  been  gradually 
dwindling  away.  There  are  already  signs,  however,  that,  under  the  more  en- 
couraging provisions  of  the  new  Code,  there  will  be  here  a  very  considerable 
development  of  fresh  effort  in  this  line  of  educational  activity .'^ 

Mr.  Barrie.  Mr.  BaiTie  reports : — 

**  Last  winter  evening  schools  were  started  in  varioas  centres,  but  all  of  them 
came  to  nothing,  so  far  as  inspection  was  concerned.  In  no  case  could  20  scholars 
be  got  together  for  examination.  Till  some  adequate  provision  for  securing  attend- 
ance at  the  evening  school  is  devised,  and  the  public  mind  is  awakened  to  tne  grave 
issue  involved  in  children  being  set  free,  at  the  age  of  13,  from  attendance  at  the 
day  school,  with  no  provision  made  for  their  further  education,  there  seems  to  me 
to  be  little  hope  for  the  future  of  evening  schools  in  small  towns  or  rural  districts. 
It  would  be  an  unmixed  blessing  to  our  youthful  idlers  in  the  streets,  of  an  evening, 
to  be  compelled — those  of  them,  at  least,  who  had  not  passed  Standard  VI.  in  the 
day  school — to  attend  evening  classes  till  the  standards  were  completed." 

Mr.  H.  Wilson.      Mr.  Hugh  Wilson  remarks  : — 

*'  After  what  I  said  last  year,  you  will  readily  understand  my  satisfaction  at  the 
prospect  of  such  subjects  being  now  taught  in  these  schools  as  will  induce  the 
scholars  to  attend  for  the  purpose  of  adding  to  their  knowledge  beyond  the  three 
B's."

Conclusion. 


From  the  detailed  reports  furnished  to  me  by  mj  two  assistants,  to 
whom  I  last  year  intrusted  the  examination  of  evening  schools,  a 
delicate  duty  which  they  discharged  to  my  entire  satisfaction,  I  am  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  favourably  on  the  discipline,  the  order,  and  the 
general  character  of  the  instruction  in  these  schools.  Upon  the  whole, 
the  evening  school  in  my  district  is  very  faithfully  and  efficiently  taught, 
and  is  doing  good  work  among  a  class  that  would  otherwise  have  no 
opportunity  either  of  keeping  up,  or  of  supplementing,  their  slender 
stores  of  knowledge. 

The  questions  of  supply,  attendance,  &c.  have  occupied  so  much  of 
the  space  allowed  for  this  report  that  I  must  defer  to  another  occasion 
the  consideration  of  several  important  questions  connected  with  the 
elementary  school. 

I  cannot  bring  this  report  to  a  dose  without  acknowledging  how 
much  I  owe  to  the  loyal  and  hearty  co-operation  and  valuable  assistance 
of  my  colleague,  Mr.  Dunn,  and  to  the  untiring  zeal,  energy,  and 
intelligence  of  my  two  assistants,  Mr.  Crombie  and  Mr.  Gunn.  Indeed, 
my  time  is  now  so  fully  occupied  by  the  training  colleges  and  the  work 
incident  to  the  new  divisional  arrangements,  that  I  can  personally 
inspect  and  report  on  only  a  very  limited  number  of  schools.  I  have 
also  to  thank  my  colleagues,  the  Inspectors  of  the  Southern  Division, 
for  the  very  hearty  and  friendly  way  in  which  they  have,  on  all  occasions, 
welcomed  my  ofRcial  visits  to  their  districts,  and  seconded  my  efforts  to 
secure  greater  uniformity  of  standard  in  our  examinations.  These  visits 
have  not  been  so  frequent  as  I  could  have  wished,  but  I  hope,  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  to  spend  a  short  time  with  each  of  my  colleagues. 
We  can  thus  compare  notes,  and  do  much  to  secure  unity  of  action,  in 
carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the  Scotch  Education  Department.

It  thus  appears  that  the  nnmber  of  children  i^  average  attendance  at  the  schools 
of  the  Southern  Division  during  the  past  year  was  133,818,  as  compared  with 
128,279  in  1885. 

It  further  appears  that  o£  the  1,028  departments  inspected  during  the  post  year, 
693,  or  67  *  41  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  received  the  higher  grant  for  discipline 
and  organisation  ;  822,  or  31  '32  per  cent  of  the  whole  niiml^r,  got  the  lower  grant» 
while  it  was  not  recommended  in  only  13,  or  1*26  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number. 
These  proportions  are  practically  identical  with  those  of  the  previous  year. 

Further,  of  the  1,028  departments  inspected  daring  the  past  year,  976,  or  94*94 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  obtained  the  grant  for  singing,  as  compared  with 
967,  or  94*34  per  cent,  in  1885 ;  and  52,  or  5*05  per  cent,  failed  to  reach  the  re- 
quired standard,  as  against  58,  or  5*65  per  cent,  in  1885.  While  of  the  970  pupil- 
teachers  who  were  examined  during  the  year,  598,  or  61  *  65  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number,  received  the  gratuity  of  60». ;  329,  or  33*91  per  cent,  the  gratuity  of  40t, ; 
and  43  faUed  to  reach  the  required  standard  of  attainment.  Compared  widi  1885, 
these  results  show  an  increase  (2  *  54  per  cent.)  in  the  number  of  pupil-teachers  who 
received  the  higher  gratuity.

In  January  1886,  the  metropolitan  district  comprising  the  connties  of  "Bdinburgh, 
Haddmgton,  and  the  greater  part  of  Linlithgow,  was  divided  into  two  districts,  Dr. 
Wilson  retaining  the  city  of  Edinburgh  and  the  county  of  Linlithgow,  while  Mr. 
Stewart  took  charge  of  the  county  of  Haddington,  the  landward  part  of  the  county 
of  Edinburgh,  and  the  town  of  Leith.  As  the  districts  were  worked  as  one  till  the 
end  of  the  school  year,  the  statistics  are  given  as  for  the  undivided  district. 

The  number  of  schools  inspected  during  the  year  was  225  (four  by  myself,  83  by 
Mr.  Stewart,  and  the  remaining  138  by  my  junior  colleagues,  i.e.,  30  by  Mr.  Blaikie, 
and  103  by  Mr.  Dunn),  comprising  288  departments  under  separate  teachers,  with 
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60,500  cbildren  present  on  the  days  of  inspection.    These  departments  are  con-

In  all,  1,263  teachers,  assistants,  and  apprentices,  or  an  average  of  5*61  to  each  Total  number  of 
school,  or  one  teacher  to  every  48  children  present  on  the  days  of  inspection,  teachers, 
and  to  every  44  children  in  average  attendance.    There  were  also  56  sewing  mis- 
tresses, who  took  no  part  in  the  general  work  of  the  school.    In  these  schools  the  ^^.^^^^  ^ 
children  present  on  the  days  of  inspection  amounted  to  60,500,  as  compared  with  <^hilaren. 
58,877  in  1885,  while  the  children  in  avera^  attendance  were  (under  seven,  11,656  ; 
over  seven,  48,761)  55,417,  as  compared  with  53,072  in  1885.    It  thus  appears  that 
on  the  day  of  inspection  there  were  269  cfaildTen,  on  an  average,  present  in  each 
school,  as  against  259  in  1885,  while  the  average  attendance  was  246  as  against 
288  in  1885. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  know  the  number  of  children  at  school,  &C.,  but  this  is  Profpress  and 
not  enouffh  without  taking  account  of  their  progress  and  attainments.    These  can  attamments  of 
be  best  shown,  as  far  as  the  elementary  subjects  oif  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  <J"""®'*' 
are  concerned,  by  exhibiting  in  a  tabular  form  the  results  of  the  individual  examina- 
tions under  the  Code.    Of  the  60,500  present  on  the  day  of  visit,  54,066  (under 
seven,  8,057 ;  over  seven,  46,009)  had  made  the  required  attendances,  and  were  thus 
qtudified  fot  individual  examination  in  terms  of  the  Code.    It  is  necessary,  however, 
in  estimating  the  results  of  the  **  standard  "  examination,  as  an  element  of  merit  in 
^ach  case,  to  consider  not  only  what  proportion  of  the  children  examined  had 
passed,  but  also  what  proportion  of  the  number  present  on  the  day  of  inspection, 
and  of  the  number  in  average  attendance,  had  been  examined. 

The  following  tables  exhibit  the  number  examined  in  each  standard,  and  the. 
number  passed  in  each  of  the  three  elementary  subjects  of  reading,  writing,  and' 
arithmetic  for  the  year  ending  81st  August  1886,  and  also,  for  the  purpose  of

In  addition  to  the  ntimber  of  40,792  given  above,  1,977,  who  had  made  the  te- 
quired  attendances,  were  absent  on  the  day  of  visit,  and  7,489  out  of  8,017  children, 
under  seven  years  of  age,  were  examined  orally,  thus  making  a  total  of  50,786,  who 
were  entered  on  the  examination  schedules  as  having  completed  the  attendances 
required  by  the  Code.

It  thus  appears  that  of  the  40,792  children  presented  for  examination  there  passed 
in  reading,  S8,89S  ;  in  writing,  37,620 ;  in  arithmetic,  35,368  ;  making  in  all  111,881 
passes  out  of  122,876  possible  passes,  or,  in  the  form  of  a  per-centage,  91-01  children 
passed  in  the  three  subjects,  giving  a  failure  of  8*99  in  eyery  100  as  against  8 '87 
in  1885.  It  further  appears  that  the  proportion  of  the  children  mdividually  examined 
to  the  whole  number  present  is  67*42.  This  per-centage  should  be  kept  in  mind 
when  the  other  per-ceutages  in  these  tables  come  tp  be  considered  in  detail. 
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ThQ  foUowiDflf  tables  give  the  oomber  examined  in  13  out  of  the  15  specific  Results  of 
subjects,  and  the  numb^  passed  in  each,  with  certain  per-centages  to  bring  out  ^^^^1^'*'^^^.  35, 
more  clearly  the  educational  value  of  the  whole.    It  thus  appears  that  mechanics  •P^°<'  subjects, 
and  chemistry  found  a  place  in  the  time-table  of  no  school  in  my  district,  while  the 
total  per-centage  of  passes  is  85-80  as  against  83-54  last  year  :  —

Doting  the  past  year  there  has  be^i  an  increase  of  510  in  the  number  present  at 
inspections ;  a  decrease  of  243  in  the  total  number  in  average  attendance ;  and  a 
decrease  of  14  in  the  number  presented  in  the  standards.  As  compared  with  last 
year,  the  nnmber  preaented  in  the  standards  has  this  year  fallen  from  72*75  to  70*79 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  present  at  inspections;  but  has  risen  from  78*09  to 
79  *  10  per  cent,  of  the  total  nnmber  in  average  attendance.  As  there  has  been 
during  the  ]^t  ^ ear  no  appreciable  variation  in  the  proportion  of  infants  attending 
the  schools  m  this  district,  the  above  statistics  point  to  the  conclusion  that,  while  pre* 
sentation  has  slightly  improved  as  regards  fulness,  there  has  been  ^  distinct  fafiing 
off  in  regularity  of  attendance.

Owing  to  the  amalgamation  of  two  schools  in  the  same  village,  the  number  of 
separate  schools  is  this  year  one  less  than  it  was  last  year.  The  figures  in  the 
above  table  show  that  the  tendency  as  regards  the  mode  of  increase  of  8ta£P  runs  in 
the  direction  of  the  employment  of  a  larger  number  of  certificated  female  assistants, 
and  the  substitution  of  female  for  male  pupil-teachers.  The  increase,  however,  this 
year  in  the  number  of  male  candidates  is  noteworthy,  as  being,  slight  though  it  is, 
a  reversal  of  the  tendency  that  has  manifested  itself  for  several  years  ba<Mc.  Sti- 
pendiary monitors,  on  their  present  footituf,  do  not  seem  to  meet  a  felt  want.

This  year  S07  scholars  were  scheduled  and  presented  for  examination  above 
Standard  VL  as  against  248  last  year. 

In  this  district  48*2  per  cent,  of  those  presented  in  the  standards  hare  this  year 
heen  presented  above  Standard  III.  For  the  whole  of  Scotland  last  year  the  cor- 
responding per-centage  was  38*2. 

I  have  again  to  bespeak  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  most  of  my  large  schools, 
and,  consequently,  an  exceptionally  large  proportion  of  the  school  population  of  my 
district,  are  examined  at  the  time  of  the  year  least  favourable  for  the  securing  of  a 
hiffh  per-centage  of  passes.  Almost  42  per  cent,  of  ^the  total  number  presented  in 
this  district  axe  examined  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  working  year,  between  1st 
October  and  31st  December. 

The  above  table  shows  an  advance  during  the  past  year  of  1  '6  per  cent,  in  reading,  An  advance  since 
of  0*2  per  cent  in  writing,  and  of  2'8  per  cent,  in  arithmetic ;  giving  a  rise  of  1  '4  1«"* y«tf, 
in  the  total  per-centage  of  passes.    This  advance  is,  over  all,  slightly  greater  than 
that  made  last  year.    The  rate  of  advance  remains  steady  in  reading ;  has  gone  back 
by  nearly  1  per  cent,  in  writing ;  and  has  improved  by  1  per  cent  m  arithmetic.

This  year  again  presentations  hare  been  made  in  all  the  15  subjects  of  the  Fourth 
Schedule  except  No.  10,  Light  and  Heat.  Domestic  economy  has  this  year  been 
taken  by  eigh(  more  schools  and  by  ]  67  more  children.  In  regard  to  the  other  sab- 
jects,  there  nas  been  an  increase  of  four  in  the  nnmber  of  schools  taking  these,  and 
of  382  in  the  total  number  of  scholars  presented;  with  an  increase  of  1  * 4  in  the 
total  per-centage  of  passes.  The  number  of  scholars  presented  has  increased  in  the 
first  and  third  stages,  but  has  decreased  in  the  second. 

In  the  order  of  their  popularity,  as  estimated  by  the  number  of  schools  taking 
them,  the  leading  subjects  (other  xhan  domestic  economy)  rank  thus  :  1.  English ; 
2.  Latin;  8  and  4  (equal).  French  and  Mathematies;  5.  Physical  Geography. 
This  order,  I  find,  has  remained  pretty  much  the  same  for  the  last  four  years. 

In  respect  of  the  number  of  pupils  presented  in  it,  subject  No.  11,  Magnetism  and 
Electricity,  stands  fourth  this  year,  although  it  has  been  taken  up  in  only  three 
schools. 

The  subjects  in  which  during  the  past  year  preparation  has  been  least  intelligent 
and  satisfactory  are  domestic  economy  (especially  the  second  branch)  and  physical 
geography. 

In  aU  the  other  subjects  the  presentations  have  been  so  few  as  to  call  for  no  notes 
upon  them  in  addition  to  the  statistics  given  above.

Tho9e  qualified  by  150  attendances  are  (a)  half-timers  under  the  Factory  Acts, 
(6)  ftcholara  beneficially  employed  in  rural  districts  when  not  at  school,  and  (c) 
scholars  living  more  than  two  nules  f^om  school.  Under  all  three  heads  the  num- 
bers ai^  smaller  than  they  were  last  year,  while  the  number  qualified  by  250 
attendances  is  larger  by  808.  This  is  so  far  an  improvement,  but  there  is  still  much 
to  be  desired  on  the  score  of  regularity  of  attendance  both  in  town  and  country.'  I 
still  come  across  many  children  who,  up  to  the  age  of  eight,  nine,  or  ten,  seem  to  have 
been  able  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Act. 

Of  the  2,245  infants  qualified,  109  were  absent  on  the  day  of  inspection.  Of  the  Number 
12,427  over  seven  years  of  age  qualified  for  examination,  seven  were  nnexaminable  presented, 
owing  to  defects  of  mind  or  body,  118  were  withheld  from  examination  in  Standard 
I.,  under  Art.  19  B.  5,  749  were  absent,  and  478  were  beyond  the  standards.

Mr  report  for  last  year  was  based  on  the  quarterly  returns 
furnished  by  the  other  Inspectors  in  the  western  division,  and  on  what  I 
had  observed  in  my  own  district.  I  have  this  year  the  advantage  of  a 
considerably  wider  experience  derived  from  visits  with  my  colleagues  to  visits  with 
all  the  districts  in  the  division,  except  one  for  which  I  could  not  find  colleagues. 
time.  These  joint  inspections  were  pleasant  to  myself,  and  I  am  willing 
to  regard  an  invitation  from  almost  all  to  repeat  them  this  year  as  an 
indication  that  they  were  mutually  so.  That  they  are  profitable  from 
the  opportunity  they  afibrd  of  an  mterchango  of  opinion  on  our  daily 
work  cannot,  I  think,  be  doubted.  By  means  of  them  and  the  annual 
conferences  we  shall  probably  make  as  near  an  approach  to  uniformity 
of  test  and  method  &s  is  desirable  or  consistent  with  the  preservation  of 
individuality.  I  found,  as  I  expected,  unimportant  differences  in  the 
various  districts.  X.  slightly  accentuated  some  points,  Y.  others,  but 
all  as  a  rule  within  the  limits  of  the  Code.  In  rural  districts  with  six 
standards  under  one  teacher  I  found  expressive  reading  considerably 
below  the  average  of  a  Glasgow  school,  where  usually  each  standard  has 
a  teacher  to  itself.  This  also  was  to  be  expected.  I  am  glad  to  find 
from  the  reports  of  mv  colleagues  in  the  division  that  in  rural  schools 
this  subject  has  dunng  the  past  year  received  successful  attention. 
Although  I  am  not  unacquainted  with  Highland  schools,  my  visits  to  Highland 
Argyllshire  freshened  my  recollection  of  the  local  and  bilingual  schools, 
dif&culties  with  which  they  have  to  contend,  and  with  which  Mr.  Boyd 
and  Mr.  Lobban  showed  fitting  sympathy.  I  hope  this  year  to  find  time 
to  repeat  some  of  these  visits.

Of  the  standard  and  ex-standard  pupils  nearlj  40  per  cent,  were 
presented  in  Standard  IV.  and  upwards,  while  50  per  cent,  of  those  so 
presented  were  examined  in  speci^c  subjects,  as  against  66  per  cent 
last  jear.  Of  the  children  above  10  years  of  age  who  ought  to  be 
presented  in  IV.,  nearlj  81  per  cent,  were  so  presented.  These  figures 
indicate  advance  in  a  healthy  direction,  to  which  the  decrease  in  specific 
subjects  is  no  exception. 

The  higher  discipline  grant  was  paid  to  636,  the  lower  to  556,  and  12 
schools  received  no  grant  under  this  head.

Deductions  from  the  grant  wsre  made  in  seven  cases,  but  in  none  was 
the  whole  grant  refused.  The  grants  under  19  C.  1  were  refused  in  S5 
cases,  and  under  19  C.  2  in  93. 

In  a  considerable  number  of  cases  the  grant  for  geography  and  history 
was  not  claimed  owing  to  insufficient  numbers. 

The  subjoined  table  gives  the  general  statistics  of  the  diviaon. 

In  view  of  conditions  differing  pretty  widely  a  range  of  8  per  cent,  is 
so  far  satisfactory  evidence  of  uniformity  of  test  in  the  standard  subjects. 
The  statistics  of  the  seven  districts  will  be  found  tabulated  in  the 
appendix. 

It  has  often  occurred  to  me  during  the  past  year  that  in  populous 
centres  like  Glasgow  the  arrangements  for  the  instruction  of  ex-VL 
pupils  might  be  improved.  The  number  of  such  pupils  is  in  many  cases 
too  small  to  justify  the  expenditure  of  time  required  for  their  efficient 
instruction.  I  know  many  cases  in  which  the  master  at  considerable 
inconvenience  contrives  to  carry  on  their  higher  education,  but  I  know 
others  in  which,  partly  from  necessity,  but  more  largely  from  indifierence, 
their  work  is  limited  to  the  three  specific  subjects  in  which  they  may  be 
examined.  It  is  in  the  highest  degree  undesirable  that  pupils  of  the  age 
of  13,  14,  or  16  should  part  company  with  reading,  grammar,  and  the 
other  branches  of  an  English  education  simply  because  they  cannot  earn 
grants  under  the  standards.  I  know  that  the  Glasgow  teachers  in 
general  who  have  small  classes  of  such  pupils  would  welcome  their 
transference  to  another  school.  In  these  circumstances  it  would  surely 
bo  bettor  for  all  concerned  that  certain  schools  suitable  in  respect  of 
staff  and  locality  should  be  selected,  where  classes  could  be  formed  of 
sufficient  size  to  warrant  the  employment  of  a  master  with  time  at  his 
disposal,  and  where,  under  the  stimulus  of  numbers,  a  healthy  spirit  of 
emulation  could  be  aroused.  It  is  an  obvious  waste  of  teaching  power 
to  have  20  or  30  pupils  taught  in  half-a-dozen  schools,  if  they  could 
without  serious  inconvenience  all  attend  one  school,  and  be  taught  as 
one  class.  An  arrangement  of  this  kind  is  the  more  necessary  in 
view  of  the  certain  increase  of  ex-VI.  pupils  due  to  the  bursaries 
offered  for  competition  by  the  General  and  City  Educational  Trusts  of 
Glasgow.  This  arrangement  would  be  facilitated  by  the  school  board 
agreeing,  as  they  no  doubt  would,  to  grant  the  reduction  in  fees  allowed 
when  three  or  four  from  the  same  family  attend  one  school,  though 
under  this  plan  they  attended  different  schools.  In  or  near  large 
towns  the  remedy  is  easy.  It  is  much  more  difficult  in  rural  districts. 
On  this  subject  Mr.  Waddell  has  made  the  following  remarks  with  which 
I  heartily  agree.

in  or  near  a  large  town — and  a  proportion  of  them  are  in  that  position — they  might 
be  educationally  provided  for  "without  difficulty.  But  fully  two  thirds  of  them  must 
be  very  unfavourably  placed  for  carrying  on  their  education  to  any  advantage,  un- 
less the  teacher  of  their  own  school  can  mid  time  to  bestow  upon  them.  What  is  to 
be  done  with  these  scholars  ?  They  represent  the  most  valuable  material  of  which 
primary  schools  are  possessed,  and  it  may  safely  be  said  that  the  provision  for  .their 
benefit  is  the  least  adequate  which  the  system  supplies.  No  one  would  venture  to 
affirm  that  any  three  specific  subjects,  taught  as  primary  schools  teach  these,  are 
sufficient  either  in  amount  or  in  comprehensiveness  to  furnish  a  profitable  year's 
instruction  to  boys  and  girls  who  are  just  entering  upon  their  best  powers  of  work. 
Something  much  more  systematic  ought  to  be  provided,  together  with  a  definitei  goal 
at  Which  to  aim.  Encouragement  would  likewise  have  to  be  given  to  the  teacl^er  to 
undertake  a  higher  course  where  the  scholars  must  be  few.  Unfortunately  any 
arrangement  of  such  a  nature  would  incur  the  risk  of  hostility  from  the  friends  of 
the  secondary  schools.  Yet  that  risk  ought,  in  my  opinion,  to  be  incurred  in  a 
matter  so  loudly  calling  for  action.  It  is  absolutely  painful  to  see*  promising  young 
people,  whose  parents  are  obviously  eager  to  keep  them  at  school,  coming  forwa^  in 
their  Heens  to  be  examined  in  the  elements  of  physiology  while  their  knowledge  of 
grammar,  composition,  arithmetic,  geography,  and  history  is  not  only  not  advaticing 
but  positively  falling  into  decay." 

This  is  perhaps  the  place  to  refer  to  a  question  that  has  been  a  good 
deal  discussed  in  connexion  with  the  above-mentioned  bui*saries.  The 
City  and  General  Endowments  Boards  offer  to  competitors  who  have 
passed  the  5th  or  6th  Standards  150  school  bursaries  of  the  value  of 
from  5/.  to  10/.,  tenable  for  two  years  at  public  or  state-aided  schools 
in  Glasgow  in  which  efficient  instruction  is  given  in  the  higher  branches. 
Among  the  Governors  opinion  has  been  a  good  deal  divided  as  to  what 
is  meant  by  efficient  instruction  in  higher  branches,  and  consequently  as 
to  the  number  of  schools  at  which  such  bursaries  should  be  tenable  ; 
some  contending  for  a  large,  others  for  a  small,  number  of  schools.  The 
two  elements  that  must  be  taken  into  account  for  the  settlement  of  this 
question  are  the  efficiency  and  strength  of  the  staff  and  the  size  of  the 
classes.  If  there  is  not  on  the  staff  a  master  or  masters  qualified  to  give 
efficient  education  in  the  higher  branches,  or  if  there  is  such  a  master 
or  masters,  but  the  number  of  pupils  is  very  small,  it  is  economically 
and  educationally  a  mistake  to  make  a  bursary  tenable  at  that  school. 
Given  a  competent  staff  and  pupils  numerous  enough  to  occupy  a 
teacher's  time  and  be  mutually  stimulative,  I  see  no  reason  for  limiting 
the  number  of  schools  ;  but  I  can  conceive  of  nothing  that  will  more 
effectually  fritter  away  the  value  of  important  endowments  than  to 
allow  driblets  of  language  or  science  to  be  taught  in  three  or  four  schools 
to  such  a  small  number  of  )>upils  as  could  be  taught  not  only  as  well 
but  better  in  one  school.  Those  who  contend  for  a  large  number  of 
schools  on  the  ground  that  it  would  have  a  discouraging  effect  on  the 
masters,  because  their  best  pupils  would  be  removed  elsewhere,  forget 
that  the  bursaries  were  founded  not  for  the  teacher  but  for  the  pupil, 
and  are  giving  way  to  a  sentiment  which  ought  not  to  enter  into  their 
calculations. 

These  trusts  have  now  an  opportunity  that  has  seldom  fallefa  to  the 
lot  of  educational  bodies.  By  judicious  administration,  with  an  eye  only 
to  the  interests  of  education,  and  a  steady  disregard  of  petty  jealousies 
and  weak-kneed  compliance  with  individual  solicitations  which  have  no 
educational  motive,  they  have  it  in  their  power  to  contribute,  so  far  as 
Glasgow  is  concerned,  towards  a  fairly  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
question  of  secondary  education  for  the  lower  and  middle  classes  of  the 
city. 

The  City  and  General  Endowments  Boards  offer  450  free  scholarships 
for  competition  to  children  whose  parents  or  guardians,  not  being  in 
receipt  of  parochial  relief,  are  in  such  circumstances  as  to  require  aid 
for  providing   elementary  education   as   d^md  in   the   Educational 
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Endowments  Act.     Tbe  definition  there  given  of  elementary  edncation 
covers  all  the  branches  mentioned  in  the  Scotch  Code  in  standard,  class, 
and  specific  subjects.     This  being  so,  it  is  evident  that  the  bursaries  of  ^ 
from  61.  to  10/.  are  meant  for  the  promotion  of  something  higher  than  hi^e^Aan"" 
elementary  education  as  so  defined.     The  question  which  these  boards  free  scholar- 
have  to  settle  is  whether  the  promotion  of  this  higher  education  can  be  ships. 
Batisfactorily  secured  by  recognising  as  **  schools   in  which  efficient  in- 
"struction  is  glveu  in  the  higher  branches"  a  large  number  of  schools 
taught  by  men  who,  though  they  have  the  requisite  qualifications,  are 
pretty  fully  occupied  with  the  ordinary  branches,  and  where  the  number 
of  pupils  seeking  this  higher  education  is  too  small  to  secure  the  whole- 
some   rivalry   and    emulation    without   which   satisfactory   success   is 
impossible,

Now,  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  only  10  schools  have  more  than 
50  ex- VI.  pupils,  and  that  these  pupils  in  the  pursuit  of  efficient  higher 
education  will  divide  themselves  into  three  classes, 

(1)  those  who  wish  French  and  German  with  a  view  to  commerce  ; 

(2)  those  who  wish  science  and  mathematics  with  a  view  to  technical 

pursuits  ; 

(3)  those  who  wish  Latin,  Greek,  and  mathematics  with  a  view  to 

the  University ; 

it  is  pretty  evident  that  they  cannot  bear  distribution  among  a  large 
number  of  schools  without  educational  waste.  For  obviously  it  would 
be  wasteful  to  fully  equip  many  schools  for  efficient  instruction  on  all 
the  three  lines.  There  is,  however,  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
endowments  boards  and  the  school  board  will  settle  the  matter 
satisfactorily. 

In  October  last  year  your  Lordships  agreed  to  my  suggestion  that  a  New  district, 
portion  of  this  district  should  be  detached.  This  has  been  done  and 
assigned  to  my  colleague  Mr,  Bathgate.  During  the  ensuing  year  it 
will  be  necessary,  for  our  own  convenience  as  well  as  for  ^hat  of  the 
schools,  to  work  into  each  other's  hands  much  as  if  the  separation  had 
not  been  made,  and  so  smooth  the  way  for  some  necessary  changes  of 
dates. 

I  proceed  now  to  treat  of  the  seven  districts  in  detail.  1  regret  that 
owing  to  the  temporary  illness  of  Mr,  Boyd  he  has  been  unable  to 
furnish  his  valuable  contribution.

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School  Supply. 

The  estimated  school  population  of  the  municipalitj  of  Glasgow  is 
90,521.  In  October  there  were  83,516  places  in  schools  of  all  kinds. 
There  have  been  considerable  changes  during  the  year,  three  schools 
have  been  handed  over  to  the  board,  and  seven  endowed  schools  have 
been  closed  ;  two  new  schools  and  four  additions  have  been  opened,  one 
school  has  been  purchased  and  four  have  been  taken  on  lease.  The 
result  of  ^hese  changes  is  that  the  school  accommodation  in  all  the 
BchooU  of  the  city  is  increased  by  2,115.  The  Board  have  now  67 
schools  under  their  management,  of  which  23  are  full  to  overflowing, 
27  have  an  enrolment  exceeding  the  accommodation,  and  17  have  room 
to  spare.  By  purchasing  an  endowed,  and  leasing  a  charity  school,  and 
by  large  additions  to  existing  schools,  the  board  have  successfully  met 
the  demand  made  upon  their  resources  by  the  closing  of  endowed, 
charitable,  and  private  adventure  schools.  During  1887,  by  additions 
and  new  buildings,  the  places  will  be  increased  by  4,000,  and  early  in 
1888  by  2,000  more.  It  is  difficult  to  speak  in  terms  of  too  high  praise 
of  the  ability  and  self-denying  efforts  of  the  board  to  meet  the  constantly 
increasing  demand.  Their  work  in  this  respect  is  not  yet  at  an  end. 
There  has  been  no  noteworthy  increase  in  the  number  of  infant  schools 
or  departments.  Under  the  New  Code  an  increase  is  probable  and 
desirable.     The  general  statistics  are  as  under  : —

The  number  of  pupil- teachers  has  diminished  from  632  to  528.  All 
the  other  items  show  increase ;  the  average  attendance  by  3,698,  the 
number  of  infants  examined  by  462,  and  the  number  in  standards  by 
2,846. 

The  recognition  of  Garoethill  and  other  schools  of  similar  type  as 
regularly  inspected  schools  has  been  in  some  quarters  called  in  question, 
chiefly  on  the  ground  that  they  unduly  interfere  with  the  prosperity 
of  secondary  schools,  by  the  amount  of  secondary  work  which  they 
contrive  to  undertake.  Gamethill  is  one  of  several  schools  of  similar 
type  in  Glasgow,  but  it  is  the  one  in  which  secondary  work  has  been 
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most  extensively  developed.      Section  67  of  the  Act  of  1872  bears  Terms  of  the 

that  ^  Parliamentaiy  grants  according  to  the  rates  ^d  under  the  con-  Act 

^'  ditions  contained  in  the  minutes  of  the  Scotch  Education  Department 

"  in  force  for  the  time  may  be  made  (1)  to  any  school  board  for  and 

"  in  respect  of  the  public  schools  under  their  management,  provided 

"  that .  due  care  shall  be  taken  by  the  Scotch  Education  Department  in 

'*  the  constitution  of  such  minutes  that  the  standard  of  education  which 

''  now  exists  shall  not  be  lowered,  and  that  as  far  as  possible  as  high  a 

^'  standard  shall   be  maintained  in  all  schools  inspected  by  the  said 

"  Department." 

It  is  well  known  that  the  parish  schools  of  Aberdeen,  Banff,  and  Sctoola  of  this 
Moray  send  pupils  every  year  to  Aberdeen  University,  with  training  in  *yP®  "*<>*  '^®^* 
-  classics  and  mathematics  sufficient  to  make  them  successful  candidates 
in  the  hardest  and  most  keenly  contested  bursary  competition  in  Scot- 
land.    No  doubt  these  schools  do  this  under  the  favourable  conditions 
of  a  Dick  Bequest,  but  there  is  surely  no  reason  why  Glasgow  should 
not  do  the  same  under  the  favourable  conditions  of  a  large  populatioa 
and  an  energetic  school  board.     It  is  matter  for  re^et  that  such  excel- 
lent schools  as  the  secondary  schools  proper  of  Glasgow  should  suffer 
from  this, and  that  they  have  not  the  benefit  of  Government  grants ;  but  Not  sufficient 
it  is  not  enough  to  say  that,  because  provision  is  made  for  higher  educa-  tl^t  there  are 
tion  in  existing  secondary  schools,  the  primary  schools  should  cease  to  *^^^^  *^ 
furnish  advan^  education.     The  much  higher  fees  in  the  secondary  ^^^o^ 
schools  are  a  complete  barrier  to  many  who  ask  for  and  can  profit  by 
a  higher  education.    In  other  words,  the  son  of  the  artisan  or  tradesman 
in  Glasgow  should  not  be  denied  what  is  given  to  the  son  of  the  crofter 
or  farmer  in  Banffshire. 

The  minutes  of  the  Department  are  the  Code,  and  the  Code  is 
annually  sanctioned  by  Parliament.  These  minutes  offer  grants,  not 
only  for  the  elementary  branches,  but  for  Latin,  Greek,  French,  Grerman, 
mathematics,  and  other  subjects.  If  these  subjects  are  taught  beyond 
the  limits  mentioned  in  the  Code,  so  are  they,  and  so  have  they  been, 
taught  in  the  three  counties  named,  and  elsewhere,  and  to  refuse  to 
teach  them  beyond  these  limits  would  be  to  lower  education,  which  the 
proviso  above  quoted  says  must  not  be  done. 

As  to  the  statement  that  Gamethill  is  not  mainly  devoted  to  elemen-  Thej  are 
tary  work,  what  are  the  facts  ?    Out  of  a  roll  of  1,300  pupils  more  than  n»i^y  elemen- 
1,000  are  either  infants  or  doing  standard  work.     Of  the  remainder,  *"J^' 
250  will  be  presented  for  examination  in  specific  subjects.     So  that  of 
the  1,300  on  the  roll,  96  per  cent,  are  doing  standard  work  for  which 
the  Code  offers  grants. 

No  one  regrets  more  than  I  do  the  decay  of  advanced  classical 
teaching  in  my  old  district  of  Aberdeen,  as  reported  by  my  northern 
colleagues.  Circumstances  change,  and  we  must  accept  the  inevitable. 
The  pressure  of  the  common  subjects  in  small  rural  schools  doubtless 
makes  the  cultivation  of  the  higher  learning  difficult,  if  not  impossible. 
But  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  it  was  only  in  the  three  counties 
already  referred  to  that  instruction  in  classics  was,  from  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances, exceptionally  high.  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  found  that 
elsewhere  in  Scotland  the  university  subjects  are  taught  less  or  worse 
than  fomierly.  I  believe  the  reverse  is  the  case.  But  be  that  as  it 
may,  it  is  unquestionable  that  in  Glasgow  and  other  populous  centres 
the  son  of  the  working  man  finds  now  within  his  reach  an  advanced 
education  in  these  subjects,  which  only  a  few  years  ago  was  hopelessly 
beyond  it. 
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Mr.  Jolly  reports : — 

**  This  district  still^rows  in  attendance,  presentation,  and  number  of  schools.  It 
has  risen  by  1,724  this  year  in  the  number  presented,  while  the  arerage  attendance 
has  increased  by  more  than  550  in  the  parish  of  Crovan,  where  the  -depression  in 
trade  has  told  heayily.  In  Dumbartonshire  the  district  of  Clydebank  has  extended 
enormously,  chiefly  on  account  of  the  erection  of  the  Singers*  Factory  foe  Sewings 
Machine,  a  gigantic  industry  capable  there  of  employing  4,000  operatives;  ^nl, 
there  a  very  good  large  school  has  been  bnilt  at  Dalmuir,  and  another  is  being 
erected  at  Clydebank  itself  for  1,500  children  to  replace  the  old  school  for  400.  In 
Ae  town  of  Dumbarton  the  new  Enoxland  Public  Sehool  has  already  been  doobled 
in  size,  and  a  handsome  Roman  Catholic  school  for  over  700  has  just  been  finished. 
At  Alexandria  a  new  school  is  being  bililt  for  870.  At  Benton  a  large  addition  has 
been  made  to  the  public  school,  and  the  whole  has  been  very  well  adorned.  In  Old 
Eilpatrick  new  premises  are  being  proceeded  i^ith  at  Gavinbum  to  supersede  the 
old  and  defective  schools  at  Bowling  and  Kilpatrick.  At  Lenxie  fiiM  premises 
have  lately  been  opened  as  a  higher  grade  public  school.  In  the  parish  of  Giovani 
three  schools  of  the  same  kind  were  examined  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Billhead, 
Bellahouston,  and  Partick.  The  first  two  are  in  excellent  aud  finely-appointed 
buildings,  and  the  last,  still  temporarily  located,  will  shortly  move  into  superior 
accommodation.  Another  higher  gprade  public  school  has  lately  been  opened,  of 
first  class  style,  at  GovanhilL  At  Polmadie  the  public  school  has  been  greatly 
increased  in  size.  In  Einning  Park  the  public  school  is  being  much  extended,  and 
the  Roman  Catholic  school  has  almost  doubled  its  capacity. 

'*  The  s6hools  that  still  remain  unsatisfactory  in  premises  and  furniture  are  the 
Oswald  Public  School  at  Kirkintilloch,  the  episcopal  school  at  Helensburgh,  and 
the  Roman  Catholic  schools  at  Kirkintilloch  and  Milngavie.*' 

Dr.  Smith  states  that  the  last  deficiency  in  school  supply  in  his 
district,  that  of  Bothwell  Public  School,  has  lately  been  arranged  for. 
He  adds : — 

**  Perhaps  the  most  characteristic  feature  observable  in  my  district  during  the 
past  year  is  th^  many  of  the  mining  districts  have  really  been  over-supplied  with 
schools.  The  most  notable  instance  of  this  I  can  recal  is  Waterloo  School,  in  the 
parish  of  Cambusnethan,  which,  owing  to  the  exhaustion  of  'the  coal  in  the  vicinity 
is  very  meagrely  filled,  and  the  attend^ce  at  which  is  likely  still  further  to  decline. 
We  have  here  a  most  commodious  and  durable  structure  erected  at  the  public  ex- 
pense, a  very  small  part  of  which  is  discharged,  gradually  losing  its  utility.  It 
appears  to  me  that  in  the  case  of  mining  districts  less  outlay  should  be  incurred 
than  where  the  population  is  more  permanent. 

«  On  this  point  I  would  suggest  that  the  Department  might  insist  with  more 
detail  than  hitherto  upon  the  seats  and  desks  being  graded  suitably  to  the  sizes  of 
the  children.  Many  schools  are  erected  under  the  supervision  of  architects 
acquainted  only  with  house  architecture,  and  frequently  the  height  of  the  seats  and 
the  desks  is  quite  arbitrary." 

I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  find  room  for  all  the  remarks  of  Mr. 
Marshall  about  accommodation.  In  North  A3rr6hirc  his  complaint  is 
not  so  much  of  deficiency  as  of  unsatisfactory  distribution  of  space,  and 
the  want  of  rooms  suitable  for  60  or  80  pupils.  As  instances  of  this  he 
mentions  Wallacetown  Ayr,  Westend  Dairy,  Manchline  Public,  Bath 
Academy,  Rowallan,  Woodside,  Kilmarnock  Grammar,  «&c.  His  average 
attendance  is  increased  by  486.  There  were  examined  18,750  in 
standards  and  2,681  infants,  and  the  tot«l  pass  is  92*8,  which  is  a  little 
higher  than  that  of  1885.  It  is  highest  in  the  Ist  and  lowest  in  the 
5ih  Standard. 

Mr.  Waddell  reports  : — 

"  The  extent  of  the  district  has  undergone  no  change,  but  the  improvements  in 
the  school  supply  referred  to  in  last  report  have  now  been  completed.  The  additions 
at  Denny  Alva  and  Grangemouth  are  all  in  use,  and  form  most  valuable  and 
attractive  adjuncts  to  the  schools  with  which  they  are  connected.  Ou  a  smaller 
scale  are  the  alterations  at  two  of  the  Falkirk  burgh  schools  and  at  Gartmore,  but 
they  are  equally  good  m  their  degree.  The  chief  features  of  the  year's  changes, 
however,  have  been  the  following: — 
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-  ^  1.  Tbe  opening  of  the  admirable  new  bmlding  at  Larbert,  which  takes  the  plaee 
of  two  previous  schools,,  and  which,  for  beauty  and  completeness,  may  ohallenge 
comparison  with  the  best  erections  in  Gl^isgow  or  E^nburgh. 

**  2.  The  reconstruction  of  Falkirk  Southern  School  so  as  to  comprise  large  junior 
and  senior  sections,  in  the  latter  of  which  the  board  aim  at  giving  a  higher  cnrri' 
cdnm  lo  all  who  may  detize  it  The  scheme  has  ^et  to  be  tested ;  but  so  far  Uie 
board  deserve  hearty  congratulation  upon  their  enlightened  and  vigorous  action. 

''  3.  The  issue  by  the  Bndowed  Schools  Commissioners  of  a  scheme  bearing  upon 
the  trusts  in  Stirling,  and  the  consequent  action  of  the  Stirling  Burgh  Board  in 
'  completing  the  high  school  and  adding  to  the  efficiency  of  its  equipments.  This 
comes  ander  my  notice  only  indirectly.  I  trust,  however,  I  may  without  impropriety 
express  my  earnest  hope  that  the  board,  while  engaged  in  so  good  a  work,  would 
also  do  something  in  a  courageous  spirit  to  improve  the  condition  of  their  primary 
schools.  At  present  no  school  in  the  burgh  of  Stirling  can,  in  point  of  importance  Deficiencies. 
and  completeness,  be  properly  placed  upon  the  same  level  with  almost  any  of  those 
named  Above,  while  there  are  two,  which,  so  far  as  buildings  and  equipments  are 
concerned,  can  take  no  rank  whatever  amon^  the  educational  institutions  of  the 
district  Not  till  these  two  are  suitably  combmed  in  a  new  building  will  Stirling 
possess  a  primary  school  of  the  first  class." 

Standard  Subjects. 

Mr.  JoUj  reports  that  the  results  are  practically  the  same  as  last  year 
both  in  the  standard  and  specific  subjects.     He  remarks; — 

**  These  results  are  very  gratifying  in  themselves,  but  more  so  in  view  of  the  Results  in 
trade  depression  which  has  so  seriously  affected  such  a  commercial  region.  In  standards, 
addition  to  a  great  amount  of  actual  want,  this  has  caused  a  real  and  more  or  less 
general  depression  in  spirits,  that  is,  in  nervous  energy  and  in  the  elasticity  neces- 
sary for  vigorous  intellectual  efibrt.  As  illustrating  this,  the  public  schools  of  the 
Govan  parish,  which  is  mainly  dependent  on  the  shipping  industries  of  the  Clyde, 
have,  in  spite  of  earnest  work,  retrograded  nearlpr  2  per  cent  as  a  whole,  while  two 
of  the  upper  grade  schools,  Uillbead  and  Partick,  less  affected  by  bad  trade  and 
want,  passed  close  on  98  per  cent. 

*<  I  am  glad  also  to  report  great  and  growing  improvement  in  the  character  of  the  Reading  rising 
reading,  especially  in  regard  to  modulated  expression.    Greater  attention  is  being  in  expressive- 
paid,  and  rightly  from  the  very  first,  to  the  proper  grouping  of  words  in  their  ness. 
natural  relations  in  a  sentence,  in  opposition  to  the  unintelligent  staccato  style  so 
common ;  to  the  due  emphasis  of  words  according  to  their  importance ;  and  to  the 
inflection  of  the  voice,  in  place  of  the  all-prevalent  monotone  of  the  past.    The  last 
year  has  seen  greater  attention  than  ever  before  to  the  practice  of  this  most  valuable 
and  most  practical  of  the  fine  arts.    There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  partly  owiog  to 
an  increasing  estimate  of  its  importance,  and  partly  to  preparation  for  the  improved 
reading  of  the  New  Scotch  Code,  in  which  reading  has  at  last  been  relieved  from 
such  extraneous  and  over-weighting  demands  as  grammar,  and  placed  on  its  own 
true  level  as  an  independent  subject. 

"  As  yet  the  Code  is  much  too  limited  and  indefinite  in  its  demands  in  this  subject,  New  Code 
requiring  only  *  expression  *  in  the  5th  and  6th  Standards,  a  vagueness  perhaps  at  demands  too 
first  desirable.    But  it  is  surely  time  that  graduated  requirements  in  both  matter  general, 
and  expression  should  be  carefully  laid  down  as  a  guide  to  teachers  and  examiners, 
and  a  means  of  raising  efficiency.     Such  a  series  of  reading  standards  was  tenta- 
tively given  in  my  Blue  Book  report  for  1874,  to  which  I  beg  to  refer  those 
interested. 

**  It  cannot  be  sufficiently  urged  that  modulated  expression  should  be  begun  in  Some  methods 
the  infant  room,  like  music,  to  which  it  is  in  many  ways  intimately  related ;  and  of  securing 
vou  often  hear  better  expression  there  in  both  reading  and  recitation  than  in  the  modulation, 
higher  classes.     One  of  the  most  effective  means  of  getting  children  to  inflect  the 
voice  is  to  practice  emphasis.     This  is  too  little  attended  to.  by  teachers,  though  it 
goes  farther  towards  obtaining  expressive  modulation  than  any  other  single  element. 
The  pupils  should  be  regularly  questioned  regarding  the  important  words  in  each 
sentence,  being  asked  for  a  time  to  mark  them  to  the  eye ;  and  they  should  be 
exercised  in  emphasising  these  according  to  their  importance  to  the  sense.      In 
doing  this  they  will  be  compelled  to  inflect  the  voice,  and  by  its  constant  practice 
they  will  thus   become  gradually  and  insensibly  able  to  modulate  to  an  extent 
surprising  to  all  that  have  not  tried  it.    But  truly  to  secure  good  modulation  the 
voice  scale  should  be  carefully  exercised,  as  carefully  and  regularly  as  the  music 
scale,  from  the  earliest  years.    The  conquest  of  the  less  known  scale,  which  should 
be  easily  within  the  command  of  every  reader,  will  be  materially  assisted  by  the 
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better  known  scale  of  music,  while  the  two  should  be  much  more  practised 
together  than  they  are." 

Dr.  Smith  reports : — 

Beading.  *^  ^  ^^®  bestowed  much  attention  on  this  subject  during  the  past  year.    In  the 

west  of  Scotland  I  do  not  think  the  same  difficulties  are  to  be  met  witii  in  the  way 
of  eliminating  provincialism  as  in  the  east  and  north-east.  My  experience  at  the- 
commencement  of  my  professional  career  in  Aberdeenshire  led  me  to  the  coniriction 
that  the  correction  of  the  pronunciation  of  the  vowels  in  that  county  must  be  a  very 
laborious  process.  The  intermixture  of  people  from  all  parts  of  the  country  in  the 
mining  districts  of  Lanarkshire  does  much  to  do  away  with  the  extreme  peculiarities 
of  any  particular  locality,  and  I  apprehend  that  the  large  proportion  of  Irish  in  my 
district  tends  to  give  vivacity  to  the  temperament  which  partially  reflects  itself  inr 
speaking  and  reading.  These  remarks  do  not  apply  to  the  agricultural  parts  of  my 
district. 

"  It  i^pears  to  me  that  there  is  some  danger  in  endeavouring  to  discriminate  too 
much  in  regard  to  the  qualities  of  reading.  A  dull  monotone  is  of  course  to  be 
deprecated,  but  any  attempt  to  specify  some  dozen  or  15  diifeient  points  to  be 
attended  to,  in  my  opinion,  leads  to  a  formal  and  mechanical  style  of ,  reading,  and 
by  causing  an  unnatural  conformity  to  rules  in  large  measure  arbitrary  aggravates 
those  very  evils  which  it  should  be  our  effort  to  remove." 

Dr.  Smith  finds  that  in  many  schools  the  good  writing  in  the  lower 
standards  is  not  followed  by  satisfactory  penmanship  in  the  higher; 
that  the  tendency  is  that  pupils  commence  a  current  hand  too  soon,  and 
in  the  upper  standards  write  much  too  small. 

Dr.  Smith  continues : — 

"  As  usual  the  per-centage  of  failures  in  arithmetic  is  heavier  in  the  higher 
standards,  and  in  reference  to  these  standards  it  may  be  remarked  that  in  many 
cases  the  problems  set  in  the  arithmetic  cards  are  not  successfully  performed  or 
even  attempted.  This  fact  leads  me  to  conclude  one  of  two  things,  namely,  that 
when  these  problems  are  correctly  solved  in  an  indifferent  school,  either  the  problem 
is  one  of  a  type  of  such  frequent  occurrence  that  it  <;ease8  to  be  a  real  test  of  attain- 
ment and  its  solution  is  purely  accidental,  or  the  pupils  have  actually  seen  the 
problem  previoiis  to  the  day  of  inspection.  Though  1  have  used  every  endeavour  to 
vary  the  cards  and  to  prevent  the  retention  of  them  in  the  memory  of  the  pupil,  1 
am  of  opinion  that  in  one  or  two  instances,  not  more,  the  children  were  not  working- 
the  sums  for  the  first  time.  In  particular  a  problem  offers  special  facilities  for 
being  remembered  by  the  pupils. 

<«  I  have  very  often  to  complain  of  the  slovenly  manner  in  which  the  sums  are  set 
down  on  paper  by  the  advanced  pupils.  A  Uttle  attention  to  this  point  would  not 
only  facihtate  revision,  but  also  leave  a  more  favourable  impression  of  the  method 
and  style  of  the  school  upon  the  Inspector.*' 

Mr,  Marshall  reports : — 

Rea^ng.  "  In  the  interest  of  readmg  as  an  art,  grammar  and  intelligence  are  now  to  be 

divorced  from  reading.  I  am  not  sure  whether  the  end  desir^  will  be  thereby  ac- 
complished. In  the  school  reading  is  taught  as  a  means  and  also  as  an  object  of 
instruction.  As  an  object  of  instruction  it  deserves  special  but  not  exclusive  atten- 
tion.  We  lead  not  for  the  sake  of  reading  but  for  the  sake  of  culture.  What  we 
want  is  intelligent  and  expressive  reading  to  show  that  the  context  is  grasped  and 
appreciated ;  and  that  the  child  cannot  do  without  a  full  understanding  of  the 
author's  words  and  groups.  No  model  reading  can  make  amends  for  the  inability 
of  the  child  to  comprehend,  feel,  and  exhibit  the  forms  and  combinations  of 
thought  and  expression  that  underlie  the  words.  Practically,  reading  has  not 
hitherto  been  treated  for  its  own  sake  beyond  the  3rd  Standard.  The  weight  of  the 
class  subjects  in  the  fourth  forcing  attention  away  therefrom.  But,  even  if  gram- 
mar and  intelligence  are  divorced  from  reading,  there  are  other  elements  that  con- 
dition  its  chanuster  which  cannot  be  divorced.  I  refer  especially  to  speaking. 
Reading  is  only  speaking  from  a  book,  and  as  a  child  speiUcs  far  more  than  he 
reads,  the  quality  of  his  speaking  seriously  affects  the  quahty  of  his  reading.  The 
children  who  read  best  speak  best,  and  those  who  speak  best  ei\joy  the  most  careful 
home  training  and  supervision. 

Writimr.  '*  Writing  has  the  three  elements  of  transcription,  orthography,*and  composition. 

Transcription  is  made  too  often  from  the  printed  instead  of  the  written  character. 
Orthography  makes  severe  demands  owing  to  the  large  vocabulary  to  be  mastered 
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and  tlie  lawlessness  of  English  spelling.    Perhaps  too  much  stress  is  laid  on  dicta- 
tion as  the  only  means  of  teaching  to  spell.    It  is  rather  a  test." 

Mr.  Marsball  thinks  that  composition  should  be  commenced  earlier ; 
that  descriptions  or  essays  would  be  a  better  test  for  Standard  Y.  than 
the  reproduction  of  a  stoiy ;  that  grammar,  spelling,  and  object  instruc- 
tion are  not  grouped  round  the  composition  ;  and  that  themes  should  be 
developed  out  of  the  English  instruction  on  subjects  that  have  a  suitable 
relation  to  the  pupil's  mental  condition. 

Mr.  Marshall  continues  :  — 

"  In  the  infant  group  there  is  a  good  deal  of  practice  in  mental  arithmetic,  bat  in  Arithmetic, 
the  standards  it  amounts  to  little.  The  individual  examination  can  be  only  on  slate 
and  paper,  and  the  teaching  is  shaped  accordingly.  In  Standards  I.  and  II.  there 
should  be  regular  drill  in  number,  for  without  mental  practice  slate  arithmetic  is 
very  uninteresting.  The  pass  is  lowest  iu  the  4th  and  6th  Standards,  being  respec- 
tiddly  91  and  83.  The  jading  in  the  New  Code  is  improved,  bat  there  is  still  no 
mental  arithmetic  prescribed  for  the  1st  Standard.  As  a  consequence  the  know- 
ledge of  number  shown  in  a  good  infismt  school  it  much  more  satisfactory  than  the 
slate  arithmetic  of  the  1st  Standard,  even  although  it  goes  nominally  up  to  a 
thousand.  The  mental  arithmetic  in  Ardrossan  Infant,  A^  Episcopal,  Dairy 
Westend,  Kilmarnock  Academy,  Tarbolton  Public  Schools  is  worthy  of  speeiid 
mention.*' 

Mr.  Waddell  reports  : — 

"  It  will  be  observed  that  the  numbers  examined  in  the  standards  have  risen  from 
13,699  last  year  to  14,895  this  year.  This  means  little  more  than  that  the  Grange- 
moBth  schools,  which  last  year  had  not  been  reached,  find  a  place  in  this  year's 
statistics.  The  £ict  that  the  per-centage  of  success  has  not  risen,  as  I  had  hoped  it 
might,  is  explained  in  great  measure  by  the  introduction  of  the  uniform  cards  as  the 
general  test  in  arithmetic,  and  more  particularly  in  the  arithmetic  of  the  Srd 
Standard.  In  last  report  I  indicated  that  the  want  of  previous  practice  in  notation 
below  Standard  IV.  was  affecting  the  results  unfavourably  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year.  Until  latterly  that  effect  has  not  died  away.  The  pec-centage  in 
arithmetio  fiUls  as  low  as  78  in  the  Srd  Standard ;  and  the  four  per-centages  which  Arithmetic, 
represent  the  action  of  the  new  cards  are  the  lowest  on  my  list.  No  harshness  of 
estimate  was  employed  in  the  matter.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  contents  of  each  card, 
so  far  as  that  could  be  determined,  secured  a  pass ;  and  the  teachers  in  most  cases 
had  a  sight  of  the  papers  when  these  were  corrected.  The  results,  if  I  may  so 
speak,  came  of  themselves ;  nor  do  I  believe  they  could  have  been  avoided  save  by 
postponing  the  use  of  the  cards  for  another  year,  a  course  which  I  did  not  consider 
to  lie  within  my  discretion.  Something  may  also  be  due  to  the  previous  practice  of 
examining  Standard  III.  on  slates  instead  of  paper ;  it  will  %e  observed  that  the 
dictation  of  that  standard  likewise  presents  a  rather  unfavourable  result.  I  believe, 
however,  and  am  thankful  to  believe  it,  that  in  all  the  standard  subjects  an  upward 
tendency  has  begun  to  appear.  Reading  has  made  an  appreciable  advance  in  Beading  and 
clearness,  and  writing  is  upon  the  whole  more  careful  and  unifbrm."  writing. 

Mr.  Harvey  reports : — 

«  Considerable  improvement  has  been  efiTected  in  reading.    I  have  been  gratified  Beading, 
to  find  that  a  newspaper  not  before  seen  has  been  read  wim  ease  by  a  considerable 
number  of  the  pupils  in  the  higher  standards.    In  some  cases  I  have  accepted  as 
satisfactory  the  first  80  or  100  pages  of  a  reading  book  instead  of  exacting  a  know* 
ledge  of  the  whole  book. 

**  Whilst  in  exceptional  circumstances  some  allowance  of  this  kind  must  be  made, 
I  am  convinced  that  in  most  cases  nothing  less  than  the  whole  book  should  be 
accepted.  The  80  pages  professed  are  glibly  read,  but,  if  the  simpler  book  used  in 
the  earlier  part  of  the  year  is  handed  to  the  schol^s,  a  dull  hesitating  and  incorrect 
style  of  reading  is  prevalent. 

**  Writing  is,  as  a  rule,  good  throughout  the  district.    This  is  a  subject  that  has  Writing, 
certainly  derived  benefit  h-om  the  methodical  training  inculcated  by  the  Code.    I 
have  always  insisted  on  the  teachers  supplying  the  pupils  with  carefully  ruled  slates, 
and  I  have  marked  scholars  a  failure  in  writing  if  their  copybooks  were  untidy,  or 
if  their  written  work  was  noticeably  slovenly. 
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**li  methodically  taught,  every  scholar  should  be  able  to  acquire  a  neat  and 
legible  style  of  writing.  In  the  ease  of  pupils  in  elementary  schools,  anything 
farther  thian  this  is  hardly  to  be  expected." 

Reading  much       As  the  result  of  my  own  observation  on  standard  subjects,  I  am  glad 

improved.  to  report  continued  improvement  in  reading,  which  I  ascribe  mainty  to 

the  use  of  two  sets  of  reading  books,  and  the  practice  of  reading  for  the 
pupil's  imitation.  It  is  now  comparatively  rare  to  find  an  average 
Glasgow  school  in  which  fairly  successful  attempts  at  the  distribution 
of  phrases  and  natural  expression  are  not  made  even  in  the  younger 
classes,  while  many  of  the  higher  read  extremely  well.  By  stes^dy 
attention  to  natural  expi*ession  not  only  is  reading  as  an  art  improved, 
but  passages,  which  simple  word-naming  would  leave  almost  unintelli- 
gible to  the  pupil  himself,  have  light  thrown  upon  them,  and  become 
interesting.     In  this  way  a  taste  for  reading  is  created. 

Bad  habit  in  The  opinions  of  my  colleagues    about    writing  differ  considerably. 

writing.  Some  think  it  is  getting  better,  others  that  it  is  getting  worse.     I  have 

observed  one  bad  habit  that  is  much  on  the  increase.  I  often  see  50 
per  cent,  holding  the  pen  between  the  thumb  and  forefinger  alone,  no 
aid  in  respect  of  facility  and  power  being  got  from  the  middle  finger. 
•  This  is  not  confined  to  schools,   but  extends  to  pupil-teachers  and 

candidates  at  the  July  and  Chnstmas  examinations.  The  custom  arises 
from  the  use  of  short  elate  pencils  in  the  earlier  stages  of  school  life. 
In  arithmetic  fingering  is  not  yet  extinct,  but  it  is  sensibly  less,  and  by 
continued  repression  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  disappear. 

Specific  Subjects. 

Mr.  Jolly,  in  treating  of  specific  subjects,  states  that  the  increase  all 
over  is  604,  every  subject  having  risen  except  physical  geography  and 
mathematics,  and  that  there  is  in  general  a  rise  also  in  efficiency.  He 
has  still  to  complain  of  over-presentation  in  certain  Dumbartonshire 
schools. 

''  In  not  a  few  schools  the  ancient  practice  is  still  rampant  of  presenting  every 
available  pupil  in  the  4th,  5th,  and  6th  Standards  in  two  subjects,  and  every  one 
above  the  6th  in  three ;  and  this,  in  spite  of  evident  incapacity  in  the  children, 
failure  in  the  elementary  work,  the  evils  of  the  half-time  system,  and  strong  protests 
in  reports.  It  is  still  most  prevalent  in  the  Vale  of  Leven  and  in  Kirkintilloch,  in 
which  latter  I  found  it  in  full  force  even  in  November  last. 

**  In  Govan,  on  the  other  hand,  no  pupil  is  allowed  to  be  presented  in  any  specific 
subject  till  he  enters  the  .'Sth  Standard,  and  even  then  a  careful  selection  of  the  best 
is  made,  the  per-centage  of  those  in  specifics  to  those  in  the  standards  being  very 
small — I  bold  very  much  smaller  than  is  desirable,  but  immensely  preferable  to  its 
abuse  in  Dumbartonshire. 

"  From  the  first  I  have  not  only  been  favoarable  to  the  study  of  specific  subjects 
in  all  schools,  but  have  earnestly  advocated  it  as  applying  to  practical  work  the 
mere  tools  of  learning,  the  three  B.'8  to  which  our  children  are  too  much  confined, 
and  as  introducing  them  to  the  great  worlds  of  literature  and  science,  in  which  it  is 
to  be  hoped  they  will  find  renovating  and  elevating  pleasure  in  after  life.  But  these 
subjects  should  be  taught  under  the  important  reservation  of  presenting  only  those 
who  have  sufficient  capacity  to  profit  by  them,  and  whose  powers  are  not  exhausted 
by  the  common  subjects.  With  such  discrimination  I  recommend  their  study  in  the 
4th  Standani,  and  even  from  an  earlier  period,  taught,  of  course,  according  to  age 
and  ability. 

**  I  am  glad  to  see  this  opinion  endorsed  in  the  New  Scotch  Code,  just  coming 

into  force,  by  offering  inducements  for  graded  class  instruction  in  elementaiy 

science  from  the  1st  Standard,  and  of  literature  from  the  Srd.     I  also  recommend, 

in  all  possible  cases,  teaching  the  specifics  studied  (o  the  whole  of  a  clasSy  the 

weaker  pupils  being  exercised  and  allowed  to  assimilate  all  they  can  of  this  higher 

food,  the  stronger  only  being  put  forward  for  examination. 

Some  causes  of      "  ^^^  ^^^  ^^  ^  radically  different  position  from  that  of  the  wholesale  compelling 

over-presenta*    ^^  every  child  of  whatever  capacity  or  condition  to  pass  between  the  examination 

tion.  millstones.    For  this  over-presentation  school    boards    are    often  to  blame,  by 
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offeriag  uodue  mdaoements  in  making  tbe  po<ur  teacher's  emolomenU  too  depen- 
dent on  these  results,  in  urging  it  from  a  mistaken  notion  of  extending  education, 
and  in  some  cases  it  is  to  he  £ared  for  the  sake  of  monetary  gains  to  themselves 
and  in  not  checking  it  even  after  remonstrance  by  teacher  and  inspector." 

Dr.  Smith  refers  with  approval  to  the  didoontinuance  of  specific  sub* 
jects  in  lY^  bat  thinks  that  a  judicious  introduction  of  them  in  V.  and 
YI.  gives  greater  breadth  and  intelligence  to  the  ordinary  subjects. 
He  says ; — 

"  The  main  subjects  selected  in  my  district  are  literature  and  domestic  economy. 
A  good  deal  of  Latin  and  mathematics,  mostly  well  done  is  also  found,  but  of  the 
vast  number  of  other  specific  subjects,  we  have  very  few  specimens.  Speaking 
generally,  I  approve  of  this.  There  is  great  danger  of  the  natural  and  physical 
sciences  being  taught  in  a  mechanical  and  unintelligent  fashion,  while,  in  the  case  of 
Latin  and  mathematics,  we  can  be  sure  of  having  substantial  work  performed." 

I  am  compelled  on  the  score  of  space  to  omit  or  summarise  much  of 
Mr.  Marshairs  report  under  this  head.  He  thinks  physical  geography 
might  with  advantage  be  added  to  the  geography  of  VI.  and  ex-VL  in 
the  Fifth  Schedule,  and  mentions  with  approval  the  good  results  that 
have  followed  a  competitive  examination  on  Shakespeare  in  some 
Ayrshire  schools.  He,  as  well  as  some  other  colleagnes,  thinks  there  is 
no  advantage  in  making  domestic  economy  more  obligatory  on  ^Is 
tiian  any  other  subject,  or  in  dividing  it  under  two  heads.    He  adds  : — 

"Mathematics  is  taken  up  in  80  schools.  The  presentation  is  247  and  the 
pass  199.  It  is  no  wonder  that  this  subject  receives  attention.  The  algebra  fits 
well  into  the  higher  arithmetic,  and  is  of  ready  application.  The  geometry,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  isolated,  and  the  knowledge  it  ^ves  is  small  and  is  slavishly  confined 
to  the  rigid  demonstration  of  Euclid's  propositions. 

**  Latin  is  taken  up  in  26  schools.  The  presentation  is  202  and  the  pass  1 57.  In 
the  thnd  year  the  presentation  is  13  and  the  pass  11.  Latin  is  a  valuable  training, 
but,  where  it  is  taken  up  for  only  one  or  two  years,  it  will  soon  be  forgotten.  The 
elementary  method  is  not  sufficiently  adopted,  and  the  scholar  is  often  conducted  by 
ways  and  means  that  are  above  him,  and  that  can  hardly  be  said  to  influence  more 
than  the  memory.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the  French  and  German  courses. 
This  year  Greek  and  German  are  represented  only  in  the  Kilmarnock  Academy  by 
ex-staadard  pupils  who  have  leisure  to  go  over  a  fair  field  of  vocabulary  and 
elementary  forms." 

Mr.  Waddell  reports : — 

"  The  total  presented  in  these  subjects  last  year  was  understated  through  the 
omission  of  the  Grangemouth  schools.  With  the  addition  of  these  the  gross  total 
almost  reached  6,000.  This  year  the  presentations  are  but  little  over  5,lCi). 
Speaking  generally,  this  reduction  is  mainly  due  to  the  less  frequent  presence  of  4th 
Standards  pupils  in  the  list.  This  is  in  every  respect  proper.  No  one  would  object 
to  full  presentations  in  the  two  highest  standards,  where  the  children  have — it  is  to 
be  hoped — fairly  mastered  the  elementary  subjects  and  are  approaching  an  age 
which  fits  them  to  appreciate  higher  branches.  But  to  crowd  forward  as  competitors 
pupils  who  are  still  only  breaking  ground  in  weights  and  measures,  geography, 
and  history,  and  the  greater  portion  of  English  grammar,  and  who  are,  moreover, 
little  beyond  their  lOlh  year,  can  serve  no  educational  purpose ;  and  I  rejoice  to 
see  that  the  New  Code  prohibits  the  practice.  Although  the  p'er-centage  of  success 
has  not  risen  it  will  be  observed  that  in  the  main  the  low  averages  are  due  to  the 
first  stages  of  the  various  subjects,  that  is  (as  a  rule)  to  the  4th  Standard  scholars. 
The  chief  exception  is  in  literature,  where  the  first  stage  includes  little  but  repetition. 
The  repetition  has  improved  in  a  marked  degree,  while  the  derivation  and  essay 
writing  which  form  part  of  the  higher  stages  of  the  subject  have,  unless  I  am 
mistaken,  received  comparatively  scanty  attention  hitherto  in  this  district.  English 
literature  now  disappears  from  the  list  of  specific  subjects.  So  far  as  composition 
and  derivation  are  concerned  1  regret  the  change." 

In  my  own  district  I  find  that  in  all  the  specific  subjects,  except 
English  literature,  Latin,  Greek,  and  domestic  economy,  in  which  there 
is  a  slight  decrease,  the  numbers  presented  this  year  are  greater  than 
last  year.    The  decrease  in  English  literature,  Latin,   and  domestic 
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economy  is  doubtless  owing  to  tlie  judicious  withholding  of  Standard  IV. 
pupils  from  examination  in  specific  subjects.  There  is  a  general  feeling 
among  mj  colleagues  that  this  is  wise,  and  that  too  early  dabbling  in 
specific  subjects  has  been,  on  the  whole,  injurious*  Some  pupils  at  the 
tender  age  of  10  may  take  them  up  with  profit,  but  to  forbid  them,  as  is 
done  in  the  New  Code,  is  unquestionably  the  least  of  two  evils.  Almost 
the  only  subject  they  could  satisfactorily  undertaken  was  the  repetition 
of  poetry,  and  that  is  still  open  to  them  by  English  being  made  a  class 
subject.  There  is  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  who  have  taken 
French  and  German. 

Infant  Training. 
Mr.  Jolly  reports : — 

**  The  most  marked  and  most  gratifying  improvement  in  this  district  is  that  of 
infant  training.  During  the  past  two  years,  and  especially  the  last,  the  endeavour 
to  extend  and  raise  this  portion  of  the  school  curriculum  deserves  high  praise  ;  and 
I  look  confidently  forward  to  seeing  ere  long  our  old  Scotch  disgrace  in  neglecting 
this  vital  part  of  the  education  field  wiped  out  as  far  as  this  district  is  concerned. 
Every  school  has  done  something  in  this  direction,  and  many  have  done  much 
towards  making  it  what  it  ought  to  be  ;  and  most  hoards  deserve  my  best  thanks 
for  their  ready  provision  of  the  requisite  apparatus.  The  following  schools  merit 
honourable  mention  for  what  the  teachers  have  already  accomplished  :  — Helensburgh 
Hermitage  Public,  Kinning  Park  Roman  Catholic,  Bonhill  Public,  New  Kiipatri^k 
PubUe,  Partick  Rosevale  St.  Public,  Milngavie  Public,  and  Old  Kilpatrick  Milton 
Public.  To  some  of  these  schools  I  have  invited  board  members  and  managers, 
and  all  have  expressed  surprise  at  what  can  be  thus  achieved  with  young  children 
even  under  unlikely  conditions. 

"  It  cannot  be  sufficiently  realised  that  no  part  of  school  work  requires  more 
special  tact,  resource,  intelUgence,  brightness,  kindliness,  and  professional  skill  than 
infant  training,  for  it  is  training  far  more  than  mere  instructing  and  teaching  that  is 
needed  there.  The  conviction,  however,  is  gradually  dawning  on  those  concerned^ 
that  the  best  talent  should  be  selected,  and  adequately  remunerated  for  this  depart- 
ment, which  has  been  too  long  despised  and  relegated  to  the  inexperienced  and 
incompetent ;  and  I  clMeerfally  bear  testimony  to  the  growing  enlightened  action  of 
several  boards  in  this  direction. 

"  I  certainly  do  not  share  the  opinion  often  expressed  and  reiterated  in  last  vear's 
Blue  Book,  that  *  Scotch  parents  have  an  objection  to  very  early  infant  teaching.' 
They  have  as  yet  too  seldom  had  the  real  article  offered  them,  and  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  thev  did  not  buy.  Indeed,  their  wisdom  is  to  be  conunendcd  in  not 
sending  their  infants  to  be  cribbed  up  in  inadequate  confined  rooms,  and  compelled  to 
submit  to  the  cruelty  of  chewing  the  dry  husks  of  the  three  K.*s,  all  that  was 
generally  offered  them,  under  distressing  stillness  and  inactivity,  so  unnatural  and 
hurtful  to  restless,  infantile  vivacity.  But  they  are  too  intelligent,  and  for  that 
matter  too  selfish,  not  to  prize  and  avail  themselves  of  it,  where  it  is  offered  genuine, 
as  I  have  always  found  during  an  extended  experience.  But  the  article  must  be 
real ;  the  training  must  be  happy,  intelligent,  stimulating,  varied,  and  broad,  in  a 
word,  educative,  as  it  can  be  and  has  been  made  in  skilled  and  kindly  hands.*' 

Mr.  Marshall  is  not  alone  in  complaining  of  the  small  attendance  of 
infants.  He  mentions  that  the  Kilmarnock  Burgh  Board  is  becoming 
more  conscious  of  the  importance  of  the  infant  school ;  but  in  the  High 
Street  school  the  average  attendance  is  only  1 1  per  cent.,  while  in  ^e 
Homan  Catholic  school  it  is  32  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  He  mentions 
London  and  Darvtd  schools  as  among  the  chief  offenders.  He  would 
welcome  a  more  systematic  course  of  instruction  in  objects,  form, 
number,  &c. 

Mr.  Waddell  reports : — 

"Where  infants  are  few  they  are  naturally  treated  as  a  preparatory  class  to 
Standard  I.,  and  from  such  a  class  the  elements  of  readmg,  writing,  and  counting  are 
nearly  all,  perhaps,  that  can  be  expected.  But  where  the  class  is  fairly  numerous 
infant  work  proper  should  find  some  place ;  and  when  the  attendance  gives  full 
employment  to  a  member  of  the  staff  such  work  should  form  no  inconsiderable  part 
of  the  daily  instruction.    From  one  cause  or  another  oral  cdllective  lessons  on 
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oomber,  form,  colour,  and  objects,  illustrated  by  suitable  apparatus  and  oaUing  into 
play  tbe  direct  co-operation  of  the  children,  have  hitherto  obtained  comparatively 
little  recognition  in  this  district,  and  the  fact  is  much  to  be  deplored.  Even  irhere  Infant  training 
such  lessons  are  given  they  are  rarely  of  a  suggestive  character,  or  arranged  upon  deficient, 
any  progressive  plan.  How  often  we  arc  told  that  children  should  have  their 
obsenring  falculties  cultivated  I  Is  this  adequately  done — is  it  not  rather  impeded 
— when  a  class  is  simply  taught  to  call  out  the  Greek  names  for  certain  shapes  and 
the  somewhat  arbitrary  titles  of  certain  colours,  or  to  declare  that  some  animal  has 
•  two  eyes,*  *  two  ears,'  and  *  a  tail,*  and  that  its  body  is  *  very  large  and  heavy,* 
whether  or  not  the  picture  so  represents  it  ?  Why  should  not  the  children  learn,  by 
constant  practice  in  comparison,  to  distinguish  between  straight  and  curved  lines, 
like  and  unlike  form<i,  symmetrical  and  unsymmetrical  figures,  not  as  displayed  upon 
the  illustrative  diagram  alone  but  when  they  occur  in  visible  objects  ?  As  regards 
what  are  called  '  objects,'  the  aim  should  be  to  procure  pictures  of  such  as  are  new 
to  the  pupils,  not  such  as  they  see  every  day,  and  to  select  these  upon  some  sound 
representative  principle.  In  tiie  course  of  the  lessons  the  characteristic  peculiarities 
of  each  specimen  should  be  fUlly  dwelt  upon,  and  the  pupils  should  then  learn  the 
names  of  other  specimens  which  conform  to  the  same  type.  One  such  group  might 
next  be  compared  and  contrasted  with  another.  A  two  year's  course,  at  the  utmdst, 
of  such  instruction  would  give  the  children  a  very  fair  classified  outline  (and  the 
classification  is  the  vital  point)  of  the  animal  and  vegetable  world.  If  infant 
teachers  endeavoured  to  construct  such  a  scheme  of  lessons  for  themselves  they 
would  find  its  attractions  growing  upon  them  as  they  proceeded,  and  the  pupil- 
teachers  would  profit  by  it  equally  with  the  children. 

"  Of  Kindfcrgarten  work  it  would  be  premature  to  say  anything.  I  am  glad, 
however,  to  know  that  it  has  had  its  advantages  recognised  by  at  least  one  of  the 
school  boards  in  the  district." 

Mr.  Bathgate  points  out  that  in  the  Glasgow  board  schools  there  is 
scarcely  any  change  in  the  infant  attendance  since  last  year  : — 

'*  The  infinnts  form  14  *S  per  cent,  of  the  scholars  on  the  register,  10*3  of  the 
average  attendance,  and  7*2  of  those  qualified  for  presentation.  The  severity  of 
the  weather  during  last  winter  is  no  doubt  in  -part  the  cause  of  the  stationary  position 
of  infant  attendance.  The  board  have  been  making  considerable  efforts  to  secure 
a  larger  attendance  of  infants,  and  in  a  few  cases  have  formed  additional  separate 
infant  departments.  But  the  pressure  of  attendance  upon  the  school  accommo- 
dation, even  in  cases  where  additional  school  buildings  urgently  required  have  been 
erected,  has  probably  prevented  this  policy  from  being  systematically  carried  out. 

*'  Tbe  board  are  alive,  moreover,  to  the  importance  of  improving  the  quality  of 
infant  teaching,  by  adding  to  the  drill  preparatory  for  the  standards  exercises  calcu- 
lated to  interest  the  children  and  to  develop  their  intelligence.  With  this  view  they 
arranged  this  autumn  the  laudable  enterprise  of  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  Kinder- 
garten system  by  an  accomplished  teacher  from  London.  The  course  was  attended 
by  more  than  250  teachers,  and,  as  I  can  testify  from  personal  attendance,  it  ^ave 
very  clear  and  useful  instruction  in  Kindergarten  handiwork,  the  use  of  the  *  gifts,' 
and  other  branches  of  infemt  teaching.  If  the  time  at  the  disposal  of  infant  teachers 
does  not  allow  them  to  introduce  all  these  subjects,  they  can  easily  make  a  judicious 
selection. 

"  It  is,  however,  much  to  be  desired  that  such  lessons  to  teachers  should  be 
supplemented  by  the  actual  teaching  of  a  class  by  the  lecturer,  and  that  the  lecturer 
should  instruct  and  criticise  each  student  in  the  method  of  handling  a  class.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  some  even  of  the  chief  teachers  of  infant  departments  are  very 
deficient  in  the  method  of  giving  lessons.  Too  often  the  ordmary  object  lesson, 
given  by  active  teachers,  who  could  conduct  the  work  of  a  standard  methodically 
and  well,  consists  of  a  few  disjointed  questions  and  remarks,  which  might  be  deli- 
Tered  with  almost  equal  effect  by  any  intelligent  person  called  in  from  the  street. 
Analysis,  method,  and  a  lively  manner  are  alike  wanting.  Under  such  a  lesson  the 
children  remain  dull  and  unmoved.  In  other  cases  tbe  lessons  are  not  properly 
graded  to  the  age  and  capacity  of  the  children  :  thus  a  lesson  on  sugar,  or  cotton, 
perfectly  suitable  for  a  3rd  Standard,  is  given  to  the  infant  class  with  no  real  effect. 

"  With  a  view  to  develop  and  improve  infant  instruction,  I  beg  to  suggest : — 

"  1.  That  the  subjects  of  instruction  should  be  specified,  at  least  to  the  extent  Suggestions, 
that  is  done  in  Art.  106  (6)  of  the  English  Code,  where  the  conditions  of  the  merit 
grant  are  defined.  In  the  course  of  two  or  three  consecutive  visits  I  have  found 
nttle  difficulty  in  getting  teachers  to  draw  up  a  suitable  and  varied  programme ; 
but  as  the  same  Inspector  does  not  always  visit  a  school,  the  definition  of  the 
nrticle  would  set  up  a  standard  before  teachers. 
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"  9.  That  a  more  complete  course  of  traioing  in  the  Jftethods  of  infant  and  Sondes 
garten  schools  should  be  ^ven  at  the  normal  colleges. 

"  3.  lliat  a  special  certificate  should  be  giren  to  teachers  that  have  gone  through 
such  a  practical  course  of  training  and  intend  to  teach  in  in&nt  schools/' 

I  heartily  endorse  the  foregolDg  remarks,  and  have  little  to  add  to 
%vhat  I  said  last  year.  I  am  satisfied  that,  though  much  remains  to  be 
done,  more  attention  is  being  successfully  paid  to  infant  training* 
In&nt  teaching  There  is  more  precision  and  method  in  the  general  management,  better 
improved.  austained  attention,  and  more  individual  answering  in  gallery  lessons. 
Parts  of  the  Kindergarten  system  have  been  introduced  into  some 
schools.  In  others,  as  in  the  Grlasgow  City  Girls'  School,  judiciously 
chosen  poems  are  recited  with  great  taste.  It  is  difficult,  in  view  of  the 
efforts  made  by  the  Glasgow  Board,  to  believe  that  Scotch  parents  have 
not  an  objection  to  very  early  schooling,  nor  is  it  quite  clear,  except  in 
the  case  of  children  uncared  for  at  home,  that  very  early  attendance  is 
all  gain.  In  England,  wbere  there  is  much  more  infant  schooling,  it 
does  not,  as  I  showed  in  my  last  report,  result  in  a  larger  amount  of 
suitable  presentation  in  the  standards,  but  the  reverse.  But  if  the 
result  should  be  that  most  children  would  pass  Standard  V .  at  1 1  years 
of  age,  and  so  be  exempted  from  further  attendance,  it  must  not  be  left 
out  of  account  that  during  the  two  years  that  must  elapse  before  they 
reach  the  age  of  13  they  will  be  entirely  beyond  the  control  of  the 
school  board — a  very  undesirable  result  in  the  case  of  careless  parents. 


Class  Subjects. 

Mr.  Marshall  reports  : — 

<<  The  grant  under  19  C.  1  was  earned  bj  116  schools,  although  in  one  or  two  it 
was  not  strictly  earned  on  the  score  of  intelligence. 

''  The  tendency,  in  examining  on  grammar  and  intelligence,  to  lay  stress  on  the 
intelligence  seems  to  me  very  natural  and  proper.  The  mere  pointing  our  of  nouns, 
verbs,  and  adjectives  is  a  veiy  mechanical  exercise,  and  involves  little  Uiought.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  ability  to  explain  individual  notions,  and  more  especially  phrases 
and  sentences,  is  a  much  higher  exercise,  and  presupposes  regular  and  careful 
training. 

"  The  history  and  geography  grant  was  gained  by  1 10  schools.  Nearly  always 
the  failures  are  in  geography.  Geography  tnes  the  method  of  a  teacher,  and,  if  he 
does  not  know  how  to  apply  the  elementary  method,  he  will  often  produce  but  poor 
work.  The  scholars  seldom  fail  from  a  want  of  knowledge,  such  as  it  is ;  the  short- 
coming arises  from  ill-digested  or  heterogeneous  knowledge  which  the  scholar  has 
committed  to  memory  but  is  unable  to  apply.  Geography  is  a  wider  subject  than 
history,  and  much  more  difficult  to  make  intelligent  and  interesting,  ^ot  a  few  see 
nothing  in  geography  but  names,  heights,  and  distances — ^just  as  they  see  nothing  in 
history  but  dates  and  battles.  Most -Inspectors  feel  that  the  Scotch  history,  as 
commonlv  retailed,  is  worthless  as  a  training  and  fails  to  give  out  the  great  facts. 
A  selection  of  great  facts  and  persons  extending  over  the  whole  history  would 
in  every  way  be  better.  The  English  history  (1603-1820)  has  always  been  attrac- 
tive to  the  scholars,  and  although  the  mam  ideas  gathered  from  the  study  of  the 
period — such  as  absolute  power — are  few  in  number,  still  the  advantage  gained  is 
considerable,  and  would  be  greater  if  the  biographical  element  were  more  introduced. 
Too  great  importance  is  attached  to  reigns,  as  though  they  formed  the  character  of 
the  periods," 


Grammar  and 
intelligence. 


History  and 
geography. 


Hibtory. 


Mr.  Waddell  reports : — 

**  The  chief  point  calling  for  remark  in  regard  to  the  class  subjects  is  that  in  a 
large  proportion  of  cases  the  grant  for  each  group  has  been  recommended  with 
hesitation  and  with  a  warning.  It  has  but  rarely  been  withdrawn,  but  in  some 
schools  the  warning  has  been  twice  repeated.  The  weakness  does  not  lie  so  much 
in  the  want  of  answers  as  in  their  limitation  to  a  minority  of  the  pupils.  This  seems 
to  show  that  the  instruction  is  not  pushed  far  enough  to  leaven  the  whole  body  of 
scholars,  but  that  an  arrestment  of  effort  supervenes,  sometimes  perhaps  insensibly, 
BO  soon  as  the  clever  members  of  the  class  give  fair  evidence  of  progress.    But  I 
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think  that  two  other  causes  art  also  at  week  in  producing  this  state  of  suspended 
efficiency  : 

**  1.  The  habit  of  examiuiD^  the  pupils  during  the  year  bj  means  of  the  printed  Faulty 
questions^  at  the  ends  of  the  lessons,  and  by  the  vocabulary  meanings  of  the  hard  methods, 
words,  or  of  such  words  as  the  editor  may  consider  hard.    This,  of  course,  puts 
both  teacher  and  scholars  at  the  feet  of  each  compiler,  and  reduces  what  the  Code 
eaDs  '  intelligence  *  to  a  branch  of  rote-work.    *  Verbum  reddere  verbo '  is  the  blight 
under  which  the  class  withers. 

"  2.  The  practice  of  surrounding  a  question  with  a  group  of  hints  and  suggestions 
which  point  more  or  less  dearly  to  the  answer  desired.  This  weakness,  so  habitual 
as  to  be  often  inroluntary,  arises  naturally  from  the  very  fhnetions  which  a  teacher 
has  to  discharge ;  but  none  the  less  does  it  keep  him  in  constant  ignorance  of  the 
actual  progress  made  by  a  class. 

**  I  cannot  but  think  that  training  colleffes  have,  a  serious  responsibility  in  this 
matter  of  oral  examination.  How  long  will  it  be  before  <  trained  teachers '  acquire 
sounder  methods  in  so  important  a  part  of  their  duties  ?  Will  they  always  be 
satisfied  to  let  their  pupils  lean  upon  a  crutch  throughout  the  year,  and  to  refer  the 
lameness  of  their  appearance  under  examination  to  the  .Inspector's  want  of  skill  or 
of  sympathy  in  removing  that  sui^ort  ?  " 

My  own  experience  is  that  intelligent  explanation  of  the  reading 
lesson  receives  generally  satisfactory  attention.  There  are  now  few 
schools  in  this  district  in  which  the  teacher  thinks,  as  many  used  to  do^ 
that  enough  is  done  for  intelligence  when  the  pupil  can  reproduce  the 
dictionary  meanings  appended  to  the  lesson.  In  an  increasing  number 
of  cases,  especially  in  the  higher  standards,  the  answers  are  given  in 
the  form  of  complete  sentences,  a  practice  which  should  be  commenced 
as  early  as  possible.  Grammar  also  is  seldom  confined  to  the  bare  re- 
quirements in  II.,  III.,  and  lY.  All  are  agreed  that  in  this  subject  the 
New  Code  has  greatly  improved  on  the  old. 

In  geography  and  history  the  gi-ound  is,  in  by  far  the  majority  of 
cases,  faithfully  covered  ;  but  hero  and  there  the  geography  is  too  much 
an  unrelieved  list  of  names,  and  the  history  a  dry  catalogue  of  facts, 
without  sufficient  connexion  to  make  the  subject  interesting  or  the 
knowledge  permanent.  It  has,  however,  seldom  been  necessary  to 
refuse  the  grant.  The  requirements  in  the  New  Code  will,  I  have  no 
doubt,  make  the  subject  more  useful  and  interesting. 

Organisation  and  Discipline. 

Dr.  Smith  finds  it  extremely  difficult  to  prevent  copying  during  ex- 
amination unless  the  children  are  removed  at  a  considerable  distance 
from  each  other.  He  regrets  also  that  drill,  which  is  very  well  taught 
in  large  parishes  that  can  afford  to  pay  for  a  drill  master,  is  not  u tilled 
during  school  hours  in  class  movements. 

Mr.  Marshall,  in  treating  of  organis^ion  as  consisting  of  two  divisions, 
one  the  pupils  under  III.  not  individually  examined,  and  the  other  the 
higher  standards,  suggests  that — 

"  A  graduated  gross  payment  in  the  higher  standards,  like  that  in  I.  and  II., 
would  be  a  very  great  improvement.  It  would  destroy  the  clamour  of  over-pressure, 
give  unity  of  instruction,  foster  grouping,  and  allow  the  whole  school  to  be  judged 
by  one  scale.  I  am  not  sure  whether  the  organisation  of  the  school  into  two  divi- 
sions will  satisfy  practical  wants.  An  organisution  that  suits  an  uudivided  school, 
with  average  attendance  under  60,  does  not  suit  a  school  where  every  standard  has 
a  teacher  to  itself." 

Mr.  Marshall  continues : — 

"  Tliirty-one  schools  received  the  higher  mark,  85  the  lower  mark,  and  six  are  Discipline, 
classed  as  moderate.  The  per-centage  of  schools  that  earn  the  higher  prsnt  is 
smaller  than  in  other  districts,  and  is  probably  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
organisation  has  always  been  made  a  factor,  and  the  grant  never  recommended  for 
discipline  alone.  In  my  last  report  I  pointed  out  that  organisation  conditioned 
discipline,  viz.,  that  where  there  were  not  departments  for  every  60-80  scholars. 
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the  school  habits  would  be  impaired.  It  sometimes'  happens  that  in  a  lai^e  school 
the  discipline  in  one  or  two  sections  is  not  effective ;  but  nothing  can  be  done  save 
to  warn,  for  it  would  be  unfair — except  in  the  case  of  gross  copying  or  prompting 
— to  punish  all  for  the  sake  of  one  or  two.  Again,  an  infant  department  may  be 
excellent,  and  the  senior  department  may  deserve  no  higher  category  than  good,  yet, 
if  the  infant  school  is  not  an  independent  form,  the  school  will  be  slumped  under  the 
lower  rate.  Some  teachers  complain  that  they  do  not  know  on  what  principle  the 
different  scales  of  payment  are  fixed.  The  Code  (Art.  19a)  has  defined  the 
character  of  discipline  so  fully  that  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  marks  which 
determine  the  scales  of  payment.  Some  teachers,  however,  think  that  the  mmimum 
of  noise  means  the  mazimimi  of  training.  Others  regaid  morning  greetings  and 
curtseyings  as  the  best  signs  of  good  behaviour  and  effective  schooling.  Others, 
again,  who  have  scholars  of  the  middle  class,  wonder  how  colliery  schools  can  show 
superior  training,  as  the  miner'§  home  affects  the  manners  so  little  and  brings  no 
polish.  It  will  be  admitted  that  the  higher  mark  is  only  relative.  What  is  excellent 
m  a  colliery  or  half-time  school  will  not  be  excdlent  in  a  higher  primary  school, 
and,  in  like  manner,  the  purely  rural  school  must  in  this  relation  be  measured 
differently  from  a  town  school.  StiU,  I  doubt  whether  the  Inspector's  judgment  of 
discipline  or  of  instruction  is  the  more  varied.  Some  Inspectors  lay  stress  on  one 
element  of  discipline — such  as  proper  school  movements ;  others,  again,  prefer  to 
make  the  inner  qualities  of  attention  and  interest  in  the  school  work  the  condition 
of  the  higher  mark.  It  seems  better,  however,  to  insist  on  all  the  elements  being 
more  or  less  given,  visE.,  trained  school  habits,  methodical  school  work,  and  regular 
school  drill.  Under  these  heads  I  may  mention,  as  worthy  of  note,  proper  selection, 
grading,  and  regulation  of  the  object  matter  to  be  taught ;  promptness,  obedience, 
and  spirit  in  the  scholars ;  full  and  distinct  answering,  uniformity  and  style  of  the 
written  work,  and  the  graceful  bearing  and  manners  of  the  scholars." 

Mr.  Waddell  reports  : — 

"  The  number  of  departments  which  received  the  higher  grant  under  this  head 
last  year  was  60  from  a  total  of  126;  this  year  it  is  61  from  a  total  of  129.  On 
neither  occasion  was  the  grant  withheld  from  any  school.  I  cannot  regard  this  as 
other  than  a  liberal  interpretation  of  my  instructions.  It  seems  probable,  to  say  the 
least,  that  within  the  number  of  those  teachers  who  received  the  higher  award  a 
considerably  smaller  proportion  might  be  found  who  were  decidedly  more  entitled 
than  the  remainder  to  obtain  it.  And  surely  it  was  for  that  smaller  number  that  the 
grant  was  designed.  When  I  acted  in  Edmburgh  the  schools  on  which  I  reported 
were  changed  from  year  to  year,  yet  the  per-centage  which  appeared  in  the  higher 
grade  never  exceeded  35.  This  was  a  much  more  healthy  state  of  matters,  as  being 
one  with  which  the  best  teachers  had  better  reason  to  be  satisfied.  At  the  same 
time  two  admissions  must  be  made  : — 

'*  1.  The  general  one,  that  where  a  grant  is  altered  in  value  per  saHum,  and  not 
advanced  by  a  sliding  scale,  those  schools  which  approximate  closely  to  the  dividing 
line  on  either  side,  and  which  consequently  oscillate  from  one  side  of  it  to  the  other, 
have  some  title  to  complain. 

*'2.  The  particular  one,  that  in  nearly  all  schools  in  this  district  the  order  has 
made  a  distinct  advance  since  I  first  knew  it. 

**  There  is  some  difficulty  in  determining  what  precisely  should  be  included  under 
the  head  of  organisation.  I  have  always  considered  registration  to  fall  within  its 
limitSi  and  have  acted  accordingly.*'       ^ 

Mr.  Harvey  reports : — 

**  In  one  or  two  cases  I  have  recommended  a  grant  for  discipline  with  hesitation, 
but,  as  a  rule,  the  scholars  are  orderly  and  well  behaved  on  the  day  of  inspection. 

**  Under  the  present  regime  of  school  boards  absolutely  bad  discipline  is  almost 
impossible.  There  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  normal-trained  teachers,  as  a  rule, 
maintain  discipline  (at  least  in  external  matters)  better  than  teachers  who  have  not 
had  the  benefit  of  a  normal  training. 

**  The  discipline  of  a  school  reflects  the  character  of  the  teacher.  If  he  is  slovenly 
and  unmethodical,  the  scholars  will  also  be  slovenly  and  unmethodical,  if  he  is  earnest 
and  honest  in  his  work,  the  scholars  will  also  give  evidence  of  the  same  qualities. 

"  Now,  in  judging  of  discipline  aud  tone,  an  Inspector  must  largely  depend  on  the 
quality  of  the  work  presented  to  him.  Is  he  justified  in  so  doing?  A  qualified 
answer  can  only  be  ^iven  to  this  question.  He  is  not  justified  in  givincr  the  highest 
grant  for  discipline,  if  the  scholars  are  restless  and  noisy,  even  although  the  quality 
of  the  work  is  excellent.  Again,  the  order  may  be  excellent,  and  the  behaviour  of 
the  children  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  yet'  if  the  work  were  poor  the  highest 
grant  would  be  withheld. 
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''  On  a  first  inspection  of  a  scbooronl^  the  salient  points  of  the  discipline  can  be 
noted,  and  one  often  fin^s  first  impressions  of  a  school  modified  after  three  or  four 
visits  in  successive  years." 

I  regret  to  record  considerable  diveraitj  in  the  assessing  of  the  Diversity  of 
organisation  and  discipline  grant,  which  ranges  from  25  to  73  per  cent,  judgment. 
While  I  think  there  is  a  tendency  to  give  the  higher  grant  too  freely, 
and  that  it  should  indicate  distinctly  superior  merit,  I  am  inclined  to 
r^ard  an  award  of  25  per  cent,  in  a  district  not  specially  rural  or  out- 
lying as  being  somewhat  severe,  and  as  probably  indicating  that  greater 
importance  is  attached  to  certain  points  than  is  intended.  I  daresay  the  Causes, 
explanation  is  to  be  found  in  the  different  views  taken  of  what  is  in- 
cluded in  organisation  or  in  regarding  excellent  as  equivalent  to  perfect. 
Where  the  organisation  is  defective  to  the  extent  of  having  three  or 
four  teachers  in  one  room,  and  so  causing  a  serious  waste  of  teaching 
power  and  an  undue  strain  on  the  teacher's  health,  the  higher  grant 
should  not  be  recommended,  because  the  remedy  is  imperative,  and 
within  the  power  of  the  board  or  managers.  But  if  the  work  can  be, 
and  is,  carried  on  without  serious  inconvenience,  and  if  discipline  is 
thoroughly  maintained,  it  is,  perhaps,  hard  to  refuse  the  higher  grant 
because  the  whole  arrangements  do  not  square  with  a  hard  and  fast 
theory.     In  such  cases  it  is  necessary  to  exercise  a  wise  discretion. 

In  common  with  many  of  my  colleagues  I  have  had  the  inconvenience  Large  rooms 
and  waste  in  connexion  with  large  rooms  painfully  forced  on  my  atten-  undesirable, 
tion.  I  have  a  conviction,  which  is  yearly  getting  stronger,  that  in 
order  to  the  production  of  the  best  work  two  teachers  should  not  be 
employed  in  the  same  room.  Where  two  oral  lessons  are  being  given 
at  the  same  time  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  serious  waste  of  strength 
and  teaching  power  is  the  result.  But  even  where  discipline  is  as  good 
as  possible,  and  where  silent  work  in  the  one  end  dovetails  into  oral 
work  in  the  &ther,  the  instruction  suffers  from  the  distraction  of  another 
class  and  another  teacher  being  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood.  In 
the  examination,  and  consequently  in  the  teaching,  of  classes  so  placed 
one  feels  that  much  effort  goes  fruitlessly  into  the  air,  and  on  passing 
into  another  room  seated  for  60  or  80  it  is  impossible  not  to  feel  under 
what  vastly  more  favourable  conditions  the  work  is  being  carried  on.  It 
is  true  that  the  system  of  pupil-teachers  and  their  supervision  and 
training  seem  to  contemplate  the  existence  of  large  rooms ;  but  the  noise 
and  distraction  could  be  avoided  and  efficient  supervision  secured  by 
having  movable  partitions,  the  closing  or  opening  of  which  as  occasion 
required  would  enable  the  teacher  to  gain  the  undivided  attention  of 
his  class  when  necessary,  and  at  the  same  time  give  sufficient  oppor- 
tunity of  training  the  pupil-teachers  in  good  methods.  Many  of  the 
large  rooms  in  Glasgow  schools  have  been  divided  in  this  way.  Others 
Await  the  same  treatment. 

SmoiNG. 

Mr.  Marshall  reports : — 

**  Singing  is  taught  in  all  the  schools  save  Riccarton.  Q«nerally  the  sol-fa 
-system  obtains.  Too  much  time  is  given  to  the  songs,  and  the  practice  of  the  inter- 
vals and  phrases  does  not  seem  to  receive  much  attention.  Except  in  departmental 
schools,  there  are  only  two  grades,  and  the  numbers  taught  are  generally  too  lar^e 
for  the  cultivation  of  the  finer  shades  of  tone.  In  few  schools  are  there  special 
teachers,  and  generally  the  assistant  takes  up  the  subject ;  but  as  only  one  hour  a 
-week  is  given  to  it,  it  is  dear  that  singing  is  not  yet  on  its  proper  footing." 

With  the  exception  of  six  small  schools  in  Mull,  one  in  Bute,  and  one  Almost  uni* 
in  Lanarkshire,  singing  is  taught  in  all  the  schools  in  my  district.     In  venally  taught. 
O     51936.  O 
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the  majority  of  Glasgow  schools  it  is  exceedingly  well  taught.  Singing 
at  sight  and  ear  tests  are  regularly  and  successfully  practised.  Of  the 
1,067  departments  in  the  division  there  are  only  51  that  have  no 
singing,  and  of  these  more  than  half  are  in  the  outlying  portions  of 
Argyllshire. 

Sewing. 
Mr.  Waddell  reports : — 

"  Fonnerly  I  w^  in  the  habit  of  looking  at  the  sewing  specimens  as  they  lay 
arranged  in  a  class-room  of  the  school ;  and^  viewed  in  this  way,  the  collection  had 
a  satisfactory  and  sometimes  even  an  imposing  effect.  But  since  I  began  to  examine 
each  piece  in  the  hands  of  the  pupil  who  sewed  it  my  ideas  upon  the  subject  have 
undergone  some  change.  When  even  the  most  liberal  collection  comes  to  be  distri- 
buted among  the  girls  of  the  various  classes  it  is  surprising  to  find  how  many  indi- 
viduals are  unprovided  with  specimens,  and  when  each  article  is  thus  drawn  from 
its  unnoticed  place  upon  the  tables  it  is  curious  to  observe  how  frequently  it  fails  in 
some  respect  to  stand  examination,  i.have  found  cases  in  which  girls  professed  to 
have  Hewed  what  was  obviously  machine  work,  cases  where  handkerchiefs  were 
•  run  •  instead  of  being  hemmed,  and  cases  where  tapes  could  be  removed  without 
difficulty.  Yet  it  would  be  wrong  to  say  Uiis  without  also  declaring  that  much  of 
the  industrial  work  was,  so  far  as  I  could  form  a  judgment,  of  an  exceedingly 
meritorious  character.  What  is  most  wanted  seems  to  be,  as  the  late  directress  of 
needlework  frequently  pointed  out,  instruction  in  principles  by  means  of  suitable 
apparatus  for  demonstrations,  instead  of  premature  attempts  at  making  complete 
garments.  In  a  few  parishes  lady  members  of  boards,  or  visitors,  taking  a  special 
mterest  in  the  work  with  the  best  results." 

The  attainments  in  needlework  vary  much  in  merit.  In  most  of  the 
large  schools  it  is  satisfactory,  and  in  many  of  them  almost  as  good  as 
possible.  Simultaneous  teaching  is  on  the  increase,  and  is  found  to  be  a 
great  aid  to  individual  work,  but  not  a  complete  substitute  for  it.  To 
satisfy  the  demands  of  the  Third  Schedule  is  not  regarded  with  feelings 
of  despaii'.  In  some  of  the  rural  schools  the  work  is  lesa  satisfactory, 
but  on  the  whole  an  honest  attempt  is  made  to  meet  the  requirements. 
The  time  given  to  it  in  most  of  the  Roman  Catholic  schools  has  hitherto 
been  too  short.     This  is  to  be  remedied. 


Want  of  prac- 
tical skill. 


TBAmiNQ  OF  Teachers  and  Pupil-Teachers. 

Mr.  Marshall  reports : — 

"  There  are  168  pupil- teachers  in  the  district.  73  were  classed  as  good,  87  ad 
fair,  and  three  failed  to  earn  any  pant.  Girls  form  a  high  per-centage  of  the  whole 
number.  The  pupil-teacher  cnmculum  often,  however,  tries  girls  sorely.  Bad  air, 
lon^  hours,  loud  speaking,  long  standing,  and  night  study  are  not  easily  borne  at  a 
critical  age,  and  the  majority  of  girls  seem  to  feel  the  strain.  A  day's  work  and  a 
night's  study  are  incomparable,  and  this  is  the  reason  why  the  acquirements  «f 
pupil-teachers  is  generally  moderate." 

Mr.  Waddell  reports  : — 

'*  Excluding  candidates,  but  including  a  few  invalids,  the  number  of  pupil-teachers 
in  the  district  is  116.  Of  these,  eight  failed  to  earn  any  grant  for  proficiency,  while 
those  who  received  the  higher  grant  were  39,  or  almost  exactly  one  third  of  the 
whole.  Those  examined  in  their  fourth  year  numbered  24,  of  whom  19  were  recom- 
mended for  provisional  certificates,  six  with  hesitation,  and  of  those  thus  recom- 
mended five  got  the  higher  ^nt  for  merit.  This  grant  is  understood  to  be  equivalent 
to  a  first  class  at  the  admission  examination  ;  but  of  the  above  five  only  two  girls 
appear  in  the  first  class,  and  that  pretty  &r  down  on  the  list.  One  other,  a  boy,  who 
feU  slightly  below  the  higher  merit  grant,  got  a  place  in  the  first  class,  but  was  also 
fer  firom  the  top.  The  remaining  competitors  were  scattered  over  the  list  in  posi- 
tions which  need  not  be  dwelt  upon.  One  of  the  least  satisfiictory  features  in  the 
work  of  these  young  people  is  their  frequent  want  of  practical  skill,  even  in  the  final 
year  of  their  service.  A  fair  proportion  of  them  can  question  a  class  upon  some 
subject  with  which  the  pupils  are  familiar ;  but  it  is  generally  quite  beyond  their 
power  to  convey  fresh  intbrmation  in  a  connected  and  interesting  manner." 
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Mr.  Bathgate  repoits : — 

'*  Defective  knowledge  of  method  is  not  confined  to  infant  schools.    It  is  too  Papji  and 
common  in  other  departments  of  school  work,  especially  in  the  teaching  of  class  untrained 
subjects.    The  weak  manner  in  which  these  subjects  are  handled  by  the  average  teachers, 
pupil-teacher  is  bo  obvious  that,  from  the  educational  point  of  view,  it  would  be  very 
desirable  to  limit  the  employment  of  pupil-teachers  to  the  number  strictly  requisite 
for  rccruitiD^  the  teaching  profession,  and  to  cases  where  the  numbers  to  be  taught 
are  too  sm^  to  employ  a  certificated  teacher.    Moreover,  ex-pupil-teachers  and 
other  uncertificated  assistants  have  frequently  the  entire  cha^  of  large  classes,  and 
there  has  been  of  late,  especially  in  Roman  Catholic  schools,  an  u^ortunate  ten- 
dency to  substitute  this  type  of  teacher,  or,  at  best,  a  certificated  but  untrained 
teacher,  for  a  fully  trained  and  certificated  teacher. 

"  The  time  at  the  disposal  of  the  Inspector  is  so  much  occupied  with  individual 
examination  that  it  unfortunately  does  not  allow  him  to  investigate  as  fully  as  is 
desirable  the  methods  of  teachmg  the  standard  subjects ;  but  the  results  of  such 
teaching  speak  for  themselves,  and  are,  on  the  whole,  favourable.  He  has,  however, 
abundant  opportunities  of  hearing  and  seeing  how  the  class  subjects  of  reading 
lessons,  geography,  and  history  are  handled  by  pupil-teachers,  ex-pupil-teachers,  and 
probationers  who  have  not  passed  through  *a  normal  college.  Such  lessons  require 
a  firmer  mental  grasp  and  more  method  than  the  more  mechanical  work  of  the 
standards.  A  large  proportion  of  these  lessons  given  by  untrained  assistants  are 
extremely  unsatisfactory.  The  Inspector  may  give  hints  and  advice,  but  these  can 
never  supply  the  place  of  a  thorough  training  in  method.  A  weak  race  of  pupil- 
teachers,  trained,  or  neglected,  under  an  equally  weak  race  of  teachers,  ma^  indeed 
ultimately  obtain  certificates,  but  the  work  they  do  will  not  be  the  best  possible,  but 
the  worst  tolerable,  and  it  will  frequentlv  reach  a  point  that  is  intolerable.  I  admit 
that  there  are  striking  exceptions,  and  that  in  some  of  the  larger  board  schools  even 
the  pupil-teachers  do  wonderfully  good  work,  but  the  general  arrangement  of  a 
system  should  contemplate  the  rule  and  not  the  exception. 

**  There  is  at  present  in  some  quarters  a  movement  to  supersede  the  training  of  a 
normal  coUege  by  some  course  of  |^eneral  study  such  as  is  obtained  at  a  university, 
combined  with  a  slight  and  indefimte  amount  of  practical  training.  A  more  fatal 
and  retrograde  step  could  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  taken.  What  we  want  is  not  less  More  not  less 
normal  training,  but  more  of  it,  and  no  amount  of  general  culture  can  make  up  for  normal  school* 
the  want  of  this  discipline.  A  university  course  may  very  usefully,  as  at  present,  be  trainim^  re- 
added  to  the  normal  course  in  the  case  of  the  Slite  of  the  students.  But  the  average  quired, 
nonnal  trained  teacher  shows  a  great  superiority  over  the  untrained  ex-pupH-teacher 
on  the  one  hand,  and  over  the  person  of  presumed  general  culture  on  the  other. 
Some  of  the  best  teachers  that  I  have  seen  have  been  persons  of  very  slight  general 
culture,  but  careful  students  of  method,  and  some  of  the  worst  have  been  university 
graduates.  In  his  recent  report  upon  foreign  schools  Matthew  Arnold  states  that 
while  British  schools  enjoy  many  advantages  they  produce,  comparatively,  rather 
disappointing  results,  owing  to  the  want  of  thorough  training  in  their  teachers.  If 
it  were  possible  to  secure  more  time  for  training  in  method  during  the  normal 
course,  either  by  raising  the  standard  of  attainment  on  entrance,  or  by  extending 
the  length  of  the  course,  the  greatest  stimulus  would  be  given  to  instruction  in  the 
public  schools.  If,  on  Uie  other  hand,  the  untrained  teacher  is  to  be  gradually  sub- 
stituted for  the  trained,  and  the  rule  of  thumb,  the  light  of  nature,  or  a  slight 
general  culture,  is  to  take  the  place  of  a  thorough  traming  in  method,  we  shall 
witness  a  deterioration  in  education  which  no  code  or  system  of  inspection  can 
arrest." 

Among  those  acquainted  with  the  work  of  the  ordinary  school  there  Training  col- 
are  probably  not  two  opinions  about  Mr.  Bathgate's  contention.     The  leges  impera- 
normal  school  cannot  be  dispensed  with.     The  scope  of  its  teaching  tive. 
may  be  widened,  and  there  may  with  advantage  be  added  to  it  the 
culture  of  university  classes,  but  no  feasible  suggestion  has  been  made 
o£  any  other  means  of  securing  what  is  absolutely  essential,  viz.,  good 
method  and  practical  skill  in  the  Mtual  handling  of  classes. 

Mr.  Marshall  in  common   with  some  other  colleagues  thinks  that  Suggestions 
the  curriculum  of  pupil- teachers  should  be  widened,  and  in  view  of  this  about  pupil- 
that  their  hours  of  teaching  should  be  shortened  ;  that  French  should  be  teachers, 
obligatory  on  girls  as  Latin  is  on  boys ;  that  the  minimum  age  for  com- 
mencement of  apprenticeship  should  be  15,  and  the  maximum  length  of 
service  three  instead  of  four  years.     Some  of  these  changes  will  probably

be  introduced  by  your  Lordships,  and  others  are  worthy  of  consideration. 
He  also  joins  in  the  complaint  for  which  there  is  too  good  ground,  viz., 
that  the  pupil-teacher  is  often  left  to  follow  his  own  devices,  instead  of 
being  trained  in  good  methods.  It  is  unquestionable  that  this  training 
in  method  is  the  key  of  the  position.  Pupil-teachers  judiciously  chosen 
and  carefuUy  trained  do  very  good  work.  If  either  of  these  con<litions 
is  not  satisfied,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  they  are  worse  than  useless. 
They  are  entrusted  with  work  which  they  either  do  badly  or  not  at  all, 
and  which,  if  they  were  not  there,  the  teacher  would  do  for  himself. 
There  is,  perliaps,  nothing  that  comes  under  the  notice  of  an  Inspector 
in  which  there  is  such  a  wide  range  of  merit  as  between  the  best  and 
worst  pupil-teacher. 

There  is  apparent  and,  perhaps,  real  evidence  of  a  tendency  to  recom- 
mend the  higher  gratuity  to  pupil-teachers  too  freely.  That  a  consider- 
able proportion  of  pupil-teachers  who,  at  the  examination  at  the  end  of 
the  fourth  year,  are  awarded  the  highest  gratuity  should  absolutely  fail  at 
the  July  examination  is  an  unexpected  and  unsatisfactory  result.  Some 
explanation  is,  perhaps,  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  in  July  they  are  tested 
by  a  long  examination  on  the  whole  of  their  four  years'  course,  while, 
at  the  previous  annual  examination,  a  much  smaller  and  more  definite 
area  is  covered.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the  latter  may  be  mastered 
sufficiently  to  earn  the  mark  good^  while  in  the  wider  field  of  the  July 
examination  a  considerably  lower  level  may  be  reached.  In  view  of  the 
serious  drain  made  upon  pupil-teachers*  time  by  their  work  in  school, 
it  is  not  surprising  that  some  of  them  should  fail  to  bring  all  the  details 
of  history,  geography,  mathematics,  &c.  of  the  previous  four  years  into 
exact  focus  for  one  examination*  The  (uscrepancy  between  the  two 
results  would  be  diminished  if  the  higher  gratuity  were  given  only  to 
those  who  reach  the  mark  very  good  or  excellent  ^  and  the  lower  to  those 
who  are  at  least  above  ^air. 

The  Glasgow  Board  have  established  preparatory  classes  for  pupil- 
teachers  in  their  last  year,  in  which  between  March  and  July  they  are 
taken  over  the  whole  of  their  previous  course,  and  for  a  month  before 
the  July  examination  are  i-elieved  of  all  school  work.  The  plan  has 
much  to  recommend  it,  and  probably  accounts  for  the  fact  that  out  of 
the  43  who  failed  in  July  (27  of  whom  had  got  the  higher  gratuity) 
only  five  were  from  Glasgow  schools,  and  only  one  of  these  five  had  got 
the  higher  gratuity.

**  Adopting  the  metho<l8  of  the  Bine  Book  (p.  xv)  the  estimated  school-going 
population  of  this  district  should  amount  to  29,500.  Of  this  total  those  on  school 
rolls  are,  it  will  be  seen,  25,051 ;  and  those  examined,  including  infants,  standard, 
and  ex-standard  pupils,  are  but  18,100,  or  61  '3  per  cent.  The  per-centage  for  all 
Scotland,  reached  by  the  same  method  of  calculation,  is  69*  8." 

Mr.  Harvey  reports : — 

very  irreiralar  "  There  is  no  material  change  in  the  circumstances  of  the  district  since  last  year, 
in  rural  ^s-  ^  pointedly  called  the  attention  of  the  school  boards  to  the  excessive  irregularity  of 
tricts. 
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tli$  attendance  in  many  of  the  rural  parishes ;  but,  while  some  honest  efforts  haye 
been  made  to  enforce  the  compulsory  clause,  the  attendance  was  actually  worte  last 
year  than  the  year  before.  Stormy  weather,  epidemics,  and  poverty  (through  want 
of  work)  are  chiefly  to  blame  for  this  falling  off.  One  parish  has  followed  the 
example  of  Ihe  London  School  Board  in  the  rigorous  exaction  of  fees.  The  result 
has  naturally  been  that  some  children  have  be<en  withdrawn  from  school,  and  are 
receiving  no  education  whatever.  Rigorous  enforcement  of  the  compulsory  Act, 
and,  in  cases  of  poverty,  assistance  from  the  parochial  boards,  must  necessarily 
accompany  forced  exaction  of  fees.  As  rural  school  boards  appear  to  be  incapable 
of  a  strenuous  course  of  action  in  compelling  attendance  it  seems  likely  that  they 
will  require  to  have  recourse  to  the  old  lax  system  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  fees. 
Begular  attendance  (enforced  by  compulsion  if  necessary)  is  essential  for  the  satis- 
factory working  of  a  Code-regulated  scheme  of  education.  Some  good  might  be 
done  by  the  enlargement  of  scnool  board  areas,  and  by  the  adoption  of  a  graduated 
scale  of  annual  grants  according  to  the  regularity  or  irregularity  of  the  attendance.*' 

General  Observations. 

Mr.  Harvey  remarks : — 

*<  O>mpulsory  education  has  been  long  enough  in  force  now  to  have  had  an  effect  Results  of 
in  raising  the  tone  of  the  poorer  and  more  neglected  classes.    Has  it  done  so  ?  compulsory 
The  answers  to  this  question  are  somewhat  conflicting.  education. 

'<  A  beneficial  effect  has  certainly  been  produced  on  the  children  of  the  criminal 
classes,  as  statistics  prove  that  crime  has  decreased  since  these  children  have  been 
compelled  to  attend  school.  Are  servants  and  artisans  more  careful  and  dexterous 
in  their  work  than  formerly  ?  A  direct  negative  would  be  the  answer  given  by 
many  to  this  question,  and  it  must  be  confessed  that  we  have  no  reliable  data  to  go 
on  in  deciding  this  point.  It  is  somewhat  disappointing  to  find  that  after  leaving 
school  many  of  the  working  classes  never  open  a  book,  and  only  on  the  very  rarest 
occasions  attempt  the  composition  of  a  letter.  In  fact,  if  examined  a  few  years 
after  having  forced  their  way  through  the  narrow  pass  of  Standard  V.,  thev  would 
be  found  to  be  almost  totally  ignorant  of  arithmetic  and  very  rusty  in  writing  and 
spelling.  In  reading  they  would  most  likely  make  a  better  appearance.  The 
exigencies  of  daily  life  compel  them  to  keep  up  this  art  to  a  certam  extent ;  but  if 
they  do  not  even  read  the  newspapers,  their  vocabulary,  and  at  the  same  time  their 
powers  of  thought,  must  become  sadly  contracted.  So  far  as  general  (not  special) 
mtelligence  goes  a  taste  for  reading  instructive  books  is  absolutely  indispensable, 
and,  while  many  never  acquire  this  taste,  there  are  si^s  that  a  gradually  increasing 
number  of  all  classes  read  and  master  books  that  require  some  previous  training  and 
some  effort  to  understand." 

Mr,  Waddell  reports : — 

**  Once  more,  I  regret  to  say,  this  district  stands  lowest  in  the  division  so  far  as 
per-centages  of  success  are  concerned.  I  have  offered  some  slight  explanations  upon 
certain  points,  and  might  add  others,  but  it  is  needless.  I  do  not  seek  to  have  the 
undoubted  fact  pushed  out  of  view  by  any  form  of  statistical  strategy.  If  I  am 
culpable  in  the  matter  I  have  no  wish  to  shun  the  criticism  which  my  action 
may  bring  upon  me.  But  in  all  sincerity  I  believe  that  I  am  not  culpable.  If  it 
be  permitted  to  assume  that,  in  the  interests  of  thoroughness,  and  of  what  I  may 
call  the  minor  morals  of  school  keeping,  honest,  vigilant,  scrupulous  methods  of 
examination  are  proper,  then  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  iSsX  the  results  were  inevitable. 
That  they  will  improve  I  feel  confident.  In  the  meantime  I  will  venture  to  declare 
that,  in  spite  of  the  low  per-centages^may  I  not,  perhaps,  say  partly  because  of 
them  ? — ^the  educational  condition  of  the  district  is,  at  the  present  moment,  more 
satisfactory  in  every  branch  than  it  has  been  at  any  period  during  the  last  half  . 
dozen  years.** 

The  new  regulations  about  evening  schools  forbidding  the  presenta-  Evening 
tion  of  pupils  below  the  3rd  Standard  have  caused  the  discontinuance  ■chools. 
of  one  or  two  small  schools,  but  the  attendance  in  the  Glasgow  board 
schools  is  70  greater  than  last  year.  All  but  five  have,  in  addition  to 
standard  work,  taken  up  class  subjects,  and  several  have  taken  up 
specific  subjects.  A  large  amount  of  scientific  and  commercial  instruc- 
tion is  given  in  the  science  and  art  and  technological  classes.  The 
subjects  taught  to  upwards  of  2,500  pupils  are  advanced  mathematics. 
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electricity,  art  (including  drawing,  modelling,  and  designing),  chemistrj, 
physiology,  building  and  machine  construction,  applied  mechanics, 
steam,  botany,  and  physiography.  In  connexion  with  the  City  and 
Guilds  of  London  Institute  there  are  two  small  classes  in  carpentry  and 
mechanical  engineering. 

Cookery.  With  regard  to  cookery,  which  is  taught  to  much  the  same  extent 

as  last  year,  thei^e  is  a  general  feeling  on  the  part  of  board  and  teachers 
that  girls  in  IV.,  whose  age  is  often  10,  and  in  comparatively  few 
cases  more  than  11,  are  not  old  enough  to  profit  by  the  instruction 
sufficiently  to  make  up  for  their  withdrawal  from  standard  work.  It 
is  also  right  to  mention  that  the  arrangements  connected  with  cooking 
centres,  which  are  sometimes  a  considerable  distance  from  the  various 
schools,  are  not  carried  out  without  friction. 

Almost  all  the  schools  under  the  Glasgow  Board  are  large,  many  of 
them  very  large.  The  time  of  the  head  masters  of  such  schools  is  very 
valuable  afid  should  be  profitably  employed.  There  are,  perhaps,  one 
or  two  points  in  which  improvement  in  the  management  is  desirable  and 
possible. 

(1.)  That  the  whole  school  be  informed  that  the  head  master  cannot 
see  parents  except  at  certain  specified  times,  and  that  instructions  be 
given  to  the  janitor  to  admit  no  parent,  except  for  the  enrolment  of 
pupils,  at  any  other  time. 

(2.)  A  considerable  drain  is  made  on  the  head  master's  time  in  con- 
nexion with  registration  and  statistics,  which,  though  important,  demand 
no  higher  quality  than  mechanical  accuracy.  This  might  be  entrusted 
to  one  of  the  junior  teachers,  or  after  a  little  training  to  the  senior 
pupil-teachers  in  rotation,  to  whom  it  would  be  a  useful  exercise.  The 
time  thus  set  free  could  be  employed  by  the  head  master  in  strengthening 
known  weak  points  anywhere  throughout  the  school,  testing  progress, 
showing  good  methods  to  the  pupil-teachers,  or  doing  some  definite 
portion  of  the  higher  teaching  for  which  he  is  presumably  most  com- 
petent. In  a  very  large  school  the  head  master  cannot  undertake  the 
whole  work  of  any  class  without  neglecting  the  important  duty  of  super- 
vision ;  but  in  even  the  largest  of  Glasgow  schools  a  certain  amount  of 
teaching  is  quite  compatible  with  efficient  supemsion.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  this  combination  of  duties  is  satisfactorily  carried  oUt,  but  not 
in  all.  When  the  head  master  informs  me,  as  he  sometimes  does,  that 
his  special  work  is  Standard  III.,  I  naturally  expect  him  to  give  me 
some  explanation  of  such  an  unexpected  arrangement. 

(3.)  It  has  also  occurred  to  me  that  it  would  be  advantageous  if  the 
supervision  were  divided  between  the  head  master  and  (where  there  is 
one)  the  second  master,  the  latter  being  of  course  responsible  to  the 
former,  as  a  lieutenant  is  to  his  captain.  This  again  would  give  the 
head  master  more  time  for  the  exercise  of  the  professional  skill  in  virtue 
of  which  he  has  risen  to  his  important  position,  and  which  it  is  desirable 
to  utilise. 

New  Code.  All  my  colleagues  approve  generally  of  the  changes  in  the  Code  and 

are  prepared  to  approach  it  in  a  proper  spirit.  In  dealing  with  it. 
Inspectors  and  teachers  alike  must  for  a  time  feel  their  way  cautiously. 
The  changes  are  not  without  alarm  for  some  teachers,  but  I  believe  the 
alarm  will  prove  groundless.  No  one  can  doubt  that  the  principle  of 
graded  payments  according  to  varying  degi-ees  of  merit  is  thoroughly 
sound.  It  no  doubt  throws  on  the  Inspector  greater  responsibility,  and 
involves  the  exercise  of  greater  discretion.     It  is  not  too  much  to  hope 


Suggestions 
for  large 
schools. 
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that  he  will  feel  that  his  discretion  must  increase  with  his  responsi- 
bility. It  is,  perhaps,  too  much  to  hope  that  in  this,  anj  more  than  in 
other  matters  in  which  keen  personal  interests  are  involved,  all  will  be 
satisfied. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  repeat  what  I  said  last  year  of  the  fidelity  and 
efficiency  of  the  great  majority  of  the  teachers  in  my  district,  and  of  the 
hearty  and  harmonious  co-operation  of  my  colleagues  and  assistants.

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Generax  Report,  jor  the  Year  1886,  hy  R.  Ogilvie,  Esq.,  M.A., 
one  of  Her  Majesty's  Chief  Inspectors^  on  the  Schools  in  the 
Northern  Division  of  Scotland. 


My  Lords, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  the  Northern  Divi- 
sion for  the  year  1886.     The  division  includes  the  counties  of  Forfar,  Extent  of 
Kincardine^  Aberdeen,  Banff,  Moray,  Nairn,  Inverness,  Ross,  Cromarty,  diTision. 
Caithness,  Orkney,  and  Shetland. 

These  counties  represent  more  than  half  the  superficial  area  of  Scot-  Population, 
land,  but  contain  little  over  a  fourth  of  the  gross  population.  This  dis- 
proporHon  between  population  and  temtory  is  a  perplexing  element  in 
the  problem  of  school  provision  and  school  administration.  The  burden 
is  lightly  or  grievously  borne  according  as  a  district  is  densely  or 
sparsely  peopled. 

The  expense  entailed  on  poor  and  scattered  parishes  was  felt  to  be 
intolerable,  and  the  so-called  Highland  Minute  was  devised  as  a  means  Highland 
of  subsidy.     So  far  as  its  provbions  have  been  taken  advantage  of,  it  Minute. 
has  proved  a  material  relief  from  oppressive  rates,  and,  what  is  perhaps 
more   important,  a  powerful  lever    in    the  enforcement    of   regular 
attendance. 

Mr.  Robertson,  who  has  given  the  utmost  attention  to  the  operation 
of  the  Minute  in  his  district,  reports  :— 

''  The  publication  last  year  of  the  Minute  on  Highland  schools  has  ffiven  to 
rural  managers  in  the  favoured  counties  a  strong  inducement  to  conoDat  the 
disastrous  irregularity  so  long  prevalent.  The  main  provision  of  the  Minute 
to  the  establishment  of  a  graduated  premium  on  average  attendance.  As 
hitherto,  all  schools  earn  the  sum  of  4s.  on  each  unit  of  average  attendance ; 
but  now  a  school  can  earn  a  maximum  of  8^.  on  the  same  basis,  provided  the 
annual  weekly  reach  60  per  cent,  of  the  average  weekly  enrolment.  There 
are  three  intermediate  premiums  with  relative  per-centages. 

'*  An  important  condition  is  attached  to  the  ]}ayment  of  these  special  rates 
on  attendance.  No  payment  will  be  made  Mf  it  appears  to  the  Department 
'  that  the  school  board  are  failing  to  take  all  reasonable  means  to  secure  the 
'  regular  attendance  of  all  children  of  school  age  in  the  parish.'  The  inten- 
tion and  propriety  of  this  safeguard  need  no  comment,  and  I  can  testify  to  the 
generous,  thoogfa  discriminating,  spirit  in  which  effect  has  been  given  to  it. 

"  To  furnish  a  definite  statistical  basis  on  which  to  estimate  the  measure  of 
a  school  board's  activity,  the  Department  issued  a  special  circular,  containing 
an  exhaustive  series  of  questions.  Managers  are  asked  to  state,  among  other 
details,  the  number  of  parents  and  employers  prosecuted,  the  number  of  the 
former  summoned  to  appear  before  the  scnool  boards  the  amount  of  fines  re- 
covered, the  frequency  of  the  compulsory  ofi&cer's  visits,  and  the  action  taken 
on  his  reports ;  also  any  other  means  (such  as  rewards  for  good  attendance) 
employed  to  secure  good  attendance. 

"  Unquestionably  the  effect,  so  far  as  this  district  is  concerned,  of  such  a 
detailed  inquiiy  has  been  to  stimulate  and  systematise  the  working  of  the 
compulsory  clause  of  the  Act.  School  board  clerks  have  looked  more  sharply 
after  comptdsory  officers,  defaulters  have  been  more  frequently  summoned  bemre  * 
managers  and  prosecuted  before  the  sheriff  or  justices,  and  the  direct  pecu- 
niary advantages  of  regularity  of  attendance  have  been  impressed  on  all 
interested. 

"It  is  encouraginff  to  note  that  of  157  schools  inspected  this  year  the 
returns  now  to  hand  show  that  74  schools  claimed  varying  amounts  of  the 
premium  on  average  attendance,  and  that  2^  of  these  claimed  the  maximum 
grant  (85.). 
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"  Among  the  26  are  two  schools  in  Harris,  four  in  North  Uist,  two  in  South 
Uist,  one  of  them,  Garrynamonie  P.S.,  the  largest  school  in  the  parish 
(average  attendance  113),  three  in  Assynt,  and  the  school  in  the  island  of 
Stroma  (Cauisbay).  The  remaining  schools  in  the  parish  of  Assynt,  a  typical 
Highland  district,  participated,  though  in  a  lower  scale;  and  the  largest 
school  in  North  Uist,  Paible  P.S.,  with  an  average  attendance  of  125,  claimed 
78.  Assynt  and  the  Uists  have  for  some  time  been  working  the  compulsory 
clauses  energetically.    Their  success  so  far  is  conspicuous." 

Mr.  Sime : — 

^'  Some  dissatisfaction  appears  to  have  been  felt  that  I  made  no  statement 
regarding  the  working  of  this  most  interesting  Minute  last  year.  I  should 
have  done  so  had  it  seemed  to  me  that  the  facts  available  were  sufficient  to 
justify  one  in  drawing  conclusions  as  to  its  present,  value  and  future  hopes. 
The  facts  were  not  available  then,  owing  to  the  short  time  the  Minute  had 
run ;  and  now,  though  one's  experience  of  the  Minute  is  much  more  exten- 
sive, the  circumstances  of  the  district  have  been  so  exceptional  that  it  is  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  say  how  far  that  Minute  has  fulfilled  the  expectations  of 
its  promoters. 

*•  Many  schools  have  received  an  increased  average  grant  tinder  it.  On  the 
ether  hand,  its  beneficent  action  has  been  hampered  by  the  disturbing  elements 
at  work  over  the  West  and  North  Highlands ;  and  in  two  of  the  most  neces- 
sitous parishes  it  has  been  found  impossible,  from  the  attitude  adopted  b^  the 
people  and  their  representatives  on  the  school  board,  to  allow  payment  of  any 
extra  grant.  When  law  has  once  more  asserted  itself,  I  do  not  doubt  that  the 
benefits  of  this  Minute  will  be  taken  advantage  of  by  those  whose  burdens  it 
is  meant  to  lessen ;  but  in  the  meantime  it  is  doing  least  good  to  those  who 
need  its  assistance  most." 

Mr.  McLeod  contributes  the  following  on  the  island  of  Skye,  the 
chosen  battle-ground  of  the  recalcitrant  forces  :— 

Unpaid  rates  "^Education  was  threatened  with  a  crisis  of  a  serious  kind  during  the  past 

in  Skye.  year  in  Skye.    The  ratepayers  initiated  a  non-pajnnent  policy.     The  funds 

of  the  school  boards  were  soon  exhausted,  and  their  credit  vanished  at  the 
r  banks.      In   this   unenviable  position  they  informed  the  teachers  in  some 
instances  that  in  future  they  must  depend  for  maintenance  upon  the  Go- 
vernment grant  and  fees. 

"  Some  intelligent  people  in  the  island  expressed  the  opinion  to  myself  that 
the  proposed  arrangement  would  be  beneficial  in  its  educational  results.  The 
teacner  s  interest  m  the  grant  being  so  much  deepened,  he  would  put  forth 
exertions  to  improve  attendance,  and  the  kindly  instincts  of  the  people  second- 
ing those  exertions,  it  was  said  that  ere  long  an  average  would  be  attained 
that  had  not  hitherto  been  approached.  The  grants  consequently  earned, 
together  with  the  fees,  would  exceed  the  present  revenue  firom  rates  as  well  as 
from  those  other  sources,  and  thus  we  should  have  an  improvement  along  the 
whole  line  of  attendance,  salaries,  and  educational  results.  Such  an  opinion  is 
founded  on  ignorance  of  human  nature.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  a 
parent  here  and  there,  from  a  generous  concern  for  the  teacher,  would  strive  to 
keep  his  children  regularly  at  school,  but  the  mass  would  assume  an  attitude 
of  false  independence,  which  would  treat  all  regularity,  including  regular  school 
attendance,  as  a  slavish  restraint.  No  teacher,  again,  who  could  obtain  an 
appointment  elsewhere  with  better  security  for  his  income  would  remain  in 
Skye,  and  parents  might  truthfully  plead  that  their  children  were  but  little  the 
better  for  their  school  attendance. 

*'  Fortunately  the  state  of  things  has  at  length  assumed  a  much  better  phase. 
The  Government  took  the  matter  up  in  earnest  at  last,  and  made  it  unmis- 
takeable  that  the  non-payment  policy  would  not  be  tolerated. 

Mr.  Muir : — 

"  I  regret  to  say  that  the  higher  grants  offered  have  not  as  yet  done  much 
to  stimtdate  the  Shetland  school  boards  to  more  earnest  efforts." 
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Supply. 

There  is  the  usual  general  approval  of  the  state  of  school  provision.  Supply  vir- 
If  there  are  complaints  they  only  touch  the  fringe.     Here  and  there  tually  com- 
hoards,  instead  of  anticipating,  lag  behind  the  normal  increase  of  popii-  P^*^®- 
lation,  notably  in  Aberdeen,  where  requisitioned  halls  and  other  make- 
shifts are  lingering  relics  of  a  receding  past.     But  "the  supply  of 
"  accommodation  is  virtually  complete"  ia  over  all,  as  they  say  on 
'change,  the  official  quotation.     Year  by  year,  too,  original  mistakes, 
which  were  legion,  are  being  remedied,  and  the  internal  space,  which 
architects  were  wont  to  allocate  according  to  evolved  notions  of  their 
own,  is  being  gradually  redistributed  on  more  enlightened  principles  of 
school-keeping. 

Mr.  Struthers  :— 

"  School  supply  in  Orkney  is  practically  complete.  The  buildings,  however, 
in  many  ttaea  peem  to  have  been  hastily  constructed,  without  due  supervision, 
and  without  due  regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  Orkney  cliiiiate.  The 
result  is  that  many  of  the  schools  and  teachers'  houses  are  excessively  damp, 
and  in  several  cases  almost  uninhabitable.  These  defects,  I  am  assured,  are 
not  to  be  found  in  the  older  buildings." 

Mr.  Andrew : — 

"The  school  supply  throughout  Banffshire  may  be  regarded  as  virtually 
complete.  At  Portsoy  and  Rothiemay  large  and  wdl  appointed  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  school  buildings,  and  an  addition  intended  to  accommodate 
pupils  up  to  and  including  the  5th  Standard  is  in  course  of  erection  at  Fin- 
dochty.  When  the  Education  Act  passed  it  was  in  the  parishes  stretching 
along  the  sea-board  that  the  greatest  educational  destitution  existed,  and  the 
boards  deserve  great  credit  for  the  vigour  with  which  they  tackled  the  labour 
of  erecting  the  necessary  schools. 

•*  One  cannot  help,  however,  reffretting  that  a  little  more  time  was  not  taken 
to  consider  both  the  situation  and  the  internal  arrangements  of  many  of  the 
buildings.  Had  the  boards  obtained  the  advice  of  anyone  possessed  of  some 
practical  acquaintance  with  school  work  and  requirements  the  result  would 
nave  been  in  many  cases  much  more  convenient  premises.  The  huge  room  in 
which  probably  half-a-dozen  teachers  have  to  spend  their  energy  in  roaring 
each  other  down,  and  the  pigmy  class-room,  where  a  standard  has  to  be  packed 
together  like  herrings  in  a  barrel,  would  have  been  of  less  frequent  occurrence. 
The  unwieldy  rooms  have  now,  for  the  most  part,  been  subdivided  by  par- 
titions, to  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  the  instruction,  and  the  conserva- 
tion of  the  teacher's  strengUi,  but  a  good  deal  remains  to  be  done  in  this 
direction  in  Uie  schools  under  the  Gamrie  Board." 

Mr.  Dey : — 

"  During  the  last  two  years  four  large  new  schools  have  been  opened  in 
Dundee,  and  to  several  others  large  additions  have  been  made.  The  marvel 
is  that,  notwithstanding  this  large  increase,  every  school  is  full  to  overflowing, 
and  still  the  demand  is  for  more  room.  TTie  only  extraordinary  circumstance 
was  the  flutter  among  the  adventure  schools,  caused  by  the  new  regulations 
for  obtaining  labour  certificates.  This  of  itself  is  not  sufficient  to  account  for 
the  ffreat  influx  of  pupils  to  the  board  schools,  and  I  am  afraid  we  are  forced 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  supply  has  created  the  demand.  If  this  is  so,  the 
board  can  hardly  escape  the  charge  of  remissness,  or  at  least  of  timidity.  Most 
of  these  schools  should  have  been  built  10  years  ago. 

**  One  of  these  schools,  the  Harris  Academy,  has  drawn  its  pupils  to  a  great 
extent  from  the  higher  class  adventure  schools.  It  has  gathered  in  some 
1,200  of  them,  and  is  in  every  wav  so  completely  successful  that  there  oannot 
be  a  doubt  that  another  1,200  pupils  are  re^v  to  enter  a  similar  institution  at 
the  other  end  of  the  town.    How  long  must  they  wait  P 

"  The  Forfer  schools  are  well  equipped  and  well  filled.     In  the  country  part 

of  my  district  there  have  been  no  changes.    The  new  style  of  school  has  some 

advantages  over  the  old  and  some  disadvantages.    A  separate  room  for  each 

class  lightens  the  labour  of  teaching,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  each  room 
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should  partake  so  much  of  the  sombre  appearance  of  a  prison  oell.    A  free  use 
of  wood  and  glass  partitions  would  serve  the  purpose  of  isolation  equally  well, 
and  facilitate  the  head  master's  supervision. 
Adventuro  "  The  town  class  adventure  school  has  decreased  very  much  during  the  laat 

schools.  two  years.    These  schools  have  been  the  chief  hindrance  to  regularity  of  atten- 

dance, and  everybody  must  rejoice  that  their  day  is  nearly  over." 

Mr.  McLeod : — 

"  It  is  needless  to  repeat  what  I  formerly  said  regarding  the  comfort  of  most 
of  our  new  school  premises ;  but  while  the  school  built  for  an  average  of  50 
pupils  or  more  on  the  8  square  feet  theory  of  area  serves  its  purpose  well 
enough,  a  school  built  for  an  average  of  30  or  less  on  the  same  pnnciple  is 
miserably  inadequate.  It  is  anything  but  pleasant  to  see,  what  I-  sometimes 
witness  in  those  small  schools,  seats  brought  up  almost  to  the  grate,  in  the 
absence  of  any  class  space,  all  getting  instructed  in  their  benches  to  the  greater 
or  less  annoyance  of  their  neighbours  who  are  set  to  silent  work.  It  was  only 
natural  that  architects  would  make  mistakes  when  so  much  school  work  was 
suddenly  put  into  their  hands,  and  experience  shows  now  that  serious  error 
was  committed  in  making  class-rooms  too  small.  At  present  the  rule  of  area 
applies  to  a  sphool  as  a  whole ;  but  whilst  managers  might  feel  it  to  be  a  hard- 
ship to  enlarge  their  class-rooms  to  proper  proportions  so  long  as  the  premises 
as  a  whole  fulfilled  the  requirements  of  the  Code,  it  is  surely  reasonable  to  saj 
that  pupils  taught  in  a  class-room  are  as  likely  to  be  poisoned  with  bad  air 
and  to  become  fidgetty  and  restless  for  want  of  due  sitting  room  in  a  class- 
room as  the  same  children  would  be  under  the  same  conditions  in  a  main 
room.  In  short,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  rule  of  area  should  be  applicable  to 
every  room  in  a  school  as  well  as  to  the  school  as  a  whole." 

Mr.  Sime : — 

"  Supply  in  this  district  may  be  held  as  complete  for  present  requirements. 
To  meet  the  natural  increase  of  population  important  and  judicious  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  Fort  William  Public  School  and  to  the  Central  Public 
School  in  Inverness.  The  playgrounds  of  the  latter  school  are  undergoing 
improvements  that  will  be  of  great  and  permanent  value.  The  playground 
at  the  Merkinch  School  is  also  at  my  suggestion  being  materially  enlarged. 
The  only  school  in  the  district  that  had  a  thatched  roof.  Tore  in  the  parish 
of  Killearnan,  has  now  been  roofed  with  slate." 

Mr.  Robertson  : — 

"  School  accommodation  in  this  district  is  almost  complete.  The  South 
Uist  School  Board  have  not  built  the  school  in  Benbecula  referred  to  in  last 
year's  report.  An  unfortunate  hitch  occurred  in  the  negotiations  between  the 
board  and  the  proprietrix  regarding  a  site.  An  amicable  settlement,  however, 
is  probable. 
Sab-schools.  "  As  many  as  26  sub-schools  under  Art.  19  D.  (a  and  b)  were  inspected  this 

year  at  the  various  central  schools  to  which  they  are  affiliated.    Presented, 
230 ;  passed  in  reading,  212 ;  writing,  207 ;  arithmetic,  160. 

"  In  a  former  report  I  spoke  of  the  good  these  outlying  schools  are  doing. 
I  have  again  to  recommend  an  extension  of  the  grant-earning  syllabus  of  these 
small,  but  collectively  important,  educational  agencies.  A  simple  scheme 
might  be  de^'ised  on  which  grants  for  at  least  discipline,  class  and  specific 
subjects  could  be  assessed.  Most  of  the  schools  are  taught  continuously 
throughout  the  year,  and  most  of  the  teachers  attempt  the  full  measure  of  the 
Code  requirements.  Further,  some  of  the  teachers,  those  connected  with  the 
F.C.  Association  for  the  religious  improvement  of  the  remote  highlands  and 
islands,  attend  the  university  during  the  winter,  returning  in  spring  to  their 
small  schools,  meantime  in  charge  of  a  locum  tenens.  Gratuitous  inspection, 
by  way  of  encouragement,  of  the  extra  work  occasionally  professed  by  sub- 
school  children  not  infrequently  reveals  very  creditable  proficiency.  It  does, 
therefore,  seem  advisable  to  ^ve  the  usual  pecuniary  incentive  or  reward  to 
such  proficiency.  As  for  discipline  the  honest  and  orderly  behaviour  of  some 
sub-school  children  under  examination  gives  evidence  of  sustained  and  educa- 
tive control  diuring  the  whole  school  year.  A  payment  on  average  attendance 
could  not  equitably  be  pleaded,  for  the  registration  is  for  obvious  reasons  not 
subject  to  effective  supervision. 
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''  The  general  equipment  of  the  public  schools  continues  satisfactory,  and 
the  buildings  are  well  maintained.  With  veiy  rare  exceptions,  managers 
willingly  provide  any  necessary  additional  apparatus  or  furnishings.  It  is 
with  pleasure  I  report  a  growing  practice  of  adding  to  the  internal  attractive- 
ness of  the  schoobrooms  by  the  display  of  cheap  prints,  illustrations  of  natural 
history,  and  varied  objects.  Such  modest  decorations  brighten  school  life  by 
relieving  the  cheerless  monotonv  of  the  walls,  and  tend  to  foster  a  branch  of 
education,  the  advantage  of  which  is  but  grudgingly  recognised  by  country 
managers." 

Mr.  Muir : — 

"  Last  year  I  reported  school  supply  ^  practically  complete.  Some  re- 
distribution of  seats  has  taken  phice.  In  Brechin  the  retirement  of  a  long 
established  teacher  of  infEUits  has  given  the  board  an  opportunity  to  convert 
her  school  into  a  half-time  school  pure  and  simple,  and  to  aistribute  the  infants 
over  the  infant  departments  of  the  other  public  schools.  The  former  step  is  in 
every  way  a  good  one,  and  I  may  note  here  that  now  the  school  boards  of 
Montrose  and  of  Arbroath  have  also  half-time  schools.  But  instead  of  seeing 
the  infarits  distributed  I  would  have  liked  rather  to  see  them  collected  with 
many  more  in  a  thoroughly  good  infant  school,  with  Kindergarten  apparatus 
and  all  modem  appliances,  but  this  would  have  cost  money,  which  is  not  easy 
to  get  in  these  times,  and  the  infants  will  find  (I  am  assured)  plenly  of  room, 
and  (I  know)  pleasant  and  competent  teachers  in  the  other  schools.'^ 

Attendance. 
The  enforcement  of  attendance  in  rural  districts  is  an  acknowledged 
failure.  But  &ilures  are  sometimes  stepping-stones,  and  in  this  instance 
they  seem  to  point  the  way  to  a  better  state  of  things.  The  average 
rural  board,  without  stimulus  in  the  shape  of  grant,  or  spur  in  the  form 
of  supervision,  is  demonstrably  incapable  of  grapplinf^  with  the  diflScuUy. 
Apart  from  the  remedy  I  suggested  last  year  of  wider  compulsory  areas, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  Circular  72,  when  it  comes  to  be  better  understood, 
will  effect  a  marked  improvement  where  improvement  is  most  needed. 
The  schedule  of  queries,  though  primarily  intended  for  the  calculation 
of  a  special  grants  might  be  issued  with  advantage  to  all  boards  whose 
laxity  seems  to  call  for  special  notice. 

Mr.  Sime : — 

"  Attendance  is  still  unsatisfactory,  the  numbers  presented  having  increased 
in  the  year  by  about  160  only.  The  severity  of  last  winter  is  to  a  certain  extent 
an  explanation,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  disturbed  condition  of  a  large 
section  of  my  district,  and  the  contempt  for  law  and  order  generated  by  the 
action  of  various  independent  but  cumulative  or  convergent  forces,  have  dulled 
the  already  faint  interest  felt  in  education  by'the  Highland  parent,  and  made 
the  hands  of  school  boards  weak  indeed. 

''The  least  satisfactory  feature  in  connexion  with  infant  instruction  is 
attendance.  No  doubt  children  of  tender  years  cannot  attend  in  stormj 
weather,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  for  country  districts  the  'infant*  age  is 
fixed  too  low.  But  I  feel  even  that  in  spite  of  these  drawbacks  the  numoer  of 
infants  in  attendance  ought  to  be  much  higher  than  it  is." 

Mr.  Andrew : — 

"The  greatest  drawback  to  the  efficiency  of  the  nural  schools  is  irregularity 
of  attendance.  I  expressed  my  opinions  on  this  subject  last  year,  and  I  have 
seen  nothing  since  to  induce  me  to  modify  them.  It  is  the  same  in  Banffshire 
as  in  Aberdeen.  The  larger  boards  along  the  coast  exercise  their  powers 
vigorously  and  judiciously,  but  in  the  rural  parishes  the  compulsory  ckuse  is 
practically  a  dead  letter.  There  are  varying  degrees  of  huity,  but  the  low 
water  mark  in  the  matter  of  attendance  in  Banffshire  seems  to  me  to  be  reached 
in  Kirkmichael  and  Glenlivat.  I  visited  one  school  in  Glenlivat  this  summer 
which  I  had  examined  in  April.  On  the  occa.sion  of  the  inspection  there  were 
65  pupils  present ;  on  the  day  of  my  visit  without  notice  I  found  each  qf  the 
■ix  standards  represented  by  one  pupil,  with  the  exception  of  the  fourth  in 
which  there  were  two, 
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*'  The  teachers  in  Glenlivat  assure  me  that  the  board  does  nothing  whatever 
to  strengthen  their  hands.  As  soon  as  the  annual  inspection  is  over  in  April  a 
general  stampede  takes  place.  The  children  without  leave  asked  or  obtained, 
and  irrespective  of  age  or  standard,  betake  themselves  to  field  work,  and  do  not 
again  darken  a  school  door  till  the  end  of  November  or  December. 

"  Some  of  the  decisions  which  continue  to  be  given  by  the  sheriff  substitutes 
from  time  to  time,  and  which  are  doubtless  la^,  but  to  people  of  plain  under- 
standing do  not  look  very  like  common  sense,  are  little  calculated  to  encourage 
boards  to  prosecute.  But  what  I  maintain  is  that  if  the  boards  would  manifest 
a  healthy  and  genuine  interest  in  the  work  of  the  schools,  if  they  would 
summon  defaulters  before  them  from  time  to  time,  if  they  would  reason  and 
expostulate  with  them,  if  after  fixing  the  vacation  at  the  most  suitable  time  of 
the  year  for  their  district  they  would  bestir  themselves  to  bring  the  children 
out  as  soon  as  the  work  of  the  schools  is  resumed,  there  would  be  seldom  need 
to  have  recourse  to  extreme  proceedings.  What  is  required  is  a  healthy 
interest  in,  and  a  genuine  sympathy  with,  school  work.  Wherever  the 
chairman  or  other  members  of  a  board  are  animated  by  this  spirit,  there  is  seldom 
much  difficulty  about  the  attendance. 

*'  It  is  when  one  finds  the  leading  members  of  a  board  taking  up  the  attitude 
that  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  the  parents  to  send  out  their  children  except 
when  it  suits  them  to  do  so ;  that  the  children  of  the  working  classes  are  being 
too  well  educated  and  such  like  rubbish,  that  the  work  of  the  schools  in  a 
parish  is  found  to  languish." 

Mr.  McLeod : — 

"  The  old  complaints  against  irregular  attendance  are  still  continued,  and  I 
fear  that  but  little  further  improvement  need  be  looked  for  under  the  present 
regime ;  that  attendance  might  be  much  better  than  it  is  both  in  town  and 
country  is  undoubted.  Sometimes  one  sees  a  marked  increase  in  the  average 
attendance  of  a  district,  and  this  happens  almost  invariably  when  there  is  one 
member  of  the  board  who  takes  a  special  interest  in  the  matter,  and  is  possessed 
of  sufficient  resolution  to  make  the  compulsory  powers  of  the  Act  a  working 
reality.  Provost  Burn  of  Forres  is  a  conspicuous  example  of  such  members. 
When  Anderson's  Free  School  of  that  town  was  re-organised  three  or  four  years 
ago  it  almost  constituted  the  opening  of  a  new  school,  and  numerous  murmurs 
were  heard  concercing  the  injury  it  had  inflicted,  was  inflicting,  and  would 
continue  to  inflict  upon  the  other  schools  in  the  parish.  The  provost  was 
chairman  of  the  school  board  as  well  as  a  director  of  Anderson's  school,  and 
he  discharged  the  duties  of  compulsory  officer  in  person.  The  excuses  of 
poverty  and  want  of  clothes  and  shoes,  which  have  only  to  be  pleaded  in  Skye 
to  condone  the  grossest  irregularities,  counted  for  nothing  with  this  amateur 
officer ;  and  the  result  was  that  whilst  Anderson's  school  was  always  kept  full, 
one  soon  heard  of  insuflBcient  accommodation  in  some  of  the  other  schools,  and 
the  average  attendance  went  up  largely  along  the  whole  line.  On  the  other 
hand  I  never  heard  that  this  large  increase  was  the  cause  of  any  home 
inconvenience. 

"  In  last  year's  report  I  expressed  the  opinion  that  by  enlarging  the  areas  of 
school  boards  we  might  generally  see  such  a  spirited  enforcement  of  the  com- 
pulsory powers  of  attendance  as  at  present  exists  only  in  isolated  instances^ 
There  are  difficulties  in  the  way  of  thb  enlargement ;  although  any  that  I  have 
seen  mentioned  are  not  of  a  formidable  character.  If  progress  were  quenched 
by  difficulties  v/e  should  now  be  making  our  journeys  over  General  Wade's 
roads,  and  the  soil  would  be  turned  by  the  cas  chrom.  The  real  question  to  be 
considered  in  this  case  is  the  utility  of  the  proposed  change  rather  than  its 
difficulty."  .  /  r    f 

Mr.  Muir : — 

"Attendance,  I  regret  to  say,  is  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state  in  Shetland. 
As  I  have  said  before,  some  teachers  have  a  magnetic  power  of  attracting 
scholars  so  that  they  will  hardly  stay  away.  But  a  school  board  has  no  right 
to  expect  this  personal  charm  to  be  present  in  all  its  teachers,  nor  have  they 
any  right  to  expect  the  teacher  to  act  as  an  unpaid  school  board  officer.  There 
are  teachers  in  Shetland  from  whom  I  would  be  glad  that  Sunday  teachers  in 
the  south  would  take  example.  But  it  is  no  use  to  expect  that  the  flower  of  the 
profession  will  crowd  into  these  islands." 
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Mr.  Eobertson : — 

**  Not  a  few  parishes,  some  of  whos^  schools  were  entitled  to  a  special  grant, 
lost  all  benefit  from  the  Highland  Minute  owing  to  the  disappointing  recrad 
of  inactivity  shown  in  the  replies  to  Circular  72,  So  many  considerations^ 
apart  from  the  paramount  one  of  educational  fitness,  afiEect  elections  to  some 
northern  school  boards  at  a  time  when  a^tation,  ecclesiasticaJ,  agrarian,  or 
political,  is  rife,  that  one  cannot  be  surpnaed  at  the  reluctance  occasionally 
shown  by  managers  to  adopt  vigorous  coercive  measures.  On  the  other  hand, 
firm  and  judicious  enforcement  of  attendance,  in  which  is  included  occasional 
prosecution  of  well-selected  cases  of  delinquency,  is  generally  followed  by 
hearty  popular  acouiescence  in  the  justice  of  the  course.  Popular  resentment, 
if  it  existed  at  all,  has  certainly  never  in  my  experience  taken  an  aggressive 
form. 

"  A  good  deal  of  attention  has  been  devoted  this  year  to  the  large  periodical 
withdrawals  of  children  of  school  age  in  the  county  of  Caithness.  An  exten- 
sive evasion  of  the  section  of  the  Act  regulating  the  withdrawal  of  such 
children  appears  to  have  prevailed.  Summarised,  the  facts  are :  children  of 
very  tender  years  (below  10  years)  often  for  a  mere  pittance,  and  in  cases 
where  family  circumstances  were  not,  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  pressing, 
were  withdrawn  for  hired  employment  as  herds,  sometimes  not  in  tneir  own 
parishes;  scholars  above  10  years  of  ago  who  had  never  passed  Standard  III., 
sometimes  not  Standard  I.,  had  for  several  consecutive  years  been  so  with- 
drawn, to  the  utter  ruin  of  their  education ;  concurrently  with  these  with- 
drawals a  large  amount  of  absenteeism  was  shown  in  the  summer  registers ; 
schools  were  depicted  between  May  and  November,  and  their  organisation  and 
general  efficiency  severely  strained  by  the  large  influx  of  half-educated  children 
m  winter. 

**  On  all  sides  it  was  admitted  that  compliance  with  the  statutoiy  regula- 
tions would  not  materially  limit  the  supply  of  juvenile  labour  really  necessary 
in  the  country.  If  parents  could  be  induced  to  keep  their  children  regularly 
at  school  until  Standard  III.  had  been  passed,  there  would  be  an  abundance 
of  qualified  herds,  and  schools  would  be  saved  from  the  extreme  and  ruinous 
fluctuations  of  attendance. 

"  The  Department  adopted  a  very  thorough-paced  mode  of  ascertaining  the 
nature  and  extent  of  these  withdrawals.  School  boards  were  called  upon  to 
furnish,  say,  about  the  middle  of  July,  returns  of  the  names — with  ages,  last 
standard  passed,  and  cause  of  withdrawal — of  all  pupils  withdrawn  from 
school  between  1st  April  or  May  and  the  date  of  the  return.  This  rec[uest  at 
once  operated  as  a  check.  Further,  illegally  withdrawn  herds  were  m  many 
cases  sent  back  to  school,  and  parents  and  employers  were  familiarised  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Acts.  Statistically  the  results  of  this  intervention  may 
not  be  very  considerable  as  yet,  but  even  already  they  are  gratefully  acknow- 
ledged by  rural  teachers." 

Mr.  Struthers : — 

"The  educational  question  of  the  hour  in  Orkney,  as  in  all  rural  districts, 
is  the  (question  of  attendance.  The  teachers  in  Orkney  are,  as  a  bodv,  able, 
energetic,  and  industrious,  the  native  intelligence  seems  to  be  very  consiaerable, 
and  with  improved  attendance  really  excellent  results  might  be  looked  for. 
At  present  school  attendance  in  the  aistrict  cannot  by  any  means  be  described 
as  satisfactory.  Out  of  a  total  of  4,796  children  of  school  age  (vide  returns  on 
schedule  to  Circular  72)  there  were  4,006  on  the  registers,  with  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  3,079.  The  ratio  of  average  number  in  attendance  to 
number  of  children  of  school  age  varies  considerably  in  the  different  districts. 
In  Deemess  it  is  76  per  cent.,  ii^Westray  53  per  cent.,  but  on  the  whole  the 
ratio  is  low. 

"  The  chief  cause  of  irregular  attendance  in  Orkney  is  the  practice  of  Herding  in 
summer  herding.  This  practice  prevails  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent  in  all  the  Orkney, 
islands,  but  in  the  parishes  of  the  west  mainland  is  has  become  systematised 
and  stereotyped.  The  employment  of  children  in  whelk-gathering  in  Flotta, 
and  in  hoeing,  weeding,  &c.  on  the  large  arable  farms  in  Westray  and 
Stronsay,  also  seriously  interferes  with  the  i^^ular  course  of  school  work. 
There  are  other  causes  which  tend  to  produce  irregularity  of  attendance,  but 
these  operate  only  in  a  minor  degree.    There  can  be  no  doubts  for  instance. 
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that  long  roads  (in  comparatively  few  cases)  and  the  occasional  extreme 
severity  of  the  weather  in  winter  and  spring  prevent  children  of  tender  years 
or  of  weakly  constitution  from  attending  regularly  durinj?  these  seasons,  but 
it  is  absurd  to  attribute  the  defective  attendance  wholly  or  mainly  to  these 
causes,  as  some  of  the  boards  seem  inclined  to  do.  The  sunple  fact  that  the 
attendance,  as  a  rule,  is  highest  precisely  in  the  seasons  when  these  causes 
milfht  be  supposed  to  be  most  operative  shows  the  insufficiency  of  such  an 
explanation.  The  fact  is  that  the  defective  attendance  is  almost  entirely  due 
to  summer  herding  and  the  other  analogous  pursuits  already  indicated. 

"  Is  this  herding  a  necessity,  or  does  it  admit  of  aiy  considerable  restric- 
tion P  The  reasons  which  are  generally  alleged  in  justification  of  the  practice 
are  these :  (1)  The  almost  entire  absence  of  fcncmg  in  Orkney,  it  is  said, 
absolutely  necessitates  herding.  But  clearly  the  main  reason  why  fencing  has 
not  been  more  generally  introduced  is  just  because  of  the  plentiful  supply  of 
cheap  labour  with  which  the  non-enforcement  of  the  compulsory  clause  pro- 
vides the  farmer.  Stop  the  supply,  and  fencing  would  follow  as  a  matter  of 
course.  Nor  is  it  clear  that  in  the  lonff  run  the  result  might  not  be  more 
economical  for  the  farmer,  and  if  it  said  that  fencing  is  out  of  the  question  in 
the  case  of  the  smaller  farms  or  crofts,  then  the  practice  of  tethering,  which 
has  been  adopted  with  beneficial  results  in  the  district  of  Deemess,  might  in 
such  cases  be  more  generally  followed.  In  Deemess,  as  has  been  already 
noticed,  the  per-centage  of  children  in  regular  attendance  is  a  remarkably 
high  one. 

**  (2.)  It  is  said  that  the  poverty  of  the  farm  labourers,  &c.  is  so  great  and 
their  wages  so  low  as  to  practically  compel  them  to  send  out  their  children  to 
herd  in  summer  for  the  sake  of  a  present  livelihood,  and  also  in  order  that 
they  may  contribute  something  toward  their  support  at  school  in  winter. 
Here  again  it  may  be  argued  that  this  practice  is  partly  a  cause  of  low  wages, 
but  in  any  case  there  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  herding  is  due  to  the  extreme 
poverty  of  the  parents  in  more  than  an  altogether  insignificant  proportion  of 
cases.  Besides,  when  circumstances  at  all  allow  of  it,  it  is  clearly  more 
advantageous  for  the  parent  in  such  cases  to  secure  totsd  exemption  for  his 
child  at  the  earliest  possible  age,  by  regular  attendance  at  a  period  when  his 
labour  has  only  a  nominal  value. 

"  The  truth  would  seem  to  be  that  herding  is  simply  a  survival  of  the  old 
Scotch  system  of  winter  schooling,  according  to  which  the  older  scholars, 
at  any  rate,  attended  school  only  in  winter,  and  went  to  work  or  were  em- 
ployed at  home  in  summer.  By  way  of  compensation  a  large  ])roportion  of 
them  continued  their  attendance  for  several  years  longer  than  is  the  rule  at 
present. 

"The  main  cause  of  herding  in  Orkney,  then,  I  take  to  be  inveterate 
custom,  a  cause  which  it  is  perfectly  within  the  power  of  school  boards  to 
deal  with  effectivelv.  It  is  quite  in  ^cordance  with  this  explanation  of  the 
practice  that,  as  I  have  been  credibly  informed,  large  numbers  of  children,  in 
addition  to  those  actually  employed  in  herding,  are  retained  at  home  in 
summer  for  no  definite  purpose,  but  simply  in  order  that  they  may  be  at  hand 
for  occasional  services.  It  is  even  said  that  when  the  older  children  of  a 
famUy  are  actually  employed,  the  younger  are  kept  at  home  for  '  the  sake  of 
uniformity.*  Clearly  attendance  in  summer  is  regarded  as  a  work  of  supere- 
rogation. This  inveterate  custom  is  reinforced  in  many  cases  by  the  laudable 
but  short-sighted  peasant  thrifty  which  regards  the  present  gain  or  saving  of  a 
few  shillings  in  the  shape  of  school  fees  as  sufficient  to  outweigh  a  much 
greater  though  less  definite  advantage. 

"  It  has  been  said  that  the  boards  in  many  aistricts  are  quite  indifferent  to 
the  loss  of  grants,  and  that  a  fortiori  they  cannot  be  stimulated  into  action 
by  the  offer  of  a  graduated  grant  for  increased  attendance,  such  as  is  given 
under  the  Highland  Minute.  The  boards  in  Orkney,  however,  have  by  no 
means  passed  into  this  stage  of  insensibility.  They  respond  very  readily  to 
any  stimulus  of  a  pecuniary  nature,  and  are  fully  alive  to  the  important 
advantages  offered  them  under  the  new  Minute.  But  the  conditions  on 
which  the  increased  grant  is  given  were  this  year  (the  first  of  its  working) 
very  generally  misunderstood,  and  when  once  it  has  been  made  perfectly  clear 
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that  the  increased  grant  can  only  be  gained  by  a  genuine  increase  in  the 
niunber  of  attendances,  as  compared  with  the  number  of  children  of  school  age 
in  the  district,  there  is  every  reason  to  expect  that  the  increased  attendance 
will  follow  as  a  matter  of  course. 

'*  llie  special  attendance  grant  is  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the  return  made  Misleading 
on  the  schedule  to  Circular  72,  but  the  return  so  made  was  in  the  great  returns, 
majority  of  cases  inaccurate  and  misleading.  The  proportion  of  average 
attendance  to  number  on  roll  was  often  made  to  appear  much  higher  than  the 
actual  facts  warranted,  by  counting  off  the  roll  children  who  had  only  tem- 
porarily left  school,  and  who  should  have  been  retained  on  the  rolL  The 
nigher  per-centage,  in  fact,  did  not  usually  indicate  any  actual  improvement, 
but  simply  an  arbitrary  reduction  of  the  number  on  the  roll,  depending  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent  on  the  discretion  of  managers.  But  a  definite  rule  on 
this  subject  has  been  laid  down,  which  is  to  the  efiPect  that  children  residing 
in  the  district  who  have  been  once  entered  on  the  registers  of  a  school  must 
be  retained  thereon  from  year  to  year  until  they  have  at  least  passed  Stan- 
dard V.  It  follows  from  this  that  increased  grants  will  only  be  obtained  by 
actual  increase  of  attendance,  and  not  merely  hj  a  judicious  manipulation  of 
returns. 

"  It  might  be  well  to  ask  for  such  a  return  of  attendance  from  all  rural 
boards,  even  in  districts  where  no  special  grant  is  offered.  The  attendance 
dif&cultjT  is  not  confined  to  districts  within  the  area  affected  by  the  special  grant, 
though  in  these  it  is  doubtless  most  acute.  There  are  districts  within  the 
county  of  Aberdeen  where  the  issue  of  such  a  circular  might  be  productive  of 
considerable  good.  The  return  made  would  put  clearly  before  the  boards,  in 
statistical  form,  facts  of  which  they  are  at  present  only  half  cognisant;  it 
would  enable  an  inspector  to  decide  whether  the  deficiencies  of  a  school  were 
really  to  be  attributed  to  weak  teaching  or  to  defective  attendance,  and  it 
would  give  him  definite  facts  to  go  upon  in  endeavouring  to  bring  pressure  to 
bear  on  a  school  board  in  the  matter  of  attendance. 

**  Among  the  returns  asked  for  on  Form  M.  4  is  a  return  of  the  number  on  Standard  of 
the  roll.     In  judging  of  the  state  of  attendance  in  a  school  hj  a  comparison  comparison  for 
of  the  average  attendance  with  the  number  on  the  roll,  it  is  unportant  that  attendauces. 
the  standard  of  comparison  in  a  rural  school  should  be  the  average  weekly 
number  on  the  roll  throughout  the  year  rather  than  the  number  on  the  roll 
at  the  end  of  the  year.     In  such  schools  a  number  of  children  over  school  age, 
or  who  have  passed  Standard  V.,  attend  in  the  winter  months  only.     At  the 
end  of  the  school  year  their  names  are  struck  ofi*  the  roll,  but  the  attendances 
made  by  them  go  to  swell  the  average  attendance  of  those  whose  names  are 
retained  on  the  roll. 

"  I  cannot  leave  this  subject  of  attendance  without  observing  how  wide-  Attendance 
spread  and  almost  universal  the  difficultv  seems  to  be.    The  school  system  of  difficalty  hi 
Prussia  is  generally  understood  to  stana  at  the  head  of  those  of  Europe,  yet  I^ruesia. 
we  find  Conrad,  in  his  book  on  *  German  Universities,'  complaining  that  in 
rural  districts  irregular  attendance  is  only  too  general,  and  in  the  intervals  of 
school  attendance  the  children  forget  what  they  had  previously  learned.    The 
opposition  of  parents  to  the  school  laws  and  the  laxity  of  school  authorities 
in  watching  the  attendance  have  never  yet  been  satisfactorily  overcome,  and 
so  the  children  actually  attending  school  do  not  in  all  cases  really  master  the 
elements.    Every  advance  in  these  respects  is  a  distinct  educational  gain." 

Standard  op  Instruction, 

The  registers  of  schools  inspected  contained  the  names  of  164,051 
scholars,  of  whom — 

124,779  were  in  average  attendance. 
145,813  were  present  at  inspection. 
98,531  were  examined  in  standards. 
3^23  were  presented  in  ex-Standard  VI. 
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The  subjoined  table  exhibits  the  detailed  results  of  the  examination

As  in  former  years  slovenly  reading  and  faulty  initiatory  arithmetic 
are  the  accentuated  defects  of  the  elementary  instruction.  Though 
singled  out  and  persistently  railed  at  they  have  defied  all  the  animad- 
versions of  the  past.  But  they  are  the  evils  the  New  Code  is  especially 
expected  to  remedy. 

The  reading  one  generally  gets  from  a  boy  or  a  girl  in  a  cultured 
family  may  be  fairly  taken  as  a  standard  to  be  aimed  at  in  schools.  It 
is  not  rhetorical,  but  natural,  fluent,  expressive,  and  appreciative.  To 
be  able  to  read  with  ease  and  profit  to  oneself  is  a  great  deal,  but  to 
delight  and  interest  others  is  more.  A  teacher  who  aims  at  the  lower 
result  and  no  higher  is  pretty  sure,  even  so  far  as  his  profession  goes, 
to  lag  far  behind  another  who  aspires  to  make  reading  all  that  it  can 
be  made,  il  faut  etre  qttelquefois  trop  bon  pour  Fetre  assez.  Besides 
reading  aloud  comprises  the  most  material  item  of  daily  school  routine, 
and  reading  which  is  neither  attractive  nor  instructive  is  an  aggressive 
infliction  on  compulsory  listeners.  Children,  as  a  rule,  read  too  few  and 
too  difficult  books.  Instead  of  two  sets  of  reading  books  for  junior 
standards,  it  would  be  better  if  there  were  a  dozen,  all  what  an  outsider 
would  call  far  too  easy. 

F\pgering  and  cognate  artifices  in  arithmetic,  whether  condemned  or 
palliated,  are  destined  to  disappear  \mder  the  operation  of  the  New 
Code.  Kapidity  as  well  as  accuracy  will  henceforth  constitute  the 
criterion  of  merit,  and  good  methods  will  at  last  dislodge  and  supplant 
wearisome  shifts. 

Mr.  Robertson : — 

"  The  quality  of  the  standard  instruction  is  steadily  improving. 

''Readm^,  m  which,  as  usual,  the  greatest  number  of  passes  has  been 
registered,  is  generally  fluent,  often  intelligently  explained,  but  rarely  ex- 
pressive. The  projected  separation  of  the  reading  of  the  higher  standards 
mm.  its  hitherto  collateral  requirements  of  fframmar  and  explanation  is  very 
acceptable.  More  reading  text  will  be  professed,  and  thereby  will  be  pro- 
moted the  acquisition  of  that  important  branch  of  an  ordinary  E^lish  educa- 
tion, mechanical  fluency  in  reading,  without  which  a  taste  for  reading  can 
never,  in  the  general  case,  be  profitably  cultivated.  A  rigorous  interpre^tion 
of  any  requirement  as  to  expression  will,  in  the  present  state  of  reading  in  our 
elementary  schools,  decimate  the  results  in  this  branch.  Nothing  can  be  more 
pleasing  in  the  examination  of  a  school  than  to  listen  to  clearly  enunciated 
and  naturally  modulated  reading.  The  general  absence,  however,  of  atten- 
tion to  the  simplest  rhetorical  graces  of  good  reading  is  a  commonplace  of 
official  reports,  and  the  attainment  of  a  respectable  modicum  of  proficiency 
in  this  respect  will  need  a  long  and  patient  application  of  the  test  as  to 
expression. 

"  The  value  of  expression  as  an  index  of  intelligent  comprehension  of  a 
passage  seems  to  me  to  be  occasionally  overrated.  Certain  it  is  that  mono- 
tonous oral  mastery  of  the  mere  text  is  often  accompanied  with  intelligent 
insight  into  the  general  import  of  a  passage  and  creditable  power  of  explana« 
tion.  Besides,  there  is  a  spurious  form  of  expression  against  which  one  must 
guard ;  spurious,  inasmuch  as  it  is  not  the  result  of  due  comprehension.  By 
carefully  watching  the  punctuation  of  a  sentence,  children  can  be  trained  to 
afi*ect  a  taking  style  of  expression,  with  apparently  intelligent  pausing,  some- 
times well-placed  emphasis  and  effective  cadence.  To  be  of  real  educational 
value,  expression  must  be  the  outcome  of  an  intelligent  understanding  of  a 
pass^e. 

**  'Die  second  sets  of  reading  books  required  for  the  New  Code  are,  I  am 
glad  to  report,  to  be  supplied  in  most  cases  by  the  school  boards.  This 
removes  what  promised  to  be  a  formidable  difficulty  in  applying  the  instruc- 
tions regarding  readmg. 

**  Handwriting  is  much  more  careful  and  regular  than  it  used  to  be.  The 
slate-writing  of  the  infants  and  junior  classes  is  often  remarkably  well  formed 
and  legible ;  but  the  copybooks  and  the  written  exercises  of  the  older  pupils 
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reveal  too  fre<)uently  the  absence  of  yigrilant  supervision  and  systematio  teach - 
'ing.    Collective  instruction   by  illustration  on  the  blackboard  is  singularly 
neglected.    Its  obvious  advantages  are  persistently  urged  on  the  attention  of 
teachers. 

"  Spelling  is,  in  the  f^eneral  estimate,  decidedly  creditable.  In  well  con- 
ducted schools  in  Gaelic  districts  the  scholars  show  siurprising  fiacility  in 
overcoming  the  intricacies  of  our  English  spelling ;  the  dictation  exercises  of 
many  of  these  schools  are  among  the  very  b^  of  the  district. 

**  The  general  demerits  of  this  class  of  exercise  are  the  inability  to  reproduce  Composition. 
in  proper  sequence  the  details  of  the  narrative  read,  the  crudeness  of  the  ideas, 
the  meagreness  of  the  vocabulary  outside  the  mere  colloquial,  the  sti£Pnes8  and 
ungranunatical  structure  of  involved  sentences,  and  the  ignorance  of  punctua* 
tion.  Ck>mposition  is  working  but  tardy  progress,  and  will,  I  fear,  continue 
to  do  so  while  its  teaching  is  deferred  to  such  a  late  stage  in  the  pupils' 
school  life.  Children  ought  to  be  trained  in  the  oral  explanation  of  tneur 
reading  lessons  to  embody  in  clearly  formed  sentences  the  '  synonyms '  with 
which  such  an  exercise  is  so  freely  interlarded.  Oral,  as  well  as  simple  written, 
paraphrasing  i9  an  invaluable  means  of  giving  fullness  and  flexibility  to  the 
ideas  and  language  of  children.  The  pernicious  habit,  so  much  in  vogue 
amount  impatient  teachers,  of  suggesting  or  leading  up  to  short,  often  mono- 
syllabic, answers  in  class  instruction  is  an  undoubted  cause  of  much  of  the 
weakness  of  composition. 

''The  lower  standards  have  again  passed  well,  despite  the  innovation  of  Arithmetic, 
printed  cards   in  Standard  III.      The  results    in  this  standard,  however, 
pointedly  illustrate  the  advantage  of  combining  the  practice  of  numeration 
and  notation  in  the  daily  instruction. 

'*  Both  on  account  of  its  recreative  variety  and  its  practical  value  in  the 
after  standards,  mental  arithmetic  should  receive  more  attention  in  junior 
departments. 

"  Standard  IV.  gave  a  ffood  account  of  the  rather  simple  tests  in  the  uniform 
sets  of  cards;  but  Standards  V.  and  VI.  too  often  evaded  or  bungled  the 
problem  set  in  each  card.  The  rationale  of  arithmetical  processes  needs  fuller 
exposition  to  advanced  standards,  and  the  lack  of  ingenuity  in  attacking  pro- 
blems would  be  less  marked  were  appropriate  mental  arithmetic  systematically 
practised. 

"  In  some  of  the  small  schools  taught  by  female  teachers  remarkable  grasp 
of  arithmetical  principle  and  exp^  and  neat  manipulation  were  shown. 

"  The  following  extract  from  my  notebook  on  the  inspection  of  the  little 
public  sdiool  in  the  remote  island  of  Heisker  (North  Uist)  b  interesting  in 
many  ways :    '  Spelling  of  Standards  IV.  and  V.  almost  perfect.     The  eight 

*  pupils  (two  in  Standard  IV.  and  six  in  Standard  V.)  presented  in  the  upper 
'  standards  did  24  sums  out  of  30  possible,  and  four  pupils  in  Standard  V. 

*  did  idl  their  sums  correct.    The  work  was  also  beautitully  put  on  paper.' 
"  All  these  scholars  passed  easily  in  arithmetic. 

"These  subjects  are  invariably  examined  orally.  In  very  few  cases  were  History  and 
the  relative  grants  forfeited,  but  penal  consequences  had  to  be  occasionally  Geography, 
threatened. 

"The  value  of  the  teaching  of  history  as  a  means  of  quickening  and 
broadening  the  intelligence  of  advanced  pupils  is,  to  judge  from  the  dry  and 
superficial  narrative  so  commonly  professed,  either  ignor^  or  underestimated. 
As  an  exercise  of  memory  the  learning  of  series  of  disconnected  dates  has  its 
place  in  the  school  curriculum,  but  the  prevalent  disrep;ard  of  the  human 
mterest  which  supports  and  interlaces  the  f&bric  of  histoncal  fact  is,  on  high 
educatiomd  grounds,  much  to  be  deplored.  Scholars  in  Standards  VI.  and 
ex-VI.  seem  often  merely  to  have  committed  to  memory  with  faithful  minute- 
ness the  notes  of  lessons'used  by  their  teacher.  In  this  section  of  the  school 
one  might  expect  the  reflective  faculties  to  be  stimulated  in  some  appreciable 
measure  by  the  study  of  a  historical  period,  except,  however,  in  a  smalt  propor- 
tion of  the  schools,  the  obvious  social,  economic,  and  constitutional  sigmflcance 
of  historical  events  receive  but  scant  attention. 

"  The  recent  extension  of  the  requirements  in  history  and  geography  has 
given  much  concern  to  teachers  in  lightly  staffed  country  schools.  At  the 
same  time  the  educational  importance  and  urgency  of  the  changes  seem  to  be 
generally  acknowledged. 
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**  Creogrtphy  is,  as  a  rule,  made  more  interesting  to  children  than  history, 
even  in  Standard  IV.    The  practice  of  dovetailing  historical  and  geographioi]  * 
knovrledge,  and  of  enlivening  the  advanced  lessons  hy  reference  to  commercial 
and  industrial  facts,  is  increasingly  frequent,  and  the  maps  are  more  skilfully 
used," 

Mr.  Sime : — 

Heading.  ''The  per-centage  of  pass  in  reading  for  the  year  is  86  as  compared  with  ^7 

for  1885.  In  the  English-speaking  parts  of  the  district,  reading  is  very  fairly 
mastered,  so  far  as  the  knowledge  and  pronunciation  of  words  go,  though  a 
tendency  to  refuse  their  proper  value  to  small  words  and  unaccented  syllables 
is  prevalent,  and  too  little  heed  is  paid  to  stops.  In  those  parts  of  the  district 
where  English  is  a  foreign  tongue  to  the  pupils  a  lower  amoimt  of  attainment 
is  shown,  and  has  until  now  been  accepted  as  sufficient  for  a  pass.  Now 
matters  have  changed,  and  recent  instructions  indicate  a  demand  which  ths 
west  coast  part  of  my  district  will  be  unable  to  satisfy. 

Writing,  **  In  '  writing*  the  pass  is  85  per  cent,  as  against  87*  1  in  1885.    Penmon- 

sliip  is  tolerable  all  over,  but  there  is  no  subject  in  which  the  minimum  is  so 
certainly  if  unconsciously  arrived  at  as  in  this,  nor  is  there  any  subject  in 
which  it  is  more  difficult  for  an  examiner  to  fix  that  minimum.  The  great,  the 
one  end  of  writing,  namely,  that  what  is  written  should  be  easily  read  is  not 
sufficiently  realised.  The  pupil  is,  as  a  rule,  set  down  to  write  '  his  copy '  with 
the  conventional  headline  (at  which  he  hardly  looks)  of  the  thick -and-thin 
stroke  type.  He  gets  scolded  or  punished  if  he  blots  the  paper ;  perhaps  with 
a  somewhat  caref  ulmaster,  if  he  leaves  letters  out.  But  of  systematic  instruction, 
when  writing,  in  the  way  to  hold  the  body,  to  hold  the  pen,  to  form  the  letters, 
to  join  the  letters,  there  seems  to  be  far  too  little.  Per  contra,  it  should  be 
stated  that  the  old  habits  of  sloping  the  writing  and  the  writing  of  *  text  * 
hand  by  junior  pupils  are  passing  away. 

"  It  should  be  said  that  failures  in  '  writing '  are  mainly  due  not  to  absolutely 
bad  penmanship,  but  to  defects  in  spelling  and  composition. 

Dictation.  "lliis  maybe  dismissed  with  a  word.     Spelling  is  fairly  mastered,  except 

that  on  the  west  coast  the  tendency  to  substitute  *  b '  for  *  p,*  *  ing '  for  *  ed  * 
and  *  en,'  and  vice  versd  is  apparently  ineradicable. 

Compositinn.  "  '^'his  subject  is  hardly  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  the  common  causes  of 

fiEkilure  being  neglect  of  punctuation  and  inability  to  form  sentences. 

Arithnietiv\  "  Here  the  pass  is  72  per  cent,  as  against  77 'i?  for  1885.     Considerable  local 

complaints  had  been  previously  made  regarding  the  low  per-centage  of  pass  in 
arithmetic  in  this  district,  and  in  supjmrt  of  these  comparisons  have  been 
made  with  other  districts.  Now  that  the  test  has  been  set  by  head-quarters, 
the  cards  issued  from  the  Department  and  the  standards  fixm  by  their  Lord- 
ships, a  fall  of  over  5  per  cent,  has  taken  place  ;  but  then  teachers  have  the 
countervailing  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  their  new  beatitude  of  *  uniformity' 
has  been  secured. 

"  Failure  has  been  most  marked  in  two  standards,  the  third  and  the  fiith, 
and  has  arisen,  I  doubt  not,  from  the  increased  demand  made  in  the  new  cards. 
Two  points  call  for  special  mention ;  first  the  sums  set  to  be  worked  by  the 
obsolete  rule  of  practice  are  frequently  worked  by  compound  multiplication,  in 
which  case  they  of  course  get  no  value ;  and  second,  the  *  bill  of  parcels '  is 
not  unfrequently  no  bill  at  all,  the  pupil  evidently  considering  that  it  is  enough 
to  cast  up  the  cost  of  the  items  without  putting  the  results  into  invoice  form. 
One  ought  in  fairness  to  add  that  according  to  three  masters  out  of  four,  whose 
pupils  make  the  omission,  they  never  do  so  in  any  day  of  the  .year  other  than 
that  on  which  the  inspection  takes  place. 

Grammar.  '*  Grammar  appears  both  as  a  class  and  as  a  standard  subject :  class  in 

Standards  II.  and  III.,  standard  in  Standards  IV.,  V.,  and  VI.  As  a  rule,  the 
subject  is  well  known  by  the  iunior  classes,  the  cases  where  the  grant  for 
grammar  and  intelligence  has  been  refused  on  the  ground  of  ignorance  in 
grammar  being  few.  In  the  higher  standards  failures  in  reading  are  largely 
due  to  imperfect  knowledge  of  grammar,  and  I  may  safely  say  that  if  the 
requirements  of  the  Ck>de  were  rigidly  exacted  in  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Standards 
the  per-centage  of  pass  would  be  low. 

"The  allied  subject  of  analysis  is  well  known  in  a  very  few  schools,  fairly  in 
eome,  moderately  in  the  majority.    Why  it  should  be  such  a  deep  mystery  I 
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cannot  puzzle  out ;  but  the  fact  is  beyond  all  question  that  mystery  it  is,  and 
that  a  very  large  amount  of  valuable  or  rather  invaluable  time  is  spent  in 
desperate  and  scantily  rewarded  efforts  to  unravel  it.  The  results  attained  ore 
hr  indeed  from  being  commensurate  with  the  labour  expended. 

"  Intelligence  is  in  the  same  category  as  grammar,  a  class  subject  in  Standards  Intelligence. 
II.  and  IIL,  and  essential  to  an  individual  pass  in  Standards  Iv.,  V.,  and  VI. 
In  the  junior  classes  a  very  fair  grip  of  the  matter  of  the  lesson  is  usually 
manifest.  In  the  higher  standards  results  are  not  quite  so  good.  The  reasons 
are  not  far  to  seek.  They  are  first,  that  owing  to  the  poverty  of  the  region 
managers  have  in  many  cases  to  be  content  with  an  inferior  class  of  teacher, 
and  there  is  no  subject  in  which  an  inferior  teacher  more  certainly  fails  than 
this ;  and  second,  the  cheap  dictionary  and  the  list  of  '  meanings '  stuck  on  to 
the  lesson  in  so  many  reading  books.  It  would  be  difficult  to  over-rate  the 
injury  these  contrivances  do  to  the  inferior  teacher  and  his  pupils,  and  of  the 
two  the  list  of  *  meanings '  is  by  far  the  greater  evil.  There  is  no  subject 
wherein  it  is  more  necessary  to  substitute  actual  oral  teaching  for  that  vice  of 
modem  schools,  the  hearing  of  allotted  tasks.  To-morrow*s  lesson  ought  to  be 
carefully  lectured  on  to-day,  and  again  to-morrow,  and  then  made  the  subject 
of  examination. 

'*  It  is  provided  in  the  Code  that  the  examination  in  this  with  certain  other 
subjects  may  be  taken  in  Gaelic.  I  have  not  been  asked  to  examine  in  Gaelic, 
but  I  have  frequently  done  so  for  my  own  satisfaction.  I  have  further  in- 
structed my  asistant,  who  does  not  speak  Gaelic ;» to  send  to  me  for  re-exami- 
nation (this  time  m  Gaelic)  all  pupils  tnat  he  considered  defective  in  knowledge 
of  meaning.  I  have  not  on  any  occasion  found  reason  to  reverse  his  finding  ; 
nor  have  I  ever  found  pupils  able  to  show  satisfactorily  in  Gaelic  who  could 
not  do  so  in  English  of  some  kind. 

*'  Under  this  nead  I  may  insert  the  remark  that  a  knowledge  of  English 
does  not  seem  to  be  spreading  so  fast  as  is  desirable.  This  is  very  lai^gely 
owing  to  the  employment  of  teachers  of  a  low  grade  who  know  Gaelic.  To 
these  such  knowledge  is  a  stumbling  block.  Gaelic  is  used  in  the  daily  work  of 
the  school  not  as  a  means  to  the  acquisition  of  English,  but  to  save  the  teacher 
trouble.  The  obvious  result  is  that  the  pupils  learn  English  slowly,  though 
in  many  cases  they  can  read  it  fluently  enough. 

*'  In  history  the  contents  of  the  common  manuals  are,  as  a  rule,  fairly  and  in  History, 
many  cases  well  known. 

"A  fair  knowledge  of  geography  is  shown.  The  usual  drawback  is  that  the  Geography, 
subject  is  treated  aa  one  to  be  learned  out  of  the  books  instead  of  being  taken 
in  by  the  eye  from  maps.  The  vague  requirements  of  the  Code  in  the  case  of 
Standard  VI.  have  been  the  cause  in  this  district,  as  elsewhere,  of  much  dis- 
quietude. It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  even  in  the  Sixth  Standard  the 
miAning  of  the  terms  '  latitude '  and  '  longitude '  is  rarely  understood,  and  that 
generally  the  way  to  make  full  use  of  a  map  is  unknown.  A  further  cause  for 
regret  is  the  absence  of  globes." 

Mr.  McLeod : — 

'*  I  regret  that  I  am  not  able  to  speak  of  any  general  improvement  in  the  Reading, 
art  of  reading.  Sometimes  teachers  speak  of  local  peculiarities  of  speech  which 
largely  increase  the  difficulty  of  attaining  a  good  style  of  reading  in  school. 
This  is  by  no  means  an  imaginary  excuse ;  but  local  differences  over  the  greater 
part  of  my  district  (Moray  and  Nairn,  for  instance)  are  too  minor  to  account  for 
the  different  character  of  readings  one  hears.  In  the  girls'  school  in  Elgin  and 
in  St.  Andrew's .Lhanbryd  School  in  the  country  reaomg  is  remarkably  good, 
and  I  am  constrained  to  believe  that  were  the  same  care  bestowed  upon  it  in 
other  town  and  country  schools  the  results  might  be  equally  satisfactory.  I  am 
not  in  favour  of  recitation  in  schools,  because  I  fear  it  would  lead  to  a  taste 
for  reading  only  such  *  fine  passages  *  as  were  suitable  for  declamation ;  but  I 
think  children  should  be  taught  to  read  in  such  a  way  that  the  listener  would 
be  able  to  follow  the  reader  as  well  as  if  he  had  the  printed  page  before  him. 

**  Writing  in  most  schools  now  receives  a  degree  of  attention  that  is  pro-  Writing, 
portioned  to  its  importance,  and  copybooks  are  generally  clean  and  well  written. 
In  a  smaller  number  of  schools  are  written  exercises  neatly  done ;  and  it  is 
painful  sometimes  in  a  whole  school  not  to  find  one  pupil  in  Standards  V.  and 
Vl.  capable  of  putting  sums  on  paper  with  anything  approaching  neatness. 
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Even  bills  of  parcels  are  written  down  with  an  absence  of  form  and  nothing 
attempted  except  correct  calculations.  But  indeed  a  lack  of  strictness  on  my 
o^-n  part  in  tbis  matter,  I  fear,  must  share  the  blame  with  the  negligence  of  the 
teachers.  I  have  been  deterred  from  carrying  specimens  of  the  beautiful  work 
done  in  some  schools  to  be  exhibited  in  others,  by  the  knowledge  that  such 
illustrations  are  as  likely  to  provoke  j^ousy  as  to  excite  emulation.  An 
inspector  is  heard  with  distrust  sometimes  when  he  tells  a  teacher  that  any 
particular  subject  is  better  taught  in  another  school  than  in  his.  Once  I  m^ 
a  girl  of  exceptional  abilitv  in  a  school,  and  urged  the  master  to  get  her  appren- 
ticed as  pupil-teacher.  She  took  the  papers  for  the  end  of  the  second  year  as 
candidate  and  passed  with  ease.  A  nei^bouring  teacher  having  heard  of  this 
thought  that  he  ought  also  to  present  his  candidates  afterwards  with  papers  at 
the  close  of  the  second  year,  and  as,  unfortunately,  their  attainments  did  not 
appear  to  me  to  justify  such  a  shortening  of  the  period  of  apprenticeship  I  was 
supposed  not  to  act  with  judicial  impartiality.  Of  course,  if,  as  vnA  firmly 
believed,  it  was  impossible  to  have  a  more  talented  or  better  instructed  pupil 
in  the  one  school  than  in  the  other  the  inference  regarding  impartiality  was 
correct. 
Arithmetic.  "  In  the  lower  standards  the  pass  shows  that  highly  creditable  proficiency  in 

accuracy  is  attained.  I  cannot  help  thinking,  however,  that  the  use  of  fingers 
is  continued  too  long.  Even  if  it  be  the  case  that  some  children  in  the  First 
Standard  cannot  be  trusted  to  work  their  sums  without  fingering,  there  will 
always  be  a  number  of  children  who  could  easily  be  made  to  dispense  with  such 
aid.  And  yet  it  is  not  uncommon  to  see  a  standard  of  30  or  40  children  on 
the  day  of  inspection,  each  one  of  whom  is  busy  working  with  the  fingers. 
This  clearly  ought  not  to  be  the  case,  and  in  the  Second  Standard  the  use  of 
fingerinf![  seems  quite  inexcusable.  Should  one  of  the  efibcts  of  class  instead 
of  individual  examination  in  the  lower  standards  be  the  testing  of  successful 
methods  to  work  sums  without  counters  the  change  will  by  that  alone  be 
justified.  I  had  always  been  in  the  habit  of  dictating  suras  orally  to  Standard 
III.,  and  a  difficulty  was  felt  this  year  in  the  novelty  of  cards.  Allowance  was 
made  for  this  in  judging  the  work ;  but  with  all  the  leniency  extended,  the  per- 
centage of  passes  is  considerably  below  what  it  used  to  be  in  my  district.  The 
year's  experience  and  the  teachers'  familiarity  with  the  style  of  cards  will 
enable  them,  I  trust,  to  come  up  in  the  coming  year  to  the  level  of  previous 
per-centages.  '  Oh,'  says  the  theoretical,  alias  tne  ignorant  and  unreasonable 
man,  'the  style  of  cards  forsooth !  the  teacher  should  think  of  his  subject  and 
not  of  the  style  of  examination.'  One  hears  remarks  of  this  kind  where  better 
sense  might  be  looked  for.  A  subject  is  a  very  wide  thing ;  what  not  only 
children  in  school  but  students  at  a  university  can  acquire  of  it  in  a  limited 
time  is  a  limited  amount,  and  the  special  amount  which  he  will  strive  to 
master  is  naturally  the  amount  which  his  examiner  regards  as  sufficient, 

Mr.  Muir : — 

"  The  number  of  scholars  examined  in  North  Forfarshire  is  to  the  number 
in  Shetland  as  3  :  1  ^he  proportion  being  in  1881  in  the  ratio  2i  :  1).  The 
number  examined  in  Standards  I.  and  III.  in  Shetland  is,  however,  decidedly 
less  than  a  third  of  the  number  examined  in  North  Forfarshire.  This  is  what 
might  be  expected,  seeing  that  travelling  in  Shetland  must  be  a  difficult  thing 
for  young  children  during  a  great  part  of  the  year.  Standard  II.  in  Shetland, 
curiously  enough,  present^  more  tnan  its  proportion.  This  may  be,  perhaps, 
because  of  children  skipping  Standard  I.  altogether. 

"  The  pass  in  North  Forfarshire  is  rather  better  than  in  Shetland,  so  ikr  as 
Standards  I.,  II.,  and  III.  are  concerned.  This  is  not  unnatural,  seeing  that  for 
the  mass  of  the  mainland  children  regularity  of  attendance  must  be  easier  than 
it  is  in  Shetland,  and  this  will  or  ought  to  conduce  to  greater  proficiency.  In 
Standards  IV.,  V.,  and  VI.  the  numbers  presented  in  Shetland  are  decidedly 
greater  than  those  in  Forfitrshire.  This  is  natural  enough,  seeing  that  in  the 
latter  county  a  boy  or  girl  has  greater  opportunities  of  going  out  to  work 
either  as  a  legitimate  whole-timer  or  half-timer,  or  in  defiance  of  Factory  and 
Labour  Acts.  In  Standard  IV.  Forfarshire  makes  a  decidedly  better  pass 
than  Shetland.  In  Standard  V.  Shetland  has  a  slight  advantage,  and  in 
Standard  VI.  the  pass  in  Shetland  is  a  long  way  ahead  of  the  pass  in  Forfar !  1 1 
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''Another  curious  thing  to  he  noted  is  that  the  general  pass  in  arithmetic 
shows  a  tendency  to  remain,  as  a  whole,  at  the  same  level.  In  1879  the  pass 
in  arithmetic  was,  in  North  Forfar,  Kincardine,  and  Shetland,  80*2.  In  1882 
it  was  81 'I.  During  the  last  year  in  North  Forfar  alone  it  has  been  81 '4. 
But  how  has  this  remarkable  uniformity  been  attained  P    Thus — 

"  The  pass  in  Standard  I.  has  gone  up  '  by  leaps  and  bounds.*  The  pass  in 
Standard  II.  has  risen  slowly.  In  Standards  III.  and  IV.  the  pass  has 
fluctuated.  In  Standards  V.  the  pass  has  gone  down  decidedly.  In  Standard 
VI.  the  pass  has  fallen  terribly.  Now,  while  the  arithmetical  cards  prescribed 
for  Standard  V.  over  all  Scotland  are  more  difficult  than  those  which  I  used  to 
set,  still  it  must  be  noted  that  the  per-centage  of  work  required  for  a  pass  is 
not  high,  and  thus,  though  the  new  card  has  an  alarming  look,  it  shoiud  not 
occasion  more  failures  than  mine  did.  I  confess  that  my  own  notions — in  the 
case  of  a  testing  as  distinguished  from  a  competitive  examination — are  in 
in  favour  of  setting  work  of  which  I  expect  a  fair  proportion  to  be  done,  rather 
than  an  ostentatiously  difficult  exercise  which  may  affect  the  nerves  of  some 
children,  and  which  takes  up  time  and  energy  which  might  be  advanlageously 
employed  upon  the  exercises  in  grammar,  composition,  &c.  which  usually 
come  after  the  arithmetic. 

"The  phenomenon  that  I  have  referred  to  points  to  something  deeply 
wrong,  'rhete  is  too  much  of  a  wild  attempt  to  whip  up  the  lower  standards 
and  to  force  unhappy  children  through  the  narrow  gate  of  a  pass  that  ought 
rather  to  be  *  let  severely  alone.'  The  higher  standards,  I  fancy,  are  sometimes 
left  too  much  to  themselves,  their  numbers  being  small.  Perhaps  they  are 
harassed  with  specific  subjects  (of  which  more  anon)  taught  in  such  a  way  as 
not  to  develop  the  intelligence,  and,  therefore,  not  to  conduce  to  a  good  pass  in 
arithmetic^  or  to  any  other  good.  In  the  case  of  the  lower  standards,  how 
often  has  it  been  said  to  me  by  some  zealous  teacher :  '  Dear  me,  we've  done 
'  everything  we  could  with  that  bov  to  get  him  through  :'  and  how  often  have 
I  had  to  reply,  *  Then  you  should  have  done  no  such  thing  I ' 

''In  Brechin  High  School  such  things  are  not  done,  and  the  avoidance 
thereof  helps,  no  doubt,  to  promote  the  healthy  tone,  intellectual  and  moral, 
which  prevails  there,  though  several  schools  make  higher  passes. 

"  I  have  had  to  remind  teachers  that  they  are  teachers  of  a  school  or  depart- 
ment, not  private  tutors  of  individual  boys.  Let  the  dunce  have  a  feir  chance. 
Let  him  be  neither  coaxed  nor  bullied.  If  the  thick  cranium  conceals  the 
leading  mathematical,  philosophical,  or  artistic  brain  of  the  coming  age,  the 
world  will  find  it  out  in  good  time.  I  fancy  that  often  the  '  intelligence 
grant '  or  the  '  history  grant '  is  lost,  or  earned  but  barely,  on  account  of  a 
teacher's  wild  attempt  to  avoid  a  round  mark  on  his  duplicate  schedule  or  die. 

"  From  the  mere  view  of  monetary  profit  and  loss  such  a  course  is  suicidal, 
even  under  the  present  Code. 

**  As  the  New  Code  concerns  itself  more  with  *  qualitative  analysis,'  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  ideas  that  I  have  been  expressing  will  force  themselves  on 
the  teachers.  Perhaps  school  managers  may  be  at  fault  in  some  cases  in 
laying  too  much  stress  on  the  per-centage  of  passes.  If  we  go  by  what  we 
read  in  some  items  of  educational  news,  we  might  imagJTie  that  as  soon  as 
a  teacher  ftdls,  ^m  whatever  cause,  to  produce  a  pass  of  99  per  cent.,  he  is 
mercilessly  chucked  out  on  a  cold  world  mth  his  character  blasted  for  life. 
This  may  be  the  case  in  some  parts  of  Great  Britain,  but  I  do  not  think  that 
it  is  the  rule  in  Scotland,  ana  I  know  that  it  is  not  in  North  Forfar  and 
Shetland.  I  have  noticed  too  many  cases  of  forbearance  on  the  part  of  school 
boards,  forbearance  continued  year  after  year,  when  the  teacher  was  fsiling  to 
produce  such  work  as  might  have  been  reasonably  expected,  such  work  as  his 
or  her  neighbours  were  producing. 

"  As  I  have  said,  the  New  Code  may  induce  teachers  and  also  boards  to  look 
more  to  the  quality  of  the  work  in  the  lower  standards  and  less  to  the  number 
of  passes,  which  number,  indeed,  will  not  be  communicated  to  them.  There 
is  no  sense  in  expecting  from  teachers,  a  hard  worjsing  and  not  over-paid  body 
of  individuals,  more  love  of  non-paying  work  than  we  expect  to  find  in  other 
sections  of  the  community.  There  is  probably  quite  as  much  disinterestedness 
as  in  other  sections.  The  path  of  intelligent  work  must  be  made  to  coincide  with 
the  path  of  emolument  and  professional  glory.  So  much  for  teaching  in  gene- 
ral.   I  will  now  jot  down  a  few  remarks  on  the  different  branches  of  school  work. 
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"  Thla  is  seldom  a  pleasing  thing  to  listen  to,  either  in  the  lower  or  in  the 
higher  standards.  As  regards  Standard  I.,  I  really  did  hear  spirited  reading 
the  other  day  in  Abbot  Street  School,  Arbroath,  in  an  unsatisfactory  crowded 
room  too.  There  also  a  nice  little  girl  recited  a  j  crem,  with  great  taste  and 
expression,  in  spite  of  a  strong  local  accent. 

"  In  the  higher  standards,  seeing  that  reading,  grammar,  and  explanation 
are  all  required  for  a  pass,  it  has  been  impossible  to  insist  on  a  high  standard 
in  any  one  of  these  matters.  Perhaps,  on  the  whole,  fewer  fail  in  grammar 
than  in  intelligence.  Several  fail  from  want  of  fluency  in  reading.  In  the 
matter  of  intelligence  I  have  had  reluctantly  to  lower  my  standard,  and  I  am 
now  content  to  take  almost  anything  in  the  way  of  a  muttered  answer.    Still, 

1  insist  on  something  in  the  way  of  an  answer,  and  will  do  so  long  as  the 
'  present  Code  is  in  operation. 

"  I  find  so  many  schools  where  there  is  reasonably  smart  answering,  that  I 
can  see  no  reason  why  the  like  should  not  be  expected  in  schools  '  similar  and 
similarly  situated.'  In  Standard  t.  a  pass  of  95  per  cent,  in  reading  does  not 
accentuate  the  distinction  between  two  schools,  in  one  of  which  the  reading, 
except  in  the  case  of  two  or  three  dullards,  is  smart  and  pleasant  throughout 
the  class,  while  in  the  other  the  mass  of  children  just  manage  to  stammer 
through  on  the  verge  of  a  ficdlure.  Similarly,  in  Standard  IV.,  a  pass  of  80  per 
cent,  may  either  signify  a  great  deal  of  ihtelbgent  oral  answering  or  explanations 
extorted  by  patient  questioning  and  re-questioning  till  the  Inspector  may  well 
wonder  if  the  boys  are  creatures  of  the  same  species  with  those  he  examined 
the  day  before  in  the  next  street  or  the  adjacent  parish. 

**  Now,  though  I  have  objected  to  cramming  and  pressing  in  order  to  secure 
a  high  pass  in  Standard  I.,  the  same  objections  do  not  apply  to  smart  oral 
drillihg  of  Standard  IV..  or,  indeed,  of  any  standard.  But  so  long  as  teachers 
during  their  training  are  crammed  as  the  youns^  of  pigeons  are  fed,  so  long 
will  many  of  them  have  that  natural  spontaneity,  which  might  have  made 
them  good  oral  drillers,  depressed. 

**  There  is  much  variety  here.  It  is  a  pity  but  that  some  grant  could  be 
made  to  depend  on  handwriting  alone.  At  present  the  matter  is  mixed  up 
with  spelling  and  composition.  In  several  cases  I  have  had  to  note  that  the 
lower  standards  have  not  been  supplied  with  suitable  copybooks.  In  a  large 
school  I  had  lately  to  point  out  that  Standard  VI.  should  write  in  a  less 
laborious  way.  The  teaching  of  drawing  must  help  to  conduce  to  neatness  in 
work,  but  if  teachers  are  not  en  their  guard  I  am  afraid  that  it  may  tend  to 
prevent  pupils  from  acquiring  at  the  end  of  their  course  an  easy  current  hand. 

**  I  have  nothing  particular  to  add  to  the  remarks  I  have  already  made.  I 
fancy  that  my  oral  catechising  of  Standard  III.  is  beginning  to  bear  fruit  but 
slowly.     Not  long  ago  when  1  asked  this  standard  to  divide  (mentally)  50  by 

2  I  got  the  cheerful  answer,  *20  and  30.*  If  I  ask  how  many  days  there  are  in 
June  and  July  put  together,  a  great  proportion  of  the 'class  either  keeps  silence 
or  gives  any  nnswer  but  the  right  one.  Since  this  happens,  even  when  the 
clais  is  making  a  good  pass  in  arithmetic,  it  shows  that  there  is  something 
wrong  somewhere.  *  Fingering,'  for  which  the  clerk  of  the  school  board  of 
Glasgow  pleads  so  pathetically,  is  not  confined  to  Standard  I.  I  am  trying 
against  it  the  effect  of  personal  remonstrance  rather  than  official  prohibition. 

"  Under  the  New  Code  it  will  be  more  practicable  to  test  this  matter  orally 
as  a  class  subject.  At  present,  if  the  class  is  at  all  large,  I  find  that  the  best 
way  of  securing  a  uniform  test  is  to  prescribe  a  short  exercise  to  be  done  on 
slate  or  paper. 

**  I  protest  earnestly  against  the  separation  of  these  subjects  which  is  sug- 
gested by  some.  The  one  is  simply  an  arrangement  of  facts  under  the  form  of 
time,  and  the  other  an  arrangement  under  the  form  of  space.  Without  going 
into  metaphysical  or  transcendental  deductions  of  these  categories,  it  is  at 
least  clear  that  for  our  experience  they  are  inextricably  entangled.  Such  a 
question  as,  *  Where  are  the  following  places  and  what  happened  at  them  P  "  is 
a  reasonable  one  for  Standard  V.  or  Standard  VI.  The  position  of  (say) 
Flodden  should  be  held  in  the  mind  along  side  of  the  fact  of  the  battle.  All 
this  seems  to  be  recognised  by  the  sensible  publishers  who  incorporate  in  their 
reading  books  maps  of  the  country  and  plans  of  battle  fields.  Of  course,  in 
the  case  of  history  there  is  an  element  of  moral  causation  which  cannot  be 
ignored,  and  in  the  case  of  geography  an  element  of  physical  causation.     But 
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t>ne  does  not  expect  a  haj  of  12  ^  trace  the  political  ideas  working  throuprh 
the  17tn  century,  or  explain  the  ffeological  reasons  for  the  upheaval  of  certain 
mountains  and  for  the  fact  that  the  River  Tweed  takes  a  certain  course.  If  he 
knows  the  external  links  of  events ;  if  he  knows  that  the  Eildon  Hills  were  not 
Bpllt  hy  the  necromancy  of  Michael  Scott;  if  he  knows  that  the  river  flows  in 
a  certain  direction  down  hill  he  docs  well.  The  last-named  piece  of  know- 
ledge is  not  to  be  lightly  taken  for  granted.  Ask  a  boy  what  towns  he  will 
pass  sailing  down  the  river  Clyde  from  Glasgow,  and  he  is,  or  used  lately  to 
be,  apt  to  answer  Rutherglen.  Press  the  question,  try  to  put  him  on  his 
guard,  and  he  will  say  '  Hanulton.' 

Mr.  Stnrthers : — 

**  In  elementary  subjects  the  highest  pass  is  obtained  in  writino;.  Reading 
«ome8  next,  while  aritnmetic  is  lowest,  and  yet  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  of 
the  three  arithmetic  is,  as  a  whole,  the  most  satisfactorily  taught.  Several  causes 
contribute  to  produce  a  larger  per>centage  of  failures  in  arithmetic.  For  one 
thing,  in  this  aistrict  at  least,  by  far  the  greatest  proportion  of  failures  occiur 
in  Standard  V.,  and  when  this  weaknes§  manifests  itself  almost  uniformly 
even  in  the  best  schools,  it  indicates  pretty  clearly  that  requirement  is  treading 
closely  on  the  heels  of  capacity.  Again  the  result  of  instruction  in  arithmetic 
depends  less  absolutely  on  the  teacher  than  in  reading.  In  the  arithjnetic  of 
the  upper  standards,  at  any  rate,  a  certain  modicum  of  independent  thought 
on  the  part  of  the  pupil  is  requisite,  which  no  amount  of  instruction  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher  can  replace.  Some  teachers,  it  is  true,  have  a  greater 
capacity  for  awakening  the  power  of  thought  in  a  pupil,  but  there  is  reason  to 
suspect  that  absolute  incapacity  to  think  is  much  commoner  in  children  than 
incapacity  to  imitate.  Accordmgly,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  in  the  better 
schools  the  attainments  in  arithmetic  verge  on  the  limits  of  the  possible. 

"  It  is  far  otherwise  with  reading  pure  and  simple.  In  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  schools  it  may  be  safely  affirmed  that  no  attempt  is  made  to  teach 
reading  as  distinguished  firom  the  mere  naming  of  words.  The  formation  of 
a  good  style  of  reading  in  a  school  is  largely  a  matter  of  imitation.  Persistent 
model  reading  and  the  careful  imitation  of  the  teacher's  intonation  by  the 
children  in  the  junior  standards  will  in  time  reform  even  the  most  vicious 
style.  ITiere  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  the  earlier  stages  of  school  life  reading 
is  the  all-important  subject.  The  power  of  imitation  is  then  strong  and  per- 
manent habits  of  enunciation  and  intonation  are  formed,  which,  if  bad,  can 
only  with  the  utmost  difficulty  be  eradicated. 

"  Writing,  again,  is  a  subject  which,  judging  from  the  per-centage  of  passes, 
would  seem  to  be  well  taught.  The  per-centage  is  a  high  one,  and  what 
fulures  there  are,  as  a  rule,  are  really  failures  in  spelling  and  composition. 
Of  these  two  subjects  which  have  to  be  considered  jointly  with  writing,  the 
former  is  usually  well  taught,  the  latter  only  fairly.  Some  improvement  in 
the  latter  might  be  expected  if  analysis  and  composition  were  taught  more 
frequently  in  conjunction  with  each  other,  i.e.,  if  the  knowledge  of  the 
structure  of  sentences  gained  by  analysis  were  brought  to  bear  on  the  compo- 
sition of  other  sentences,  a  new  sentence  being  formed  by  the  pupil  on  the 
model  of  every  one  analysed.  Too  frequently  at  present  analysis  is  treated  as 
a  mysterious  operation,  which  has  no  practical  relation  to  anything  else." 

Mr.  Whyte  :— 

"  Among  the  elementary  branches  reading  has  made  the  most  conspicuous  Eeadbg. 
improvement  during  the  past  year.  The  schools  are  neither  few  nor  far 
between  in  which  the  old,  listless,  monotonous  jog-trot  of  words  holds  wonted 
sway,  but  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  a  greatly  increased  number 
reading  has  already  reached  a  high  degree  of  excellence,  particularly  in  the 
junior  classes,  while  in  many  others  hearty  efforts  are  being  made  to  raise  this 
subject  to  a  satisfactory  level  of  efficiency.  In  the  van  of  i)rogress  are,  as  was 
to  be  expected,  the  schools  in  the  larger  centres  of  population  where  a  teacher 
to  each  standard  is  the  rule,  and,  among  these,  the  schools  under  the  manage- 
ment  of  the  Aberdeen  Board,  though  they  are  equalled  or  even  surpassed  in 
individual  instances  elsewhere,  deserve,  as  a  wnole,  to  be  singled  out  for 
special  commendation.  It  is  astonishing,  however,  how  often  really  charming 
reading  is  to  be  met  with  in  out  of  the  way  comers  and  amidst  the  most 
o    51936.  Q 
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unpromlainfif  suiToundings.  Evidently  in  this,  as  in  other  matters,  where 
there's  a  will  there's  a  way.  The  advance  made  is  verv  gratifying,  but  there  is 
still  abundance  of  room  for  improvement,  and  now  that  the  subject  is  about 
to  be  disjoined  from  grammar,  with  which  in  the  more  advanced  standards  it 
has  hitherto  been  linked  for  a  pass,  a  rise  in  the  higher  qualities  of  modulation 
and  expression  may  be  reasonably  expected.  But  I  would  like  here  to  point 
out  that  though  the  finer  qualities  of  reading  are  not  so  common  as  is 
desirable,  or  even  as  they  might  be  made  with  a  very  little  effort,  the  fact  is 
not  to  be  lost  si^ht  of,  that  the  children  leaving  our  schools  carry  with  them 
a  facility  in  reading  sufficidnt  to  make  the  exercise  a  pleasure  to  themselves  if 
not  to  others.  The  power  to  read  creates  an  appetite  for  reading,  and  for  the 
satisfying  of  this  appetite  there  is  abundance  of  good  cheap  literature  in  the 
market,  but  very  little  trouble  is  taken  to  direct  our  school  children  towards 
it.  The  need  for  some  directing  power  is  made  too  painfully  e^ddent  by 
seeing  every  message  boy  on  the  street  devouring  the  worse  than  worthless 
garbage  contained  in  his  favourite  '  penny  dreadful.'  There  should  be  a 
Bbrary  in  every  school,  and  the  dreary  monotony  of  home  tasks  might  be  yeiy 
usefully  broken  by  the  occasional  perusal  of  some  stirring  healthy  narrative  of 
travel  or  adventure.  There  is  no  need  to  enlarge  on  this  subject,  as  the  only 
possible  objection  that  can  be  urged  is  the  financial  one,  and  now  slight  this  is 
can  be  estimated  by  the  marvellous  cheapness  of  the  diJQferent  series  of  books 
by  competing  publishers.  The  expenditure  of  a  few  pounds  by  a  school  board 
would  provide  a  choice  selection  of  the  best  works  of  our  standard  authors,  and 
how  could  a  few  pounds  be  more  profitably  spent  ? 

Writing.  Writing  stands  exactly  where  it  did.    There  is  the  same  admixture  of  merit 

and  demerit,  of  carefulness  and  carelessness,  in  one  school  elaborately  executed 
specimens  and  in  the  next  scribbling  at  wLU,  but  in  the  majority  a  more  or 
less  satisfactory  *  hand,'  which,  if  marked  by  no  particular  beauty  of  form,  is 
at  least  thoroughly  legible.  Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  defect  is  the  too 
frequent  lifting  of  the  pen.  A  style  of  writing  in  which  the  letters  are  so 
formed  and  joined  together  that  the  complete  word  can  to  written  without  a 
break  of  any  kind  is  less  likely  to  degenerate  into  a  scrawl  when  the  necessity 
for  speed  becomes  by-and-bye  more  clamant.  Spelling,  which  in  the  Codie 
goes  band  in  hand  with  writing,  is  the  one  subject  in  which  our  elementary 
schools  admittedly  out-distance  those  of  a  superior  grade.  The  dictation 
exercises  are,  for  the  most  part,  *  without  any  other  mistakes  than  must  in 
'  fairness  be  attributed  to  the  unreasonable  character  of  our  orthography,'  and 
they  are  generally  free  even  from  these.  Composition,  which  in  the  6th  and 
6th  Standards  is  joined  to  penmanship  and  spelUng,  cannot  be  reported  on  so 
favourably.  Weak  attempts  at  reproducing  the  ipsissima  verba  of  the  opening 
sentence  of  the  story  read  are  not  so  frequent  as  formerly,  but  the  test  exer- 
cises often  show  that  the  writers  of  them  have  but  a  very  feeble  grasp  oif  the 
principles  of  sentence  making.  The  aid  derived  from  analysis  in  the  teaching 
of  composition  is  too  often  overlooked.  Subjects  are  not  infrequently  sepa- 
rated from  their  predicates  by  a  full  stop,  or  are  left  without  any  at  all,  while 
the  parts  of  speech  are  tossed  about  in  utter  defiance  of  all  the  rules  of  syntax. 
The  want  of  power  to  write  correctly  a  sentence  of  more  than  one  clause  is  so 
common  that  in  many  cases  the  children  have  been  evidently  forbidden  under 
pains  and  penalties  the  use  of  relative  pronouns  or  conjunctions  under  any 
circumstances  whatever,  and  so  the  narrative  read  is  given  back  in  a  series  of 
jerky  disjointed  sentences,  all  possibly  grammatically  correct,  but  having  no 
connecting  link  of  hnj  kind.  If  children  were  trained  during  the  whole 
course  of  their  school  life  to  give  their  answers  to  all  questions  in  complete 
sentence  form,  and  not  simply  in  single  words  or  scrappy  phrases,  which, 
though  indicating  correct  knowledge,  leave  so  much  to  be  supplied  by  the 
listener,  the  difficulties  of  teaching  composition  would  be  materially  lessened. 
I  have  here  alluded  to  defects  which  are  widespread,  but  I  must  add  that 
there  are  not  a  few  schools  in  which  composition  is  taught  with  a  success 
which  leaves  little  to  be  desired. 

Arithmetic.  "The  most  noticeable  feature  in  arithmetic  is  the  greatly  increased  per- 

centage of  failures  in  the  two  senior  standards.  Teachers  have  J>een  as 
anxious  and  hardworking  as  ever,  the  subject  has  been  taught  with  as  much 
zeal  and  ability  as  formerly,  but  still  the  tabulated  results  are  much  lower 
than  in  previous  years.    Only  one  cause  can  be  assigned  for  this— the  increased 
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sereri^  of  the  lately-issued  uniform  test  cards.  They  are  certainly  more 
searching  than  those  hitherto  used  in  this  district,  and  have  provea  quite 
beyond  the  grasp  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  children  to  whom  they  were 
presented.  Only  the  very  best  schools  have  come  through  the  ordeal  un- 
scathed, but  the  extra  straw  has  told  most  heavily  in  the  smaller  schools  in 
rural  and  fishing  localities.  Whether  this  is  a  merely  temporary  '  backward- 
ation '  due  to  the  sudden  change  in  the  style  of  the  cards,  and  teachers  being 
now  forewarned  and  so  forearmed  may  be  able  to  cope  successfully  with  the 
difficulty,  or  whether  the  increased  burden  will  continue  to  prove  too  much 
for  the  heavily  handicapped  schools  where  its  full  weight  has  been  so  sorely 
felt  must  be  left  to  be  determined  by  the  experience  of  another  year.  In  the 
junior  standards  fingering  is  somewhat  less  common  than  formerly,  but  is 
still  far  too  prevalent.  It  has  its  source  in  the  feverish  eagerness  of' teachers 
to  secure  at  all  hazards  a  hundred  per  cent,  pass  or  as  close  an  approximation 
thereto  as  possible,  and  as  long  as  the  coveted  goal  can  be  reacned  by  this 
means,  however  objectionable  it  may  be,  the  future  go^d  of  the  pupil  will,  in 
too  many  cases,  be  remorselessly  sacrified  to  present  illusory  gains.  But  now 
that  under  the  New  Code  method  and  speed  are  to  be  restored  to  their  rightful 
position,  and  have  their  legitimate  influence  in  determining  the  award,  it  may 
be  confidently  anticipated  that  the  work  done  in  the  initiatory  stages,  if  not 
so  faultlessly  accurate,  will  be  of  a  much  healthier  type,  and  will  form  a 
much  better  preparation  for  the  more  complex  operations  in  the  higher 
standards." 

Mr.  Dey : — 

"The  changes  in  the  New  Code  are  so  radical  that  any  criticism  in  detail  of 
subjects  exanuned  under  the  old  would  be  out  of  place.  But  I  must  remark 
on  reading  were  it  only  to  sound  the  alarm.  This  subject  has  been  steadily 
deteriorating  all  over  my  district.  'The  only  cure  would  be  the  desperate  one 
of  failing  whole  standards,  for  it  is  impossible  to  fail  individuals  without 
marked  injustice  to  them,  as  all  are  pretty  much  alike.  In  a  few  schools, 
chiefly  Roman  Catholic,  the  reading  is  very  satisfactory — articulation  distinct, 
pronunciation  accurate  and  easy,  emphasis  correct,  with  a  general  fluency 
running  through  the  whole  performance.  This  subject,  it  is  to  be  hoped, 
will  greatly  improve  under  the  New  Code.  There  is  no  other  subject  of  equal 
importance. 

"  Composition  of  V.  and  ¥1.  is  another  subject  that  rec^uires  attention. 
Very  few  pupils  get  beyond  the  elements — disjointed,  BJnort,  simple  sentences, 
with  hardly  any  attempt  at  punctuation,  even  the  period,  lliere  is  seldom  a 
moderately  lon^  complex  sentence  that  is  not  confusion,  especially  as  to  the 
pronouns.    This  subject  is  next  in  importance  to  reading." 

Mr.  Andrew : — 

"  I  am  unable,  in  view  of  the  short  time  I  have  been  in  the  district,  to 
speak  in  other  than  general  terms  of  the  quality  of  the  work  done  in  the 
schools.  Wherever  I  have  been,  however,  I  have  found  the  teachers  ener- 
getic, painstaking,  and  thoroughly  interested  in  their  work. 

**  Writing  all  over  seems  a  very  strong  point.  Arithmetic  is  generally 
sound  and  accurate  up  to  the  3rd  Standard,  but  from  the  4th  upwards,  and 
very  markedly  in  the  5th  and  6th,  the  per-centage  of  pass  in  this  subject  is 
low.  The  uniformity  of  test  throughout  the  country  has  not,  in  BanfEshire 
at  least,  brought  about  an  arithmetical  millennium.  Reading  I  find  generally 
passable,  but  I  am  of  opinion  that  there  is  much  lee-way  to  be  made  up  in  a 
good  many  schools  in  the  direction  of  distinct  articulation  and  intelligent 
grouping  of  words.  The  separation  of  grammar  and  explanation  of  sul^ect 
matter  from  the  reading  test  in  the  New  Code  I  hail  as  a  great  improvement, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  will  soon  result  in  a  marked  rise  in  the  quality 
of  reading  in  all  inspected  schools. 

"  It  seems  matter  of  regret  that  school  libraries  are  not  of  more  frequent  School 
occurrence.  A  library  well  stocked  with  the  best  fiction,  travel,  adventure,  and  braries. 
natural  history,  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  cultured  head  master,  more 
than  anything  else  would  tend  to  raise  the  general  intelligence  of  the  upper 
section  of  a  school." 
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Sinpng  and  Singing  and  sewing  call  for  little  comment  in  view  of  the  amended 

•ewmg.  regalations,  which  will  secaro,  or  at  least  reward,  systematic  instruction 

in  both  subjects. 

Mr.  Sime: — 

"The  schools  that  really  can  sing  are  in  Inverness.  Not  that  good  sinjtfing 
is  not  heard  elsewhere — far  from  it — ^but  Inverness,  which  is. almost  entirely 
itnder  the  charge  of  Mr.  Rod  die,  stands  head  and  shoulders  over  everything 
else." 

Discipline.  **  Order  is  heaven's  first  law,  and  without  order  no  school  can  expect  to 

prosper.  In  the  many  small  schools  in  the  district  only  an  absolutely  incom- 
petent teacher  could  fkil  to  preserve  excellent  order,  and  so  the  number  of 
schools  that  have  earned  the  highest  grant  is  large.  In  the  larger  schools  it 
has  been  found  much  more  difficult  to  appraise  the  discipline,  and  it  is  in 
these  that  higher  or  lower  grant  has  been  most  frequently  recommendcfl  with 
hesitation." 

Mr.  McLeod : — 

''  Although  I  have  seldom  to  complain  of  bad  discipline  in  the  schools  of 
my  district,  I  regret  that  teachers  are  not  more  alive  to  the  value  of  superior 
discipline  as  an  aid  to  all  other  work.  When  children  are  seen  emerging  from 
seats  in  packed  disorder,  or  rushing  mto  school  belter  skelter  at  the  sound  of 
the  bell,  or  keeping  up  a  gossip  with  their  neighbours  during  examination^ 
it  is  obvious  that  lore  of  order  is  not  a  prominent  characteristic  of  the  master. 
And  just  as  he  is  not  offended  by  deviations  from  good  order,  he  becomes  in- 
different  to  the  economising  of  his  own  energies.  When  the  movements  of 
the  pupils  and  their  physi^  bearinj(  are  not  properly  controlled,  their  atten- 
tion is  likely  to  wander  from  that  on  which  it  should  be  concentrated ;  and 
the  instructor  will  find  that,  instead  of  commanding  once,  his  instructions 
must  be  repeated.  An  efficient  master  soon  establishes  good  order  in  his 
school :  and  once  established  it  is  carried  on  spontaneously.  A  case  may 
occur  where  the  master  is  a  good  disciplinarian,  but  deficient  in  the  judgment 
which  regulates  instruction  aright.  If  his  aim  is  too  low  regarding  what  chil- 
dren can  learn,  or  if  he  strives  to  accomplish  too  much,  the  discipline  of  the 
school  as  such  will  demand  his  constant  attention." 

Mr.  Muir : — 

**  I  find  the  children,  as  a  rule,  ^uiet  and  orderly  at  their  work.  The  diief 
complaint  I  have  in  this  matter  is,  that  when  a  class  is  arranged  in  a  semi- 
circle before  me  for  oral  examination,  the  children  will  crowd  upon  one  another 
in  the  most  higgledy-piggledy  way,  and  continue  doing  so  in  spite  of  repeated 
remonstrances.    This  sort  of  thing  is  very  cosamon." 

Eegisters.  The  increasing  proportion  of  grants  depending  simply  on  the  average 

attendance  makes  it  more  than  ever  needful  to  secure  absolutely  trust- 
worthy registration.  The  rigid"  scrutiny  to  which  registers  are  hence- 
forth to  be  subjected  cannot  fail  to  expose  and  remedy  lingering  cases  of 
irregularity. 

Mr.  Muir : — 

"  I  have  no  complaint  to  make  in  the  matter  of  registers." 

Mr.  Sime : — 

"  l^e  cases  in  which  inegularities  in  the  keeping  of  registers  and  log  books 
have  been  discovered  this  year  are  over  average,  ft  is  unfortunate  that  mana- 
gers do  not  exercise  a  more  vigilant  supervision  over  these  documents.  Even 
when  frequent  visits  are  paid  by  them  they  often  omit  to  check  the  registers 
and  record  the  result  of  their  investigation  in  the  log  book. 

*'  I  may  say  here  that  it  has  been  matter  of  regret  for  me  that  managers  so 
seldom  meet  me  on  the  day  of  inspection.    I  have  done  everything  in  my 
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power  to  remove  a  widesprea4  fallaoious  notion  that  their  presence  is  objected 
to,  but,  in  spite  of  all  effort,  non  sunt  inventu  I  hope  that  m  the  coming  year, 
when  the  New  Code  takes  charge,  they  maj  meet  me  more  freely  than  in  the 
past,  as  it  is  most  desirable  that  many  points  should  be  airicably  discussed 
between  us." 

Mr.  Struthers : — 

*'  It  became  my  duty  while  in  Orkney  to  inquire  somewhat  minutely  into 
the  mode  of  obtaining  the  statistics  given  in  connexion  with  the  Highland 
grant,  and  the  course  of  that  inquiry  revealed  a  state  of  matters  with  respect  / 

to  registration  which  n^as  not  altogether  satisfactory.  Actually  fraudulent 
registration  is,  I  believe,  extremely  rare,  but  in  two  cases  the  irregularity  was 
so  flagrant  as  to  call  for  a  special  report,  and  in  very  man^  of  the  schools 
visited  there  was  evidence  of  a  negligence  and  wa^t  of  attention  to  details  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  seriously  impair  the  confidence  one  would  like  to  have  in 
the  thorough  reliableness  of  school  statistics.  The  general  ftiults  were,  neglect 
to  mark  the  registers  at  the  proper  time,  anticipating  afternoon  attendances  in 
the  ^forenoon,  omitting  to  siun  up  the  daily  attendance — occasionally  for  a 
fortnight,  or  longer — and  almost  universally  the  rule  in  Circular  65,  wbich  lays 
down  that  no  blanks  shall  be  left  in  l^e  attendance  register,  was  disregarded. 
The  latest  instructions  on  the  subject  will  justify  inspectors  in  spending  more 
time  on  registers  than  has  perhaps  been  the  custom  hitherto,  and  this  in  turn 
may  lead  to  more  careful  registration.  Visits  without  notice,  too,  have  for 
perhaps  their  least  important  result  a  tendency  to  foster  habits  of  accuracy. 
But  in  Orkney  visits  without  notice  can  only  be  made  with  much  trouble  and 
at  considerable  expense,  and  in  such  districts  it  might  prove  a  more  efBcieat 
check  to  send  for  the  registers  of  a  school  here  and  there,  at  uncertain  inter- 
vals, for  examination  by  one  specially  skilled  in  the  work." 

School  dinners  have  been  institated  in  a  few  additional  localities,  but  School  dinners, 
the  difficulty  of  making  them  self-supporting   operates  against  their 
general  introduction. 

Mr,  Sime : — 

•*  When  I  last  made  reference  to  this  subject,  Kinlochluichart  (a  very  small 
school)  was  the  only  school  in  the  district  that  had  any  provision  for  feeding 
its  chents  at  the  dinner  hour.  Now  other  six  schools  of  medium  or  large  size, 
viz.,  Ullapool,  Abernethy,  Mary  bank,  Tarradale,  Dingwall,  and  Mulbine  make 
such  provision.  I  am  much  interested  in  this  movement,  and  have  made 
inquiry  with  a  view  of  discovering  (1)  how  far  the  scheme  affected  attendance; 
(2)  how  far  it  was  self-supporting ;  (3)  the  sources  of  revenue  other  than  chil- 
dren's payments. 

'*  I  have  received  information  regarding  all  the  schools  named  above.  As  to 
the  effect  on  attendance,  opinions  differ,  some  saying  there  is  none,  others  that 
a  certain  increase  has  followed  the  institution.  It  seems  agreed  that  the  after- 
noon work  is  mcnre  heartily  done.  In  no  case  do  these  dinners  pay  their  way, 
the  nearest  approach  to  solvency  being  made  in  Dingwall,  where  the  charge 
is  higher  than  in  the  other  schools.  The  usual  sources  of  revenue  outside 
the  id,  per  child  and  Id,  per  family  usually  contributed  by  the  scholars  are 
concerts  and  subscriptions.  To  the  latter  proprietors,  farmers,  and  shooting-^ 
tenants  seem  to  subscribe  liberally. 


Specific  Subjects. 

The  specific  subjects  are  shown  in  the  Appendix  in  detailed  form  for 
each  district  of  the  division,  but  the  subjoined  table  gives  the  aggregate 
presentation,  and  exhibits  at  a  glance  the  extent  to  which  the  respective 
subjects  have  been  taken  up.  To  facilitate  comparison  alike  as  regards 
progress  and  direction  the  figures  for  the  preceding  year  are  placed 
alongside.

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A  comparison  of  the  two  years  reveals  distinct  progress  along  almost 
the  whole  line.  Forfarshire,  a  county  which  has  hitherto  nmde  rather  a 
poor  show,  is  mainly  to  be  credited  with  the  rise  in  the  presentation  in 
Latin,  while  Banflfehire,  which  was  honourably  noticed  last  year,  main- 
tains its  pre-eminence  for  classical  proficiency.  Mathematics  partici- 
pates in  the  general  advance,  but  there  is  still  a  dearth  of  entrants  in 
the  third  or  highest  stage.  As  the  foundation  of  most  of  the  sciences, 
its  study  is  more  or  less  helpful  to  all,  and  it  is  a  pity  it  should  be 
crowded  out  by  flimsier  rivals.  Give  us  mathematics  and  drawing,  and 
we  have  got  the  best,  if  not  indeed  the  only,  preparation  an  elementary 
school  can  give  for  scientific  and  technical  culture. 

The  popularity  of  literature  has  resulted  in  its  transference  to  the 
category  of  class  subjects.  To  send  physical  geography  after  it  would 
both  promote  its  own  greater  diffusion  and  give  a  fairer  field  for  the 
cultivation  of  the  so-called  university  subjects.  So  long  as  the  stifPer 
subjects  are  handicapped  in  the  struggle  for  gi^ant-earning  passes  it  is 
idle  to  bewail  the  limited  extent  to  which  university  preparation  is 
carried.  It  should,  at  the  same  time,  be  borne  in  mind  that  secondary' 
schools,  at  least  in  the  Northern  Division,  are  few  and  far  between,  and 
that  the  elementary  schools  are  as  yet  the  only  organised  substitutes. 

Mr.  Robertson :  — 

**  There  is  httle  chanffe  in  the  number  or  variety  of  the  presentations  in 
specific  subjects  during  the  past  year. 

''In  many  of  the  larger  schools  and  a  goodly  proportion  of  the  smaller, 
precise  and  intelligent  work  is  met  with  year  after  year.  But  the  disastrous 
results  which  so  inevitably  follow  indiscriminate  presentation  in  these  branches 
in  weakly  staffed  rural  schools  with  unsteady  attendance  do  not  seem  to  have 
a  sufficiently  deterrent  effect. 

**  Both  for  its  own  sake  and  for  the  sake  of  that  superior  tone  which,^  though 
it  eludes  definite  statistical  estimate,  pervades  a  school  where  proficiency  in 
more  than  elementary  branches  is  competently  attempted,  well  informed  and 
educative  teaching  of  specific  subjects  is  to  be  welcomed  everywhere,  and  I 
should  sincerely  regret  the  absence  of  such  higher  work  in  some  of  my  remote 
schools.  But  creditable  attainment  in  the  indispensable  elementary  branches 
must  not  be  risked  or  sacrificed  in  the  hurried  and  often  intermittent  study  of 
a  pretentious  array  of  specific  subjects. 

*'  The  characteristics  of  this  class  of  instruction  appear  from  a  perusal  of  the 
Blue  Book  reports  to  be  the  same  all  over  the  country.  English  hteratore, 
physical  geography,  and  domestic  economy  are  the  most  favoured  subjects. 

"  Ln  the  first,  the  text  is  generally  accurately  repeated,  but  is  doled  out  with 
stereotyped  cadence ;  explanation  is  usually  ready,  if  sometimes  rather  formal ; 
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parapbnsingis  often  decidedly  good ;  derivation,  even  in  its  simplest  essentials, 
IS,  for  most  part,  disappointing ;  and  a  fragmentary  knowledge  of  the  history  iu)d 
construction  of  the  language  is  the  rule. 

"  A  slow  improvement  in  the  teaching  of  this  attractive  subject  is  noticeable,  physical  ffeo- 
Globes  and  illustrative  disgrams  are  more  in  use  than  formerly,  and  less  reliance  graphy. 
is  placed  on  mere  definition  and  verbal  description.  This  is  as  it  ought  to  be 
in  such  an  objective  study.  The  requirements  in  the  three  stages  n?ight  be 
recast  with  advantage ;  the  first  stage  should  be  simplified  at  the  expense  of 
the  second,  and  should  include  some  general  knowledge  of  the  form  and  size  of 
the  earth  and  its  motions. 

'*  Learning  by  rote  appears  to  survive  all  discouragement  here.    Strange  to  Domestic 
say,  this  objectionable  featmre  is  seldom  less  marked  when  the  teaching  is  in  economy, 
the  hands  of  a  female.    The  results  conclusively  prove  that  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  perfunctory  instruction. 

"The  composition  and  nutritive  value  of  food  (Stage  I.)  might  be  more 
profitably  studied  in  connection  with  "foofl  and  its  functions'*  in  Stage  II. ; 
and  the  treatment  of  the  dwelling,  &c.  would,  in  the  simple  manner  in  which 
it  is  generally  presented  in  the  ordinary  text-books,  be  more  congenial  in 
Stage  I. 

"  Of  the  languages,  Latin  and  French  are  the  most  popular ;  in  Greek  and 
German  there  is  only  a  handful  of  presentations.  Being  generally  taught  to 
selected  pupils  these  subjects  give  on  the  whole,  and  in  view  of  their  compara- 
tively great  intrinsic  difficulties,  fairly  satisfactory  results,  especially  in  the 
earlier  stages.  A  sound  knowledge  of  accidence  is  not  uncommon  ;  translation 
is  well  rehearsed  ;  but  composition  is  a  weak  point.  Some  very  thorough 
grounding  in  mathematics  is  met  with,  notably  in  Caithness  schools. 

"  Gaelic  has  been  added  in  a  sort  of  informal  way  to  the  subjects  of  the  Fourth 
Schedule.  A  tentative  syllabus  of  instruction,  with  the  usual  graduation  in 
three  stages,  was  drawn  up  last  year,  and  on  the  first  of  these  stages  the  inspec- 
tion thiu  year  proceeded.  The  stageo  include  alternative  secular  and  scriptural 
prescriptions,  a  novelty  rendered  necessary  by  the  scarcity  or  rather  non-existence 
of  appropriate  secular  text-books.  Of  course,  the  examination,  when  scripture 
is  professed,  is  on  purely  linguistic  lines. 

"Ten  schools  presented  a  total  of  103  scholars  and  the  passes  scheduled 
were  88.  Only  in  one  school  was  the  secular  prescription  attenipted,  and  the 
results  in  that  case  were  the  best  of  all.  As  the  ability  to  read  Gaelic  is  easily 
acquired  by  natives  who  can  read  tolerably  easy  English  prose  the  mere  reading 
was  almost  in  all  cases  passable.  The  text  was  also  fairly  understood  and 
explained  in  English,  and  a  moderately  satisfactory  knowledge  of  rudimentary 
grammar  was  elicited." 

Mr.  Sime : — 

"  Specific  subjects  are  taught  in  many  schools  in  the  district,  in  too  many  I 
say  without  the  slightest  hesitation.  In  far  too  many  instances  have  I  had  to 
point  out  that  the  ordinary  and  paramount  work  of  the  school  has  been  allowed 
to  lapse  into  weakness  in  consequence  of  an  ill-judging  ambition  on  the  part 
of  the  teacher — for  managers  really  take  little  to  do  with  specific  subjects — or 
a  discreditable  desire  to  reduce  the  school  to  a  money-making  machine.  I 
need  only  say  that  the  favourite  subjects  where  choice  is  allowed  are  English 
literature,  as  it  is  called,  and  physical  geography. 

**  In  English  the  lines  are  known  well  enough.  Failures  arise  in  the  several  English  Ktera- 
stages  from  causes  other  than  ignorance  of  text.  These  causes  are  perfectly  ture. 
manifest  and  admit  of  being  clearly  stated.  Sometimes  the  words  are  not  un- 
derstood indindually;  and  sometimes,  when  they  are  so  understood,  the 
meaning  of  a  few  of  them  combined  is  unknown.  This  applies  mainly  to  the 
first  stage.  In  the  second  stage,  while  paraphrasing  is  frequently  inferior,  the 
mass  of  failures  is  caused  by  the  neglect  of  the  study  of  *  derivation.'  In  the 
third  stage'  the  great  drawback  is  ignorance  of  the  '  history,  &c.'  of  the 
language. 

•*  A  decent  per-centage  of  pass  has  been  secured  in  this  subject.     It  is  one  Physical  geo- 
of  great  interest  and  value,  and  its  popularity  is  most  grati^ring.    Certain  graphy. 
points  in  the  programme  do  not  receive  the  attention  they  de8er\'e,  and  on 
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these  I  hardly  ever  get  satisfactoiy  answers.  I  may  mention  them  in  detaiL 
I  frequently  tail  to  elicit  a  proper  explanation  of  the  nhenomenon  of  wincL 
The  '  saturation  point '  is  never  understood.  Tbe  old  theory  of  dew  ia  rarely 
mastered,  and  I  have  come  across  no  pupil  (or  teacher  either  for  that  matter) 
that  had  any  knowledge  of  the  new.  *  Why  are  there  tvo  tides  a  day  P*  is  too 
often  a  poser.  And  it  is  not  often  that  the  position  of  the  axis  of  the  earth 
mth  respect  to  the  plane  of  its  orbit  is  thoroughly  comprehended. 

'"These  are  so  sparsely  cultivated  as  to  call  for  no  comment.  The  same 
remark  holds  good  as  to  modem  languages. 

"The  university  subjects,  as  they  are  called— Latin,  Greek,  mathematics— 
are  studied  in  a  few  of  the  largest  schools,  and,  where  special  reasons  exist,  in 
some  of  the  smaller ;  but  the  whole  number  of  pupils  engaged  on  them  is. 
comparatively  small.  Tolerable  proficiency  is  generally  shown,  except  in  the 
turning  of  English  into  l^itin. 

**  A  few  schools  have  offered  Gaelic  as  a  specific  subject;  the  pupils  offered 
numbering  in  aU  39.  The  conditions  of  examination  are  of  a  most  unsatis^ 
factory  nature,  as  no  curriculum  is  prescribed,  and  managers  are  invited  to 
subnut  a  graduated  scheme  to  Her  Majesty's  Inspector.  I  have  never  seen  a 
graduated  scheme,  or  had  an  interview  with  managers  on  the  subject ;  but  I 
have  not  on  that  account  refused  to  examine  pupils  (as  I  probably  ought  to 
have  done),  nor  have  I  declined  to  accept  any  scheme  for  the  first  year's  woric 
offered  to  me. 

"  The  schools  that  have  put  forward  pupils  in  Gaelic  are,  Raining's  school,. 
Inverness,  and  the  Schools  of  Cross,  Shawl lost,  and  Valtos  in  the  L^ws.  The 
latter  three  based  their  profession  on  tbe  schedule  submitted  to  their  Lord- 
ships by  Her  Majesty's  inspectors,  taking  advantage  of  the  Code  arrangenients, 
as  was  quite  natural,  to  curtail  it  somewhat.  All  three  chose  the  alternative  of 
scripture  for  reading  and  repetition.  They  read,  spelt,  and  translated  very 
fairly,  and  the  psalms  professed  were  generally  well  known ;  they  had  little 
knowledge  of  grammar.  There  is  little  doubt  that  in  these  cases  the  subject 
was  taught  solely  that  an  addition  to  the  iqrant  might  thereby  be  made. 

'*  Raining's  school  is  on  a  different  footing.  The  pupils  therein  offered  are 
recruits  from  all  parts  of  the  Highlands,  who  are  preparing  for  college  iu  the 
secondary  department  of  the  school,  a  class  altogether  superior  to  the  ordinary 
elementary  pupil.  Their  teacher  takes  a  great  interest  in  philology,  and  is 
probably  the  only  teacher  in  the  Highlands  competent  to  teach  h^  lads  the 
true  value  of  the  language.  Here  part  of  the  other  alternative,  or  work  analo* 
^ous,  was  offered,  and  a  highly  satisfactory  appearance  was  made.  The  master 
informs  me,  however^  that  he  is  never  likely  to  be  able  to  offer  any  stage 
higher  than  the  first,  as  the  lads  presented  are  just  about  to  leave  for  college. 

"  It  is  a  curious  incident  that  while  the  whole  secondary  department  went 
about  all  other  work  in  serious  and  business-like  fashion,  and  maintained  an 
otherwise  admirable  demeanour,  the  Gaelic  part  of  the  examination  seemed  to 
excite  a  sense  of  humour,  the  manifestation  of  which  they  found  some  difficulty 
in  repressing." 

Mr.  Macleod : — 

**  There  is  no  great  change  to  speak  of  either  in  the  amount  or  quality  of 
the  work  done  in  specific  subjects.  The  presentation  in  3rd  year  Latin  and 
Greek  was  larger  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  the  increase  is  not  such  as  to 
show  that  the  schools  of  my  district  are  devoting  more  time  than  formerly 
to  university  subjects.  The  difference  in  the  numbers  presented  in  3rd  year 
Greek  is  caused  principally  by  the  number  Qualified  in  Milne's  Institution, 
Fochabers,  which  usually  presents  more  than  all  my  other  schools  put  together. 
Teachers  who  are  capable  and  earnest  inform  me  that  the  work  reouired  for 
third  year  Latin  is  too  great  if  taken  by  boys  at  the  end  of  three  years  prepara- 
tion. Four  years  they  think  is  not  more  than  sufficient  for  the  work  of 
translation  setting  the  version  aside  altogether. 

"  I  rep^ret  that  no  school  board  in  my  district  has  instituted  practical 
lessons  m  cookery,  but  I  am  in  hopes  that  the  Elgin  Board  may  take  the 
initiative  in  this  important  matter  at  no  distant  date.  We  have  now  been 
dealing  long  enough  with  the  theoretical  stage  of  domestic  economy;  and 
a  step  in  advance  ought  now  to  be  taken  with  a  view  to  preparing  girls  to 
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be^fin  practical  cooking  at  their  own  homea  or  elsewhere  immediately  on 
qmtting  school." 

Mr.  Andrew .' — 

'*  A  very  marked  feature  of  the  district  is  the  extent  to  which  the  old  univer« 
Btty  subjects  of  classics  and  mathematics  continue  to  be  cultivated.  The  table 
of  statistics  shows  that  10  are  presented  in  the  drd  stage  of  Greek,  63  in  the 
corresponding  stage  of  Latin,  ana  13  in  mathematics.  These  numbers,  however, 
do  not  convey  any  adequate  idea  of  the  actual  number  studying  these  subiieots 
at  a  stage  of  advancement  very  much  beyond  what  even  the  3rd  year  under 
the  Code  implies.  The  fact  that  such  schools  as  Keith,  BanfE  Burgb,  Fordyce, 
Aberlour,  Dufftown,  Tomintoul,  Macduff,  and  occasionally  lUthven  and 
Buckie  Public,  continue  to  send  up  pupils  directly  to  the  University  through 
the  channel  of  the  bursary  competition  is  the  best  evidence  which  could  be 
adduced  of  how  the  old  disciplinary  subjects  still  maintain  a  firm  footing  in 
Banffshire. 

"  I  have  been  particularly  struck  with  the  contrast  in  this  respect  between 
Banff  and  the  neighbouring  count;^  of  Aberdeen.  The  conditions  stipulated 
for  by  the  Dick  Bequest  Irustees,  in  connexion  with  the  payment  of  their 
allowance  to  a  schoolmaster,  lead  to  exactly  the  same  dass  of  men  being 
appointed  to  the  Aberdeenshire  as  to  the  Banffshire  schools,  and  the  schools 
in  both  counties  are  visited  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Dick  Trustees.  Yet  I  can 
state  as  a  matter  which  has  come  under  my  own  observation,  that  the  university 
studies  have,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  all  but  died  out  of  the  Aberdeenshire  < 
schools.  I  think  the  explanation  lies  chieflv  in  the  great  boon  which  Banff- 
shire enjoys  in  the  Greenskares  bursaries,  and  in  a  less  degree  in  such  founda- 
tions as  the  Redhythe  and  Smith  Mortifications  at  Fordyce. 

*'  The  re-organization  of  the  latter  under  the  scheme  which  has  just  been 
issued  by  the  Endowment  Commissioners  cannot  fail  to  stimulate  still  farther 
the  pursuit  of  higher  studies  within  the  county.  By  this  scheme  under  which 
the  Redhythe,  Smith,  and  Stuart  funds  are  amalgamated  and  placed  under  one 

foveming  body  there  should  be,  speaking  roundly,  a  free  annual  revenue  of 
,000?." 

Mr.  Whyte  :— 

**  There  is  little  new  to  add  in  regard  to  specific  subiects.  There  are  few 
schools  in  which  one  or  more  of  them  are  not  professed,  and  the  number  of 
presentations  is  ever  on  the  increase.  This,  however,  must  not  be  taken  as 
arguing  any  great  craving  for  secondary  instruction,  for  a  glance  at  the  tabu- 
lated results  will  show  that  the  branches  generally  selected  are  not  those  which 
pave  the  way  towards  the  university,  nor  those  which  are  best  calculated  to 
smooth  the  path  of  a  pupil  destinea  for  trade  or  commerce,  but  those  which 
lend  themselves  most  readily  to  class  teaching,  and  in  wl^ch  a  pass  can  be 
secured  with  the  minimum  of  effort.  The  verv  excusable  desire  to  gain  as 
large  a  grant  as  possible  is  the  prime  mover  in  the  intense  activity  here  dis- 
played,  and  mucn  good  is  the  outcome  of  it  where  the  staff  is  strong  enough  to 
overtake  the  extra  work  without  in  any  waj  neglecting  the  ordinary  and  more 
essential  branches,  but  the  spirit  of  emulation  between  school  and  school  is  so 
keen,  and  teachers  are  so  apt  to  think  that  their  professional  status  suffers  if 
they  do  not  enter  the  race  for  '  specifics,*  that  many  of  them  are  constrained 
against  their  better  judgment  to  burden  themselves  with  work  which  can  only 
be  successfudly  accomplished  at  the  serious  risk  of  impairing  the  efficiency  of 
the  all  important  standard  subjects.  Literature  and  physical  geography,  which 
have  been  found  by  experience  to  give  the  greatest  return  for  the  labour 
expended,  have  no  competitors  for  popular  favour  if  the  extent  to  which  they 
are  taught  be  the  measure  of  popularity.  These  sutjjects  become  in  the  hands 
of  a  skSful  teachinr  instruments  of  undoubted  educational  value,  and  are  so  in 
many  of  the  schools  which  I  have  visited,  but  their  proper  place  is  as  class  and 
not  as  specific  subjects.  At  present  they  virtually  exclude  instruction  in  the 
more  distinctly  secondary  branches.  Languages  and  mathematics  are  taught 
here  and  there  to  individual  pupils,  but  principallv  in  the  initiatory  stages,  and 
the  Code  requirements  are  on  the  whole  successfully  mastered.  Natural  science 
is  rarely  attempted,  and  still  more  rarely  is  it  well  taught.  This  is  not  as  it 
should  be.    Technical  education  is  the  question  of  the  immediate  future  if  not 
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of  the  present,  and  anr  technical  education  wordiy  of  the  name  must  be  reared 
on  a  sound  scientific  basis.  Considering  the  very  generous  terms  on  which 
apparatus  and  appliances  of  all  kinds  can  be  obtained  from  South  Kensington, 
proper  equipments  for  the  teaching  of  science  should  be  in  most  of  tlie  larger 
schools,  but  the  only  two  which  I  have  seen  so  furnished  are  Peterhead  Academy 
and  the  Middle  School,  Aberdeen,  in  both  of  which  valuable  work  is  being  dorst 
among  the  senior  scholars  as  well  as  in  evening  classes  where  young  men  have 
the  privilege  of  being  prepared  for  the  examinations  of  the  Science  and  Art 
Department.  An  extension  of  teaching  in  this  direction  is  one  of  the  wants  of 
the  district." 

Mr.  Muir : — 

**  In  Shetland  the  numbers  examined  are  too  meagre  to  warrant  any  gene- 
ralisations. 
English.  "  I  can  hardly  recall  any  instances  of  tasteful  recitation.    The  repetition 

ought  to  be  on  the  same  level  as  the  reading,  i.e.,  'intelligently'  in 
Standard  IV., '  with  expression '  in  Standard  V.,  <fcc.  But  this  is  not  pre- 
scribed in  the  Fourth  Schedule,  and,  were  it  insisted  on,  very  few  would  pass 
at  all.  The  masterpieces  of  Scott,  Goldsmith,  &o.  are  droned  or  gabbled,  and 
a  boy  will  have  little  temptation  in  after  life  to  recur  to  a  poem  associated  with 
a  dingy  tract-like  booklet,  and  mechanically  crammed  meanings.  Meanings 
of  words  are  very  fairly  known,  but  in  the  matter  of  *  allusions^  one  has  to  be 
very  lenient.  Take  *  Marmion,'  Canto  VI.,  for  example.  The  words  '  palfrey,* 
*  peer,'  *  portoulliR,'  *  plume,'  *  portentous,'  *  pennon,'  &c.  will  be  explained — 
after  a  sort — ^readily  enough,  but  if  you  ask  the  class  to  explain  the  line— 

*  Let  the  hawk  stoop,  his  prey  is  flown,' 

there  are  great  chances  that  you  will  throw  the  class  out.  It  does  not 
seem  to  occur  to  teachers  to  make  the  scholars  read  through  the  whole  of 
a  poem  like  *  Marmion  '  or  the  *  Ladjr  of  the  Lake '  (neither  of  them  long), 
that  they  may  have  a  glimmering  notion  as  to  what  their  prescribed  200  or 
300  lines  are  about.  In  a  school  lately  I  was  glad  to  find  that  the  teacher  had 
had  the  good  sense  to  make  a  class  go  through  the  play  of  Julius  Csesar,  as 
well  as  learn  300  lines  thereof. 
Domestic  "  -^  ^^'y  ^*^'  (book)  knowledge  of  the  way  to  wash  clothing,  or  (Stage  II.) 

economy.  ^  sweep  out  a  room,  now  pervades  the  district.   A  somewhat  vague  knowledge 

about  the  classification  and  uses  of  foods  may  be  found.  Of  practical  cooking 
classes  there  are  none.  From  what  a  clergyman  lately  told  me,  I  fear  that  the 
making  of  porridge  will  become  in  some  districts  one  of  the  lost  arts.  This  is 
a  most  serious  matter.  Perpetual  meals  of  tea  and  bread  are  nofr  a  proper  diet 
for  a  working  man,  or  for  a  sickly  woman  either.  A  girl  lately  wrote  *  Welsh 
flannel  is  the  best  calico.'  The  statement  is  a  contradiction  in  terms,  but,  all 
the  same,  it  veils  a  truth  of  great  importance  on  the  east  coast. 

*'  The  failures  here  arise  from  gross  inaccuracy  in  grammar,  rarely  from 
incorrect  translation  of  Latin  into  English. 

**  The  failures  here  usually  arise  from  bald  answering,  meagre  or  mechanical, 
that  is  to  say — from  a  neglect  of  the  note  to  the  Fourth  Schedule. 

"The  pass  (35)  is  entirely  due  to  Brechin  High  School,  where  this  subject 
has  long  been  a  creditable  specialty.  The  presentation  (38)  is  shared  by 
another  school.  The  pretence  of  animal  physiology  has,  I  am  glad  to  say, 
flickered  out.  An  intelligent  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  our  bodies,  and  of 
some  simple  rules  of  health  deducted  therefrom,  is  a  very  desirable  thing. 
Something  of  this  sort  should  form  a  feature — not  too  prominent — in  reading 
books.  But  lists  of  Greek  names-  ill-spelt,  mixed  up  with  stupid,  ill-spelt 
English,  are  no  evidence  of  intelligent  knowledge,  and  in  this  I  am  sure  that 
Professor  Huxley  and  Sir  John  Lubbock  would  agree  with  me,  whatever  their 
zeal  for  scientific  education. 
Mathematics.  "  Here,  especially  in  one  school,  boys  are  presented  who  have  little  or  no 
capacity  for  this  kind  of  study.  It  is  easier  in  this  subject  than  in  some  others 
to  determine  definitely  beforehand  whether  a  boy  has  a  chance  of  passing. 

**The  small  presentations  in  French,  agriculture,  and  botany  call  for  no 
remark.  The  question  of  agriculture  is  coming  to  be  a  very  serious  one  in 
this  country.  Whether  good  will  be  done  by  the  cramming  of  twopenny  text- 
books is  very  doubtful.     The  boys  may  go  to  their  fathers'  fields  possessed  of 
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that  '  little  knowledge '  which  is  a  '  dangerous  thing/  and  the  ruin  of  the 
British  farmer  will  he  precipitated." 

Mr.  Struthers : — 

"  The  most  striking  fact  in  connexion  with  specific  suhjects  in  this  district 
is  the  comparative  neglect  of  what  may  be  durfcinguished  as  the  university 
subjects.  The  Aberdeenshire  schools  have  a  traditional  reputation  for  this 
kind  of  teaching,  and  it  is  a  disappointment  to  a  stranger  to  find  that  they  are 
even  as  other  elementary  schools  in  this  respect.  This  fiftct  is  all  the  more  to 
be  deplored,  inasmuch  as  a  large  proportion  of  these  schools  are  taught  by 
graduates,  in  not  a  few  cases  distinguished  graduates,  who  have  passed  the 
special  examination  of  the  Dick  Trustees,  and  who  benefit  by  a  special  endow- 
ment expressly  intended  to  Foster  the  teaching  of  the  higher  subjects  in  the 
schools  of  this  district. 

''  It  is  true,  as  has  been  frequently  pointed  out,  that  it  is  much  more  difficult 
to  obtain  a  pass  in  Latin,  Greek,  or  mathematics  than  in  such  subjects,  for 
example,  as  English  literature  and  physical  geography,  and  as  the  same  grant 
is  given  for  a  pass  in  either,  the  teaching  of  the  former  is  to  that  extent 
handicapped.  But  another,  and,  perhaps,  more  real  cause  of  neglect,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  insufficient  practical  trainmg  of  graduate  teachers.  Their  want 
of  training  and  their  previous  unac()uaintance  with  the  work  makes  it  necessary 
for  them  to  devote  much  more  time  and  labour  to  the  elementary  subjects 
than  might  otherwise  be  needful,  and  the  higher  subjects  are  thus  crowded 
out.  They  have  no  opportunity,  in  fact,  for  doing  the  work  for  which  they 
are  specially  qualified,  wnile  the  elementary  work  is,  as  a  rule,  more  efficiently 
done  by  teachers  of  inferior  attainments.  It  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  three 
months'  blindfold  experimenting  in  a  school  under  inspection  is  an  altogether 
insufficient  preparation  for  the  work  of  teaching,  and  aJl  would  profit  by  a 
systematic  course  of  instruction  in  both  theory  and  practice.  Such  a  course, 
extending  over  at  least  a  year,  might  be  taken  at  one  of  the  training  colleges 
eiUier  before  or  after  graduation. 

"  A  characteristic  feature  of  Scotch  national  education  has  alwap  been  the 
intimate  union  in  the  same  school  of  elementary  and  secondary  instruction. 
It  aimed  at  providing  not  only  elementary  but  secondary  education  in  every 
parish,  so  that  pronusiug  pupUs  might  luive  the  benefit  of  the  latter  while 
residing  at  their  own  homes.  Many  children  whose  parents  are  unable  or 
unwiUing,  even  with  the  aid  of  local  bursaries,  to  maintain  them  at  a  secondary 
school  in  a  distant  town,  might  be  expected  to  profit  by  a  system  of  secondarv 
instruction  thus  brought  home  to  them.  At  any  rate  to  allow  the  parish 
schools  to  become  purely  elementary  schools,  ana  to  provide  for  secondary 
education  in  special  central  schools,  would  be  a  costly  ana,  probably,  ineffective 
experiment."

Tlie  Examination  for  Certificates  will  commence  on  Monday,  the  12Ui 
of  December  1887,  at  3  p.m. 


N.B. — Acting  teachers  attending  the  examination  may,  at  theii' 
option,  lake  the  papers  of  the  first  or  second  year,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  following  articles  of  the  Code : — 

Article  53. — Certificates  are  of  four  classes.  No  certificate  is  originally 
issued  above  the  second  class.  The  fourth  (lowest)  class  includes  special 
certificates  for  teachers  of  infants  and  of  small  schools. 

Article  54. — Candidates  who  are  placed  by  examination  in  the  first 
division  of  the  second  year  (Article  49),  and  graduates  examined  under 
Article  47  (^.),  receive  certificates  of  the  second  class,  which  can  be 
raised  to  the  first  class  by  good  service  only. 

(a.)  Certificates  remain  in  force  for  ten  years  irom  the  date  of  their 
issue,  after  which  interval  they  are  open  to  revision  according  to  the 
intermediate  reports. 

Article  55. — Candidates  who  are  placed  by  examination  in  the  second 
or  thii'd  division  of  the  second  year,  or  in  one  of  the  first  three  divisions 
of  the  fii'st  year  (Article  49),  receive  certificates  of  the  third  class,  which 
can  be  raised  by  good  service  only. 

Article  56. — Candidates  who  arc  placed  by  examination  in  the  fourth 
division  (Article  49)  receive  certificates  of  the  fourth  class. 

Article  57. — Certificates  of  the  fourth  class  do  not  entitle  the  teachers 
to  have  the  charge  of  pupil-teachers. 

Article  58. — Certificates  of  the  fourth  class  can  be  raised  only  by 
examination. 
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Beading,*  and  Eepetition  from  MEMORr. 

(Acting  teachers  must  read  to  the  inspector  at  his  annual  visit  to  their 
schools.     They  are  not  required  to  recite.)

2.  They  therefore  determine  that  in  future  a  special  ezcmunatton  in 
science  shall  be  held  in  training  colleges  in  December,  immediately 
before  the  ordinary  Christmas  examination. 

3.  The  examination  will  not  be  open  to  acting  teachers.  It  will  be 
held  in  those  subjects  only  for  which  a  special  coui-se  of  instruction  is 
provided  in  the  time-table  of  the  college,  and  will  be  conducted  by  one 
of  Her  Majesty's  Inspectors,  or  by  an  officer  of  the  Science  and  Art 
Department. 

4.  No  student  in  a  training  college  vrill  be  aUowed  to  attend  the 
May  examinations  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department 

5.  The  examination  will  be  confined  to  the  following  subjects : — 

1.  Mathematics. 

2.  Theoretical  mechanics. 

3.  Applied  mechanics. 

4.  Acoustics,  light  and  heat. 

5.  Magnetism  ^id  electricity. 

6.  Inorganic  chemistry,  including  practical  chemistry. 

7.  Animal  physiology. 

8.  Elementary  botany. 

9.  Physiography. 

10.  Principles  of  agriculture. 

6.  No  male  student  will  be  permitted  to  take  up  more  than  two  sub- 
jects in  any  one  year.  Women  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  more  than 
one  science  subject  in  a  year. 

7.  The  examination,  except  for  mathematics,  will  be  based  on  the 
syllabus  of  the  several  subjects  given  in  the  Science  Directory.  But 
the  two  stages,  elementary  and  advanced,  will  be  treated  as  a  whole- 
one  paper  only  being  set.  These  examination  papers  will  be  framed 
much  as  the  present  May  papers  are  framed,  that  is  to  say,  with  a  cer- 
tain number  of  compulsory  questions  and  a  certain  number  of  optional 
questions,  some  of  the  latter  being  more  difficult,  and  more  highly 
marked,  than  the  rest.  Questions  will  also  be  set  on  the  method  of 
teaching  various  branches  of  the  subject.  The  syllabus  for  the  mathe- 
matical examination  is  given  in  the  Appendix. 

8.  The  successful  students  will  be  placed  in  the  first  or  second  class, 
the  standard  for  a  second  class  being  as  high  as  that  of  a  good  second 
class  in  the  present  advanced  sti^e,  and  for  the  first  class  of  a  good  first 
class  in  the  advanced  stage. 

9.  All  students  who  pass  will  be  registered  as  qualified  to  earn  pay- 
ments on  results,  and  will  receive  certificates,  but  no  prizes  will  be  given. 
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APPENDIX. 

1.  A   student   of   the   first  year  may  not  take  up  more  than  one 

language  or  one  science. 

2.  A  student  who  at  tho  end  of  her  first  year  pafises  with  credit  in 

history  or  geography  may  in  her  second  year  take  one  language 
and  one  science,  with  either  history  or  geography. 

3.  A  student  will  be  required  to  present  herself  at  the  end  of  her  second 

year  for  examination  in  any  science  subject  in  which  she  may 
have  failed  to  obtain,  at  least,  a  second  class  at  the  end  of  her 

first  year. 

Acting  Teachers. 

Acting  teacher?;,  who  attend  the  Christmas  examination,  will  receive 
additional  marks  for  any  two  of  the  specified  science  subjects,  in  which 
they  may  have  obtained  a  first  or  second  class  in  the  advanced  stage 
or  in  honours,  at  one  of  the  May  examinations  held  by  the  Science  and 
Art  Department.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  to  your  Lordships  my  general 
report  on  the  Training  Colleges  of  Scotland  for  the  year  1886.  The 
inspection  and  examination  of  these  institutions  occupied  the  usual 
time  from  March  to  December,  but  I  have  now  so  much  to  do  with 
the  university  attendance  and  examination  of  students,  &c.,  that  my 
work  in  connection  with  the  colleges  occupies  a  very  large  portion  of 
the  official  year. 

The  number  of  colleges  remains  the  same,  and  the  number  in  attend-  Number  of 
ance  at  all  the  colleges  during  the  year  1886  was  848,  as  against  852  in  students  in 
1885,  distributed  as  foUows :—  attendance.

This  number  (848),  taking  into  account  those  who  enter  demand  con- 
the  profession  through  the  universities,  or  through  the  channel  of  Art.  60  sidered. 
or  79  of  the  Code,  is  quite  sufficient  to  supply  the  annual  waste  (usually 
calculated  at  6  per  cent.)  on  the  teachers  of  Scotland.     Indeed,  this 
number  is  probably  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  direct  requirements  of 
Scotland  itself,  seeing  that  not  a  few  of  the  students,  especially  on  the 
female  side  (52,  or  12  53  per  cent.,  of  those  who  finished  their  course  of 
training  at  Christmas  1 885),  obtained  situations  in  England.     Of  these 
last,  however,  23  were  students  in  the  Episcopal  College,  Edinburgh,  to 
which  many  students  resort  from  schools  in  the  northern  counties  of 
England,  for  which  they  naturally  show  a  preference  on  the  conclusion 
of  their  course  of  training. 

During  last  session,  there  were  in  attendance  at  all  the  colleges  848  Number  of 
students,  of  whom  697,  or  70*40  per  cent  of  the  whole  number,  held  students  in 
scholarships  or  bursaries,  and  251,  or  29-59  per  cent,  of  tlie  whole  ^^°^]^jj 
number,  were  private  or  self-supporting  students,  on  tlie  feimile  side  of  ^  ^°  ^^^' 
the  Presbyterian  colleges  in  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  and  Aberdeen  ;  all, 
however,  had  passed  the  admission  examination,  niul  ranked  as  Queen's 
scholars.     Of  the  848  in  actual  attendance,  784,  or  92  ■  45  per  cent,  of 
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the  whole  nmnber,  had  been  pupil-teachers,  thus  leading  only  64,  or 
7  •  54  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  who  had  not  been  pupil-teachers, 
and,  therefore,  entered  the  college  with  but  few  of  the  advantnges  of 
that  graduated  and  systematic  course  of  instruction  and  training  enjoyed 
by  apprentices  in  good  elementary  schools. 

On  referring  to  the  preceding  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
average  salary  of  students  on  leaving  the  training  college,  after  a 
residence  of  two  years,  is,  for  males,  74/.  16;.  3df.,  and  lor  females, 
57/.,  as  against  76/.  I9s,  2d.  and  561.  ISs.  10^.  for  1885,  showing 
a  decrease  of  2/.  2s.  lid,  in  the  case  of  males,  and  an  increase  of 
4s.  Hd,  in  the  case  of  females.  I  regret  to  find  this  downward  tendency 
in  the  incomes  of  male  teachers  entering  on  their  professional  work, 
but  I  trust  that,  with  the  present  signs  of  returning  prosperity  in  the 
commercial  world,  better  times  are  also  in  store  for  our  teachers,  to 
whom  the  country  owes  so  much. 

This  no  longer  forms  part  of  the  college  cmTiculum  with  which  I  am 
officially  concerned,  still  I  can  scarcely  be  accused  of  trenching  on 
forbidden  ground  in  simply  stating  that  ample  provision  has  been  made 
by  the  authorities  in  all  the  colleges  for  teaching  this  important  branch, 
and  for  thoroughly  testing  the  results  at  the  close  of  the  session.  This 
is  a  matter  of  vital  moment  in  Scotland,  where  religious  training  has 
always  been  considered  an  essential  element  in  the  ordinary  curriculum 
of  the  public  school. 


ACQmRBMENTS   OF   CANDIDATES   FOR  ADMISSION. 

Acquirements        In  forming  a  just  estimate  of  the  work  of  the  Training  Colleges,  the 

of  Candidates    nature  and  quality  of  the  raw  material  upon   which  they  have  to 

for  Admission,  operate,  shoidd  be  cai-efiilly  borne  in  mind.      Of  this  I  had  a  good 

opportunity  of  judging  in  the  many  valuable  and  suggestive  reports  by 

the  inspectors,  who  revised  the  papers  worked  by  the  candidates  for 

admission  at  Midsummer  last.     These  papers,  as  might  be  expected, 

are  of  very  varying  degrees  of  merit,  but  I  leave  the  revising  inspectors 

to  speak  for  themselves. 

Mr,  Jolly  reports : — 

Arithmetic.  "  l*  The  papers  were,  as  a  whole,  well,  and,  in  a  large  proportion  of  cases, 

very  well  done,  with  a  good  per-centage  of  marks,  especially  among  the  muoles. 
The  ordinary  rules  and  the  commoner  style  of  problems  were  well  understood 
in  general,  but  more  difficult  questions  were  attempted  with  much  less 
success. 

"  2.  Definitions  and  general  principles  do  not  seem  to  be  sufficiently 
attended  to  in  teaching,  as  shown  by  the  low  rate  of  marks  for  questions 
involving  these.  Even  when  definitions  were  correctly  put  down,  they  would 
seem  to  have  been  more  a  matter  of  memory  than  real  understanding,  proved 
by  the  omitted  or  imperfect  explanation  of  them  where  examples  were  required. 

"3.  A  decided  fault  over  all  the  papers  was  the  want  of  neatness  and 
method  in  the  work,  and  of  clear,  well-formed  figuring,  in  which  considerable 
improvement  should  be  aimed  at. 

**4.  Want  of  accuracy  in  simple  arithmetical  computation  was  not  un- 
common, and  was  a  frequent  cause  of  lower  marking,  even  where  method  was 
correct.  This  occurred,  in  many  cases,  even  in  the  best  papers,  where  intelli- 
gence  and  firm  grasp  of  the  subject  were  shown  throughout.  In  not  a  few 
instances,  a  less  capable  but  more  correct  and  painstaking  candidate  secured, 
in  this  way,  higher  marks  than  an  abler  one. 

"  6.  As  frequently  remarked  by  mvself  and  others,  in  this  and  in  all  other 
subjects,  the  professional  side  of  the  subjects  taught  does  not  yet  receive 
adequate  attention  from  teachers.  Even  where  the  subject  itself  is  well  taught, 
the  manner  of  its  presentation  to  pupils  in  ordinary  schoolwork,  by  the 
clearest,  most  intelligfent,  and  most  educative  methods,  seems  more  or  less 
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neglected.  The  marks  seeured  for  questions  involving  method  were  much 
lower  tiiao  they  should  be  in  most  oa8es>  and  in  manj  were  nil.  This  points 
to  a  radical  error  in  the  training  of  apprentice  teachers.  It  is  one  that  snould 
fsim  greater  attention  from  the  Department,  to  secure  its  correction  hj  direct- 
mg  the  special  notice  of  teachers  to  the  defect,  by  setting  more  questions 
bearing  directly  on  the  teaching  of  all  subjects,  and  by  giving  a  higher  value 
for  such  questions. 

"  6.  There  was  found  the  usual  amount  of  nonsense  in  actual  error  and  in 
vain  attempts  at  answers  in  ignorance.  One  example,  all  from  one  paper,  is 
worth  quoting :  *  Ratio  means  the  rate  of  interest.  Proportion  doing  sums 
'  with  three  parts,  one  for  the  answer,  and  as  many  others  in  the  1st  and  2nd 
*  as  you  like.    Prime  factor  is  the  first  part  of  the  number.' 

"7,  In  the  female  papers,  the  diversity  in  capadtv  and  in  the  number  of 
marks  obtained  was  very  great,  ranging  from  full  vaJue,  above  70  marks,  to 
several  below  12,  and  one  or  two  as  low  as  three  !  It  seems  inscrutable  what 
induces  some  candidates  to  attempt  the  examination  at  aU,  with  such  weakness 
in  a  fiEital  subject.  Reprehensible  deficiencies  in  teaching  or  learning,  or  both, 
w^e  in  too  many  cases  painfully  revealed.  These  surely  also  indicate  a  slack- 
ness in  the  annual  exanunation  of  pupil- teachers  (for  some  of  those  with  low 
marks  were  pupil-teachers)  which  should  not  exist,  if  the  attainments  of 
future  teachers  are  to  be  at  all  worthy  of  their  profession  and  their  work." 

Mr.  Boyd  reports  : — 

'*  Of  the  456  papers  which  I  have  revised,  15  obtain  from  60  to  66  of  a 
possible  total  of  70  marks,  and  the  others  generally  reach  a  fair  average.  A 
number,  however,  receive  less  than  20  marks,  two  ffulinff  to  eight  and  one  to 
seven.  The  work  of  pupil-teachers  is,  as  a  rule,  better  than  that  of  the  other 
candidates,  but  some  of  the  very  poorest  pai>ers  were  written  bv  the  former. 

*'  The  first  question,  requiring  the  defiiiition  of  certain  arithmetical  terms, 
is,  with  some  satisfactory  exceptions,  badly  answered.  Three  candidates  did 
not  attempt  it,  28  others  obtain  no  marks,  and  the  answers  of  many  more 
are  of  very  little  value.  Such  terms  as  'measure'  and  'multiple 'are  con- 
founded in  the  most  helpless  way,  and  there  is  often  complete  ignorance  of 
their  meaning.  Even  definitions  which  show  a  measure  oi  intel^ence  are 
badly  expressed,  dividing  equally,  for  instance,  being  used  over  and  over  again 
for  dividmg  without  remainder.  Many  could  not  find  the  greatest  common 
measure  of  three  numbers,  and  others  found,  not  always  correctly,  the  least 
common  multiple  instead. 

'*  Similar  confusion  of  ideas  occurs  wherever  explanation  is  re(]^uired,  and 
especially  in  answering  the  question  (Q.  11)  regarding  vulgar  fractions  which 
can  be  converted  into  terminating  decimals. 

''The  working  of  the  sums  is  much  more  accurate,  and  is  for  the  most 
part  neatly  and  intelligibly  set  down.  The  mistakes  most  commonly  met  with 
would  indicate  that  the  minority  of  the  candidates  are  more  accustomed  to 
follow  rules  than  to  reason  from  first  principles. 

"It  is  worth  noting  that  while  tne  harder  problems  are  often  correctly 
solved,  mistakes  are  found  in  quite  simple  matters.  For  example,  one  is 
scarcely  prepared  to  find  that  the  proper  form  of  a  tradesman's  bill  and  the 
way  to  calculate  the  discount  for  ready  payment  (Q.  7)  are  unknown  to  so 
many.  Again,  in  finding  the  cost  of  carpeting  a  room  (Q.  14)  fre<]pient 
blunders  are  made  in  applying  the  table  of  square  measure.  It  is  surpnsing 
that  the  large  amounts  brought  out — in  one  case,  4,396/.  \7s,  6d. — md  not 
suggest  error  in  the  calculation. 

"  The  fewness  and  the  feebleness  of  the  attempts  to  answer  Question  15 
seem  to  show  that  in  many  schools  mental  arithmetic  receives  little  or  no 
attention." 

Mr.  Macleod,  who  revised  the  papers  from  all  the  Scotch  colleges^ 
reports : — 

"  I  have  never  seen,  except  among  Welsh  papers,  so  large  a  proportion  of  Buchd, 
inferior  exercises  as  in  tiiose  of  the  candidates  for  admission  this  year.    The  Algebra,  and 
papers  on  the  above  subjects  for  all  our  colleges  were  ^trusted  to  me ;  and  Menmxation. 
m  each  parcel  there  was  a  considerable  number  of  papers  wrought  by  candi* 
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dates  who,  if  admitted,  must  begin  the  subject  in  the  college  de  novo.  So  hx 
as  l^e  school  instruction  in  the  above  subjects  has  been  carried,  it  is  worthless 
in  the  case  of  those  candidates.  It  seems  almost  incredible,  but  it  is  never- 
theless a  fkct,  that  I  revised  some  papers  in  which  thwe  was  not  even  one  ©f 
the  book  propositions  correctly  demonstrated ;  and  others,  containing  two  or 
three  correct  demonstrations,  answered  the  question  on  definitions  in  such 
muddled  fashion  as  betokened  l^e  inferior  instruction  of  the  writers.  Here 
are  a  few  specimens  : — *  A  problem  is  a  puzzle  proposed ;  a  theorem  is  a  puzzle 

*  reasoned.'  *  A  problem  is  an  assertion  made  which  requires  to  be  proved  by 
'  demonstration ;  a  theorem  is  something  said  requiring  proof  to  show  that  it 

*  is  impossible.' 

"  *  A  postulate  is  some  alteration  to  both  sides  of  a  question  which  after 
completion  makes  both  equal.' 

**  *  One  proposition  is  converse  of  another  when  they  explain  each  other.' 

"  *  One  proposition  is  converse  of  another  when  its  proof  is  contradictory  to 
another  to  which  it  may  seem  similar.' 

"  *  One  proposition  is  converse  to  another  when  it  is  proved  an  absurdity  by 
the  previoys  one.* 

*' '  Some  of  Euclid's  axioms  are  improperly  so  called,  as  20th  Prop,  of 
Book  III.' 

"  Many  such  might  be  added ;  but  I  must  conclude  with  the  following, 
which  but  for  its  *  examples  *  might  gladden  the  heart  of  a  metaphysician : — 
'  One  proposition  is  the  converse  or  reciprocal  of  another  when  in  a  figure 

*  some  equalities  are  given  to  prove  other  equalities  which  are  only  evident, 
'  and  then  those  which  before  were  not  eoual  are  taken  equal  to  prove  the 

*  equalities  now  evident  but  requiring  to  De  proved,  examples  4  and  6  of  I., 

*  26,  25.' 

**  Of  the  errors  of  yet  hopeful  candidates,  I  would  point  out  the  attempts 
to  prove  a  proposition  by  means  of  its  own  corollaries,  and  would  also  hmt 
that  so  long  as  Euclid  is  the  heading  of  the  paper,  Euclid's  constructions 
should  be  followed  in  the  book  work. 

*'  I  had  a  few  very  good  papers  in  each  parcel,  and  one  was  excellent,  that 
of  William  Thomson,  St.  Andrew's,  Perth. 

'*  Of  those  attempting  algebra  the  proportion  of  failures  was  smaller  than 
in  Euclid ;  and  even  here  the  number  acquainted  with  the  general  law  of 
indices  in  dinsion  was  exceedingly  small.  There  were  fewer  correct  answers 
to  the  first  part  of  Question  7  than  to  any  other  part  of  the  algebraic  paper." 

lu  reporting  on  the  papers  worked  by  the  male  candidates,  Mr.  Ogilvie 
remarks : — 

Geography  "  The  jaspers  as  a  whole  gave  evidence  of  painstaking  grounding  in  &cts, 

and  History.      but  questions  which  involved  exercise  of  thought  as  well  as  memory  were  less 
satisfactorily  dealt  with.     Map-drawing,  the  subject  most  unfavourably  com- 
mented on  last  year,  is  still  the  weakest  feature. 
*' Inhere  was  tne  usual  crop  of  jumbled  crudities  :  '  Honolulu  was  one  of  the 

*  stations  visited  by  Livingstone,  who  was  received  with  great  kindness  by  the 
'  natives.'  *  Baker  and  Stanley  explored  the  Arctic  re^ons,  and  both  lost 
^  their  lives  in  their  endeavour.'  'Livingstone  landed  m  South  Africa  and 
'  discovered  the  Zambesi  and  the  Niagara  Falls.' " 

In  reporting  on  the  papers  worked  by  the  female  candidates,  Mr.  Harvey 
states : — 

**  Geo^phy  and  history  papers  have  for  several  years  been  entrusted  to  me 
for  revision.  I  cannot  on  this  occasion  report  much  change  either  for  the 
better  or  worse  in  the  style  of  the  papers.  The  pupil-teaeher  work  is,  as 
usual,  much  more  uniform  in  quality  than  that  of  the  non-pupil-teachors. 
The  standard  reached  is,  taken  as  a  whole,  veiy  fair,  and  I  do  not  think  that 
under  existing  circumstances  much  better  work  need  be  looked  for  from  pupil- 
teachers.  Map-drawing  forms  an  exception.  It  has  not  received  sufficient 
attention.  The  maps  drawn  by  pupil-teachers  from  Episcopal  schools  were 
especiallv  defective.  In  some  cases  it  seemed,  indeed,  as  if  the  candidates  had 
been  making  a  first  tentative  effort  in  the  matter  of  map-drawing.  As  if  to 
show  what  thorough  training  and  patient  work  could  do,  one  map  was  beauti- 
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fuUr  drawn  and  far  out-diatanced  the  work  of  the  rest  of  the  candidates.  I 
need  not  repeat  former  remarks  about  the  written  answers.  Patient  and 
thorough  work  on  the  lines  of  instruction  adopted  in  most  schools  should 
make  the  pupil-teaohers  capable  of  giving  correct  and  relevant  answers  to  the 
comparatively  simple  questions  set  to  them." 

In  reporting  on  the  papers  worked  by  male  candidates,  Mr.  VVaddell 
remartcs: — 

"The  papers  seem  to  be  of  fair  average  merit.  Full  marks  being  70, 1  (irHmmar. 
have  noted  only  one  paper  which  reached  60,  and  one  which  exceeded  that 
number  by  3.  No  paper,  I  think — certainly  very  few — fell  below  20  marks ; 
but  there  was  a  considerable  number  between  that  and  30.  The  great  bulk 
of  the  papers  would,  1  should  say,  oscillate  between  the  limits  of  35  and  50. 
As  is  generally  the  case,  full  marks  were  secured  in  composition  more  frequently 
than  in  other  subjects.  Next,  perhaps,  to  composition  would  rank  para- 
phroiing  ;  and  for  a  similar  reason.  The  tests  of  merit  are  in  both  these  cases 
less  definite  than  in  most  others,  and  one  hesitates  to  strike  off  marks  where 
no  si>eotfic  fault  can  be  alleged.  Parsing  and  analysis  were  both  done  credit- 
ably in  the  main.  The  faults  most  often  seen  in  the  former  were  the  omission 
of  syntax,  and  the  failure  to  bring  out  the  niceties  involved  in  some  of  the 
selected  words — mang^  for  example,  was  invariably  dealt  with  as  if  *  tale  *  had 
been '  tales.'  In  analysis  room  was  often  wasted,  especially  by  those  who 
arranged  the  parts  of  the  sentences  perpendicularly.  I  do  not  see  why  this 
perpendicular  method  should  not  as  naturally  fall  into  tabular  form  as  the 
nonzontal  one ;  the  headings  in  both  systems  being  given  only  once,  and  the 
sentences  being  properly  arranged  opposite  or  beneath,  as  the  case  may  be. 
Other  faults  in  this  subject  were  a  tendency  to  expand  phrases  into  clauses  by 
supplying  the  portions  '  understood/  and  also  to  describe  certain  clauses  as 
adverbial  or  adjectival  '  subordinate  to  clause ' — without  specifying  the  part  of 
'  claiise ' — to  which  they  were  thus  related. 

"In  Question  4,  section  b  was  generaUy  omitted.  Question  5  was  rarely 
done  in  an  intelligent  manner.  Ine  statement  which  forms  the  question  is 
worded  somewhat  suggestively,  but  the  answers  were  almost  always  confined 
to  conventional  defimtions  or  descriptions  of  a  pronoun.  Question  6  was  not 
well  done,  the  candidates  frequently  failing  to  see  that  they  were  restricted  to 
nouns  as  the  basis  of  their  verbs.  On  the  other  hand.  No.  7  was  dealt  with 
successfully.  The  answers  to  the  final  question  furnish  a  curious  illustration 
*of  the  extent  to  which  publishers,  in  drawing  up  their  works,  fix  their  eye  on 
the  English  market,  and  to  which  teachers  confine  themselves  within  the 
circuit  which  the  publishers  thus  mark  out.  The  Norse  element  was  treated 
almost  entirely  in  relation  to  Alfred  and  Canute,  and  English  place-names 
were  freely  used  in  illustration  of  the  selected  endings,  so  much  so  that  even 
Westminster  was  cited  as  an  example  of  the  termination  -ster," 

In  reporting  on  the  papers  worked  by  the  female  candidates,  Mr.  Barrie 
states : — 

**  The  composition  generally  was  far  from  satisfactory.  Such  ideas  as  the 
candidates  had  were  seldom  well  expressed,  and  very  few  of  the  letters  or 
essays  were  free  from  errors  of  grammar  and  spelling.  Indeed  the  compo- 
sition of  a  6th  Standard  in  a  good  elementary  school  would  compare  very 
favourably  with  the  average  composition  of  the  candidates.  As  a  rule,  the 
composition  of  non-pupil-teachers  was  superior  to  that  of  pupil -teachers,  while 
in  the  rest  of  the  paper  the  pupil-teachers  showed  to  much  greater  advantage. 
This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  pupfl-teachers  during  their  apprenticeship 
receive  less  systematic  training  in  composition  than  the  importance  of  the 
subject  demands. 

"  The  parsing  and  analysis  presented  no  special  difiiculty,  and  were  generally 
very  well  done.  The  analysis  was  full  and,  except  in  a  few  cases,  was  clearly 
set  down  in  tabular  form.  The  paraphrasing  was,  on  the  whole,  very 
creditable. 

"The  answers  to  the  general  questions  on  grammar  were  fairly  done,  but 
they  wero  seldom  ccmiplete. 
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"The  Norse  element  in  Scottish  place-names  was  generally  attributed  to 
the  influence  of  the  Norman  €k)nque8t  of  England." 

Mr.  Dunn  reports : — 
School  maa«  '*  Speaking  ffenerally,  these  papers  indicated  a  much  better  acquaintance 

agement  with  practi^  details  than  principles.    This  is  to  be  expected^  as  the  pupil- 

teachers  receive  no  instruction  on  the  principles  of  school  management. 

"  It  was  evident  that  the  majority  did  not  know  what  was  meant  by  Teaching 
Notes,  and  presumably  have  not  been  in  the  habit  of  using  them.  This  part 
of  the  work  took  the  form  either  of  a  childish  paraphrase  of  the  passage  pre- 
scribed, or  was  presented  in  the  hackneyed  '  Matter  and  Method '  of  Notes  of 
Lessons,  or  consisted  of  a  series  of  directions  addressed  to  an  imaginary 
teacher. 

"  The  Notes  of  Lessons  exhibited  the  usual  characteristic  defects. 

"  (a.)  Matter  and  Method— a  division  to  which  the  candidates  dung  with 
fond  devotion — ^were  veiy  imperfectly  discriminated,  Lzid  the  details  of  the 
lesson  oscillated  from  the  one  to  the  other  on  no  logij»l  principle. 

"  (b,)  The  details  were  often  a  mere  enumeration,  were  often  trivial,  obvious, 
or  unimportant. 

"  (o.)  The  aim  of  the  lesson  was,  asa  rule,  too  vaguely  indicated. 

"  (d.)  The  conduct  of  the  lesson  was  frequently  ill-adapted  to  the  class  for 
whicn  it  was  designed. 

"  {e.)  The  lesson  was  often  not  managed  in  an  educative  way,  so  as  to 
stimulate  thought,  to  trace  cause  and  effect,  and  to  indicate  successful  adapta* 
tion  of  means  to  ends. 

"  (/.)  Very  frequently  too  much  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  children  was 
assumed. 

"  I  may  add  that  a  considerable  number  of  the  candidates  showed  a  want  of 
general  information.  Thus  rabbits  and  hares  were  included  among  the  feUtke, 
and  the  pendulum  was  said  to  make  the  dock  ffo.  Occasionallv  also  ludicrous 
errors  were  made.  Thus,  in  a  lesson  on  the  clock,  one  candidate  stated  that 
*  A  man  was  a  gasalier  and  he  made  a  pendulum.'  Several  candidates  also 
stated  that  the  whiskers  of  the  tiger  enabled  it  to  smell  its  prey. 

"  The  language  of  the  candidates  was,  as  a  rule,  good  (it  is  to  be  observed 
that  they  were /emo^s), '  often,  indeed,  there  was  evidence  of  considerable 
Uterary  power ;  and  spelling  was  generally  correct.  The  misuse  of  learn  for 
teach  was,  however,  rar  too  common ;  but  this  is  probably  a  Scotticism. 

*'  Mental  arithmetic  is  evidently  too  much  negled;ed  in  our  schools,  for  the 
question  bearing  on  this  subject  was  in  most  cases  either  entirdy  avoided,  or 
answered  in  a  way  that  indicated  entire  miscalculation  of  the  scope  of  the 
question. 

"Asa  practical  corollary  to  these  remarks,  the  suggestion  may  be  made 
that  questions  on  school  management  might  ver^  usd^y  form  part  of  the 
annual  examination  of  pupil-teachers.  Space  miffht  be  found  for  this  by 
omitting  requirements  of  much  less  importance,  ror  example,  map-drawing, 
an  accomplishment  very  laboriously  acquired,  and  apparently  of  so  little 
practical  use,  or  at  least  so  little  employed,  that  I  have  never  seen  a  pupil- 
teacher  draw  from  memory  any  sketcn  map  on  the  blackboard." 

Dr.  Smith  reports  : — 

"  The  chief  defect  in  the  papers  was  lack  of  form.  The  candidates  had  in 
most  cases  read  a  good  deal  of  matter  from  the  text-books,  and  had  been 
successful  in  understanding  and  assimilating  what  they  read.  In  very  many 
instances,  however,  there  had  been  a  want  of  careful  preparation  for  the 
examination  on  the  part  of  the  teacher. 

"  The  most  pleasing  feature  in  the  papers  was  that  every  now  and  then  there 
was  evidence  that  the  candidates  were,  in  the  answering  of  the  questions, 
elaborating  the  results  of  their  own  experience." 

Mr,  Scougal  reports : — 

Domestic  '"  As  this  is  the  first  occasion  on  which  I  have  had  papers  on  this  sulject  to 

economy.  revise,  I  cannot  make  any  comparison  of  this  year's  wonc  with  that  of  former 

years.

^'The  papers  generally  were  creditable.  Most  of  the  candidates  had 
evidently  devoted  considerable  attention  to  this  subject  in  their  private  pre- 
paration. But  the  too  common  &ults  of  incompleteness,  irrelevance,  and 
want  of  method  in  the  answering  led  to  the  conclusion  that  there  had  been 
lack  of  s^rstemalic  instruction  and  of  practice  in  written  examination. 

^*  Sections  III.  {Clothing  and  Washing)  and  IV.  {The  Dvoelling)  were  gene- 
rally the  best  answered ;  Sections  I.  {Food — its  Composition)  and  VI.  {Savings 
and  Investment)  almost  invariably  the  worst. 

''The  following  remarkable  explanation  of  the  proverb,  'Penny  wise,  pomnd 
foolish '  was  given  by  one  girl :  '  This  shows  clearlv  that  for  every  wise,  good 
action  a  man  does,  he  will  perform  240  foolish,  bad  ones ! '  " 

Mr.  Bathgate  reports : — 

''The  papers,  as  a  whole,  seem  to  me  satis&otory.  The  subject  is  well 
within  the  comprehension  of  the  candidates,  it  has  been  carefully  studied,  the 
answers  are  usually  clear  and  well  written,  and  in  a  good  many  cases  are 
extremely  well  done. 

"  The  most  prominent  fact  that  emerges  in  comparing  the  different  parcels 
of  papers  is  the  decided  superiority  of  those  done  by  candidates  presenting 
themselves  at  the  Aberdeen  colleges.  The  maximiun  marks  are  60,  and  the 
average  mark  obtained  at  the  aifferent  colleges  is : — Abeordeen  Church  of 
ScotWid,  46*3;  Aberdeen  Free  Church,  44*2;  Edinburgh  Free  C%iurch, 
43'  7 ;  and  Edinburgh  Church  of  Scotland,  37 ' 6.  Nor  do  these  figures  indi- 
cate the  full  superiority  of  the  northern  candidates.  The  candidates  who 
obtain  50  marks  and  upwards  are  at — 

"  Aberdeen  Church  of  Scotland  -  32  out  of  76=42  per  cent. 

"  Aberdeen  Free  Church      -  -  14     „     52=26-9    „ 

"Edinburgh  Free  Church   -  -  16      „     96=16-6    „ 

"  Edinburgh  Church  of  Scotland  -      4      „     94=4-2    „ 

"  The  Aberdeen  papers,  as  a  rule,  contain  more  information,  better  arrange* 
ment  of  it,  and  a  superior  style  of  writing  it  out.  I  have  no  local  knowledge 
to  suggest  an  explanation  of  this  fact,  but  it  certainly  indicates  a  more 
business-like  and  scholarly  training  of  pupil-teachers. 

*'  The  answering  of  the  questions  in  aetail  calls  for  little  remark.  A  number 
of  mis-statements  occur  pretty  freauently.  In  answering  the  first  question 
water  is  often  called  a  mineral,  oecause  it  contains  minerals.  The  last 
question  about  life  insurance  and  savings  banks,  relating  as  it  does  to  business 
rather  than  to  household  management,  naturally  calls  forth  the  most  question- 
able statements.  It  is  repeatedly  said  that  the  Post  Office  Savings  jBank  is 
alone  responsible  for  deposits  made  with  it,  the  meaning  aimed  at  being  that 
it  alone  ofiPers  perfect  security.  The  following  statement  occurs  with  variations 
of  phrase  :  '  You  can  insure  your  life  to  aet  so  much  when  you  die.'  The 
folbwing  shows  confusion  of  thought  in  the  desire  to  provide  for  all  emer- 
gencies :  '  Money  is  provided  by  the  company  to  defray  expenses  at  the  birth 
'  of  a  member  or  in  pecuniary  distress.'  Another  candidate  says :  '  In  time  of 
'  duU  trade  the  fatner  is  suspended  for  a  time.'  Careless  composition  is 
responsible  for  much  of  this,  as,  also,  when  a  candidate  says  :  *  With  wincey 
dresses  the  girls  may  go  both  summer  and  winter,  thus  lasting  for  a  year.' 

"  But,  as  I  have  said,  the  papers  seem  to  me  in  most  cases  very  satisfaotonr. 
On  the  other  hand,  a  good  many  candidates  in  the  southern  district  certainly 
do  weak  woric,  which,  as  coining  from  the  recognised  members  of  a  teaching 
staff,  should  be  screwed  up  to  the  average  level." 

Mr.  W.  Y.  King,  who  examined  the  language  papers  written  by  the  Languages, 
male  candidates  at  all  the  Scotch  Training  Colleges  for  the  last  six  years, 
reports : — 

"  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  on  the  language 
papers  written  by  male  candidates  at  the  Scotch  Training  Colleges. 

"  The  general  results  are  shown  in  the  following  table  (see  paper  A.),  which 
corresponds  with  those  sent  up  in  former  jears.  The  only  difference  is  that 
this  year  I  give  the  niunber  of  papers  which  have  earned  45  or  more  marks 
(instead  of  40),  as  I  understand  that  45  marks,  or  75  per  cent.,  are  now 
reqmred  to  entitle  a  student  to  attend  the  University. 
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"The  averafl^e  mark  for  Latin  has  risen  f^m  32  last  year  to  36*2,  and 
although  the  number  of  papers  is  slightly  less,  more  papors  reach  45  marks 
l^an  last  year  reached  40.  Apart  from  figures,  I  think  I  have  had  more  really 
good  papers  this  year  than  ever  I  had.  On  the  other  hand,  the  bad  papers 
appear  to  be  getting  worse.  This  may  be  due  to  the  system  of  sending  the 
best  students  to  the  University.  If  the  pupil-teaoher  thinks  his  Latin  is  likely 
to  be  good  enough  to  give  him  a  chance,  he  works  hard  at  it  to  secure  his  75 
per  cent.,  but  if  he  is  weak  in  Latin,  he  neglects  it  for  his  other  work.  The 
translation  of  the  first  book  of  Csesar  continues  to  be  carefully  prepared  by 
means  of  keys,  and  very  accurately  reproduced ;  Latin  prose  continues  slowly 
to  improve ;  such  constructions  as  '  dico  ut '  are,  however,  still  favoured  by 
many.  I  was  much  surprised  to  get  such  poor  answers  to  a  question  asking 
the  Latin  for  'I  was  teaching,'  'to  be  about  to  advise,'  and  other  parts  of 
regular  verbs.  Blunders  in  person,  mood,  and  tense  were  all  frequent,  but 
above  all,  in  voice.  The  distinction  between  active  and  passive  seems  to  be 
especiidly  difficult  to  grasp;  students  who  do  really  good  papers  otherwise 
will  parse  venturus  as  passive.  Possibly  this  is  because  in  the  English  grammars 
now  chiefly  used  in  scnools  the  distinction  of  active  and  passive  is  discarded. 

'*  In  Greek  the  work  is  much  of  the  same  character  as  in  former  years, 
though  the  average  has  fallen  from  35  to  34  marks.  This  is  probi^ly  owing 
to  the  mistakes  made  in  the  second  piece  of  translation,  which  was  taken  from 
one  of  the  last  chapters  of  the  Anabasis,  Book  I.  Apparently  a  number 
of  candidates  had  not  read  the  whole  book.  There  is  a  great  want  of  prac- 
tice in  writing  the  Greek  character.  Breathings  and  iotas  subscript  are 
neglected,  the  long  and  short  vowels  are  confused,  and  even  the  less  usual 
letters,  such  as  X  and  Z,  are  imperfectly  known.  Not  one  in  five  can  turn 
the  word  Xenophon  correctly  into  Greek.  This  is  a  matter  that  a  very  little 
care  and  practice  would  cure ;  at  present  it  causes  serious  reductions  in  the 
marks  given  for  Greek  prose  sentences. 

"  I  regret  that  French  continues  to  earn  very  few  marks.  Of  55  papers 
only  one  reaches  75  per  cent.  Much  of  the  translation  is  mere  guess-work, 
and  very  little  power  is  shown  of  turning  English  into  French. 

"  In  addition  to  the  papers  of  the  mides,  I  have  this  year  had  the  language 

Cpers  from  two  female  colleges.  Some  five  or  six  candidates  attempt  the 
.tin  paper ;  all  the  rest  take  French.  In  one  college  the  work  is  poor ;  in 
the  other  (Aberdeen  Church  of  Scotland)  a  number  of  the  girls  do  very 
creditable  papers.''

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Mr.  Aadrew,  who  jevised  ^e  langaage  papers  worked  by  the  female 
candidates,  rqwrta  :— 

"  I  received  404  papers  for  revision.  A  very  few  of  these  are  Latin  and 
German,  but  the  great  majority  of  the  papers  were  French. 

^The  first  qu^on,  consisting  of  a  very  judiciously  chosen  passage  for 
translation  from  French  into  English,  was,  on  the  whole,  well  done,  and,  in  a 
large  number  of  instances,  it  was  possible  to  assign  full  or  very  nearly  full 
marks  to  the  renderings  given.  The  word  '  tisons,'  very  frequently  translated 
'tongs,'  and  the  last  sentence  of  the  passage, '  Que  les  doigts  de  Tenfant,  &c., 
&c.,  proved  the  chief  stumbling-blocks. 

**  Questions  2  and  3  on  pure  accidence  were  also,  in  general,  very  correctly 
answered.  « 

"  The  attempts  at  Question  4,  <  illustrate  by  examples  the  use  of  en  and  y/ 
were,  except  in  the  case  of  the'very  best  papers,  poor. 

'^  A  large  number  of  the  candidates  missed  the  point  of  the  latter  part  of 
Question  5. 

"Question  6,  the  translation  of  five  simple  idiomatic  sentences  from  English 
into  French,  was  the  one  attempted  with  least  success  by  the  m^joritjr  of  the 
candidates.  It  is  deserving  of  note  that  the  papers  in  which  this  question  was 
answered  with  accuracy  were,  almost  without  exception,  worked  by  candidates 
who  had  not  been  pupil-teachers. 

"The  papers  as  a  whole,  however,  appear  to  me  to  indicate  a  very  consider- 
able advance  upon  the  amount  of  grammatical  knowledge  of  French  with  which 
candidates  are  now  coming  up  conipared  with  what  they  did  eight  or  ten  years 
ago ;  and  with  vigorous  and  effective  teaching  during  their  two  years*  course 
of  training,  they  ought  to  leave  very  well  qualified  to  impart  elementary 
instruction  in  this  language.'' 

Mr.  Small  reports : — 

**  These  papers  were  written  by  female  candidates  who  wete  examined  at  the  Dictation  and 
Training  Colleges  in  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow.    The  numbers  are  : — Edinburgh  penmanship. 
Church  of  Scotland,  94 ;  Edinburgh  Free  Church,  96 ;  Glasgow  Church  of 
Scotland,  122  ;  and  Glasgow  Frse  Church,  144 ;  in  all,  456. 

"The  number  of  pupil-teacher  and  non -pupil-teacher  candidates  cannot  be 
given  with  absolute  certainty,  as  many  of  the  tables  at  the  head  of  the  papers 
were  incomplete.  The  following  table  gives,  as  near  as  possible,  the  numbers 
in  the  two  classes,  and  also  the  results  of  the  dictation  exercise.  Under  the 
heading  '  non-pupil-tcachers '  are  included  all  the  candidates  who  stated  that 
they  had  not  been  apprenticed,  and  those  who  failed  to  complete  the  tables.

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"  From  the  preceding  table  it  will  be  seen  that  262  candidates^  or  57*4  per 
cent.,  have  correctly  written  out  the  exercise,  and  that  only  63,  or  13*8  per 
cent,  of  the  whole,  have  made  more  than  one  mistake. 

"  The  passage  is,  I  think,  of  more  than  average  difficulty,  and  is  a  pretty 
good  test  of  the  spelling  ability  of  the  candidates.  The  results,  on  the  whole, 
are  satisfactory.  Almost  all  the  mistakes  are  ^mis-spellings  pure  and  simple « 
and  it  is  with  such  words  as  *  upheaval,' '  inaccessible,*  *  grandeur,'  and  '  pic- 
turesoueness,'  that  they  invariably  occurred.  Some  mistijces  were  made  with 
'architectural/  'dislocation,'  and  'destitute,'  but  these  were  caused,  appa- 
rently, more  through  carelessness  or  excitement  than  anything  else.  A  good 
few  candidates  had  evidently  misheard  some  of  the  words  ;  thus  '  upheaval ' 
becomes  appeal,  and  an  evil;  'architectural'  agricultural;  ' coaA,*  oold,  and 
cold;  and  'metals'  is,  in  one  instance,  transformed  into  mackerals.  It  is 
hardly  credible,  or  creditable,  that  pupil-teachers  who  have  finished  their 
apprenticeship  should  be  in  doubt  about  their  'theirs,'  yet  such  mistakes 
happened  oftener  than  once. 

"  To  effectually  prevent  any  cause  of  complaint  as  to  indistinct  hearing  or 
mishearing  on  the  part  of  candidates,  an  exercise,  such  as  is  given  to  the 
graduates,  in^  the  school  management  paper  No.  2,  might,  with  advantage,  be 
set.  This  exercise,  the  candidates  should  be  required  either  to  re-write  cor- 
rectly, or,  if  printed  in  lithographed  penmanship,  to  revise  and  mark  in  a 
given  time. 

"  The  specimens  of  penmanship  are,  on  the  whole,  very  far  from  satisfactory, 
and  I  would  be  very  sorry  to  see  any  but  a  very  few  out  of  the  whole  set 
before  pupils  for  imitation.  It  is  quite  true  that  with  the  lithographed  head- 
lines for  copies,  such  as  are  now  available,  pupil-teachers  are  seldom  if  ever 
required  to  '  set '  a  copy.  But  it  is  none  the  less  neoessary  that  they  should 
be  able  to  demonstrate,  by  means  of  the  blackboard,  how  the  different  parts  of 
the  letters  should  be  joined,  the  proper  form  of  the  loop  and  tum^  the  relative 
lengths  of  the  long  letters,  and  the  size  and  proportion  of  the  capitals.  I 
question  very  much  if  even  one  tenth  of  the  pupil-teacher  candidates  ever  gave 
such  a  lesson  to  their  pupils,  and  I  am  afraid  that  many  would  sake  a  very 
poor  appearance  if  they  tried.  There  appears  to  be  considerable  doubt  as  to 
what  constitutes  '  large  hand,'  and  the  difference  of  opinion  as  to  size  is  great. 
As  a  rule,  the  '  small  hand  '  specimens,  though  often  neatly  written,  are  much 
too  small. 
"^  "I  noticed,  in  many  instances,  that  candidates,  who  failed  to  produce  good 

specimens  for  imitation,  wrote  out  the  dictation  exercise  in  an  excellent  free 
hand-— clear,  bold,  and  legible — and  that  many  who  wrote  a  fairly  good 
specimen  for  copy-setting  were  less  successful  with  the  current  hand. 

"  The  quality  of  the  writing  as  shown  in  these  specimens  is  much  inferior 
to  what  it  should  be,  and  too  little  attention  is  given  to  this  exercise  in  the 
training  of  pupil-teachers." 

Qeneral  review.  From  these  reports  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  pupil-teachePB 
Rtill  continue  to  maintain  their  intellectual  superiority  as  a  class.  They 
now  form  the  staple  of  the  Training  College ;  as  out  of  848  students 
(male  and  female)  in  actual  attendance  at  the  Training  Colleges  during 
last  session,  784,  or  92*45  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  had  been 
pupil-teachers.  This  promises  M'ell  for  the  future.  Their  previous 
instruction  and  training  under  the  many  able  and  accomplished  teachers 
in  our  elementary  schools  should  have  prepared  them,  in  some  degree, 
for  that  higher  and  broader  culture  which  it  is  the  function  of  the 
Training  College  and  the  University  to  supply.  But  as  nearly  one  half 
of  the  Queen's  scholars  failed  to  obtain  the  University  mark,  something 
ought  to  be  done  to  supply  the  Training  Colleges  with  better  material 
to  work  upon.  Their  students  must  come  to  them  in  riper  mental  con- 
dition. By  this  means  only  will  the  colleges  be  put  in  a  position  to  do 
the  higher  xt'ork  that  is  now  demanded  of  them — to  become,  in  a  word, 
more  academic  apd  less  scholastic.  This  implies  that  our  pupil-teachers, 
before  they  become  Queen's  scholars,  must  be  better  educated.  They 
must  especially  acquire  more  general  culture,  more  intelligence  and 
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thinking  power,  more  quickness  and  elasticity  of  mental  grasp.  In  pre- 
vious reports  I  Lave  called  attention  to  this  subject,  and  I  trust  that 
steps  will  be  taken  to  improve  the  preliminary  education  and  training 
of  our  pupil-teachers.  I  say  both  education  and.  training ;  for  1  am 
decidedly  of  opinion  that  before  entering  the  Training  College  they 
should  be  carefully  instructed  in  the  elements  of  practical  method  and 
school  management — they  should,  in  a  word,  be  able  to  make  a  better 
appearance  in  this  subject  at  the  admission  examination  than  they  have 
done  hitherto.  Although  at  the  recent  examination  there  would  appear 
to  be  a  slight  advance  on  former  years  in  respect  of  a  knowledge  of 
practical  details,  ignorance  of  principles  is  still  conspicuous.  This  was 
to  be  expected,  as  pupil-teachers  receive  no  systematic  instruction  in  the 
principles  of  school  management.  Indeed,  until  this  subject  be  specially 
provided  for  in  the  curriculum  of  the  pupil-teacher,  and  a  systematic 
and  graduated  coui-se  of  instruction  prescribed,  little  improvement  can 
be  reasonably  expected.  In  short,  while  a  thorough  and  exhaustive 
study  of  the  subject  is  the  proper  function  of  the  Training  CJollege,  a 
certain  amount  of  instruction  in  intelhgent  methods  of  teaching  might, 
with  propriety,  be  given  during  apprenticeship. 

As  it  may  be  interesting,  I  prepared  the  following  tAbular  statement 
of  the  numbers  who  passed  in  the  four  university  subjects;  and,  for 
the  purpose  of  comparison,  I  have  given  the  corresponding  results  for 
1885  from  my  report  for  that  year  :  —

It  thus  appears  that  80  passed  in  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics,  or 
School  management  in  1886,  as  against  74,  in  1885;  while  5  passed  in 
four  subjects,  17  in  three,  29  in  two,  and  29  in  one,  as  against  4  in  four 
subjects,  19  in  three,  26  in  two,  and  25  in  one,  in  1885. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  results  of  1886  indicate  a  certain  measure  of 
progress  and  improvement.  It  is  not  great,  but  it  is  quite  sufficient  to 
argue  an  onward  and  upward  motion  in  the  matter  of  the  higher 
education  of  the  pupil-teacher. 

Chbisthas  Examination. 

As  in  former  years,  I  have  given  the  reports  of  the  revising  Inspec- 
tors almost  in  extenso.  Not  that  they  can  have  much  interest  for  the 
general  public,  but  that  they  cannot  fail  to  be  of  considerable  value 
to  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  important  work  of  instructing  and 
training  the  future  teasers  of  Scotland.  These  reports  are  the  work 
of  men  of  large  and  varied  experience,  perfect  independence  of  judg- 
ment, and  intimate  acquaintance  with  every  department  of  educational 
work.  They  have  thus  a  significance,  apart  from  their  intrinsic  value, 
as  the  independent  criticisms  of  experts  on  the  work  of  the  Training 
Colleges, 
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A  large  number  of  the  students  on  the  male  side  of  all  the  Training 
Colleges  attend  the  Univei'sity,  and  are,  therefore,  exempted  from 
taking,  at  the  Christmas  examination,  the  papers  on  such  subjects  as 
form  part  of  the  curriculum  in  arts  or  science,  t.c,  arithmetic,  algebra, 
mensuration,  Euclid,  grammar,  Latin,  Greek,  and  school  management^ 
when  they  attend  the  classes  in  mathematics,  English  literature,  Latin, 
Greek,  and  the  theory,  history,  and  art  of  education  in  the  University, 
and  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  at  the  end  of  the  session.  This 
necessarily  affects  the  general  average,  and  should  be  carefully  borne  in 
mind  when  the  following  extracts  are  considered,  as  the  University 
students  may  fairly  be  assumed  to  include  the  more  intelligent  and 
cultured  members  of  the  class.

Mr.  Muir  reports : — 

'*  To  the  first  Question  (explanation  of  rules  and  terms)  .there  were  few 
answers  that  could  be  fiiirly  called  full  and  accurate.  Very  few,  indeed, 
seemed  to  be  able  to  show  the  reason  of  the  rule  for  converting  a  vulgar  frac- 
tion into  a  decimal,  and  perhaps  fewer,  the  reason  of  the  rule  ror  converting  a 
mixed  circulating  decimiU.  Several  did  not  distinguish  between  *  interest ' 
and  *  rate  of  interest.*  It  was  simply  astonishing  to  find  how  many  could  not 
explain  '  tarue  discount '  and  '  bankers'  discount.'  This  ignorance  obtained 
even  in  good  papers.  One  student  who  got  ^  marks  out  of  a  {>os8ible  80, 
defined  as  follows :  '  True  discount  is  the  sum  gfven  for  the  loan  of  any 

*  money.     Bankers'   discount  is  the  money  taken  by  the  banker  for  his 

*  labour.' 

"  I  do  not  think  that  there  were  more  than  one  or  two  who  distinguished 
properly  between  per  cent,  and  per-centage. 

"Too  many  of  the  answers  showed  a  want  of  knowledge  of  principles. 
Take,  for  instance.  Question  3.  '  A  sum  of  money  at  5  per  cent,  compound 
'  interest  amounts  in  three  years  to  926/.  28.,  what  would  be  its  amount  m  five 
'  years '  P  Some  gave  themselves  the  unnecessary  labour  of  calculating  the 
original  amount.    Some  set  it  down  as  a  question  in  proportion —

*'  There  was  a  plentifid  lack  of  simple  methods  of  working,  and  of  that  neat 
setting  down  which  enables  an  examiner  to  see  at  a  glance  the  method  which 
is  being  employed.  I  gave  full  marks  for  some  questions  which  were  solved 
algebrai^ly,  but  I  think  that  students  should  be  warned  against  such  a 
practice. 

*'The  great  number  of  students  whose  total  marks  arc  under  40,  or  even 
imder  30,  shows  that  there  is  something  wrong  with  the  teaching  of  the 
subject,  or  that  many  are  strinng  to  crowd  into  the  scholastic  profession 
who  are  quite  imfitted  for  it,  though  they  may  have  managed  to  scramble 
through  their  apprenticeship.  Several  of  tnem  might  manage  to  teach  arith- 
metic  by  rule  of  thumb  as  hx,  say,  as  Standard  IW,  But  how  the;^  are  to  do 
higher  work,  or  to  train  pupil-teachers,  is  a  mystery.  I  know  that  m  my  own 
district,  at  least.  Standards  V.  and  VI.  are  not  doing  very  well  in  arithmetic." 

Mr.  Macleod  repoi1» : — 

"  More  than  half  the  number  of  students  in  each  of  the  Training  Colleges 
may  be  said  to  have  worked  good  papers ;  but  the  number  of  uifenor  papers 
is  larger  than  I  would  expect ;  and  of  these  some  were  so  poor  that  I  should 
say  their  mathematical  training  must  have  been  of  no  value  whatever  to  the 
candidates. 

"  No  candidate  was  able  to  give  a  proof  of  the  theorem  in  Question  1 ;  but 
while  there  is  nothing  subtle  in  the  demonstration,  the  attention  of  students 
is  not  usually  given  to  it  until  they  reach  a  more  advanced  sta^  of  the  subject, 
and  I  was,  therefc^e,  not  surprised  at  th^  universal  unacquamtance  with  the 
proof. 
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''  Several  students  solved  Question  2  correctly,  but  none  did  so  in  the  neat 
way  it  might  be  done  by  a  correct  use  of  brackets. 

**  In  Question  3,  but  few  succeeded  in  giving  the  L.C.M,  of  the  given 
expr^sions.  Several  gave  a  CM.  of  them,  and,  perhaps,  were  not  aware  that 
a  C.M .  and  a  L.C.M.  are  different  quantities. 

"  In  one  of  the  colleges  several  of  the  students  gave  correct  solutions  of  the 
second  part  of  Question  6  ;  but  very  few  in  the  other  colleges  attempted  it, 
while  most  of  the  attempts  were  failures.     A  very  fair  number  succeeded  with  * 

Questions  7,  8,  and  9,  and  a  few  with  Question  10. 

*'  In  mensuration  the  results  were  fairly  satisfactory.  Not  above  three 
students,  I  think,  in  all,  solved  Question  2  in  the  simple  way  it  admits  of 
being  done  bv  deriving  the  product  of  the  sides  direct  from  the  data  without 
determining  the  sides  separately. 

"  More  attention  might  advantageously  be  given  in  all  the  colleges  to  neat- 
ness of  solution.'' 

Mr.  Macleod  reports : — 
V  "The  average  per-centage  of  total  marks  obtained  in  the  four  Training  Second  year. 
Colleges  was  40,  4/,  49,  and  60  respectively.  A  few  of  the  students  obtained 
marks  considerably  higher  than  the  average,  and  these  may  be  considered  to 
have  done  good  work.  Question  3  was  that  in  which  the  best  students  most 
generally  failed.  I  think  there  was  only  one  student  who  was  correct  with 
the  numerator  and  the  denominator  of  the  coefficient  of  the  general  term ;  and 
he  neglected  the  law  of  signs,  nor  did  he  succeed  in  giving  that  neat  form  to 
his  denominator,  which  maketr  its  highest  factor  identical  with  the  index  of  a. 

"It  would  not  be  difficult  to  select,  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  those 
students,  who  must  have  entered  the  Training  College  imperfectly  grounded 
in  the  elements  of  mathematics,  although  it  is  surprising  that  so  long  a  course 
of  efficient  instruction  should  not  obliterate  the  marks  of  the  previous  defective 
education.  The  explanation  is  probably  to  be  found  in  the  circumstance  that 
the  number  of  branches  of  study  in  the  training  college  is  too  large  to  admit 
of  a  student  making  up  for  considerable  lee-way  in  anv  one,  and  especially 
when  that  one  happens  to  be  one,  concerning  which  the  belief,  rigntl;^  or 
wrongly,  is  very  general,  that  tolerable  proficiency  in  it  can  only  be  attained 
through  special  ability. 

*'  The  excitement  of  examination  might  account  for  a  student  placing  a 
fraction,  whose  numerator  was  equal  to  its  denominator,  as  equivalent  to  zero  ; 
but  such  expressions  as  the  following  could  only  be  utterances  of  minds 
unaccustomed  to  think  : — 

*•  *  Logarithm  is  that  number  which  multiplied  by  itself  gives  the  number.* 

"  '  Logarithm  of  a  number  is  the  index  to  which  that  number  must  be 
raised  in  order  to  be  equal  to  a.  given  number.' 

"  '  Log.  is  the  index  of  the  power  to  which  the  log.  must  be  raised  to  be 
equal  to  that  number.' 

"  Quite  in  keeping  with  that  mode  of  expression  was  the  solution  in  many 
instances  which  gave  the  present  value  of  a  perpetual  annuity  as  less  than  the 
annuity.  Under  the  same  head  might  also  be  put  the  case  of  the  student, 
who,  discussing  the  question  on  the  theory  of  quadratics,  said,  '  If  a  and  /9  are 
'  equal  roots  of  the  equation,  to  must  lie  in  value  between  a  and  fi,*  Those 
students  who  attemptea  mensuration,  on  the  whole,  did  well." 

Mr.  Andrew  reports : — 

"  The  papers  of  the  second  year  were,  as  a  whole,  of  only  fair  merit.     In  Knclid. 
many  instances,  the  first  question  on  the  definitions  was  very  poorly  answered.  First  and 
This  was  markedly  the  case  in  regard  to  homologous  sides.     Scarcely  a  single  second  years, 
paper  evinced  a  clear  grasp  of  Euclid's  definition  of  proportion. 

"The  first  year's  papers  were  of  much  better  quality,  and  gave  jiroof  that 
the  subject  had  been  well  mastered.  In  the  book -work  the  propositions  in 
which  a  breakdown  most  frequently  occurred  were  in  the  second  question  on 
the  VII.  of  the  1st,  and  in  the  7th  in  which  the  48th  is  given." 

Mr.  Barrie  reports : — 

**  The  composition  was,  on  the  whole,  very  feur.     Most  of  the  essays  were  Granunar  and 
written  in  clear  and  grammatical  language,  were  generally  free  from  errors  of  Composition. 
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spelling,  and  were  fairly  punctuated.  Much  originality  of  thought  was  not  to 
be  looked  for,  but  even  in  this  respect  many  of  the  essays  were  not  without 
very  considerable  merit. 

"  Parsing  and  analysis  were,  in  almost  every  case,  well  done,  and  a  hi^i 
average  of  nuurks  was  gained. 

'"Die  explanations  of  expressions  and  allusions  in  the  works  prescribed,  as 
weU  as  the  answers  to  the  general  questions  on  Milton,  Dryden,  and  Pope, 
were,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory,  and  gave  evidence  of  carefUl  study. 

"  There  was  considerable  vagueness  in  most  of  the  answers  to  the  question 
on  the  use  of  the  subjunctive  mood,  and  on  the  primary  and  secondary 
meanings  of  the  prepositions  hy  And  for. 

**  On  the  whole  the  papers  were  creditable,  and  if  few  reached  a  high  degree 
of  excellence,  very  few  were  altogether  unsatisfactory." 

Mr.  Bairie  reports : — 

**  The  general  style  of  the  composition  was  distinctly  better  than  that  of  the 
first  year  students.  I  found  more  originality  in  the  treatment  of  the  subject, 
more  terseness  and  clearness  of  language,  and  a  more  general  freedom  from 
faults  of  spelling  and  punctuation. 

"  Tlie  cnaracter  of  the  Fool  in  King  Lear  was  the  favourite  subject.  Some 
excellent  essays  were  written  on  it,  and  vcir  few  were  below  fair.  Many  of 
the  students,  who  selected  the  first  subject,  aid  little  more  than  give  a  I'esnm^ 
of  Bacon's  essay.  But  on  this  subject,  as  well  as  on  the  third  and  fourth, 
some  very  good  essays  were  written. 

'*  The  paraphrasing,  as  a  rule,  was  good,  much  better  than  I  have  met  with 
in  former  years.  The  points  of  tbe  passage  were  fairly  grasped,  and  a  simple 
and  just  rendering  was  the  common  result.  In  a  lew  cases  an  explanation  of 
the  passage  did  duty  for  )a  paraphrase. 

'*The  comments  on  the  words  and  expressions  occurring  in  the  works 
prescribed  were,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of 
the  answers  to  the  more  general  questions  on  King  Lear  and  on  tne  works  of 
Bacon. 

"  Considering  the  period  of  English  literature  prescribed  for  study,  and  the 
length  of  the  examination  paper  set,  I  cannot  but  express  myself  as  satisfied 
wit^  the  evidenee  I  had  of  careful  training  and  diligent  study.  The  answers 
to  the  different  questions  were,  perhaps,  not  all  that  might  be  desired,  but  I 
am  convinoed  that,  in  many  cases,  this  was  due  more  to  want  of  time  and 
space  than  to  want  of  knowledge." 

Mr.  Sime  reports : — 

*'  As  a  whole,  a  most  creditable  appearance  has  been  made  in '  this  subject. 
I  have  been  specially  struck  with  tne  large  number  of  good  maps,  and  the 
excellence  of  many  of  the  *  Notes  of  a  Lesson.'  In  the  other  answers  I  have 
observed,  as  a  rule,  a  large  amount  of  knowledge. 

"  Altogether  the  papers  are  of  a  mott  satisfactory  kind,  and  contrast  very 
strongly  with  those  worked  by  acting  teachers." 

Mr.  Lobban  reports : — 
"  The  papors  are  weU  done, 
year." 


They  are  distinctly  superior  to  those  of  last 


Mr.  Calder  reports : — 

"  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  papers  may  be  regarded  as  showing  that  the  second 
year  students  have  aoquired  a  generally  satisfactory  knowle^e  of  the  principles 
and  methods  of  scbool  management,  and  that  those  of  the  firat  year  have  mad^ 
considerable  progress  in  the  study  of  these. 

"  There  is  more  uniformity  this  year  in  the  quality  of  the  papers  worked  by 
the  students  of  the  different  colleges. 

"  In  the  second  year  papers  the  questions  referring  to  logical  andpsycho- 
logical  processes  were,  as  a  rule,  fully  and  intelligentiy  answered.  "Aiswas 
also  the  case  with  the  questions  relating  to  FroebeTs  system  of  education. 

"  The  f^reatest  amount  of  weakness  was  shown  in  tne  section  that  required 
the  drawing  up  of  a  time-table,  and  the  stating  of  reasons  for  the  sequence  of 
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the  subjects  adopted  and  the  time  given  to  each.  Few  really  good  working 
time-tables  were  produced,  and  the  preliminary  notes  asked  for  were,  in  a  very 
large  number  of  cases,  entirely  overlooked.  A  considerable  number  also  failed 
to  answer  correctly  ttie  third  part  of  the  section  on  registration.  A  good  many 
were  content  with  the  fallacious  average  of  the  four  averages  given,  while 
others  announced  that  sufficient  data  were  not  given  to  nnd  the  average 
attendance  for  the  year ;  thus  showing  that  their  knowledge  of  registration 
was  of  a  very  routine  or  mechanical  nature. 

**  With  regard  to  the  papers  of  the  first  year  students,  there  is  no  very 
noticeable  difference  from  what  has  been  frequently  remarked  on  in  former 
years.    The  questions  were,  as  a  rule,  answered  m  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner. 

"  The  prevailing  defect  was  the  habit  many  had  of  answering  only  a  part  of 
the  question,  and  hence  gaining  but  a  proportion,  sometimes  a  very  small 
proportion,  of  the  marks  allotted  to  a  full  nnswer.  Whether  this  arose  from 
mere  carelessness,  or  from  a  want  of  a  fuU  knowledge  of  the  subject,  it  is 
impossible  to  say^  although  I  think  it  likely  that  both  reasons  were  operative. 

"  There  is  a  great  contrast,  this  year,  between  the  way  in  which  the  question 
on  mental  arithmetic  in  schools  was  answered,  and  that  in  which  a  somewhat 
similar  question  was  answered  at  the  previous  examination.  It  then  appeared 
as  if  the  students  had  not  heard  much  about  the  subject,  but  their  attention 
has  evidently  been  carefully  directed  to  it  during  the  past  year,  with  the  result 
that  they  now  show  a  full  and  exhaustive  knowledge  of  the  purposes  served 
by  these  exercises.  Few  of  them,  however,  attempt  the  second  question  in 
this  section,  and  of  those  who  do  a  large  proportion  get  quite  confused  in  the 
effort  to  distinguish  between  numeration  and  notation. 

"  Again,  while  many  draw  up  really  good  *  Notes  of  Lessons,'  the  result  in  a 
considerable  number  of  cases  is  a  medley  of  ill-arranged  and  ofteir  inappropriate 
matter. 

*'  Far  too  large  a  proportion  of  the  time  is  frequently  taken  up  with  the 
introductory  part  of  tne  lesson^  and  several,  in  proposing  to  spend  an  hour, 
and  even  more,  on  an  oral  lesson,  show  an  ignorance  of  child  nature,  and  of 
the  extent  to  which  its  power  of  attention  can  be  profitably  sustained  in  an 
exercise  calling  for  a  large  amount  of  mental  effort." 

Mr.  Muir  reports  : — 

**The  papers  show  that  some  elementary  text-book  has  been  pretty  intelli-  Political 
gently  studied.  Flashes  of  originality  are  to  be  deprecated  in  this  subject  of  iJl  i!)oonomy« 
others  in  the  case  of  beginners,  and  the  answers  were  generally  on  a  prosy 
level.  Several  did  not  distinguish  between  peasant  proprietary  and  peasant 
tenancy.  A  clear  idea  on  these  matters  is  very  important  in  these  times. 
Legal  tender,  lock-out,  and  L'mited  liability  were  stumbling-blocks.  Scotch 
bank  notes,  or  other  notes  readily  accepted,  would  have  been,  according  to 
some  definitions,  included  under  'legal  tender.'  In  explaining  lock-out, 'its 
meaning  as  a  method  of  fighting  trades'  unions  waa  lost  sight  of  in  most  cases. 
It  was  usually  made  almost  convertible  with  *  strike.'  In  one  Training 
OoUe|fe,  at  least,  the  students  seem  to  have  been  taught  what  'limited 
liabihty '  means. 

"  The  first  question  was  misunderstood  by  several.  Instead  of  explaining 
how  far  a  system  of  national  education  comes  within  the  sphere  of  Political 
Economy,  they  proceeded  to  explain  why  Political  Economy  forms,  or  should 
form,  an  important  part  of  education.  As  it  is  poHtico-economic^y  correct 
that  youths  should  be  taught  Political  Economy,  I  allowed  partial  marks  for 
such  answers. 

"  One  answer  (or  rather  pai't  of  one)  to  Question  2  is  worth  preserving  :  *  An 
old  painting  will  require  much  more  work  done  to  it  to  render  it  more  beautiful, 
'  than  a  good  farm  will  to  render  it  productive.'  Another  student,  \dio  did  a 
remarkably  good  paper,  quotes  the  adage,  '  A  fool  and  his  money  are  soon 
parted,'  as  one  of  the  reasons  why  an  old  painting  may  '  fetch '  more  than  a 
good  farm." 

Mr.  Dunn  reports  : — 

"  The  Latin  papers  were,  on  the  whole,  pretty  well  done  as  rej^ards  the  Lanjgnages. 
translation  into  English  of  the  passages  prescribed.    It  was  auite  evident  that  Latin, 
the  books  bad  been  conscientiously  studied.    There  was  hardly  an  instance  of 
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'  noDsense  translation  '  (to  use  a  convenient  paradox).  The  version  migbt  be 
bald  and  unidiomatic,  but  still  it  conveyed  sense ;  nevertheless,  I  must  express 
the  opinion  that  a  version  cannot  be  regarded  as  meeting  reasonable  require- 
ments unless  it  is  couched  in  idiomatic  English.  A  slavish  adherence  to 
Latin  forms  of  expression  argues  either  i^orance,  indolence,  or  want  of  taste 
on  the  one  hand ;  or,  on  the  other,  an  entirely  erroneous  apprehension  that  an 
idiomatic  translation  will  be  considered  slipshod  and  indicative  of  a  disposition 
to  slur  over  difficulties  by  means  of  a  dexterous  paraphrase.  This  apprehen- 
sion is  quite  unfounded,  for  no  competent  examiner  can  mistake  the  careful 
choice  of  equivalent  English  idioms  for  the  vague  and  evasive  phrases  of 
pretentious  ignorance.  If  it  cannot  be  demonstrated  that  the  stuclv  of  Latin 
improves  an  English  style,  it  should,  at  least,  be  placed  beyond  doubt  that 
such  a  study  does  not  debase  it.  In  the  second  year's  paper  a  number  of 
somewhat  difficult  expressions  occurred  which  were  seldom  very  happily 
rendered,  but  yet  the  tentative  renderings  indicated,  as  a  rule,  that  the 
difficulties  had  been  faced.  StiU,  '  se  inter  equitum^turmas  msimuwerunt' 
should  hardly  be  translated  by  *  wriggled  into  the  crowds  of  the  horsemen,'  or 
*  screwed  their  way  into  the  bodies  of  the  cavalry.' 

"As  regards  the  poetical  extracts,  it  was  evident  that  Davidson's  translation 
of  Virgil  (as  I  found  out  after  examining  the  papers)  had  been  most  carefully 
followed,  and,  in  many  cases,  practically  reproduced  by  the  students.  The 
coincidences  were  too  numerous  and  exact  to  admit  of  much  doubt  on  this 
point.  A  tendency  to '  cribbishness '  should  be  carefully  guurded  against  and 
steadily  d^recated. 

"  The  weak  part  of  the  papers  was  undoubtedly  Latin  composition,  which, 
with  a  fair  sprinkling  of  good  papers,  presented,  in  general,  a  dreary  collection 
of  grammatical  inaccuracies,  phrased  logical  impossibilities,  and  English 
masquerading  in  Latin.  The  amount  of  engineering  applied  to  the  expression 
'  to  meet  such  an  emergency '  was  extraordinary,  and  indicated  that  the 
candidates  have  not  yet  realisetl  the  supreme  fact  in  Latin  and  Greek  com* 
position  that  *  the  letter  killeth.'  The  emergency  being  a  possible  repulse  by 
cavalry,  some  such  loose  rendering  '  ad  ilia  prsecavenda,'  or  '  si  usus  fuerit^' 
might  have  suggested  itself ;  but  no  single  admissible  phrase  appeared  in  any 
of  the  versions,  so  far  as  I  recollect.  Speaking  generally,  Latin  composition 
appears  to  reauire-  much  more  attention. 

''The  Greek  papers  were  fair ;  but  the  tendency  to  '  nonsense  translation ' 
was  more  marked,  especially  in  the  first  yearns  papers.  Ignorance  of  accen- 
tuation accounts  for  some  frequent  blunders.  Thus,  xi,  KoXii  e4a  iy4v€ro 
was  several  times  translated,  and  the  goddess  was  beautifuly  or  and  a  beautifid 
yoddess  was  present.  This  goddess  would  appear  to  have  been  Venus,  for  in 
the  next  line  the  T)as8age  B%taiiivwv  r&v  4raip»y  toXX^  ^tAovciicfa  iyivtro,  was 
twice  or  thrice  rendered  *as  their  sweethearts  (or  mistresses)  were  looking 
ou,  &c.'  In  most  cases  the  accents  were  entirely  ignored,  but  in  some 
instances  they  were  profusely  sprinkled  over  the  Greek  words  as  a  kind  of 
garnishing  ad  libitum.  But  why  should  we  be  hard  on  students  when  pro- 
fessional scholars  who  write  trorofMhs  pronounce  the  word  ir^oftos  ? ' 

'*  As  a  rule,  composition  was  egregiously  bad.*'

Mr.  Dey  reports : 


*'  It  would  be  impossible  to  make  any  distinction  between  the  diftere^t 
colleges.  'ITie  only  thing  that  strikes  one  is  the  uniformity  of  excellence  in 
the  teaching  at  the  different  colleges.  This  is  shown  particularly  in  the 
ans^'crs  to  the  questions  designed  to  test  the  knowledge  of  the  theory  of 
arithmetic.  The  next  thing  that  calls  for  remark  is  the  extraordinary 
inferiority  of  the  papers  given  in  by  acting  teachers." 

• 

Mr.  Waddell  reports  : — 

"  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  a  report  upon  27(>  grammar  papers  (first  year 
female  students)  entrusted  to  me  for  revision : — 

"1.  In  the  conrsse  of  revising  the  papers  time  did  not  suffice  to  take  a  note 
of  the  marks  secured  by  the  various  students ;  but  my  impression  is  that  none 
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of  the  competitors  fell  inuch>  if  at  all,  below  one  half,  and  few  greatly  ex- 
ceeded three-quarters  of  the  total  immber  of  marks  allowed  for  the  paper.  In 
most  cases,  tne  answers  were  pretty  full,  and  contained  an  amount  of  infor- 
mation which  showed  that  the  prescribed  work  6ad  been  carefully  studied 
with  the  aid  of  lectures  or  notes.  I  regret,  however,  that  the  students  are  not 
more  frequently  trained  to  present  in  a  clear  tabular  or  columnar  form  all 
answers  which  admit  of  such  treatment. 

*'  2.  Of  the  four  alternatives  given  for  composition,  the  competitors  divided 
their  attention  almost  entirely  between  the  first  and  the  last.  Those  who  took 
the  second  or  third  might  be  counted  on  the  fingers.  My  own  belief  is  that 
.  too  large  a  VMiety  of  subjects  tends  tather  to  distract  than  to  assist  the 
writers.  But  it  is  not  an  unmixed  gain  to  have  a  choice,  nominally  large, 
reduced  in  practice  by  the  greater  ease  of  certain  subjects.  In  the  essays  on 
'  a  holiday  *  the  ideas  were,  as  a  rule,  clearly  and  somehmes  happily  expressed ; 
but  in  most  cases  the  essay  was  rather  a  series  of  sentences  referring  at 
random  to  the  more  obvious  aspects  of  the  seaside,  or  of  a  hotiday,  than  a 
composition  passing  on  from  a  natural  beginning  to  an  appropriate  close. 
The  essays  upon  the  character  of  the  Princess  Ida  had  rarely  this  f&uH,  the 
subject  almost  compelling  a  given  succession  of  ideas,  but  they  had  other 
defects.  I'hese  were  either  (1)  a  tendency  to  sink  into  a  mere  synopsis  of  the 
poem,  or  (2)  a  pretty  dear  betrayal  of  mdebtedness,  even  in  the  matter  of 
language,  to  some  common  source.  The  subject  b  one  that  would  certainly 
be  touched  upon  in  any  notes  or  lectures  designed  to  assist  the  students. 

*'  3.  It  was  clear  that  in  some  of  the  colleges  the  passages  set  for  parsing  and 
analysis  had  been  commented  upon  in  the  dass.  Yet  in  the  treatment  of  the 
more  delicate  points  in  each  exercise  the  students  seldom  succeeded,  or  at 
least  seldom  showed  more  proficiency  than  senior  pupil-teachers  might  have 
done.  In  the  analysis  an  omission  firequently  occurred  which  I  have  pre- 
viously criticised — the  failiure,  namely,  to  state  distinctly  on  what  portion  of  a 
prindpal  clause  a  subordinate  clause  depends.    The  latter  is  merely  called  '  an 

*  adjective  or  adverbial  clause  subordinate  to  dause  A,'  which  is  not  a 
sufficient  description,  and  may  sometimes  conceal  positive  error.  It  will 
occasionally  happen  that  the  nature  of  a  clause  might  be  matter  of  dispute — 
take,  for  instance,  the  clause  included  in  the  words  *  conscious  of  what  temper 

*  you  are  built,'  in  which  case,  if  the  subject  had  been  carefully  treated  in  the 
class,  one  would  expect  a  short  note  explaining  the  reason  for  the  view 
adopted.  But  any  such  duddation  was  of  rare  occurrence.  I  have  again  to 
refer  to  toe  great  dumsiness  of  arrangement  which  usually  marked  one  type 
of  analysis.  The  usual  scheme  is  to  indicate  at  the  heads  of  columns  the 
various  subdi>n9ions  adopted,  and  to  place  underneath,  in  tabular  form,  the 
clauses  successively  analysed.  Such  an  arrangement  is  very  clear,  and,  with  a 
little  elastidty,  might  be  made  practically  complete.  Sometimes,  for  no 
^ood  reason,  a '  general  analysis '  is  prefixed  to  this  table  in  place  of  bdng 
included  in  it — a  course  which  is  a  mere  waste  of  room.  But  much  greater 
confusion  is  introduced  by  those  who,  reversing  the  scheme,  put  the  sub- 
divisions perpendicularly,  and  the  clauses  opi>oaite  them.  There  is  no  i^ason 
why  this  method  should  fail  in  perspicuitv,  if  the  subdivisions  were  indicated 
but  once  down  the  margin  of  the  paper,  and  the  various  clauses  placed  opposite 
them  in  regular  sequence.  This  would  simplf  be  the  former  tabular  scheme 
turned  upon  its  side.  But  those  who  afiect  the  latter  method  never  do  so 
arrange  it.  They  repeat  the  terms  '  subject,'  *  predicate,'  &c.,  before  the 
portions  of  every  dause  analysed,  thus  squandering  their  space ;  and  then 
scatter  the  dauses  at  random  over  the  paper,  very  often  crowding  them  into 
comers  for  want  of  room.  The  fault  is  so  provoking,  and  so  absohitdy 
inexcusable,  that  it  ought  to  be  brought  seriously  under  the  notice  of  the 
Training  Colleges. 

*'  4.  The  allusions  in  Question  3  were  in  the  greater  number  of  papers  given 
with  clearness  and  considerable  detail.  In  some  cases,  occurring  at  intervals, 
the'  detail  was  such  as  almost  to  make  one  regret  having,  before  they  were 
seen,  given  full  marks  for  answers  of  a  less  complete  character.  In  a  few 
papers  there  was  evidence  of  an  attempt  to  construct  answers  by  ingenious 
guesses  from  the  words  given  in  the  question. 

"5.  Question  4  got  full  marks,  perhaps  more  frequently  than  any  other, 
and  yet  the  answers  gave  me  less  satisfacUon  than  those  to  several  others.     It 
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was,  like  the '  character  of  the  Princess  Ida,'  a  question,  the  materials  for 
answering  which  evidently  lay  to  hand  in  the  sources  of  information  open  to 
the  students.  The  answers  were  thus  copious  and  to  the  point;  but  the  views, 
and  even  the  langua^^e,  were  not  generally  those  of  tne  writer.  As  this 
dawned  on  me,  I  would  gladly  have  revised  some  of  my  past  marks,  but  that, 
when  working  at  the  rate  of  40  papers  a  day,  there  can  be  '  v^tigia  nulla 
retrorsum.' 

"  6.  The  answers  to  Question  5  call  for  little  remark. 

"  7.  The  inflection  *  its '  was  well  explained  in  only  a  few  papers.  In  many 
cases  there  was  an  attempt  to  construct  an  answer  by  paraphrasing  the  terms 
of  the  question ;  while  in  some  the  answer  consisted  of  irrelevant  statements 
about  inflectional  and  non-inflectional  languages,  and  about  the  races  which 
have  succeeded  one  another  in  this  country. 

**  8.  The  derivations  were  of  very  various  merit.  In  some  cases,  as  is  not 
unnatural  where  information  must  be  given  largely  at  second  hand,  the  deri- 
vation was  right,  but  was  referred  to  a  wrong  language." 

Mr.  Stewart  reports : — 
Second  year.         "  Of  the  three  alternative  subjects  for  composition  '  the  character  of  Rosa- 
lind '  was  generally  chosen.    A  few  took  *  birds  of  a  feather,  &c.,'  and  about 
half  a  dozen  '  ballad  histoir.' 

**  The  favourite  theme  had  evidently  formed  the  subject  of  many  former 
essays,  to  judge  from  the  similarity  of  the  lines  of  treatment.  But  there 
should  be  enough  diversity  and  individuality  amid  the  similarity  to  show  iiie 
impress  of  the  student's  own  mental  mould,  and  this  was  not  always  the  case. 

''Text-book  phrases,  unless  introduced  as  quotations,  should  be  avoided. 

"Another  practice  to  be  commented  on  unfavourably  is  a  tendency  to 
catalogue  the  qualities  of  character  with  following  illustrations,  e.p.,  'B.  was 
'  impulsive,  as  is  shown,  &e.,' '  She  was  also  high  spirited,  as  is  seen,  &o.'  Now 
this  process  may  exhaust  the  matter,  but  it  must  cramp  the  form  and  render 
proper  balance  and  periodic  structure  impossible  of  attamment. 

"The  salient  points  of  character  should  be  introduced  incidentally  and 
logically  in  connection  and  harmony  with  the  progress  of  the  action  of  the 
play. 

*•  In  some  cases  a  mere  historical  account  was  given,  without  reference  to 
the  phases  of  character  displayed  in  the  various  situations.  This  defect, 
however,  was  not  so  common. 

''As  the  field  of  work  is  prescribed,  it  is  natural  that  essays  on  all  the 
leading  characters  should  have  been  frequently  written  beforehand,  as  it  is 
certain  that  one  or  more  will,  in  such  a  case,  be  selected  for  treatment 

•*  Now  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  individual  capacity  by  work  which  has  been 
directed  and  supervised,  and  isj  in  fact,  more  or  less  a  reproduction  of  previous 
efforts.  The  writing  of  an  essay  on  some  new  and  unexpected  theme  would 
be  a  much  better  test  both  of  general  knowledge  and  power  of  expression. 

"  The  passage  selected  for  paraphrasing  proved  an  admirable  test  of  indivi- 
dual merit  and  relative  skill ;  while  the  work  was  generally  well  done,  and 
often  particularly  so. 

**Tne  explanation  of  the  meanings  and  allusions  of  passages  quoted  from 
the  play  was  generally  feeble,  meagre,  and  inaccurate.  'Fne  amount  of  aimless 
— t  would  almost  say  dishonest — ^guessing  was  most  reprehensible. 

*'The  'South  Sea  Discovery,'  'Irish  Wolves,' and  the  'Stalking  Horse' 
formed  fertile  ground  for  a  crop  of  rank  nonsense. 

"  No  doubt  the  first  expression  is  of  very  uncertain  meaning,  but  that  is 
no  reason  why  it  should  be  confounded  with  the  South  Sea  Bubble." 

"  Irish  wolves  howl  at  the  moon,  I  am  told,  because  they  want  to  get  at  her, 
but  they  know  they  can't ;  because  by  her  light  their  prey  are  enabled  to  see 
them  (the  wolves)  and  thus  escape ;  and  one  remai'ks,  that  after  wolves  were 
extinct  in  England  large  packs  were  taken  across  to  Ireland. 

"  The  stalking  horse  appears  sometimes  at  full  ffallop,  with  the  huntsman 
either  beneath,  behind,  on,  or  inside,  according  to  taste. 

"  One  says  that  it  was  an  instrument  of  torture  outside  the  prison,  on  which 
criminals  had  to  sit  for  periods  in  proportion  to  their  crime. 

"  A  notable  exception  to  my  remarks  regarding  the  answers  given  to  this 
uestion  is  the  case  of  the  Episcopal  Training  CJollege,  Edinburgh,  where  the 
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ground  appears  to  have  been  most  thoroughly  and  systematically  gone  over. 
Tbe  Edinburgh  Free  Church  College  is  also  here  much  above  the  average  of 
the  other  ooUeges, 

''The  remainder  of  the  paper  was,  for  the  most  part,  satisfactorily  done, 
and  showed  often  a  careful  and  thoughUul  knowledge  of  the  subject." 

Mr.  Strutbers  reports  : — 

*'  It  has  been  said,  and  perhaps  with  some  truth,  that  normal  students  who  Geography, 
have  not  been  pupil-teachers  are,  to  put  it  broadly,  more  intelligent  than  those  First  year, 
who  have  served  an  apprenticeship.  The  effect  of  an  almost  exclusively 
practical  training  is  to  deaden  their  intellectual  faculties.  But,  however  this 
may  be,  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  culturing  efEect  on  pupil-teachers 
of  the  literary  side  of  normal  work.  Acting  teachers  are,  in  most  cases,  pupil- 
teachers  who  have  not  had  the  benefit  of  this  literary  education,  and  whose 
training  has  been  exclusively  practical,  and  the  difference  between  the  papers 
of  the  ^o  classes  in  such  a  subject  as  geography,  where  the  difference  might 
be  expected  to  be  least  manifest,  is  enormous. 

"  The  outline  of  the  east  coast  of  England  was  generally  well  done,  the 
west  coast  of  Scotland,  as  a  rule,  poorlv.  In  every  college  there  were  a  few 
striking  exceptions.  In  many  cases,  however,  the  outhne  of  the  Firth  of 
Clyde  was  the  only  part  drawn  with  any  approach  to  accuracy ;  the  rest  of 
the  coast  exhibited  a  succession  of  entirely  arbitrary  indentations. 

"  The  answer  to  the  second  question  was  often  given  with  a  startling  fulness 
of  detail.  This  is  in  itself  praiseworthy,  provided  a  due  regard  be  had  to 
perspective,  but  when  important  tributaries  and  the  most  insignificant  streams, 
leading  commercial  towns  and  obscure  villages,  are  apparently  put  on  a  level, 
the  real  value  of  the  knowledge,  so  laboriously  acquired,  is  more  than  doubt- 
ful. One  constantly  finds  in  schools  the  most  erroneous  ideas  as  to  the 
relative  importance  of  places,  and  in  this  matter  there  is  reason  to  believe  the 
children  frequently  only  reflect  the  ideas  of  their  teachers. 

''  This  fedse  perspective  came  out  stiU  more  strongly  in  the  answers  to  the 
3rd  question.  It  would  be  hard,  in  reference  to  this  question,  to  fix  a  standard 
list,  deviations  from  which  were  to  be  counted  mistakes,  and  accordingly  a 
reasonable  latitude  of  choice  was  allowed,  but  to  place,  as  was  not  unfrequently 
done,  Aden,  New  Westminster,  Wellington,  St,  John's  (Newfoundland), 
Ottawa,  if  not  exactly  at  the  head  of  the  list,  at  least  before  such  cities  as 
Calcutta  and  Melbourne,  argues  that  kind  of  acquaintance  with  details  which 
is  not  knowledge; 

**  In  the  answers  to  the  1 0th  question,  and,  to  some  extent,  in  the  answers 
to  the  9th,  this  defedt  was  also  prominent. 

*'  The  4th  and  8th  questions  were  generally  well  done. 

*'  The  5th  question  was  one  for  which  it  was  easy  to  obtain  marks,  but  a 
qruestion  of  this  kind  is  calculated,  almost  more  than  any  other,  to  bring  out 
tnose  qualities  of  imagination  and  power  of  description  so  valuable  in  a 
teacher,  and  accordingly  it  was  only  to  answers  which  displayed  these  qualities 
that  the  highest  marks  were  assigned.  It  was  gratifying  to  find  this  ques- 
tion so  weU  answered  by  a  considerable  proportion  of  students  from  all  the 
collies. 

The  6th  question  was  chiefly  noticeable  for  the  polemical  style  of  treatment 
which  it  frequently  received,  laudation  of  the  Celtic  character  and  fierce 
denunciations  of  landlordism  alternai^ng  with  charges  of  indolence  and  of 
'  love  of  whisky.' 

**  The  all  but  perfect  uniformity — sometimes  almost  verbal  identity — of  the 
answers  to  the  7th  question  from  the  students  of  at  least  two  of  the  Training 
Colleges  would  seem  to  indicate  that  it  had  been  anticipated  in  lecture  in  the 
ordinary  course.  This  question  is  responsible  for  more  unintelligent  answering 
than  any  other.  There  seemed  to  be  a  widespread  belief  that  when  the  sun 
sets  every  day  in  the  northern  hemisphere  it  rises  in  the  southern,  in  other 
words,  that  the  earth  revolves  round  its  axis  from  S.  to  N.  instead  of  from 
W.  to  E. 

"  Next  to  the  map  exercise,  the  most  important  question  on  the  paper  was 
the  last.  Here  the  students  were  not  unfrequently  hampered  bv  a  rigid 
adherence  to  the  stereotyped  division  of  subject  into  '  matter,'  *  method,'  and 
*  illustration.'    Some  nrefixed  to  these  an  •  introduction '  of  the  merely  formal 
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and  eiltirelv  useless  character.  There  is  no  inherent  virtue  in  these  divisions, 
and  in  giving  '  Notes  of  a  Lesson '  on  any  subject,  the  student  should  adopt 
such  an  arrangement  as  the  particular  subject  naturaUj  suf^gests.  What  is 
wanted  is  a  plain  statement,  in  the  most  compact  form,  of  what  it  is  she 
means  to  do,  and  how  she  would  set  about  it,  bringing  into  relief  those  points, 
which,  having  regard  to  the  age  of  the  children,  their  previous  knowledge,  and 
the  nature  of  the  subject,  her  experience  as  a  teacher  suggests  should  be 
attended  to. 

"  In  the  notes  given  there  was  a  constant  disregard  of  the  logic  of  defini- 
tion. Surely  to  tell  a  young  child  that  a  hill  is  a  '  lofty  elevation '  is  a  dark- 
ening  of  counsel. 

^*  Altogether  the  paper  was  one  suited  to  bring  out  general  intelligenoe, 
sense  of  proportion,  power  of  arrangement  and  of  description,  rather  than 
knowledge  of  detail,  and  when  regard  is  had  to  the  necessarily  varying  degrees 
of  natural  ability  among  the  students,  the  answers  given  may  be  stiid  to  show 
that  this  side  of  the  subject  receives  a  due  amount  of  attention  in  the  Training 
Colleges.*' 

Mr.  King  reports  : — 

JBecond  year.  "  Of  270  female  students,  109  are  exempted  from  taking  this  paper,  I  pre- 
sume, because  they  obtained  a  sufficiently  high  mark  in  geography  at  the  end 
of  the  first  year.  In  looking  at  the  work  of  the  remainder,  therefore,  it  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  it  is  the  work  of  students  who  have  been  rather  back- 
ward in  this  subject.  Map-drawing  continues  to  vary'greatly  in  quality.  In 
some  cases  the  outline  of  India  is  given  with  wonderful  accuracy,  while  in  the 
worst  cases  it  is  merely  an  inverted  pyramid  with  fancy  indentations.  The  last 
question  was  not,  as  a  rule,  well  answered  ;  very  few  brought  out  the  sense  of 
tne  passage  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  the  lesson  either  interesting  or  instructive 
to  a  senior  class." 

Mr.  Harvey  reports  : — 

History.  "  History  papers  have  been,  for  several  years,  intrusted  to  me  for  revision. 

First  year.  Last  year  I  reported  that  the  papers  were  more  satisfactory  than  formerly,  and 
this  year  the  improvement  seems  to  be  maintained.  In  almost  all  cases  the 
students  have  acauired  an  adequate  knowledge  of  the  historical  facts  of  the 
prescribed  perioa.  Irrelevant  answers  were,  as  usual,  to  be  met  with,  and 
sometimes  a  want  of  intelligent  comprehension  of  the  ouestion  was  noticeable. 
"  (No.  2.)  *  Was  Napoleon's  imprisonment  justifiaole,'  &c.,  and  (No.  4.) 
'  Describe  the  social  condition  of  Ireland,'  8ic.,  seem  to  have  been  felt  the  most 
difficult  of  all  the  questions.  I  think  that,  after  a  year's  instruction,  all  the 
students  might  reasonably  be  expected  to  give  succinct  and  intelligent  answers 
to  questions  such  as  those  mentioned  above." 

Mr.  Jolly  reports : — 

Second  year.  <«  1.  The  papers  were  good  as  a  whole,  many  very  good,  and  some  superior. 

One  college,  however,  showed  considerable  inaccuracy.  • 

"  2.  Their  chief  fault  was  the  over-use  of  memory,  with  reproduction  of  the 
words  of  the  text-book,  one  college  showing  this  markedly.  In  paper  after 
paper,  especially  in  certain  questions,  the  same  words  were  employed  till  it 
became  more  than  monotonous.  You  grew  not  a  little  tired  of  hearing  about 
*  the  throne  of  the  Guelphs,'  *  Burke's  stately  eloquence,'  '  the  young  and 
beautiful  Queen,  surrounded  by  greedy  and  treacherous  foes,'  &c.  Such 
memory-grind  is  bad  in  mere  scholars,  but  intolerable  in  student-teachers, 
taught  in  Training  Colleges,  and  points  to  grave  faults  of  tuition. 

*'  3.  Questions  involving  the  mere  statement  of  facts  were,  as  a  rule,  chosen 
in  preference  to  those  requiring  thought,  and  these  were  generally  done  with 
great,  and  in  many  cases  with  excessive,  fulness.  This  is  a  further  proof  of 
the  abuse  of  memory  in  teaching,  which,  it  would  appear,  is  not  confined  to 
our  schools.  I  venture  to  think,  therefore,  that  higher  marks  should  be  given 
for  questions  involving  thought. 

*'  4.  The  marks  obtained  for  the  hist  question,  the  only  one  on  the  teaching 
of  the  subject,  were  much  lower  than  they  should  have  been,  and  the  answers 
were  very  unsatisfactory.     Most  students  gave  a  mere  narrative  of  facts,  and 
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ifaose  who  classifier)  them  did  not  sufficiently  think  of  the  pupils  to  he  taught, 
and  the  time  at  disposal.  Method,  including  suggestions  as  to  the  manner  of 
presenting  the  subject  to  children,  was  generally  ignored,  while,  as  a  rule,  not 
even  the  form  of  notes  on  any  plan  was  adopted.  Such  treatment  of  such  a 
question  by  future  teachers,  just  leaving  a  Training  College,  surely  indicates 
aerious  errw  in  the  teaching  of  history  in  these  institutions." 

Mr,  Bathgate  reports  : — 

"  I  need  hardly  say  that  I  fully  agree  with  Dr.  Wilson  in  his  remarks  on  School  manage- 
tlie  exceptional  difficulty  of  attaining  high  results  in  this  subject  in  the  first  mcDt. 
year  of  study,  owing  to  the  absence  of  regular  instruction  in  school  manage-  First  vear. 
ment  during  the  pupil-teacher  course.    At  the  same  time,  most  of  the  students 
have  obtained,  by  their  experience  in  teaching,  a  considerable  familiarity  with 
the  details  of  school  work,  and  if  this  experience  be  corrected,  consolidated, 
and  methodised  by  a  judicious  course  of  training,  theoretical  as  well  as  prac- 
tical, in  the  Normal  College,  very  satisfactory  progress  may  be  made  in  a 
year. 

"  I  am  confirmed  in  this  view  by  the  study  of  these  papers,  as  the  answers 
from  certain  coUeffes,  on  the  whole,  show  how  this  work  ought  to  be  done, 
just  as  clearly  as  those  from  other  colleges  show  how  it  ought  not  to  be  done. 

*'  Before  calhng  attention  to  cases  m  which  the  work  is  unsatisfactory,  I 
think  it  advisable  to  grive  a  few  notes  on  the  answers  given  to  each  question. 

"  I.  As  there  was  only  one  student  not  proceeding  to  a  second  year's  train- 
ing, and  therefore,  taking  the  question  on  registration,  I  need  not  comment 
on  this  subject. 

''IE.  1.  The  question  on  dialogue  reading  lessons  was  prethr  well  answered ; 
the  expedient  of  assigning  the  parts  of  the  dialogue  to  individual  scholars  was 
less  frequently  recommended  than  it  might  have  been. 

"  2.  The  question  about  the  stage  of  progress  at  which  the  alphabet  should 
be  taught  was,  in  many,  perhaps  in  most  cases,  intelligently  discussed  with 
reference  to  the  alphabetic,  phonic,  and  'look  and  say'  methods.  Great 
diversity  of  view  was  expressed  within  the  papers  of  the  same  college,  some- 
what too  great,  in  my  opinion.  While  a  premature  dogmatism  on  the 
part  of  the  students  is,  no  doubt,  to  be  deprecated,  grea^r  uniformity  of 
method  might  be  expected  among  the  students  of  the  same  college. 

**I1T.  1.  The  question  about  copy-setting  and  teaching  to  write  was  gene- 
rally well  answered. 

"  2.  The  subject  of  composition  was  fairly  discussed.  The  preparation  for 
composition  in  answering  by  sentences,  and  in  the  formation  of  sentences  from 
given  subjects,  should  be  much  more  frequently  noticed. 

^'  Under  the  head  of  writing,  one  student  curiously  says  that '  the  pen  should 
be  held  bet\ireen  the  thumb  and  the  fourth  finger.' 

"IV.  1.  'llie  question  on  mental  arithmetic  was  creditably  answered,  and 
suitably  illustrated. 

"  2.  The  subject  of  numeration  and  notation  was  flEtirly,  although  often  un- 
methodically handled. 

**  V.  2.  The  question  on  the  senses  was  fairiy  answered. 

**  VI.  1.  The  sulject  of  recitation  is  treated  with  fair  success,  although  the 
scope  of  the  passage  chosen  is  not,  as  a  rule,  clearly  given. 

**  2.  Learamg  by  heart  is  well  discussed  in  some  of  the  colleges,  and  not  so 
well  in  others. 

"  VIL  1.  Arithmetic  and  formal  grammar  are  contrasted  with  fair  intelli- 
gence in  many  of  the  papers,  but  the  students  too  seldom  see  the  concrete 
nature  of  the  examples  in  the  former  subject,  and  the  purely  abstract  nature  of 
grammar. 

2.  ''  The  question  about  the  mental  differences  of  infancy  and  childhood  is 
pretty  well  answered  in  some  cases,  but  there  is  a  want  of  consideration  for 
the  practical  wants  of  these  different  classes,  as  well  as  a  tendency  to  use 
psychological  terms  without  understanding  them. 

VIII.  '*  The  Notes  of  a  Lesson  are,  in  most  cases,  creditably  done  according 
to  the  lights  of  the  students,  but  their  idea  of  method  is  not  so  good  as  it  might 
be.  One  great  obstacle  to  improvement  is  the  use  of  the  stereot3rped  arrange- 
ment c^ed  '  Heads — Matter -^nd  Method.'  Carefnl  training  in  the  writing 
of  preois  should  be  substituted  for  this  meaninglees  scheme.    It  would  produce 
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much  greater  clearness  in  the  minds  of  the  students^  and  would  teach  them  to 
summarise  their  facts  under  titles,  and  not  in  awkward  sentences,  which 
too  offcen  leave  the  notes  of  a  lesson  in  the  form  of  a  clumsy  narrative  or 
description. 

*'  The  suhjects  of  the  lesson  are  handled  with  creditahle  knowledge  and 
intelligence.  Extraordinary  statements  are  sometimes  made,  as  when  in  notes 
of  a  lesson  on  the  '  Restoration,'  it  is  said, '  this  lesson  is  to  give  them  a  know- 
ledge of  one  of  the  greatest  events  of  the  Stuart  period,  and  to  allow  them  to 
.     deduce  previous  events  from  it.'. 

"  I  might  quote  examples  of  very  diffuse  and  irrelevant  answers  from  one 
college,  and  I  have  a  long  list  of  bad  spelling  from  another,  but  I  do  not  wish 
to  occupy  time  by  adducing  any  specimens  that  are  not  characteristic  and 
instructive. 

"  As  I  have  said,  I  think  that  the  work  done  in  several  of  the  colleges  is 
veiy  hopeful,  and .  in  one  at  least  decidedly  satis&ctory,  and  I  see  no  reason 
why  the  other  colleges  should  not  rise  to  the  level  of  ficse  examples.  I  do 
not  presume  to  suggest  how  much  time  should  be  given  to  this  subject,  but  it 
seems  to  me  that,  in  view  of  its  supreme  importance,  more  time  should  be 
found  for  it.  Weak  results  could  thus  be  made  strong,  and  nothing  would 
so  much  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  average  teacher  issuing  from  the  Training 
College.  No  Inspector  can  discharge  his  daily  duties  in  school  without  feeling 
convinced  that,  however  desirable  increased  culture  may  be  in  the  teacher,  a 
thorough  training  in  method  is  tenfold  more  needful." 

Mr.  Marshall  reports : — 

Second  year.  **Tbe  questions  on  school  hygiene  are  very  differently  answered  in  the 

diff^ent  colleges.  The  first  question  is  physiological,  and  affords  the  students 
an  opportunity  of  exhibiting  their  scientinc  knowledge.  In  many  cases  the 
practical  result  comes  to  little,  and  the  information  given  amounts  only  to 
trivial  reflections  on  the  necessity  of  fresh  air. 

**  In  some  colleges  {e.g.^  Moray  House)  the  second  question  was  answered 
very  satisf^torily.  The  knowleoge  of  the  proper  construction  of  a  school- 
room, embracing  its  shape,  height,  lighting,  and  desk-system,  &c.,  is  generally 
full  and  accurate,  and  will  be  valuable,  if  applied  in  actual  school  hfe.  To 
many  of  the  students,  however,  school  hygiene  seems  a  new  subject,  and  it 
evidently  has  not  received  much  attention  in  the  colleges. 

"  As  formerly,  the  question  on  the  time-table  has  b^n  anticipated,  atid  each 
college  is  represented  ny  its  typical  time-table,  even  down  to  the  precise  school 
hours.  The  organisation  is  generally  disregarded,  although  that  is.  the  most 
important  factor  after  the  distribution  of  time  over  the  different  subjects. 

"The  registration  is  generally  correctly  done,  except  as  regards  the  method 
of  finding  the  annual  average,  wiiioti  is  too  oftoi  haphaiard. 

*'  In  answering  section  Vll.  B.,  the  students  are  apt  to  forget  what  constitutes 
an  attendancev 

"  Notes  of  a  lesson  are  intended  to  teach  method,  and  also  to  foster  prepara- 
tion for  school  practice.  Generally  they  take  the  form  of  composition,  and 
very  properly  so,  in  my  opinion.  Of  flie  six  subjects  set  down,  climate  is 
oftenest  taken,  and  the  knowledge  shown  is  ample  and  accurate. 

'*  The  Aristotelian  maxim, '  Nihil  est  in  intelleetu  quod  non  j^rius  fuerit  <in 
sensu/  which  Comenius  apjdies  in  relation  to  sensible  instruction,  is  not  well 
understood  even  in  its  edueational  bearing.  The  necessity  of  olgeot  instruction 
is  broadly  insisted  on,  but  the  in^nnrtant  relation  of  sense  to  intelleot  is  not 
shown.  When  we  cultivate  tiie  senses  we  cultivate  the  intelleot ;  indeed,  th« 
intellect  is  only  sense  at  a  higher  power  under  the  form  of  universality. 

*'  The  danger  of  dealing  with  abstract  notions,  which  oonvey  nothing  to  the 
understanding^  of  the  chud,  is  often  well  enlarged  on,  and  tiie  necessity  not 
merely  of  havmg  pictures,  but  of  seeing  things  '  in  natura '  (with  CkMnentus),  is 
also  adequately  emphasized. 

'*  The  psychological  section  seems  to  me  less  satisfactory.  The  students  do 
not  ffiil  to  distin^ish  induction  from  deduction,  but  when  they  come  to 
exemplify  the  distinction,  the  illustrations  sometimes  show  misconception  of 
.    the  two  processes. 

"  Except  in  the  Aberdeen  Colleges,  the  independence  of  the  two  steps^  ib 
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also  genendly  neglected.  The  way  in  which  notions  are  elaborated  is  care* 
fully  Drought  out  b^  some  of  the  Aberdeen  students.  Too  often,  however, 
analysis  and  synthesis  are  confounded. . 

"  In  like  manner  a  nominal  definition  of  attention  ia  nearly  always  given, 
but  the  process  itself  is  not  differentiated.  The  relation  of  attention  to 
abstraction  and  reflection  is  scarcely  mooted — ^much  less  that  between  sense 
and  wilL 

**  Few  take  up  the  sul^ect  of  individuality,  and  those  who  do  seem  to  under-* 
estimate  its  importuice  in  the  formation  of  character,  and  are  not  sufficiently 
careful  in  trainmg  the  function  of  education  proper  as  the  moral  formation  of 
the  individuality.  The  nature  and  place  of  school  rewards  are  accurately 
stated  by  the  students,  and  the  impression  left  by  their  remarks  is  that  the 
love  of  knowledge  for  its  own  sake  has  been  duly  insisted  on  in  the  Training 
Collie. 

**  Tne  historical  question  on  Frobel  is  very  unequally  answered.  Some  of 
the  colleges  have  evidently  given  little  attention  to  Frobers  life  or  work,  and 
in  many  cases  the  relation  of  his  system  to  that  of  Pestalozzi  is  ignored. 

"  It  is  not  seen  that  the  Kinaei^arten  was  meant  as  a  preparation  for  the 
elementary  school,  and  the  essential  character  of  the  gifts  and  occupations,  as 
bringing  with  them  spontaneous  work,  is  too  seldom  brought  into  relief." 

Mr.  Walker  reports : — 

"  The  similarity  of  many  of  the  answers  showed  that  they  had  got  up  the  Domesdc 
text-books  well,  and  had  a  competent  rote-work  acquabtance  with  the  subject.  Economy 
but  few  of  the  papers  showed  much  that  was  more  creditable.    It  was  notice- 
able,  too,  that  questions  requiring  exact  knowledge,  e.g..  Question  3,  were 
generally  passed  over.    If  they  were  attempted,  the  exact  knowledge  was  not 
forthcoming. 

"  Only  two  fell  below  50  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  paper ;  the  great 
majority  got  from  80  to  90  per  cent,  of  the  marks,  lliere  was,  of  course,  the 
usual  amount  of  careless  reading  of  the  Questions,  one  candidate  giving  not^  on. 
'  soup '  in  place  of  '  soap,'  and  some  eignt  or  nine  giving  instructions  as  to  the 
kind  of  food  required  '  by  an  invalid '  instead  of '  by  an  individual.' 

**  While  the  answers  were  thus  generally  satisfaotonr  as  to  matter,  there  was 
verv  much  to  be  desired  as  to  form.  Much,  indeed  most  of  the  writing  was 
bad,  i.e.,  not  easily  read.  It  was  generally  much  too  small  and  too  light ; 
close,  and  cramped,  and  crowded ;  with  long  letters  much  too  long,  fs  not 
stroked,  i's  not  dotted,  and  with  very  little  attention  paid  to  punctuation  or 
division  of  sentences." 

Dr.  Smith  reports : — 

"I  have  to  speak  well  of  the  performance  of  the  papers  on  domestic 
economy.  Nearly  every  candidate  answered  the  full  number  of  questions 
she  was  allowed  to  attempt,  and,  in  most  cases,  the  answers  were  as  full  ai 
the  time  and  spaos  would  admit.  I  was  also  well  satisfied,  generally  speaking,, 
with  the  method  and  character  of  most  of  the  answers." 

Mr.  Boyd  reports  :— 

"The  exercises  in  translation  from  the  prescribed  book  are,  as  a  whole,  French, 
satisfactorily  done,  the  passages  being  correctly  rendered  into  good  Engliah  by  First  year, 
a  very  fair  proportion  of  the  students.    A  frequent  weakness,  however,  is  the 
unvarying  use  of  the  English  mood  which  resembles  the  French  one  in  form, 
even  when  it  does  not  bring  out  its  exact  meaning! 

"The  translation  of  English  sentences  into  French  is,  throughout,  the 
poorest  part  of  the  work.  It  is  well  done  by  individuals  here  and  there,  but 
there  is  much  and  very  general  blundering  in  both  accidence  and  idiom. 

"  The  questions  on  the  details  of  grammar  are  better  answered,  but  here  also 
there  is  considerable  room  for  improvement,  especially  in  acquaintance  with 
the  irregular  verbs." 

Mr.  Bobertfion  reports : — 

"Translation  from  French  is,  as  a  rule,  very  fairly  done;  but  the  attempts  Sedoadyear. 
at  French  composition  show,  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  students,  a  very  scanty

vocalmliary,  a  liaasy  knowtedse  of  ^e  sjntax  of  involvwl  seotoioeft,  and,  par- 
tkmlarlj,  much  ignorance  cS  the  proper  use  of  the  tenses  ol  tha  indioatiTe 
mood,  except  the  present  and  the  future. 

*"nie^grammatieal  section  of  the  paper /^ve  much  trouble  to  the  students. 
Rareljr'was  one  half  of  the  homonyms  giren  correothr  diseriminsted,  and  the 
teachmg  c^  simple  etymology  still  seems  iinuffieient.'' 

Gbnebal  Bemabks. 
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English* 
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An  alternative  is  now  allowed.  This  remores  the  objection  which  I 
have  repeatedly  made  to  the  subject  proposed  for  recitation  being 
confined  to  one  book.  One  long  piece,  well  and  accurately  conunitted  to 
memory,  is,  no  doubt,  a  positive  gain  to  the  students,  but  a  judicious 
selection  of  three  or  four  shorter  extracts  from  standard  authors  is,  in 
my  opinion,  better  fitted  to  sustain  their  interest,  and  is,  in  the  end, 
more  likely  to  be  retained  as  a  permanent  acquisition,  than  a  long 
passage  of  several  hundred  lines  from  one  author.  This  may  contain 
many  beauti^l  images  and  not  a  few  suggestive  ideas,  but  mixed  up 
with  much  that  tends  rather  to  burden  the  memory  than  to  enlighten 
the  mind,  or  to  improve  the  heart. 

The  work  of  the  first  year  is  increased  by  the  addition  of  the  3rd  and 
4th  Books  of  Euclid,  while  that  of  the  second  year  is  made  m(»re  com* 
plete  by  the  addition  of  the  whole  of  the  6th  Book  of  Euclid  and  his 
definition  of  proportion. 

The  work  for  each  year  is  now  clearly  defined,  and  a  short  passage 
of  easy  unseen  Latin  prose  is  added  to  the  work  of  the  second  year,  to 
test  more  thoroug^y  the  idiomatic  knowledge  and  savoir  /aire  of  the 
students. 

As  it  is  the  function  of  the  Training  College  to  prepare  its  students 
for  the  work  of  the  elementary  school,  and  as  many  of  the  candidates 
for  admission  show  only  a  limited  acquaintance  with  some  of  the  more 
important  subjects  even  of  their  pupil-teacher  course  of  instruction, 
English  parsing,  and  the  history  and  geography  of  their  own  country 
must,  for  a  time,  continue  to  form  an  integral  part  of  the  course  pre- 
scribed for  the  first  year  of  residence.  It  should,  therefore,  be  the 
main  object  of  the  authorities  to  see  that  students,  during  this  year,  are 
carefully  and  thoroughly  instructed  in  all  the  branches  required  in  the 
elementary  schooL 

I  have  so  often  reported  in  detail  on  these  subjects  that  it  may 
suffice,  on  the  present  occasion,  to  remark  that  the  results  were,  as  a 
rule,  very  satisfactory,  and,  in  some  cases,  reached  a  high  standard  of 
excellence,  more  especially  on  the  female  side. 

In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  a  report  from  the  Directress  of  Needle- 
work, I  may  state  that  I  examined,  as  minutely  as  the  time  at  my 
disposal  would  permit,  the  specimens  of  sewing,  &c.  worked  by  the 
students  of  both  years  in  all  the  colleges,  and  had  every  reason  to  be 
thoroughly  satisfied  with  (he  results  of  the  year's  instruction. 

This  subject  is  daily  becoming  more  and  more  importeuit,  and  the 
time  cannot  be  far  distant  when  the  teachuig  of  gymnastics  vnll  be 
made  compulsory  in  our  elementary  schools.  In  anticipation  of  this, 
arrangements  have  been  made  in  all  our  colleges  with  one  exception, 
and  this,  I  hope,  will  soon  cease  to  be  an  exception,  to  give  regular  and 
systematic  instruction  in  military  drill  to  all  tiie  niale  students,  and  in 
CBdistbenics  and  in  such  parts  of  military  drill  as  are  applicable  to  theii* 
case,  to  all  the  female  students.  These  exercises  are  under  the  direction 
and  superintendence  (A  properly  qualified  instructors^  uid  have,  I  anx 
informed,  been  productive  of  much  benefit  to  the  general  health  of  ^e

students,  besides  preparing  them  thoroughlj  for  giying  similar  instruc- 
tion in  their  future  schools. 

Thie  lesscms  given  bj  the  students  were  quite  equal  to  the  average  of  Teaching, 
former  years.  The  notes  of  the  three  prepared  lessons  were,  as  a  rule, 
well  drawn  up,  neatlj  written  out,  and,  in  some  cases,  beautifully  UlUs- 
traied  with  p^-and-ink  sketches,  while  the  subjects  were  more  carefully 
chosen  and  less  ambitious  than  on  some  former  occasions.  These 
notes  are  a  valuable  addition  to  the  exercise,  and  a  guarantee  that  a 
certain  range  of  subjects  has  been  mastered,  and  much  ui^ful  information 
acquired,  during  the  session. 

As  on  former  oecasions,  I  give  a  tabular  statement  of  the  subjects  Tabular  state-

It  thus  appears  that  of  the  1,242  Notes  of  Lessons  presented  to  me 
810,  or  65*21  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  were  on  the  elementary 
subjects  of  reading,  grammar,  geography,  history,  and  arithmetic,  while 
432,  or  84 '  78  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  were  mainly  on  such 
subjects  as  iind  a  place  in  our  ordinary  school-books. 

In  addition  to  these  prepared  lessons,  I  saw,  as  far  as  my  time  would  A  valuable 
permit,  the  students  of  some  of  the  colleges  at  work  in  the  different  addition  to  the 
departments  of  the  practising  school.     They  taught  in  relays  to  suit  the  P'^P*'^ 
size  of  the  class-room,  and  took  up  whatever  sui^ect  the  class  happened  ^^°^' 
to  be  occupied  with  at  the  time — ^reading,  geography,  arithmetic,  &c. 
The  work  of  the  department  went  on  as  usual,  die  discipline  mid  order 
remained  quite  undisturbed,  and  to  the  onlooker  eyerydiing  seemed  in 
its  normal  condition.    This  is  an  important  auxiliary  to  the  prepared 
lesson,  and  I  regret  that  the  limited  time  at  my  disposal  did  not  allow 
me  to  extend  the  experiment  to  all  the  colleges,  but  I  feel  assured 
that  the  results  would  have  been  equally  satisfactory*

The  Normal  College  and  the  University.  . 

At  a  time  when  the  relative  advantages  of  the  Normal  College  and 
the  University  as  places  of  training  for  the  teacher  of  the  elementarj^ 
school  are  so  keenly  discussed,  it  may  not  he  out  of  place  to  slate 
shortly  what  has  been  done  by  the  authorities  of  the  former  to  provide 
suitable  practising  schools  in  connection  with  all  the  colleges  in  Scotland. 
These  are  as  necessary  to  a  todning  institution  as  a  well-appointed 
hospital  is  to  a  medical  school.  Indeed,  a  system  of  practical  instraction 
in  school-keeping,  &c,  would  now  be  considered  as  incomplot^^  without 
the  one,  as  a  course  of  medical  education  without  the  other. 

In  the  general  system  of  training  pursned  in  the  Normal  College,  the 
true  aim  of  all  the  student's  work,  ue  educating  and  training  of  otliers,  is 
never  lost  sight  of.  Each  lecturer  knows,  from  practical  experience,  the 
best  method  of  teaching  his  own  subject  in  an  elementary  school,  and  avails 
himself  of  every  opportunity  of  bringing  this  knowledge  to  bear  on  the 
daily  work  of  his  class.  On  the  master  of  method,  however,  this 
important  duty  mainly  devolves.  In  all  his  lectures  he  ever  keeps 
steadily  in  view  the  fact  that  the  great  design  of  a  Normal  College  is  to 
train  teachers,  first,  by  instructing  them  in  the  most  approved  methods 
of  school-keeping  and  of  imparting  knowledge  to  the  young;  and, 
secondly,  by  carefully  showing  them  how  to  observe  the  various  pro- 
cesses of  instruction  pursued  in  the  different  classes  of  the  practising 
school,  and  then  allowing  them  to  take  part  in  the  work  themselves. 

With  every  college  there  is  connected  a  large  elementary  school, 
called  the  practising  or  model  school,  in  which  the  students,  under  the 
guidance  and  direction  of  the  master  of  method,  not  only  see  the  various 
processes  of  instraction  in  actual  operation  under  experienced  teachers, 
but  also  have  repeated  opportunities,  as  temporary  assistants,  of  making 
themselves  acquainted  with  all  the  details  of  these  processes,  and  with 
the  different  parts  of  school-keeping,  registration,  &c.  In  this  way  the 
students,  during  their  residence,  are  supposed  to  be  more  or  less  in- 
structed in  the  best  methods  of  teaching  all  the  subjects  usually  taught 
in  the  elementary  school.  They  should,  at  least,  have  been  present  at 
one  lesson  in  every  stage  of  each  subject  given  by  a  teecher  ot  approved 
skill  and  experience,  and  have  then  shown  by  their  notes  that  they 
fully  understood  and  appreciated  each  step  in  the  process.  When  to 
this  is  added  the  criticism  lesson,  the  centre  of  the  training  system,  the 
termintu  ad  quern  of  all  the  instruction  and  training  in  the  Normal 
Collie,  nothing  seems  wanting  to  make  up  a  complete  course  of 
instruction  and  training  in  the  practice  of  teaching  and  school-keeping. 

Here  lies  the  great  point  of  difference  between  the  Normal  CoU^e 
and  the  University.  The  one  has  a  large,  well-appointed,  and  ad- 
mirably-conducted practising  and  model  school,  the  other  has  not,  and, 
as  at  present  constituted,  never  could  have  such  an  appendage,  or  rather 
such  a  burden  as  would  be  involved  in  the  maintenance  and  manage- 
ment of  a  large  elementary  school  with  a  staff  and  accommodation  for 
say  1,000  children.  Without  such  a  school  the  University  could  never 
undertake,  without  the  mout  serious  injury  to  the  cause  of  education, 
the  instruction  and  training  of  the  elementary  teachers  of  Scotland. 
Associated  with  the  Normal  Colkiges  they  have  done  good  work. 
Annually  a  large  number  of  teachers  have  been  sent  out,  not  only 
admirably  qualified  for  the  general  conduct  of  the  elementary  school, 
but  also  well  fitted  to  give  instruction  in  the  secondary  or  nniversity 
subjects.  Fn  a  word,  neither  the  University  by  itself,  nor  the  Normal 
College  by  itself,  but  a  judicious  combination  of  the  two,  provides  (he 
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best  system  of  instructioa  and  training  for  the  teacher  of  the  elementary 
schod. 

Availing  themselveB  of  the  permission  of  your  Lordships^  the  aatho- 
rities  of  the  Training  Collies  in  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  and  Aberdeen, 
sent  78  students  to  Sie  Universitj  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  in 
November  last.  These  students,  along  with  those  now  in  their  second 
year  of  university  attendance  (making  in  all  163),  will,  in  terms  of  the 
Scotch  Code  (Art.  102  (b)\  undergo  a  special  examination  in  April  on 
the  work  of  the  session,  and,  if  the  results  be  satisfactory,  they  (the 
78  first  year  students)  may  enter  the  University  in  November  next, 
while  they  have  the  benefit  of  their  marks  towards  making  up  the 
summary  matk  at  Christmas  1887.  Those  who  enter  the  University  in 
November  1887  wiU  be  again  examined  in  April  1888  on  the  same 
conditions  and  with  the  same  privileges  as  on  the  previous  oc<Uunon, 
and  may,  if  they  feel  inclined,  and  get  the  permission  of  the  authorities, 
take  a  mird  session  at  the  University.  This,  however,  they  do  without 
the  official  sanction  of  the  Scotch  education  Department,  which  (Art. 
102  (h)  of  the  Code)  recognises  attendance  at  the  University  only 
during  the  period  of  actual  attendance  at  the  Training  College,  i.e^  for 
two  sessions.  The  advantages  to  the  student,  however,  are  so  great, 
that  I  msLj  be  excused  for  again  bringing  the  matter  under  the  notice 
of  your  Lordships,  in  the  hope  that  the  official  sanction  may  yet  be 
extended  to  a  third  session.  This  wonld  enable  the  student,  along  with 
his  professional  course  in  the  Training  College,  to  complete  a  curriculum 
of  three  consecutive  sessions  at  the  University,  and  thus  bring  the 
crowning  reward  of  university  exertion — the  degree  c^  M.A.— *£urly 
within  his  reach. 

In  addition  to  the  163  students  mentioned  above,  there  are  at  present 
28  other  students  attending  the  University,  Taken  together,  we  have 
thus  the  large  number  of  191  students  availing  thems^ves  of  the  invalu- 
able privileges  granted  by  your  Lordships,  and  enjoying  opportunities 
of  literary  and  professional  training  such  as  the  teachers  of  Scotland 
have  rarely  enjoyed  in  such  numbers  and  to  such  advantage. 

As  it  may  be  interesting,  I  give  the  following  tabular  statement  of 
the  number  of  students  who  attended  the  University  finom'l874  to  1886 
inclusive,  although  the  present  system  of  attendance  was  not  fully 
introduced  till  1877 :—

It  thus  appeals  that  the  nmnber  of  universitj  students  has  graduallj 
risen  from  33  in  1874  to  191  in  1886|  or  an  annual  average  of  128. 
But  this  is  not  all.  The  students  who  now  attend  the  University  are  in 
every  way  much  better  prepared  for  the  work  6f  the  classes  than  those 
of  some  years  ago.  They  also  take  a  much  higher  place  among  {heir 
dass-fellowsi  and  not  unfrequently  carry  off  some  of  the  highest  and 
most  coveted  honours  at  the  end  of  the  session.  But  even  this  number 
(1,665),  comparatively  large  though  it  be,  does  not  include  all  the 
Normal  students  who  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  university  training, 
and  are  now  occupying  some  of  the  more  important  educational  positions 
in  Scotland.  Many  students,  after  faithfully  passing  their  period  of 
probation,  and  obtaining  their  parchments,  return  to  the  University  and 
complete  the  curriculum  of  arts,  not  unfrequently  taking  their  degree 
veith  honours. 

The  privilege  of  attending  the  University  is  beginning  to  react  on 
the  common  scnooL    It  is  now  considered  a  point  of  honour  for  a  pupil« 
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teAober  ta  gain  the  speoial  aniverBily  mark,  while  candidates  at  the 
admlBfflon  examination  now  show  a  considerable  advance  in  attainments 
over  those  of  former  years. 

But  the  question  is  sometimes  asked.  How  does  this  attendance  at 
the  Univerdtj  affect  the  ordinary  and  necessary  branches  of  the 
Normal  College  curriealam  ?  To  this  a  sufficient  answer  is  found  in 
the  fact  that  ti^e  universi^  students,  as  a  nde^  head  the  official  class  list, 
and  are  eagerly  sought  after  by  school  boards  on  the  conclusion  of  their 
course  of  training.  This  high  position  on  the  class  Hst  is,  no  doubt, 
largely  owing  to  the  fact  t&t  the  best  students  are  sent  to  the  Uni- 
versity, while  it  shows  clearly  that  attendance  at  the  University  has  not 
interfered  with  the  due  cultivation  of  those  branches,  a  knowledge  of 
which  is  absolutely  necessary  in  the  teacher  of  the  diementary  schooL 

It  may  be  interesting  to  present,  in  tabular  form,  the  results  of  the 
recent  examination  for  admission : —

Xi  tbjps  appears  that  of  the  335  male  oandidates,  208»uOr  88;fil4>er 
centi  had  been  pupil-teachers ;  wlule  of  the  619  female  candidates,  519^ 
or  83 '84  per  cent.,  had  enjoyed  that  privilege.  Again,  it  appears,  that 
of  208  male  pupil-teachers,  15,  or  7*21  per  cent.,  failed  to  pass  the 
examination,  and  of  the  27  non-pupil-teachers,  12,  or  44*4  per  cent. ; 
while  of  the  619  femaJe  pupil-teachers  only  43,  or  8*28  pw  cent., 
failed  to  pass  the  examination ;  and  of  the  100  non-pupil-teachers  (in 
both  cases  socially  much  higher  than  the  males)  only  36,  or  36  per 
cent  As  compared  with  those  of  last  year,  the  results  are  thus  con- 
siderablv  higher. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  results  of  the  recent  examination  for  Results  of  the 
certificates  in  all  the  Training  Colleges,  and  also,  for  the  purpose  of  Christmas 
comparison,  the  corresponding  results  for  1885,  as  given  in  my  report  ©^tamination.

EDINBURGH  CHURCH  OF  SCOTLAND  TRAINING  COLLEGE. 

I  Tisited  this  institation  in  July,  November,  and  December.  The  premises  were 
fbllj  described  in  mj  report  for  1879,  and  I  foond  them  in  the  same  satis&c- 
tory  condition  at  mj  recent  visit.  The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  College  are 
excellent,  and  the  general  health  of  the  students  daring  the  past  session  has  been 
good. 

On  this  important  subject  I  have  been  favoured  with  the  following  statement  by 
Dr.  Donsmure,  the  medical  officer  of  the  College : — 

"»,  Queen's  Street. Bdinborgh.  I4th  DeoemberlSSS. 
**  I  beff  to  state  that  the  health  of  the  studenti*  male  and  female,  of  the  TnUninf  College  iu 
coDnecBon  with  the  Choroh  of  Hootlaod  has  been  good  during  the  put  year.  One  of  the  female 
students  had  a  severe  abscess,  and  was  obliged  to  go  home  )mt  ipnng,  and  has  not  been  able 
to  return  this  winter. 

"One  of  the  male  students  has  an  affection  of  the  eves  and  ears,  which  has  laid  him  up  for 
8ome  weeks,  and  which  prevented  him  appearins  lor  the  Government  examination.  Another 
male  student  had  an  absoen,  last  summer,  over  the  right  breast,  and  unfortunately  an  abtcess 
is  now  formin^r  in  his  lumbar  region--*he  has,  however,  been  able  to  attend  college  till  this  timew 
There  has  been  the  usual  number  of  triiHrnr  aihnents.

By  the  lamented  death  of  Dr.  Carrie  the  college  has  lost  a  distiiigiiished  head, 
and  education  an  able  adrocate  and  friend.  He  has  been  sneoeeded  by  Mr.  Mackin- 
lay,  who  has  condncted  the  mathematical  and  soientifie  department  for  upwards  of 
twenty  years  with  sin^ar  ability  and  marked  sncoess.  So  long  associated  with  the 
late  principal,  and  intimately  acquainted  with  his  method  of  ma^iagement,  he  will  be 
able  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  college  on  the  old  lines.  In  tiiis  he  will  be  person- 
ally assisted  by  Mr.  Morgan,  a  distinguished  graduate  of  Edinburgh  and  a  former 
student  of  the  college^  and  by  Mr.  Steele,  the  able  headmaster  of  the  practising 
schools. 

The  work  of  the  college  continues  to  be  conducted  in  a  yery  satisihctory  manner. 
The  discipline  and  order  of  the  classes  are  remarkably  good,  and  the  general  course 
of  instruction  is  yery  judicious  and  well  suited  to  prepare  the  students  for  their 
future  work  as  teachers  and  trainers  of  the  young. 

Pmctising  Schools :  The  state  of  these  large  and  important  schools  continues  to 
be  highly  satisfactory.  I  haye  been  fayoured  by  my  colleague,  Mr.  Dunn,  with  the 
following  statistics  of  his  yirit.  On  that  occasion  be  found  in  ayerage  attendance 
556  cbildren,  while  654  were  present  on  the  days  of  inspection,  and  426  names  were 
entered  on  the  examination  schedules  as  baying  completed  the  required  attendances. 

Tbe  following  statement  by  the  Principal  explains  fully  his  method  of  preparing 
the  students  professionally  : — 

"  During  the  first  session,  the  professional  training  of  our  students  has  not  differed  materially 
from  what  it  has  been  in  former  years.  Students  of  the  first  year  have  read  in  Dr.  Otorrie^ 
"  Cknmmon  School  Education  **  the  chapters  on  the  art  of  teaching,  on  method  as  applied  to  the 
teaching  of  reading,  writing,  grammar,  and  arithmetic,  and  on  the  cultivation  of  the  senses  and 
memoiy. 

"  During  the  first  half  of  the  session,  they  spent  three  hours  a  week  in  the  practismg  school 
'  listening  to  model-lcBsocis  given  by  Heads  of  Departments,  and  giving  lessons  on^vionsly 
prescribed  subjects..  Students  of  the  second  year  read,  ftom  Dr.  Cimrie's  book,  the  chapters  on 
organisation  and  discipline,  Herbert  Snencer's  *'  Education,"  a  veiy  considerable  portion  of 
Jevons'  elementary  lessons  on  logic,  ana  certain  diapters  in  Dr.  Andrew  Wilson's ''Hsaltii 
Seience."   They  also  had  a  short  course  of  lectures  on  the  Einderra^rten  system. 

"  In  schoolwork,  while  all  had  the  same  kind  of  practice  as  the  junion,  each  senior  male 
student*  in  addition,  passed  one  week,  and  each  female  student  two  weeks,  in  the  prso  '  ' 
school,  examining  its  organisation  and  working,  and  reporting  thereon.   Eacdi  seo^  ] 
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student  taught  two  criticigm  lessons  :^he  male  students  under  the  supenrislon  of  the  Principal, 
and  the  female  students  under  the  superrision  of  the  Prinois»al  and  the  Lady-Superintendent.*' 

The  industrial  instruction  of  the  female  students  is  conducted  hj  Miss  Macgregor, 
and  consists  of  the  usual  branches  of  needlework,  &c.  All  the  students  now  receiTe 
insteaction  in  cooking,  &c.  under  the  superintendence  of  Mrs.  Harrower,  the  head  of 
the  boarding  house.

EDINBURGH  FREE  CHURCH  TRAINING  COLLEGE. 
I  yisited  this  instilution  in  April,  May,  June,  July,  November,  and  December. 
The  oolletfe  buildings  were  fully  described  in  previous  reports,  and  I  found  them  in 
a  thoroughly  satismctory  condition  at  my  recent  visit.  The  sanitary  arrangements 
are  yery  thorough,  and  the  general  health  of  the  students  during  the  past  year  has 
been  very  good,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statement  by  Dr.  Ziegler,  the 
medical  oflicer  of  the  college  : — 

"  EdinbuTKb,  18th  November  1886. 
"In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  16th  instant,  I  have  meat  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the 
health  of  the  students,  dnrinc  the  session,  has  been,  as  usual,  very  good. 

"Throughout  the  session  about  80  students  have  applied  for  my  advices  but  in  a  very  large 
number  of  these  tbe  illness  has  been  of  a  transient  and  unimportant  diaraoter.  One  very 
important  fisot  requires  to  be  mentioned,  however,  via.,  tbe  almost  entire  immunitjr  we  have 
enjcqred  fhHn  epidonie  and  contagious  diseases,  and  that  at  a  time  when  such  affections  were 
largely  prevalent  in  our  city. 

"  One  young  lady  in  the  boarding  house  was  attacked  by  scarlet  fever ;  but  as  she  was  re* 
moved  within  a  few  hours  to  the  city  hospital,  I  am  glad  to  say  there  was  not  extension  of  the 
disease  to  others. 

"Two  of  tlie  male  students  also  gave  rise  to  some  anxiet^r ;  one  was  threatened  with  spitting 
of  blood,  who  has  recovered.  The  other,  a  somewhat  deHcate  young  man,  suffered  from  sub- 
acute pleurisy,  with  subsequent  threatening  of  inflammation  <^  the  bowels.  He,  I  am  clad  to 
Sr,  hM  also  recovered,  but  as  his  strength  was  considerably  reduced,  I  deemed  it  prudent  to 
visehim  to  return  home  fbr  a  time.

The  work  of  the  coUege  continues  to  be  conducted  with  sbgular  ability,  skill,  and 
success.  Hie  discipline  and  order  of  ^e  classes  are  remarkably  good,  and  the 
coarse  of  iostruction  is  carefuUj  graduated  and  admirably  fitted  to  prepare  the 
students  for  their  future  work  as  teachers  and  trainers  of  the  young. 

The  following  statement  by  the  Principal  explains  his  method  of  preparing  the 
students  fbr  the  practical  work  of  the  school : — 

"  On  the  subject  of  practical  training  in  the  art  of  leaching  I  have  to  report  as  follows  :— 

**  Criticism  lessons  have  occupied  somewhat  less  time  than  in  former  years.  Instead  of  three 
hours  per  week  for  the  senior  students,  two  only  have  boon  devoted  to  these  lessons.  The  sub- 
jects, however,  have  in  every  cose  been  prescribed  by  myself  in  order  that  aU  the  critical  points 
connected  with  the  teaching  of  the  various  branches  -of  common  school  education  maybe 
experimented  on,  and  by  abridging  the  time  for  each  lesson  the  students'  class  has  been  u 
often  gone  over  as  before  with,  as  I  think,  marked  improvement  in  the  direction  of  increased 
deflniteuess  and  concentration  of  attention  on  the  mam  subject  of  the  lesson. 

**  To  compensate  for  the  diminished  time  given  to  criticism  lessons  additional  time  has  been 
spent  in  the  practising  sohooL  Each  student  has  gone  for  a  week  for  so  many  hours  to  each  of 
tne  standards  fh>m  the  Srd  to  the  dth.  The  female  students,  while  practising  more  largely  with 
the  infants  and  1st  ami  2nd  Standards,  have  also  had  practice  with  the  higher  stan<uras  and 
in  the  industrial  department. 

"  AU  the  work  done  by  the  students  in  the  practising  school  is  fully  reported  on  by  those 
responsible  for  the  departments  in  which  they  aro  engaged. 

**  Betides  preparing  notes  of  lessons  on  many  subjects  in  connexion  with  the  school  manage- 
ment lectures,  the  junior  students  aro  present  at  and,  to  a  small  extent,  take  part  in  the 
criticism  lessons.  The  male  students  practised  also  with  the  Srd  Standard,  the  femiue  students 
with  the  infants.  1st  and  2nd  Standards^  and  in  t^e  indi^^trial  department.'' 

DriB, — ^Military  drill  and  calisthenics  now  form  part  of  the  regular  and  ordinary 
course  of  instruction.    The  male  students  are  instmcted  in  military  driU  by  com- 
petent instructors,  and  care  is  taken  to  ascertain,  by  individiuil  examination,  that  aXV 
have  learned  their  driU  efficiently.  While  the  female  students  have  received  instruc* 
tion  in  military  drill,  so  far  as  appUcable,  and  in  calisthenics.    In  tiieir  case  tb^e 
results  were  equaUy  satis^tory.

EDINBUEGH  EPISCOPAL  FEMALE  TRAILING  COLLEGE. 

I  visited  this  institution  in  June  and  November.  The  premises  were  fully  described 
in  previous  reports,  and  remain  unchanged.  The  sanitary  airangcments  are  very 
good,  the  ventilation  and  heating  are  carefully  attended  to,  and  the  general  healUi 
of  the  students,  who  are  all  resident,  has,  for  the  past  year,  been  satisfactory,  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  following  statement  with  which  I  have  been  favoured  by  I>r.  Buist, 
.the  medical  officer  of  the  college. : — 

"  1  Clifton  Terrace,  Edinburgli, 
29tli  October  1886. 
**Tho  Edinburgh  Bpiscopal  Training  College  has  been  entirely  free  from  epidemic  dijiieaae 
during  the  past  year,  and  I  have  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  students  has  been  generally 
satisractory.  , 

"  It  is  my  duty,  however,  to  report,  with  much  regret,  the  occurrence  of  two  deaths  among 
the  junior  students.  One  of  them,  who  went  home  for  the  Easter  holidays,  caught  cold  and 
died  of  acute  peritonitis  after  a  few  days'  illness.  Thb  other,  while  in  residence,  developed 
symptoms  of  cnronic  peritonitis  with  dropsy,  and  was  sent  homo,  where  she  gradually  became 
worse,  and  died  after  an  illness  of  several  months. 
"  Both  cases  are,  I  believe,  unique  in  the  history  of  the  college."

In  the  course  of  the  year,  I  had  ample  opportunities  of  seeing  the  methods  of 
instruction  pursued  by  the  principal  and  the  other  lecturers,  and  I  have  much 
pleasure  in  expressing  my  satisfaction  with  the  way  in  which  the  work  is  conducted 
in  the  different  classes.  The  discipline  and  order  are  most  satisfactory,  and  the 
whole  arrangements  of  the  establishment  are  very  judicious,  and  well  calculated  to 
secure  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  teachers  and  students. 

The  professional  training  of  the  students  eontinues  to  receive  a  due  amount  of 
time  and  attention.  For  details  I  beg  to  refer  to  the  following  statement  by  the 
Mistress  of  Method  : — 

"There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  the  practice  of  teaching  during  this 
session.  During  the  former  part  of  the  session  each  student  of  the  first  vear  visits  school  for 
one  week  in  order  to  hear  lessons  given  by  the  head  teachers,  to  observe  the  methods  adopted, 
and  to  draw  up  a  full  report  on  tne  organisation  and  working  of  the  school.  In  addition  to 
this  each  student  is  engaged  for  two  weeks  in  teaching  the  different  classes. 
*'  One  hour  of  each  week  is  devoted  to  criticism  lessons.

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**  students  of  tko  second  year,  in  the  former  part  of  the  session,  attend  scliool  to  hear  a 
course  of  model  lessons  given  by  the  head  tectchers  of  each  department.    Criticism  lessons  are .

Drill. — All  the  students  receive  iDStniction  in  such  parts  of  military  drill  as  lurc 
applicable  to  their  case,  and  also  in  calisthenics.  At  the  close  of  the  session, 
certificates  of  competency  ar9  given  to  the  outgoing  senior  students  after  a  strict 
examination  by  the  Drill-Instructor. 

The  industrial  instrnction  continues  to  be  condaoted  by  Miss  Smith.  It  contists 
of  the  usual  kind  of  needlework,  &c.  I  was  very  much  pleased  with  the  specimens 
exhibited. 

In  domestic  economy  the  iostmction  is  partly  theoretical,  with  the  most  approved 
manuals  as  text-books,  and  partly  practical,  consisting  of  cooking  and  general 
household  and  laundry  work,  under  suitable  superintendence. 

Practising  Schools, — I  continue  to  be  highly  pleased  with  the  way  in  which  these 
important  schools  are  conducted.  The  discipline  and  order  are  excellent,  and  the 
instruction  is  remarkably  Bonnd  and  very  well  snited  to  the  age  and  wants  of  the 
pupils.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  in  June  last  I  found  in  average  attendance  248 
children,  while  288  were  present  on  the  day  of  inspection,  and  235.  names  were 
entered  on  the  examination  schedules  as  having  completed  the  required  attendances. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  who  met  me,  were  the  Very  Rev. 
the  Dean  of  Edinbur^,  the  Kev.  Canon  Jackson,  James  Bruce,  £sq.<  the  Bev.  J.  8.

I  visited  this  institution  in  Jnne  and  November  along  with  Dr.  Kerr.  The  pre- 
mises were  fully  described^  iu  previous  reports,  aud  I  fouud  them  in  equally  goo<I 
condition  at  my  recent  visit.  The  general  sanitary  arrangements  arc  remarkably 
good,  and  the  health  of  the  students  during  the  past  session  has  been  very  good 
and  quite  equal  to  the  average  of  former  years,  tis  will  appear  from  the  fglTowing 
statement  by  Dr.  Maclean,  the  medical  officer  of  the  college; —

**  I  hereby  cerlify  that  the  health  of  the  male  students  was  exceedingly  good  throughout  the 
suasion.  There  was  no  serious  ailment  of  any  kind.  No  one  was  absient  for  more  than  a  day  or 
two  at  a  time.  The  females  were  in  very  good  general  health.  One  caught  fever  at  home 
during  the  holidays  and  died.  Another  alao  fell  ill  at  home,  and  could  not  rejoin  tlie  classes 
this  year,  but  will  probably  return  next  session.  Otherwise  all  over  the  health  was  very  good . 
'  The  sanitaiy  arrangements  are  excellent,  and  so  is  the  dietary  at  the  boarding-house,  where 
the  management  reflects  great  credit  on  the  matron.

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In  the  coarse  of  the  year  I  had  repeated  opportunities  of  seeing  the  methods  of 
instruction  pursued  by  the  Principal  and  the  other  Lecturers  of  the  College,  and 
have  now  the  pleasure  of  expressing  my  satisfaction  with  the  way  in  which  the  work 
of  instruction  is  conducted  throughout  the  institution.  The  discipline  and  order  are 
excellent,  and  the  general  course  of  instruction  is  very  judicious,  and  well  adapted 
to  meet  the  varied  wants  of  the  students. 

The  following  statement  by  the  Principal  and  the  Master  of  Method  fully  explains 
the  plan  of  preparing  the  students  professionally: — 

"A  course  of  10  lectures  on  the  psychological  baas  of  education  was  delivered  by  the  Prin* 
cipal  to  all  the  students  in  trainings  The  tneorr  of  the  subject  wms  also  studied  by  the  senior 
students  in  Bain's  JBdmcation  <u  a  Science.  The  processes  of  reasoninir  were  dealt  with  in 
some  lectures  by  the  Principalt  and  also  partly  by  means  of  a  text-book  of  logic. 

**  Methods  were  dealt  with  as  formerly  in  lessons  by  the  Principal  and  the  Master  of  Method, 
and  also  from  Dr.  Fitch's  text-book,  and  were  abundantly  illustrated  in  the  model  and 
criticism  lessons.    Due  attention  was  directed  to  school  organisation  and  hygiene. 

"  The  history  of  modem  education  was  set  forth  in  a  course  of  l<«tures  covering  the  period 
ttom  Locke  to  Herbert  Spencer.  The  class  of  senior  male  students  also  read  Ascham's  SchoU' 
master. 

"The  practical  instruction  was  conducted  as  formerly,  comprising,  in  the  case  of  each 
student,  teaching  two  hours  per  week  in  the  schooLs,  observing  and  commenting  upon  model 
lessons  by  the  Master  of  Method,  or  criticising  lessons  given  by  other  students,  in  addition  all 
the  female  students  gave  several  lessons  before  the  matron,  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments for  class  insti  notion  in  needlework." 

XVtW.— Military  drill  and  calisthenics  form  part  of  the  ordinary  coarse  of  in- 
struction under  the  superintendence  and  direction  of  a  Sergeant  lastructor  of 
experience. 

The  course  of  instruction  consists  of  the  usual  squad  and  company  drill,  with 
other  gymnastic  exercises,  so  arranged  and  carried  out  as  to  meet  all  the  require- 
ments of  ordinary  school  drill.  To  test  their  efficiency,  each  senior  student  is 
required  to  conduct  squad  drill  in  presence  of  the  Instructor.  At  the  close  of  the 
session,  out  of  38  senior  male  students,  17  were  found  to  be  extra  efficient.  In  this 
respect  the  standard  was  considerably  raised  this  year. 

The  fiemale  students,  who  reside  in  the  boarding-house,  receive  a  course  of  lessons 
(weekly)  in  gymnastic  and  physical  exercises  under  professional  superintendence, 
and  also  in  such  parts  of  military  drill  as  are  suitable  for  girls.  These  exercises,  I 
am  informed,  have  been  productive  of  much  benefit  to  the  students. 

The  industrial  instruction  continues  to  be  conducted  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner 
by  Miss  Poulis,  and  her  assistant  Miss  Maxwell.  I  was  very  highly  pleased  with 
the  exhibited  specimens  of  the  various  kinds  of  work  done  by  the  students  during 
the  session. 

In  addition  to  the  theoretic  instruction  in  domestic  economy  given  in  the  college, 
the  junior  students  receive  stated  instruction  in  laundry  work,  and  the  senior 
students  attend  a  course  of  lessons  in  practical  cookery  in  the  Glasgow  School  of 
Cookery. 

Practising  Schools. — The  condition  of  these  large  and  important  schools  continues 
to  be  most  satisfiEictory  in  all  respects.  I  have  been  favoured  by  my  colleague. 
Dr.  Kerr,  with  the  following  statistics  of  his  last  visit  On  that  occasion  he  found 
in  average  attendance  631  children,  while  747  were  present  on  the  days  of  inspec- 
tion, and  630  names  were  entered  on  the  examination  schednles  as  having  completed 
the  required  attendances.

The 
premises  were  ftilly  described  in  previous  reports^  and  I  found  tbem  in  the  same 
satis^tory  condition  at  my  recent  visit  The  sanitary  arrangements  are  excellent, 
and  the  general  health  of  the  students  during  the  past  session  has  been  remarkably 
good,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statement,  with  which  I  have  been  favoured 
by  Dr.  Adams,  the  medical  officer  of  the  college  :—

**  1  beg  to  report  that  the  condition  of  health  that  has  prevailed  among  the  students  of  the 
Free  Ohurch  Training  College  has  rarely  been  better  in  many  years'  experience  than  during 
the  year  now  ending. 

'*Snch  ailments  as.  have  come  under  my  professional  care  have  been  of  the  most  trivial 
Character.  A  few  slight  accidents  occnrrin^  in  the  playground  have  required  attention.  Only 
in  one  instance  have  I  considered  that  over-appHcation  was  inducing  a  state  of  health  that 
required  a  short  relaxation ;  but  even  in  that  case  there  were  neglects  of  ordinary  hygienic 
conditions  that  were  equally  in  fault.  A  very  short  interval  of  due  attention  to  common-sense 
precautions  put  matters  right.

Cookery. 


On  referring  to  my  notes,  I  find  that  I  heard  all  the  lecturers  discourse  and 
examine  on  almost  every  part  of  the  course,  and  noted  the  same  accurate  and  cart^il 
instruction  to  which  attention  has  been  so  often  directed  in  previous  reports.  The 
order  and  discipline  of  the  classes  are  excellent,  and  the  general  course  of  instruction 
is  very  judiciom)  and  well  adapted  to  prepare  the  stndents  for  the  efficient  discharge 
of  the  important  duties  devolving  on  those  intrusted  with  the  instruction  and  training 
of  the  young. 

The  professional  training  of  the  students  continues  to  receive  that  amount  of  time 
and  attention  which  its  importance  demands.  On  this  subject  Mr.  Boyd,  the  Master 
of  Method,  has  favoured  me  with  the  following  statement: — 

**  The  exercise  of  the  students  in  the  practice  of  teaching,  in  both  years  of  training,  and  of 
either  sex,  has  been,  throughout  the  present  session,  after  a  manner  very  similar  to  that 
which  has  obtained  during  several  preoediiig  years.  The  chief  aim  has  been  to  make  the  prao- 
tice  in  the '  art  ot  communicating '  varied,  but  at  the  same  time  real  and  systematic. 

"  Under  the  complete  course  of  training  are  included  the  following :— (a.)  Teaching  of  sec- 
tional  or  criticism  lessons.  The  lessons  are  previously  and  carefully  prepared  in  this  course. 
(6.)  Consecutive  practice  in  the  model  schools,  (c.)  Teaching  drill,  with  the  higher  classes  and 
m  advan(^  subjects. 

"  Eight  hours  per  week  throughout  the  whole  session,  two  hours  in  each  of  the /our  divisions 
of  students,  have  been  devoted  to  the  giving  of  lessons  for  criticism,  so  that  during  the  year 
nearly /:mr  hundred  such  lessons  have  been  given  and  criticised. 

"  2%e  Consecuiioe  PraeHos  in  the  Model  SchooU  in  carried  on  by  the  withdrawal,  from  their 
ordinary  college  studies,  of  three  in  rotation,  for  a  fortnight,  from  each  of  the  two  divisions  of 
male  students,  and  of  /(mr  firom  the  corresponding  divisions  of  female  students  for  the  same 
penedf— fourteen  in  alU 

**  These  are  methodically  distributed  over  the  varioas  departments,  and  are  regularly  super- 
intended in  the  work  of  school  management,  and  in  the '  art  of  teaching,*  by  the  head-masters, 
who  also  guide  them  in  the  use  of  apparatus,  and  explain  to  them  the  system  of  organisation, 
and  the  method  of  {practieal)  registration. 

*'  This  has  been  found  the  most  efficient  mode  of  blending  the  studies  in  the  college  class 
rooms  with  the  real  practice  of  teaching  in  the  model  schoolrooms. 

"  DriU  in  Teachina.—1h\a  part  of  the  practice  is  restricted  to  the  outgoing,  the  senior, 
students,  and  is  conducted  on  the  following  plan.  The  scholars  of  the  5th,  0th,  and  ex-6th 
Standards  are  divided  into  groups  of  from  twenty  to  thirty,  and  arranged  in  a  suitable  manner 
in  the  senior  department,  and  in  the  several  class-rooms  therewith  connected,  to  be  taught  by 
the  students  the  subjects  marked  on  the  ordinary  time-table  of  the  school  for  the  particular 
hours. 

"  These  subjects  consist  chiefly  of  those  higher  branches  taught  in  good  elementaiy  schools,  as 
well  as  Latin,  French,  Euclid,  and  Algebra,  with  lessons  in  Natunu  Science  and  the  Laws  of 
Health. 

"  Bach  student  in  turn  is  i^)pointed  to  teach  one  of  these  divisions,  and  in  his  work  is  directly 
superintended  by  the  Master  of  Method,  who,  wlien  he  deems  it  necessary,  conducts  the  lesson, 
the  student  meanwhile  exercising  his  observing  faculty. 

'*  The  main  aim  here  is  that  the  student  should  acquire  a  smart  and  an  energetic  manner,  as 
vreU  as  a  gentlemanlike  bearing,  before  a  class.  Also  that  he  should  ftilly  recognise  the  im- 
portance of  a  just  inflection  and  correct  modulation  of  his  voice  while  teaching—oi  akeen,  quick 
eye— and  of  a  fluent  and  correct  use  of  the  English  language. 

**  The  Master  of  Method 'also  porsonalhr  supmntends  the  criticism  lessons  in  all  the  divisions 
of  the  students,  and  criticises  both  the  lessons  given,  and  the  remarks  made  upon  them  by  the 
student-critics. 

**  And,  Anally,  the  Principal  continues  to  take  an  interested  oversight  in  everything  which 
has  a  bearing  on  the  practical  efficiency  of  the  students.** 
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Drill, — ^Military  drill  and  Calisthenics  now  form  part  of  the  regular  coarse  of  in- 
struction for  all  the  students.  All  the  male  students  of  the  second  year  have  under- 
gone a  complete  course  of  drill  hy  Sergeant-Major  Fearcey»  drill  instructor  to  the 
1st  Lanarkshire  Engineer  Volunteers,  and  have  nearly  all  heen  certified  hy  him  as 
**  efficient.*'  The  female  students  of  the  second  year  have  also  had  a  systematic 
course  of  dVill  and  Calisthenics  suitable  to  their  circumstances. 

Music. — During  the  session,  61  students  of  the  second  year  took  the  Intermediate 
certificate  of  the  Tonic-Sol-fa  College,  and  10  have  taken  the  member's  certificate. 
These  certificates  are  now  almost  universally  accepted  by  School  boards  as  sufficient 
evidenee  of  ability  to  teach  music. 

Industrial  Instruction.— The  industrial  instruction  of  the  female  students  is  con- 
ducted by  Mrs.  James,  and  receives,  as  its  importance  demands,  very  special  atten- 
tion. The  exhibition  of  specimens  of  work  done  by  the  Btudents  was  most  creditable, 
and  deserves  special  commendation. 

Cookery. — ^A  coarse  of  experimental  lessons  was  given  daring  the  session  by 
Mrs.  Black,  with  the  very  best  results.  As  the  Glasgow  West-end  School  of  Cookery 
is  recognised  by  the  Department  as  a  Training  School,  certificates  issued  by  this 
school  entitle  the  holders  of  them  to  earn  grants  for  the  teaching  of  Cookery. 

Practising  Schools. — These  large  and  important  schools  continue  to  be  conducted 
ill  a  very  faithful  and  satisfiEUJtory  manner.  I  have  been  favoured  by  my  colleague. 
Dr.  Kerr,  with  the  following  statistics  of  his  last  visit.  On  that  occasion,  he  found 
iu  average  attendance  394  children,  while  445  were  present  on  the  days  of  inspec- 
tion, and  389  names  were  entered  on  the  examination  schedules,  as  having  made 
the  required  attendances.

The  work  of  the  college  contiQues  to  be  conducted  in  the  same  highly  satisfaetory 
manner,  to  which  I  have  so  often  called  attention  in  previous  reports.  The  discii^ne 
and  order  of  the  classes  are  excellent,  and  the  course  of  instruction  is  carefiilly 
graduated  and  well  fitted  to  prepare  the  students  for  their  future  work  as  teachers 
and  trainers  of  the  young. 

The  following  statement  by  the  Principal  explains  fully  his  mode  of  preparing  the 
students  for  the  practical  work  of  their  profession  :  — 

"  The  professional  training  is  carried  out  very  much  in  the  same  way  as  formeriy. 

"The  students  of  the  first  year  are  divided  into  two  or  three  groups  for  convenience  in 
visitinff  the  different  departments  of  the  school,  where  they  spend,  at  least,  two  hours  weekly 
up  to  the  Midsummer  holidi^s.  Though  the  practice  they  thus  receive  is  chiefly  under  the 
sunerintendenoe  of  Ithe  teachers  of  the  denartmentSp  I  continue  to  observe  fbr  myself  the  indi- 
vianal  progress.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  session,  their  attention  is  turned  to  the  teaching 
of  needlework  in  the  school  for  an  hour  a  week.  A  course  of  lesson^i  on  infant  teaching,  duly 
illustrated,  is  given  throughout  the  session  by  the  mistress  of  that  department. 

**  The  students  of  the  second  year,  after  the  Midsummer  holidays,  taxe  tbe  place  of  the  students 
of  the  first  year  for  the  purpose  of  professional  practice  in  the  schools :  and  they  also  spend  a 
week  at  the  beghming  of  the  session,  and  another  week  about  the  middle  of  it,  with  the  view 
of  informing  themselves  in  matters  of  organisation  and  discipline,  as  well  as  of  making  them- 
selves aoouainted  with  the  text-books  in  use  for  the  different  standards.  Complete  reports  of 
all  they  ooeerve  are  given  in  and  duly  examined.  During  tbe  first  part  of  the  session,  an  hour 
a  week  is  spent  in  tbe  schools  for  practice  in  the  teaching  of  needlework.  Two  Criticism 
lessons  a  week  are  given  before  myself.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  teachers  of  some  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  city,  an  opportunity  is  given  to  the  senior  students  of  visiting  these 
schoob  and  observing  their  arrangements." 

DriU. — All  the  students  receive  systematic  instmctidnin  calisthenici,  and  in  those 
parts  of  military  drill  that  are  applicable  to  their  case.  These  exercises  are  under 
the  superintendence  of  a  properly  qualified  instructor. 

Industrial  Instruction,^!  was  much  pleased  with  the  way  in  which  Miss  Wor- 
ship conducts  the  work  of  this  department.  The  exhibition  of  work  by  the 
students  of  both  years  was  most  satisfactory,  and  merits  hi^h  commendation. 

In  domestio  economy,  the  instruction  is  partly  theoretical  and  partly  practical, 
under  the  able  direction  and  superintendence  of  Mrs.  Black  (South  Kensington), 
and  Miss  Vollar,  the  Lady  Superintendent. 

Practising  Schools. — I  have  been  faroared  with  the  following  details  of  the  last 
inspection  by  my  colleague,  Mr.  Ogilvie. 

On  that  occasion,  there  were  in  arerage  attendance  669  children,  while  748  wore 
present  on  the  days  of  inspection,  and  690  names  were  entered  on  the  examination 
scbednles  as  having  made  tbe  required  attendances. 

A  male  department  has  now  been  added  to  the  college,  and  two  students  are 
attending  the  nniYersity  during  the  present  session.  They  take  the  classes  of  junior 
Latin,  junior  Greek,  and  junior  mathematics. 

The  members  of  the  Cknnmittee  of  Management,  who  met  me,  were  the  Bev.  Pro- 
fessor MilHgan,  D.D.,  Convener,  the  Bev.  Professor  Christie,  D.D.,  and  WilUam 
Teats,  Esq.,  of  Anquhamey.

The  work  of  the  college  continues  to  be  conducted  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 
The  discipline  and  order  of  the  classct  are  remarkably  good,  and  the  general 
appearance  and  tone  of  the  whole  establishment  are  rery  pleasing. 

The  professional  training  of  the  students  continues  to  receive  a  due  amount  of 
time  and  attention.  On  this  subject  the  Principal  has  favovred  me  with  the  following 
statement: — 

**  The  professional  training  of  the  students  has  this  session  been  conducted  in  almost  the 
same  manner  as  that  described  in  my  report  for  last  yeur.  It  consists  of— 1.  The  study  of  the 
subjects  prescribed  in  the  syllabus  uiraer  the  head  of  School  management ;  I.  Criticism 
lessons :  8.  Model  lessons ;  4.  Sectional  teaching :  and  6.  Class  ^f>fvching. 

"  In  the  first,  instruction  is  given  partly  in  the  form  of  lectures  and  partly  by  the  aid  of 
text  botiks. 

**  2.  Criticism  lessons.— These  continue  to  receive  that  attention  which  their  importance 
demands.  Six  lessons  are  taught  weekly,  three  by  students  of  the  first,  and  three  by  those  of 
the  seoood  year.    Thus  each  atudent  teaches  afc  least  twice  during  the  session* 

"  8.  Model  lessons.— These  are  taught  either  by  myself  or  by  tfee  heads  of  departmenti>. 

**  4.  Sectional  teaching.— For  this  the  classes  are  broken  up  into  small  sections  and  taught  as 
described  in  my  ropori  of  last  year.  As  Her  Majest/s  Inspector,  on  his  annual  visits  to 
Trailing  College^  pays  special  attention  to  this  department  of  the  students'  work,  as  well  as 
to  the  criticism  lesson,  the  students  have  an  additional  motive  to  take  an  interest  tn  this 
exercise. 

**  5.  Class  teaching.— In  this,  each  student  of  the  second  year  takes  the  place  of  the  ordinary 
teacher  of  the  class,  continues  with  it  for  a  week  at  a  time,  and  is  responsfole  for  its  discipline 
and  work.  A  report  is  handed  in  upon  the  appearance  nuMle  by  each,  and  upon  htr  capability 
as  a  teacher,  and  this  influences  to  a  considexablo  extent  the  certificate  for  practical  skill  given 
to  each  at  the  end  of  her  college  career. 

**  As  needlework  is  under  the  New  Code  made  a  elass  suMect,  and  must,  to  obtain  a  grant, 
be  taught  according  to  scientific  principles,  special  attention  has,  this  session,  again  been  given 
to  the  training  of  the  studento  as  practical  teachers  of  this  subject.  To  secure  this  two 
demonstration  lessons  have  been  given  weekly  to  large  classes  according  to  the  simultaneous 
method." 

Drill, — All  the  students  receive  regular  and  systematic  instruction  in  such  parts 
of  military  drill  as  are  applicable  to  their  case,  and  also  in  calisthenics.  'Aiese 
exercises  are  under  tbe  direction  and  superintendence  of  duly  qualified  instructor. 

Industrial  Instruction, — ^This  branch  of  instruction  continues  to  be  conducted  by 
Miss  Walker,  with  singular  ability,  skill,  and  success. 

In  domestic  economy,  the  instruction  is  partly  theoretical  and  partly  practical, 
under  the  direction  and  superintendence  of  Mrs.  Black  (South  Kensington).

At  the  last  named  I  had  the  help  of  one  of  my  assistants.  The 
following  were  examined  by  my  assistants  alone;  their  reports  are 
appended : — 

Edinburgh  (Church  of  Scotland). 
Glasgow  (Church  of  Scotland). 
Glasgow  (Free  Church). 

I  found  a  very  high  standard  of  musical  efficiency  at  the  Church  of 
Scotland  College  in  Aberdeen.  The  choral  music,  which  consisted  of 
a  cantata  and  several  other  interesting  compositions,  was  admirably 
rendered,  and  solos,  duets,  and  quartets  were  played  on  the  pianoforte 
by  tl^  students  of  both  years  with  a  precision  and  good  taste  indicating 
excellent  tuition. 

At  the  Aberdeen  Free  Church  College  the  results  reached  a  fair 
average  throughout. 

The  Episcopal  Church  College  at  Edinburgh  maintained  its  high 
reputation  for.  sound  and  careful  work.  The  students  when  examined 
individually  showed  great  taste  and  intelligence,  and  the  singing  of  the 
choral  classes  deserved  much  praise.  In  this  college  the  students, 
though  presented  as  ''old  notationists,"  were  prepared  to  pass  my 
examination  either  in  the  staff  or  tonic  sol-fa  systems ;  and  I  understood 
that  nearly  every  student  held  a  certificate  as  a  tonic  sol-&ist.  This 
thorough  mastery  of  both  systems  is  worthy  of  imitation  elsewhere. 

At  the  Edinburgh  Free  Church  College  I  found  the  music  in  a  highly 
satisfactory  state.  The  individual  examination  showed  excellent  train- 
ing, and  by  a  combination  of  the  two  branches  of  the  college  (male  and 
female)  the  choral  class  was  raised  to  a  point  of  great  efficiency.  Much 
taste  and  good  expression  was  exhibited  in  the  singing. 

Notwithstanding  some  severe  and  outspoken  criticism,  a  general 
consideration  of  Sie  reports  of  my  assistants  and  myself  is,  I  think^ 
encouraging;  there  are  evident  signs  that  the  Scotch  students  are 
anxious  to  enter  with  their  hearts,  as  well  as  vrith  their  heads,  into  their 
musical  trainipg ;  if  this  be  so,  the  good  effect  will  soon  begin  to  make 
itself  felt  throughout  the  country,  and  there  will  be  restored  to  Scotch 
music  that  tenderness  and  depth  of  feeling  which  was  formerly  one  of  its 
most  striking  features.

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APPENDIX. 

Report  of  W.  A.  Barrett,  £sq.,  Mas.  Bac.,  &c. 

On  5th  October  1886 1  visited  the  Church  of  Scotland  College  in  Glasgow.  I 
was  especially  gratified  to  find  evidences  of  good  preparation  for  the  examination, 
alike  in  male  and  female  students,  among  the  majority  of  those  who  presented 
themselves.  A  few  only  among  the  male  students  seemed  to  Imve  been 
deprived  of  the  opportunities  for  the  study  of  music  during  the  period  of  time 
in  which  they  were  pupil-teachers,  but  in  a  general  way  the  value  of  music  as 
an  element  in  education  appeared  to  be  more  extensively  recognised,  and  the 
disadvantages  and  difficulties  under  which  some  of  the  masters  had  in  their  own 
day  laboured  have  been  turned  to  profit,  and  pupil-teachers  are  sent  to  college 
better  prepared,  at  all  events  in  the  matter  of  music.  I  must  «tate,  to  the 
credit  of  those  of  the  students  who  had  entered  with  little  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  that  they  appeared  to  have  wrought  weU,  to  employ  to  the  best  pur- 
pose the  means  of  instruction  at  their  disposal.  Encouragement  and  help  nad 
been  freely  given  bv  the  rector  and  the  musical  teacher,  and  a  fair  avmge 
allowance  of  marks  nad  been  won  by  all  students.  The  educational  privilege 
of  singing  in  parts,  enjoyed  by  the  male  and  female  students  will  doubtless  be 
duly  appreciated,  and  serve  as  an  incentive  to  the  production  of  effects  of  like 
kind  in  the  several  centres  in  which  they  will  be  called  upon  to  labour.  The 
advancement  of  musical  knowledge  in  Scotland  will  be  ^rc^y  helped  by  the 
moral  encouragement  given  towards  the  formation  of  societies  for  the  practice 
of  music  in  concert  as  observed  in  the  colleges.  The  hour  of  practice  is 
usually  looked  forward  to  with  much  enjoyment,  but  it  would  be  as  well  to 
direct  the  students  not  to  lose  sight  of  the  educational  advantages  likely  to 
arise  out  of  the  knowledge  gained  by  united  singisig. 

I  was  glad  to  find  that  many  of  the  students  were  alile  to  accompany  the 
songs  of  their  associates,  in  some  cases  not  only  accurate^,  but  with  taste  and 
judgment. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  I  did  not  find  the  condition  of  music  in  the  Church 
of  Scotland  Colleges  in  Edinburgh  at  all  e(jual  to  that  of  Glasgow. 

The  united  singing  of  a  few  choral  pieces  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  the 
students  and  was  not  badly  done. 

The  individual  singing  among  the  male  students  was  capable  of  a  vast 
amount  of  improvement.  '  The  songs  presented  were  either  selected  from  the 
repertory  of  the  infant  school,  or,  in  general,  were  of  so  childish  a  character 
that  they  might  with  propriety  be  kept  there.  One  or  two  of  the  better 
disposed  among  the  students  had  brought  songs  which  are  classed  among  the 
standard  productions  of  their  kind,  but  the  standard  was  not  high.  There 
were  few  indications  in  any  case  of  an  attempt  to  reach  an  artistic  ideal  in  the 
performance  of  the  sonffs,  and  consequently  nothing  which  showed  that  music 
had  been  cultivated  wi&  any  other  object  than  the  oare  fulfilment  of  require- 
ments. The  reading  at  sight  was  not  always  satisftMstory,  either  as  to  time  or 
tune.  In  the  names  given  to  the  notes  for  the  purposes  of  solmisation  there 
was  some  confusion,  and  the  general  impression  conveyed  to  my  mind  as  to 
the  state  of  music  among  the  male  students  of  the  college  was  suggestive 
of  retrogression  rather  than  of  advance.  Some  of  the  students  had  not  had 
much  acquaintance  with  music  previous  to  their  entry  into  the  college,  and 
some  were  inclined  to  regard  the  whole  matter  with  indifference.  I  think, 
therefore,  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  increase  tlie  interest  in  t^e  subject. 
The  musically  disposed  should  receive  warmer  encouragement,  the  backward 
more  consideration,  and  the  choice  of  solos,  by  which  the  examiner  is  to  judge 
of  the  natural  gifts  and  acquirements  of  the  student,  should  not  be  left  to 
the  unfettered  selection  of  those  whose  acquaintance  with  musical  literature, 
and  its  suitability  to  their  own  requirements,  is  necessarily  limited. 

Among  the  female  students  matters  were  more  hopeful.  Musical  taste  was 
guided  with  better  judgment,  and  t'le  prospect  infinitely  more  encouraging. 
The  sight  reading  was,  for  the  mosi  part,  prompt  and  correct,  both  as  con- 
cerned the  time  and  tune  tests.    The  songs  were  given  with  some  degree  of  taste 
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and  even  of  refinement,  and  the  acoompaniments  played  by  the  students  for 
each  other  were  very^  well  done ;  this  latter  result  being  doubtless  gained  by 
the  fiw^ties  for  pianoforte  practice  in  the  house,  and  the  excellent  teaching  c^ 
Mr.  Walter  Hatdey  and  Miss  Smith. 


Report  op  Mr.  W.  G.  MoNauqbt,  A.B.A.M.,  Ac. 

Practical  Examination. 

I  had  the  honour  to  visit  alone  the  college  of  the  Free  Church  at  Glasgow, 
and  in  company  mth  Dr.  Stainer  the  college  of  the  Free  Church  at  Edinburgh. 

QUuaow, — ^The  performance  of  the  various  tests  submitted  to  the  students 
more  than  sustained  the  reputation  of  the  experienced  and  devoted  professor 
who  for  many  years  has  taught  in  this  coUc^.  Many  of  the  students  were 
able  to  execute  passages  at  sight  Car  more  difficult  than  those  prepared  for  the 
examination,  and  the  performance,  too,  of  the  songs  maintained  the  advance 
made  in  power  of  musical  expression  noticed  in  last  year's  report. 

EdMurgh, — My  impression  here  was  that  the  average  musical  capacity  of 
the  students  was  rather  below  that  of  recent  years.  The  deficiency,  nowever, 
of  natural  skill  was  balanced  by  the  close  attention  that  had  been  given  to  the 
preparation  for  the  tests,  the  most  noticeable  results  of  which  were  a  greater 
freedom  in  singing  minor  mode  passages  and  in  telling  notes  by  ear.  The 
part-singing  was  more  spirited  than  usual. 

Theory  Questions. 

First  Year.— Staff  Notation.— For  the  most  the  questions  were  intdligently 
answered.  The  questions  dealing  with  the  values  of  tied  notes,  dotted  notes, 
and  rests  proved  most  troublesome,  and  attempts  to  define  the  meaning  of  the 
very  common  term  staccato  elicited  many  strange  and  tortuous  explanations. 

Tonic  Sol-fa  Notation. — ^llie  question  on  the  steps  of  the  tonic  sol-^  method 
^vas  not  answered  so  clearly  as  it  should  be  by  potential  teachers,  and  the 
question  as  to  the  relative  pitch  of  various  keys  was  often  incorrectly  answered. 
With  these  exceptions  the  paper  gave  no  trouble. 

Second  Year, — Staff  Notation, — The  purely  grammatical  questions,  except 
that  on  syncopation,  were  nearly  invariably  well  answered.  As  might  oe 
expected,  the  questions  relating  to  the  treatment  of  the  voice  gave  rise  lo 
conflicting  statements.  It  is,  nowever,  gratifying  to  observe  from  the  general 
agreement  of  the  best  answers  of  students  so  far  apart  as  Aberdeen,  Glasgow, 
and  Edinburgh  that  correct  notions  of  the  most  recent  theories  of  yoctl  training 
have  permeated  a  class  of  the  commimity  likely  soon  to  be  in  a  position  to 
make  or  mar  the  voices  of  many  children.  The  didactic  effect  of  last  year's 
questions  on  the  voice  was  marked;  so  much  so  indeed  that  many  of  the 
answers  were  short  essays  obviously  written  for  last  year's  questions.  Noting 
this,  it  is  singular  that  the  meaning  of  "  M  100  " — a  simple  question  repeatedly 
asked  in  former  papers,  and  generally  badly  answered— was  still  the  parent  of 
strange  definitions. 

Tonic  Solfa  Notation. -^MoBt  of  the  questions  were  generally  answered 
correctlv.  The  (juestion  on  the  minor  scale  gave  most  trouble.  This  is  a 
matter  for  regret  if  only  for  the  reason  that  a  l^tch  musical  student,  at  least, 
should  have  clear  theoretical  ideas  on  the  mode  of  usingscale  tones,  so  frequently 
and  beautifuUv  illustrated  in  the  national  music.  The  question  on  intervals 
was  often  badljr  answered.  This  may  arise  from  the  too  frequent  neglect  of 
the  subject  of  intervals  by  tonic  sol-frdsts.  No  theoretical  course  of  musical 
study  can  be  complete  that  does  not  cultivate  readiness  in  the  power  of 
observing  intervals.

I  have  the  hononr  to  sabmit,  in  terms  of  section  61  of 
the  Education  (Scotland)  Act,  1872,  the  Annnal  Beport  of  the 
Accountant  for  Scotland  to  the  Scotch  Education  Department, 
prepared  from  returns  made  to  me  hj  the  school  boards  in  Scotland, 
setting  forth  the  amount  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditure  of  each 
board  for  the  year  ended  at  Whitsunday  1886. 

The  total  number  of  school  boards  is  980,  being  two  less 
than  in  the  last  Abstract,  owing  to  the  Burgh  and  Landward 
Boards  of  Haddington  and  Butherglen  having  been  combined. 

The  Treasurers  of  all  these  school  boards  have  transmitted  to 
this  OfBice  an  Account,  showing  their  money  receipts  and  payments, 
the  state  of  the  funds  and  property  under  their  charge,  and  the 
amount  of  liabilities  at  Whitsunday,  together  with  the  vouchers,  in 
terms  of  sections  48  and  49  of  the  Act 

In  each  case  a  certification  was  annexed  to  the  Account,  and
